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BIENNIAL   MESSAGE. 


Chntiemen  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  HepreaentoHvei  : 

Toil  assemble  under  favorable  circamstanoes.  The  chief  queatioiis 
that  yon  will  be  called  upon  to  consider  have  already  been  widely  dis- 
cussed  by  the  people,  and  their  opinions  and  desires  are  very  well 
known.  It  is  expected  by  your  constituents  that  yon  will  address  your- 
selves to  the  work  before  yon  with  pmdence  and  devotion;  that  yon 
will  dis]>ose  of  it  wisely  and  promptly;  that  you  will  have  great  care  for 
the  reputation  and  honor  of  the  State;  that  you  will  maintain  the 
dignity  and  majesty  of  the  law  by  providing  certain  and  quick  pun- 
ishment for  those  who  wilfully  and  persistently  violate  it ;  that  you 
will  see  to  it  that  aggregated  capital,  corporate  or  otherwise,  does  not 
take  to  itself  a  larger  share  of  the  general  income  than  is  fairly  its 
due  ;  t^at  you  will  make  sure  that  all  your  legislation  is  in  the  inter- 
est of  justice,  and  well  adapted  to  promote  peace  and  prosperity 
among  the  people.  Tou  have  it  in  your  power  to  give  the  Twenty- 
seoond  Oeneral  Assembly  a  very  honorable  place  in  the  history  of  the 
State.  I  congratulate  you  on  your  opportunities,  and  I  congratulate 
the  people  that  their  interests  are  committed  to  men  so  well  quali- 
fied to  guard  and  promote  them. 

The  constitution  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  Oovemor  to  **  communi- 
cate by  message  to  the  Oeneral  Assembly,  at  every  regular  session, 
the  condition  of  the  State,  and  recommend  such  matters  as  he  shall 
deem  ezpedient."    This  I^now  proceed  to  do.

BSTIMATBD  BBCBIPTS  AND   BZPBKDITUBBS   FOB  THB   CUBBSNT   BIBNNIAI* 

PBBIOD. 

The  Auditor  of  State  estimates  the  receipts  for  the  fiscal  term  com- 
mencing July  1, 1887,  and  ending  June  30, 1889,  from.  State  tax,  based 
on  two  and  one-half  mills  levy  in  1887,  and  two  mills  in  1888,  and 
from  other  sources,  at  $2,992,683.  His  estimated  expenditures  for  the 
same  period,  exclusive  of  extraordinary  appropriations,  are  $2,174,* 
280.00.  Leaving  for  the  payment  of  outstanding  warrants  and  extra- 
ordinary appropriations,  $818,303.00.  The  warrants  outstanding  July 
1,  1887,  amounted  to  $466,987.30,  to  which  mutt  be  added  about  $30,- 
000.00  for  interest,  making  a  total  of  $486,987.30,  which,  taken  from 
the  sum  previously  named,  leaves  $332,S16.70  that  the  General  Assem- 
bly may  safely  draw  upon  for  extraordinary  appropriations.  There  is 
usually  at  the  end  of  each  biennial  period  a  number  of  unexpended 
balances  of  special  appropriations  undrawn  from  the  treasury.  The 
SkggregBXe  of  these,  July  1,  1885,  was  $363,148;  July  1,  1887,  it  was 
$163,104.91.  A  similar  condition  will  probably  exist  at  the  close  of  the 
current  period,  and  the  unexpended  balances,  therefore,  are  not  in- 
cluded in  the  above  estimates.  As  already  stated,  the  estimated  reve« 
nue  from  the  State  tax  is  based  upon  two  and  one-half  mills  in  1887^ 
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snd  twomillB  in  1888.  The  total  asseBsment-for  taxation  is  $406,- 
710,241.00.  An  additional  half  mill  for  1888  would  increase  the 
revenue  about  $250^000.00,  and  make  the  sum  for  special  appropriations 
ahout  1582,000.00,  or  something  less  than  the  amount  of  those  of  the 
same  character  made  by  the  Twenty-first  Oeneral  Assembly.  In  view 
of  the  facta  that  property  is  assessed  at  scarcely  one-third  of  its  actual 
▼alue,  that  two  and  one-half  mills  have  been  levied  continuously  for 
six  years,  and  that  the  money  is  required  to  keep  in  proper  repair  the 
various  State  institutions  and  to  provide  for  their  growing  necessities 
I  recommend  that  the  levy  be  continued  at  two  and  one-half  mills. 

The  crops  have  been  less  abundant  than  usual,  on  account  of  the 
severity  of  the  drouth  during  the  last  season,  and  every  effort  should  be 
made  that  is  possible  to  keep  expenses  within  proper  bounds.  While 
the  State  tax  has  been  one  of  the  least  burdensome,  yet  it  is  incum- 
bent upon  all,  under  present  circumstances,  to  make  no  expenditure 
that  is  not  really  necessary,  and  I  earnestly  urge  that  no  other  expendi- 
ture be  authorized  or  countenanced. 

BTATB   INSTITUTIONS. 

I  herewith  transmit  to  the  General  Assembly  the  biennial  reports 
of  the  trustees,  superintendents  and  other  officers  of  the  various  State 
Institutions.  I  ask  for  these  reports  that  careful  consideration  which 
their  importance  deserves.  They  contain  the  record  of  duties  well  and 
faithfully  performed,  and  exhibit  a  condition  of  affairs  alike  credit- 
able to  those  who  have  managed  them  and  to  the  State. 

Having,  from  frequent  visits  to  these  institutions,  become  quite 
familiar  with  their  condition  and  management,  it  gives  me  pleasure 
to  say  that  in  my  judgment  they  are  economically  and  skillfully  con- 
ducted, and  are  serving  with  praiseworthy  fidelity  the  interests  for 
which  they  were  established.  Though  the  sums  annually  required  for 
their  support  may  seem  large  in  the  aggregate,  they  become  small 
when  divided  among  the  whole  people  of  the  State,  and  probably  no 
money  expended  brings  a  better  return.  It  is  not  only  a  duty,  but 
should  be  a  pleasure,  to  our  public-spirited  citizens  to  see  that  these  in- 
stitutions are  maintained  at  a  high  standard  of  efficiency,  and  granted 
the  aid  necessary  to  enable  them  to  do  their  work  in  the  best  possible 
manner.  The  recommendations  made,  particularly  as  to  appro- 
priations, should  have  your  especial  examination.  The  aggregate  of 
the  sums  asked  for  new  buildings,  improvements,  repairs,  contingen- 
gencies,  etc.,  coming  properly  under  the  head  of  special  appropria- 
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tions,  amoants  to  abaat  $1,147,656.  These  reoommendatioiit  are 
andoabtedly,  for  the  most  part,  based  on  the  actual  needs  of  the  sep- 
arate institations  as  seen  by  their  respective  managers.  Many  of 
them  onght  to  and  can  be  complied  with.  Bat  in  the  present  condi« 
tion  of  State  finances,  it  will  not  be  practicable  to  grant  them 
all,  scarcely  indeed  one-half  of  them.  In  yonr  wisdom  yon  will 
be  able  to  discriminate  between  the  most  urgent  and  those  which 
can  be  safely  deferred  until  another  time.  Outstanding  warranU 
should  be  paid  during  the  ftrst  half  of  the  current  biennial  period. 
This  provision  made,  the  special  appropriationcimay  be  safely  carried, 
under  a  two-and-one-half  mill  levy,  to,  but  not  beyond,  1583,000. 
Judiciously  and  fairly  distributed,  these,  in  my  judgment,  will  be 
sufficient  to  keep  the  public  property  in  good  repair,  and  all  the  State 
Institutions  in  a  safe  and  prosperous  condition.  I  trust  it  will  be  the 
resolute  purpose  of  the  General  Assembly  to  promptly  pay  off  the 
outstanding  warrants  of  the  State,  and  to  keep  the  appropriations 
clearly  within  the  limits  of  the  estimated  revenue  of  the  period.  It 
has  been  in  the  past  the  wise  practice  of  the  people,  and,  in  the  main, 
of  their  representatives,  to  keep  the  State  out  of  debt.  The  depart- 
ure made  from  this  wholesome  rule,  by  the  last  two  General  Assem- 
blies, in  making  appropriations  considerably  in  excess  of  the  revenue, 
should  not  be  repealed.  There  is  no  necessity  for  it,  while  sound  policy 
and  the  will  of  the  people  are  both  decidedly  against  it.  But,  whatever 
appropriations  are  made,  an  income  should  be  secured  to  meet  them. 
Within  the  bounds  indicated,  you  will  have  my  hearty  concurrence 
in  all  measures  designed  to  strengthen  and  promote  the  usefulness 
of  our  State  Institutions. 

HOSPITAL  FOB  THB  INSAl^  AT  MT.  PLBASANT. 

The  completion  of  a  substantial  and  commodious  wing  to  the  hos- 
pital at  Mt.  Pleasant,  at  a  cost  of  $100,000.00,  gives  capacity  to  that 
institution  to  accommodate  two  hundred  additional  patients.  There 
were  here  at  the  beginning  of  the  period  544;  at  its  close  707;  an 
average  population  of  638.  The  total  number  treated  was  1,311.  Of 
these  235  were  discharged  recovered;  131  improved;  124  not  improved; 
114  died.  The  amount  specified  by  law  that  may  be  drawn  for  each 
patient  per  month  is  $16.  The  amount  actually  drawn  was  $15  per 
capita  for  eighteen  months,  and  $14  for  the  remainder  of  the  time. 
The  expenditures  were  $223,211.66.  The  annual  cost  of  the  support 
of  each  patient  was  $174.02.    The  number  of  officers  and  employes  at 
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the  beginning  of  the  period  was  05;  and  at  its  close  115.  There  have 
been  treated  in  this  institation,  since  its  foandation  thirty  years  ago, 
6,605  patients,  of  whom  1,969  have  recovered;  1,133  improved;  1,545 
not  improved;  1,240  have  died;  and  1 1  have  been  discharged  as  not 
insane.  The  appropriations  made  by  the  last  General  Assembly  have 
been  economically  and  judicioasly  expended.  The  new  wing  was  bnilt 
nnder  the  immediate  supervision  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  hos- 
pital, and  is  a  model  of  convenience  and  solidity.  The  Trustees  and 
Superintendent  make  recommendations  and  earnest  pleas  for  consid- 
erable appropriations  for  needed  improvements  during  the  current 
period.  The  most  of  these  improvementa  are  desirable  and  should 
be  made  as  rapidly  as  practicable. 

HOSPITAL  TOB  THB  INSANB  AT  INDEPENDBNOB. 

During  the  period  an  additional  cottage  has  been  completed  and 
the  capacity  of  the  Hospital  for  the  Insane  at  Independence  thereby 
increased  so  as  to  accommodate  one  hundred  additional  patients. 
There  were  in  this  institution  for  treatment  July  1, 1885,  694  persons. 
There  were  admitted  during  the  period  654;  113  were  discharged 
cured,  187  improved.  Ill  unimproved  and  146  died;  leaving  in  the 
Hospital  June  80,  1887,  791.  The  officers  and  employes  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  period  numbered  130 ;  at  the  close  140.  The  expendi- 
tures were  $951,549.68.  The  average  daily  number  of  patients  was 
786.  The  annual  cost  of  each  was  $170.89.  This  institution  was 
opened  in  1874  with  an  average  population  that  year  of  128.  There 
has  been  an  annual  increase,  and  in  1887  the  average  population  was 
766,  and  the  whole  number  of  patients  treated  in  1887  was  1,069. 
The  appropriations  made  by  the  last  Oeneral  Assembly  have  been 
well  expended.  The  new  cottage,  costing  $40,000,  furnishes  cheap 
and  good  accommodations.  The  appropriation  of  $15,000,  to  enlarge 
the  rear  central  building,  was  not  sufficient,  as  the  Trustees  report,  to 
complete  the  improvement.  An  additional  $5,000  is  asked  by  them 
for  this  purpose  and  should  be  granted.  Water  is  supplied  now  in 
abundance  and  at  reasonable  cost,  but  more  cisterns  are  still  desira- 
ble. The  ventilation  of  the  main  building  should  be  improved  and  a 
passenger  elevator  put  in.  There  is  need  of  more  land  for  the  use  of 
the  Hospital,  and  it  should  be  purchased  as  soon  as  the  condition  of 
the  State  treaeary  will  justify  it. 

There  is  mach  in  the  reports  of  the  Superintendents  of  these  Hos- 
pitals worthy  of  the  attention  of  the  legislature  and  of  citizens  gen- 
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erally.  The  large  and  increasing  number  of  insane  persons  in  the 
State,  may  well  awaken  public  solicitude  as  to  the  causes  of  this  in- 
crease and  the  best  means  for  its  prevention.  I  earnestly  commend 
to  your  thoughtful  consideration  all  that  is  said  by  these  able  and  ex- 
perienced Superintendents,  touching  the  welfare  of  the  unfortunate 
class  with  whom  they  have  to  deal,  and  especially  as  to  the  causes  of 
insanity,  the  quarantine  against  imported  cases,  and  the  necessity,  for 
early  treatment.  July  1,  1887,  there  were  1,498  patients  in  the  two 
Hospitals  for  the  insane,  of  whom  306  were  bom  in  Iowa,  504  in 
other  States,  684  in  foreign  countries  and  4  unknown.  The  foreign- 
bom  population  of  the  State  is  about  seventeen  per  cent  of  the 
whole,  while  the  foreign  bom  patients  at  the  Hospitals  for  the  In- 
sane are  forty-five  per  cent  of  the  whole  number. 

THB   NEW   HOSPITAL  FOB  THB  INSANE 

at  Glarinda  is  nearly  ready  for  the  reception  of  patients.  It  consists 
of:  First,  Administrator's  building,  containing  all  the  necessary  quar- 
ters for  the  officers  and  also  accommodation  for  40  patients.  Second, 
one  series  of  six  wards  with  sufficient  room  for  the  accommodation 
of  200  patients.  It  will  require,  according  to  the  estimate  of  the 
Commissioners,  $11,770  to  finish  and  furnish  these  departments  ready 
for  occupancy.  This  appropriation  should,  I  think,  be  made  at  once 
and  the  work  already  done  utilized  without  further  delay.  The  work 
thus  far  has  been  well  done,  but  I  regret  that  the  Commissioners  have 
not  been  able  to  accomplish  the  work  according  to  their  estimate  pre- 
sented to  the  last  General  Assembly,  and  there  is  consequently  a  de- 
lay in  opening  the  Hospital.  With  the  completion  and  occupancy  of 
the  present  portion  of  the  building,  the  institution  should  be  placed 
under  the  control  of  a  Board  of  Trustees  as  the  other -hospitals  are» 
and  the  work  of  construction  continued  under  their  management. 

VISITING   COHMITTBX. 

The  hospitals  for  the  insane  are  visited  once  a  month  by  one  or 
more  of  the  three  members  of  the  visiting  committee.  They  go  un- 
announced and  visit  all  the  wards  of  the  hospitals  unaccompanied  by 
officers  or  employes,  listen  to  all  complaints,  investigate  all  charges  of 
abuse  or  wrongdoing,  communicate  freely  with  the  patients,  and  are 
thus  able  to  obtain  a  very  complete  and  accurate  understanding  of  the

entire  management  of  these  inBtitutions.  The  current  report  of  this 
committee  contains  many  matters  of  interest  and  suggestions  of  yalue. 
The  general  conclusion  is  that  these  hospitals  are  very  carefully  and 
humanely  managed,  and  are  doing  very  thorough  and  in  every  way 
excellent  work. 

UrSTITUTION   FOB  FSSBLB-HIKDBD   CHILDREN. 

The  population  of  this  institution  has  increased  during  the  period 
from  359  at  the  heginning,  to  331  at  its  dose;  average  271.  The  trust- 
ees note  with  pleasure  the  prosperous  condition  of  the  institution 
and  express  the  hope  that  its  means  for  usefulness  may  be  enlarged. 
Its  facilities  have  been  increased  during  the  past  two  years,  but  it  has 
now  nearly  all  the  inmates  it  can  comfortably  accommodate,  while 
many  applications  for  admission  are  still  pending.  The  appropria- 
tions of  the  last  General  Assembly  have  been  well  expended.  The 
recommendations  of  the  trustees  are  entitled  to  much  weight.  The 
central  building  should  be  completed  as  soon  as  means  can  be  pro- 
vided. The  superintendent  is  devoted  to  his  work  and  makes  in  his 
report  many  valuable  suggestions.  The  progress  made  in  bringing 
into  activity  the  darkened  faculties  of  feeble-minded  children  'has 
been  very  marked,  and  the  work  done  in  this  institution  has  only  to 
be  observed  in  order  to  awaken  an  interest  in  it  and  to  wish  for  its  still 
further  development. 

SOLDIBBS'   OBPHANS'   HOHB. 

The  report  of  the  Soldiers'  Orphans'  Home  and  Home  for  Indigent 
Children  shows  that  since  the  opening  of  the  institution  in  1862,  there 
have  been  received  1,496  soldiers'  orphans,  of  whom  but  42  now  remain. 
Ninety-five  per  cent  of  those  who  have  left  are  good  and  useful  cit- 
izens. Since  the  home  was  opened  for  indigent  children  in  1876,  there 
have  been  received  from  forty-eight  counties  542  children,  of  whom  251 
remain,  making  the  whole  numben  in  the  home  at  the  close  of  the 
period  293.  The  trustees  and  superintendent  exhibit  the  needs  of  the 
institution,  some  of  which  are  quite  urgent.  Since  this  report  was 
made  the  home  has  had  a  severe  loss  in  the  destruction  of  the  main 
central  building  by  fire,  caused  by  a  stroke  of  lightning.  There  was 
also  a  loss  of  supplies,  including  provisions,  clothing,  furniture,  etc., 
amounting  to  #6,600,  as  estimated  by  the  trustees.  An  appropriation 
of  $4,500  w&B  made  from  the  providential  fund,  by  the  executive 
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oounoil,  on  the  14th  of  November,  ISS?,  and  a  temporary  bnilding  has 
been  pat  up  to  meet  immediate  neoessities.  The  lost  building,  which 
was  insured  for  $15,000,  should  be  restored  as  soon  as  proper  funds 
can  be  provided.  The  temporary  building  has  Qost  $6,436.24,  exceed- 
ing the  appropriation  from  the  providential  fund  by  $936.24.  To 
meet  this  and  also  to  supply  the  lost  provisions,  etc.,  an  immediate 
appropriation  of  $7,636.24  should  be  made  by  the  General  Assembly. 
This  institution  continues  to  do  good  work,  and  of  a  kind  that  appeals 
forcibly  to  the  patriotic  and  humane  sentiments  of  the  people,  and  I 
am  sure  will  not  be  neglected  at  your  hands. 

SOLDISBS'   HOHB. 

The  Soldiers'  Home,  located  at  Marshalltown,  was  formally  opened 
on  the  30th  of  November,  1887,  and  there  are  now  about  sixty  old 
soldiers  domiciled  there.  The  board  of  commissioners  have  executed 
their  trust  very  faithfully;  the  building  erected  is  one  of  the  most 
economically  built  of  any  in  the  State,  and  will  serve  its  purpose  well. 
The  report  of  the  commissioners  will,  as  required  by  the  statute,  be 
made  to  the  General  Assembly,  and  will  fully  inform  you  as  to  the 
condition  and  needs  of  this  new  institution,  which  deserves,  and  I 
have  no  doubt  will  receive  liberal  treatment  from  you. 

PBNITENTIABT   AT   FOBT    MADISON. 

The  number  of  convicts  in  the  Fort  Madison  penitentiary  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  period  was  412,  at  its  close  860.  The  average  number 
was  390.  The  total  expenditures  were  $142,246.21.  The  net  cost  of 
the  prison  to  the  State  for  the  two  years,  after  deducting  earnings  of 
convicts,  was  $63,969.03.  The  prison  has  been  managed  with  gratify- 
ing results.  The  prisoners  have  been  well  provided  for  and  treated 
impartially,  while  everything  has  been  done  for  );heir  health  and  com- 
fort that  could  be  desired,  and  the  discipline  has  been  excellent.  The 
electric  light  gives  entire  satisfaction.  The  buildings  need  some 
repairs,  and  the  small  appropriations  asked  for  by  the  Warden  are 
necessary.  I  do  not  consider  any  legislation  necessary  as  to  the  divis- 
ion of  convicts  between  the  two  penitentiaries  until  the  Legislature 
determines  to  classify  the  prisoners,  which  should  be  done  on  the  com- 
pletion of  the  penitentiary  at  Anamosa.  Provision  should  be  made 
at  the  present  session  for  the  employment  of  the  convicts,  as  some 
of  the  contracts  now  existing  will  expire  before  the  meeting  of  aoother 
regular  session.     From  my  personal  observations,  after  carefully 
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weighing  the  arguments  in  favor  of  our  method  of  employment  and 
others,  and  from  -the  fact  that  experiments  are  now  being  made  in 
other  States  that  will  later  enable  us  to  profit  by  their  experience^ 
and  from  the  further  fact  that  we  have  now  only  a  small  number  of 
convicts  under  the  contract  system,  I  think  we  cannot  do  better  than 
to*  continue  that  system  for  the  present.  In  a  few  years  the  other 
prison  will  be  completed,  and  we  shall  then  have  more  knowledge 
upon  the  subject  and  shall  risk  less  in  experimentation.  If  our  con- 
tracts are  to  be  re-let  we  should  secure  more  favorable  terms  than  we 
have  at  present. 

FBNITKNTIABT  AT  ANAMOSA. 

General  progress  has  been  made  in  the  construction  of  the  prison 
at  Anamosa,  the  work  being  prosecuted  under  the  careful  personal 
attention  of  the  Warden.  The  building  for  the  criminal  insane  is  ready 
for  the  roof  and  inclosed  by  a  stone  wall.  Sufficient  funds  should  be 
provided  for  the  completion  of  this  department  as  it  is  sadly  needed. 
At  present,  the  criminal  insane  are  confined  in  the  Hospitals  for  Insane^ 
and  adequate  accommodations  are  not  provided.  Their  removal  to 
new  quarters  will  make  room  for  a  number  of  additional  patients  at 
the  Hospitals.  Upon  the  completion  of  this  department,  additional 
legislation  will  be  required  before  it  is  occupied.  Work  has  also  been 
commenced  on  the  building  for  female  prisoners.  Appropriation  should 
be  made  for  continuing  the  work  of  construction  and  keeping  the  con- 
victs employed.  At  the  beginning  of  the  period  the  convicts  numbered 
S65,  and  at  its  close  313;  average,  296.  The  expenditures  were  llYV,^ 
447.14.  The  discipline  has  been  good  and  the  general  management 
excellent.  While  the  Prisoners'  Aid  Association  is  animated  by  the 
most  generous  and  humane  motives,  in  my  judgment  the  funds  used 
by  that  Association  would  accomplish  much  more  good  if  placed  in 
the  hands  of  the  Wardens,  and  used  by  them,  in  such  manner  as  they 
see  proper,  to  secure  employment  for  discharged  convicts. 

CONVICTS  DBORBASINa. 

The  whole  number  of  convicts  in  the  two  Penitentiaries  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  period  was  667;  at  its  close,  June  30,  1887,  673;  an 
increase  of  6.  The  number  at  the  beginning  and  close  of  the  previous 
period  was  respectively  607  and  667,  an  increase  of  60.  During  the 
period  ending  June  30,  1886,  76  convicts  were  pardoned  out  of  the 
Penitentiaries,  and  for  that  ending  June  30, 1887, 46.    January  1, 1868, 
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the  whole  namber  of  oonviots  was  648.  These  figares  indicate  a  grat- 
ifying decrease  in  the  namber  of  our  Penitentiarj.oonvicts^  a  result 
largely  due,  I  doubt  not,  to  the  enforcement  of  the  Prohibitory  Law. 
The  complete  enforcement  of  that  law  in  all  parts  of  the  State  will 
unquestionably  still  further  diminish  the  criminal  class. 

PABDONSy  SirSPBNSIONS,  OOMHUTATIONS  AND  R£|II88I0K8. 

During  the  two  years  closing  December  31,  1887, 1  have  granted 
conditional  pardons,  which  may  be  revoked  at  any  time,  to  86  convicts 
in  the  Penitentiaries.  The  suspensions  were  64,  commutations  9, 
remissions  11.  The  suspensions  of  sentence,  which  were  also  condi- 
tional, include  temporary  suspensions  in  several  cases  to  await  the 
prosecution  of  applications  for  pardon,  and  in  at  least  two  cases  par- 
dons, were  afterwards  granted,  so  that  the  same  case  appears 
under  the  head  of  pardons  and  also  suspensions.  There  were  also 
five  cases  of  transfer  to  the  Hospital  for  the  Insane  which  are 
included  in  the  suspensions.  In  most  of  the  suspensions  the  action 
was  only  to  release  from  jail  in  cases  of  violation  of  the  Prohibitory 
Liquor  Law,  and  did  not  release  from  the  payment  of  the  fine  imposed. 
A  full  account  of  these  pardons,  etc.,  with  the  reasons  for  granting 
them,  will  be  presented  to  the  General  Assembly  in  another  com- 
munication. 

IKDUSTBIAL   80H00L. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Industrial  School  in  their  report  speak  words 
of  gratitude  and  congratulation  because  the  institution  commenced  in 
an  humble*  way  twenty  years  ago,  has  at  last  gained  a  good  footing 
among  the  permanent  institutions  of  the  State  and  is  doing  a  noble 
work  in  its  efforts  to  ''  rescue  the  perishing."  Since  its  beginning 
1,680  children  and  youth  have  been  under  its  instruction  and  care, 
many  of  whom  are  now  useful  and  respectable  citizens  in  this  and  other 
States.  On  the  30th  of  June,  1887,  there  were  in  the  JSoys^  Depart- 
merU  at  Eldora  330,  and  in  the  Oirls^  Department  at  Mitchellville  112. 
The  expenditures  for  the  period  were  $90,609.14.  There  is  need,  in 
the  Boys'  Department  especially,  of  greater  facilities  for  employ- 
ment. An  idle  brain  is  the  devil's  work-shop.  Perhaps  some  of  our 
public  printing  might  be  done  at  this  school  with  profit  to  it  and  to 
the  State.  This  institution  is  one  of  much  importance,  good  results 
are  being  secured,  and  I  commend  the  reports  of  the  Trustees  and 
Superintendents  to  your  attention,  and  trust  you  will  give  the  school 
the  support  and  encouragement  it  so  justly  deserves. 
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THE  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS. 

The  Sapeiintendent  of  Pablic  Instrnotion  is  able  to  report  a  most 
satisfactory  and  prosperons  condition  of  education  thronghont  the 
State.  The  nnmber  of  school-houses,  their  aggregate  value,  the  num- 
ber of  teachers,  and  the  school  population  have  steadily  increased. 
There  are  now  12,444  school-houses,  valued  at  $11,360,472.  The  num- 
ber of  schools  is  14,829,  and  the  number  of  teachers  24,675.  The  per- 
manent school  fund  is  gradually  increasing  and  now  amounts  to  |4,- 
187,803.94;  and  there  are  53,927.88  acres  of  school  lands  still  unsold. 
The  average  monthly  wages  paid  male  teachers  is  $38.42,  and  females 
$29.10.  The  disbursements  for  1886  were,  school-house  fund,  $952,- 
540.03;  contingent  fund,  $1,361,749.39^;  teachers'  fund,  $4,008,883.54; 
total,  $6,323,172.42.  In  the  same  year  the  whole  number  of  children 
between  the  ages  of  five  and  twenty-one  was  638,156,  and  there  were 
enrolled  in  the  public  schools  480,788,  with  an  average  attendance 
of  284,567.  The  Superintendent  reports  that  the  law  of  the  Twenty- 
first  General  Assembly  requiring  instruction  in  the  public  schools 
in  relation  to  the  effects  of  stimulants  and  narcotics  upon  the  human 
system,  has  been  generally  obeyed.  There  has  been  unwillingness  on 
the  part  of  some  parents  to  purchase  the  necessary  textbooks,  but 
with  some  amendments,  which  he  suggests,  including  this  and  other 
points,  the  Superintendent  believes  the  law  would  be  well  and  gener- 
ally observed.  There  has  been  an  increasing  number  of  teachers  in 
attendance  upon  normal  institutes. 

The  last  General  Assembly,  by  concurrent  resolution,  requested  the 
Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  to  embody  in  his  next  biennial 
report  an  exhaustive  treatment  of  the  subject  of

C0MPUL80BT    EDUCATION, 

and  the  Superintendent  devotes  some  forty  pages  of  this  report  to 
that  subject,  giving  its  general  history,  the  opinions  of  eminent  edu- 
cators, and  some  comparisons  of  the  United  States  with  other  coun- 
tries with  reference  to  school  attendance  not  very  flattering  to  our 
national  pride.  I  commend  the  subject  of  compulsory  education  to 
your  thoughtful  attention  and  judicious  action.  The  people  have  a 
just  pride  in  their  public  schools  and  in  the  report  of  the  last  national 
census,  which  showed  that  our  State  then  had  the  lowest  percentage 
of  illiteracy  of  any  State  in  the  Union.  But  we  may  well  fear,  when 
we  look  at  the  small  average  attendance  in  our  public  schools  in  com- 
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parison  with  oar  school  population,  that  we  shall  not  maintain  our 
previous  advanced  position  unless  some  decisive  steps  are  taken  to 
bring  into  the  schools  of  the  State  all,  or  at  least  a  much  larger  per- 
oentage,  of  those  who  ought  to  partake  of  their  advantages.  Com- 
pulsory education  is  not  an  untried  experiment.  It  is  in  successful 
operation  in  many  of  the  most  enlightened  and  cultivated  States  and 
Nations  of  the  world,  and  it  may  well  be  considered  whether  the 
time  has  not  fully  come  when  it  ought  to  be  adopted  in  Iowa.  In  my 
judgment  it  has,  and  I  recommend  the  passage  of  a  suitable  law  in 
reference  thereto. 

SCHOOL  BOOKS. 

In  reference  to  this  subject  I  would  say,  keep  the  State  from  en- 
gaging in  commercial  enterprises  like  the  publishing  of  school  books, 
etc.  Leave  to  the  people  of  school  districts  great  freedom  to  deter- 
mine such  questions,  and  to  govern  their  own  affairs. 

STATB    UNIVEBSITY. 

The  services  of  several  new  professors,  who  have  distinguished 
themselves  in  their  particular  lines  of  study,  have  been  secured  for 
the  University  within  the  last  year,  which  will  give  the  students  of 
this  institution  better  advantages  than  have  ever  before  been  pro- 
vided for  them.  It  is  the  determination  of  the  Board  of  Regents  to 
place  the  University  in  the  first  rank  of  the  educational  institutions  of 
the  country.  The  people  of  the  State  demand  a  high  standard  of 
educational  facilities  to  meet  the  wants  of  the  future,  and  nothing 
should  be  left  undone  that  will  help  to  secure  them.  No  teachers 
should  be  employed  but  those  of  the  highest  attainments.  .  It 
will  need  increased  income  to  provide  such,  but  the  funds  should 
be  furnished  as  fast  as  plans  can  be  matured  to  properly  use  them. 
We  cannot  afford  to  have  a  second-class  University. 

It  is  a  highly-favored  community  that  secures  the  location  of  such 
an  institution,  and  especially  so  if  its  inhabitants  have  sufficient 
spirit  and  enterprise  to  make  the  most  of  it.  While  receiving  the 
favor,  a  burden  is  imposed  upon  them  to  do  everything  which  they 
can  do  for  its  highest  success ;  for  not  only  is  literary  education  to 
be  secured,  but  health  is  to  be  preserved,  character  is  to  be  formed, 
manners  are  to  be  learned,  moral  principles  established,  a  law-abiding 
spirit  inculcated,  and  for  all  of  these  much  depends  upon  location 
and  surroundings,  its  beauties  and  opportunities  for  exercise,  and  the 
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charaoter  of  the  local  popalation.  We  shoald  have  at  least  1,000 
fltadents  here.  I  see  bat  one  obstacle  in  the  way.  The  Prohibitoiy 
Law  is  not  enforced  with  saffioient  yig(>r  in  Johnson  county  to  make 
it  as  effective  as  it  shoald  be  to  harmonize  with  the  sentiment  of  those 
who  most  desire  to  patronize  the  institution.  Hence  we  have  only 
about  one-half  the  number  of  students  at  the  University  that  we 
should  have.  Hundreds  of  students  now  seek  other  places  for  this 
reason.  I  desire  to  impress  upon  the  good  people  of  that  county, 
and  especially  upon  the  younger  generation,  who  are  not  wedded  to 
the  out-grown  evil  customs  of  the  past,  the  necessity  of  enforcing 
the  law  and  banishing  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  as  a  beverage 
entirely,  from  that  vicinity.  , 

AGRICULTURAL   COLLEGE. 

This  insUtution  is  doing  excellent  work,  and  deserves  liberal  en- 
couragement  and  support  at  the  hands  of  the  people's  representa- 
tives.  The  needs  of  the  College  in  the  way  of  repairs  and  improve- 
ments are  fully  set  forth  in  the  report  of  its  President.  It  will  proba- 
bly not  be  practicable  to  grant  all  these  requests,  but  some  of  them, 
the  ladies'  hall  ^especially,  are  very  urgent  and  cannot  well  be  defer- 
red. I  commend  the  institution,  its  work  and  its  wants,  to  your  at- 
tentive consideration. 

In  this  connection  I  call  your  attention  to  an  act  of  congress  ap- 
proved March  2,  1887,  establishing  experiment  stations  at  the  various 
agricultural  colleges  of  the  country.  For  the  necessary  expenses  of 
these  experiments  it  provided  that  the  sum  of  $16,000  be  granted  to 
each  State  annually  from  the  United  States'  treasury,  the  appropria- 
tion to  be  made  each  year.  By  an  apparent  oversight,  or  by  the  clpse 
technical  ruling  of  the  Treasury  Department,  no  appropriation  has 
yet  been  made  available  for  carrying  out  the  purposes  of  the  act. 
The  matter  is  regarded  as  one  of  much  importance  by  agricultural 
institutions,  and  it  might  be  well  for  the  General  Assembly  to  mem- 
orialise congress  in  relation  thereto. 

STATE    NORMAL   SCHOOL. 

All  the  counties  of  the  State,  except  ten,  have  been  represented 
among  the  students  in  the  Normal  School  at  Cedar  Falls  during  the 
past  two  years.  The  Principal  reports  that  nearly  all  the  graduates 
of  the  institution  are  engaged  in  teaching,  or  hold  positions  di- 
rectly connected  with  our  school  system.  Changes  have  been  made 
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in  the  coarse  of  stadyy  by  which  the  work  done  by  the  high  school  is 
recognized  and  supplemented  so  that  the  graduates  of  the  latter  may 
be  fitted  in  the  shortest  practicable  time  for  teaching.  The  needs  of 
the  School  are  fally  set  forth  in  the  report  of  the  Trustees  and  Prin- 
cipal. Some  repairs  of  the  buildings,  better  means  of  lighting,  and 
other  improvements  are  urgently  needed.  I  think  the  legislature 
should  deal  as  liberally  with  this  institution  as  the  means  at  its  com- 
mand, and  a  due  regard  for  other  obligations,  will  justify.  The 
training  of  teachers  is  one  of  the  most  important  elements  of  a  suc- 
cessful system  of  public  schools,  and  cannot  safely  be  slighted  or  neg- 
ected. 

INSTITUTION   FOB   THE   DEAF  AND    DUMB. 

The  Trustees  and  Superintendent  report  a  prosperous  condition  of 
this  institution.  The  average  attendance  has  increased,  the  health  of 
the  pupils  has  been  good,  and  their  progress  satisfactory.  Since  the 
close  of  the  period,  a  change  has  been  made  in  the  management  of 
the  school  which  separates  the  office  of  Principal  from  that  of 
Superintendent.  The  Trustees  express  their  satisfaction  with  the 
results  of  this  change,  so  far  as  developed,  and  confidently  anti- 
cipate still  further  progress  and  success  in  all  departments.  They 
make,  in  detail,  a  representation  of  the  various  needs  of  the  insti- 
tution, in  the  way  of  improvements  and  repairs,  towhich  your 
attention  is  directed.  All  the  State  institutions  ought  to  be  provided 
with  a  sufficient  contingent  and  repair  fund,  so  that  the  buildings 
and  grounds  may  be  kept  in  proper  order  without  infringement 
upon  their  current  support  funds.  This  is  especially  true  of  the  insti- 
tution at  Council  Bluffs,  where  considerable  repairs  are  sure  to  be  re- 
quired, owing  to  the  character  of  the  buildings  and  grounds.  Other 
appropriations  asked  are,  some  of  them  at  least,  quite  urgent,  and 
should  be  made  as  far  as  practicable.  I  regard  it  as  highly  impor- 
tant that  the  best  facilities  should  be  afforded  here  for  industrial  as 
well  as  for  literary  education. 

COLLEGE    FOB  THE   BLIND. 

The  period  has  been  one  of  prosperity  to  the  College  for  the  Blind. 
The  attendance  has  been  larger  than  ever  before,  numbering  one  hun- 
dred and  eighty-seven  at  the  close,  and  the  School  is  well  organized, 
with  competent  officers  and  teachers.  The  government  of  the  insti- 
tution, under  the  Trustees,  is  divided  between  the  Principal  and  the 
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Secretary  of  the  Board,  the  foAner  having  charge  of  the  School 
proper  and  the  boarding  department,  and  the  latter  of  the  building, 
grounds,  stock,  and  improvements  belonging  to  the  College.  The 
Principal  has  under  his  control,  as  assistants  and  helpers,  thirty  per- 
sons, and  the  Secretary  four.  The  special  appropriations  have  been 
well  expended.  The  requests  made  by  the  Trustees  for  appropria- 
tions should  be  duly  considered,  and  granted  so  far  as  is  consistent 
with  the  needs  of  other  institutions  and  the  condition  of  the  public 
treasury.  gP 

MIUIAGE   AND     PBB   DIBH. 

In  reference  to  the  mileage  and  per  diem  of  Boards  having  charge 
•of  State  institutions,  the  law  should  be  so  amended  as  to  pay, 
say,  $5  per  day,  for  time  actually  and  necessarily  spent  in  the  dis- 
charge of  their  duties,  and  also  the  actual  and  necessary  expenses  in- 
•curred  while  so  engaged ;  but. in  no  case  should  the  latter  exceed  five 
4)ent8  per  mile,  by  the  nearest  traveled  route,  from  and  to  their 
homes.  Great  care  should  be  exercised  in  the  selection  of  these  offi- 
cers, in  order  to  secure  the  services  of  those  who  have  both  the  time 
and  the  disposition  to  attend  closely  to  the  duties  of  their  respective 
positions. 

STATE   HISTORICAL   80CIBTT. 

The  Curators  of  the  State  Historical  Society  report  a  satisfactory 
increase  in  the  library  both  in  bound  volumes  and  pamphlets.  The 
"^  Historical  Record,''  a  quarterly  periodical,  is  published  for  the  pur- 
pose of  preserving  in  a  permanent  form  facts  connected  with  the  his- 
tory of  the  State.  With  the  completion  ^of  the  new  Capitol  there 
is  a  feeling  quite  general  that  the  Historical  Society  of  the  State 
should  have  a  permanent  home  in  some  of  its  ample  rooms,  and  that 
increased  effort  should  be  made  to  inquire  into,  collect  and  preserve 
all  information  and  objects  of  interest  oonnected/lwith  the]history  of 
our  State  from  its  first  settlement.  Iowa  is  behind  some  of  her  sis- 
tar  States  in  these  matters,  and  cannot  too  soon^begin  to  recover  lost 
ground.    I  commend  the  subject  to  your  favorable  action. 

STATB   LIBBABT. 

The  condition  of  the  State  Library  is  shown*by  the  report  of  the 
Librarian.  In  the  past  nearly  the  entire  strength  of  this  institution 
has  been  given  to  its  law  department.    The  collection  in  this  line  is 
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saperior  and  extensiye  and  very  jastiy  the  pride  of  jadges,  attorneya 
and  the  people  generally.  But  I  think  the  time  has  come  when  the 
80ope  of  the  Library  sheald  be  enlarged,  particularly  in  its  historical, 
literary  and  scientific  departments. 

THB   WBATHBB   8XRTICB 

has  for  its  object  the  study  of  the  climate  of  our  State  in  its  most  es- 
sential features.  The  observations  are  made  by  a  number  of  volun- 
teers in  different  counties  under  the  direction  of  the  central  bureau 
at  Iowa  City.  The  results  of  this  service  are  of  interest  to  a  large 
number  of  intelligent  citizens  and  the  work  should  be  continued. 
The  reports  of  the  Director  contain  much  information  of  value. 

BOABDOF   PHABMACY. 

The  number  of  registered  pharmacists  whose  certificates  were  in 
full  force  September  15,  1885,  was  1,843  ;  September  15,  1887,  it  was 
1,729,  a  reduction  of  114.  The  Board  has  the  record  of  about  one 
hundred  cases  prosecuted  for  violations  of  the  pharmacy  law,  seven- 
ty five  per  cent  of  which  resulted  in  conviction.  Fines  imposed  have 
amounted  to  nearly  $10,000,  of  which  about  $7,000  have  been  paid 
into  the  school  fund,  but  only  $025  have  been  paid  into  the  State 
treasury  on  the  twenty- five  per  cent  enforcement  fund  according  to  the 
law  of  1886,  being  twenty-five  per  cent  of  $3,700.  The  funds  at  the 
command  of  the  Board  have  not  been  sutficient  to  prosecute  all  vio- 
lators of  the  law,  and  many  cases  have  been  referred  to  county  attor- 
neys for  prosecution,  but  as  these  officers  do  not  report  to  the  Phar- 
macy Board,  but  few  of  their  cases  have  been  heard  from.  During 
the  two  and  one-fourth  years  covered  by  the  report,  receipts  from 
licenses  granted  have  amounted  to  $3,800,  which  have  been  applied  to 
contingent  expenses,  clerk  hire,  and  expenses  of  Board  meetings. 
Fees  from  all  sources  for  the  period  named  have  amounted  to  $7,812, 
which  apportioned  among  the  Commissioners  has  given  to  each  an 
annual  compensation  of  $1,041.60.  The  report  of  the  Commission- 
ers gives  a  full  account  of  their  work  and  the  operation  of  the  phar- 
macy law,  with  various  suggestions  and  recommendations  as  to 
deficiencies  and  needed  amendments.  It  is  not  improbable  that  the 
people  generally  have  failed  to  rightly  estimate  the  many  difficulties 
attending  the  strict  enforcement  of  this  law  ;  and  they  may  not  like- 
wise have  given  the  Commissioners  full  credit  for  their  earnest  efforts 
to  discharge  their  whole  official  duty.    Undoubtedly  amendments  are 
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needed,  partioalarly  in  reference  to  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors 
and  I  aak  for  the  subject  your  earnest  consideration.  The  provis- 
ions should  be  made  more  stringent  and  the  methods  of  dealing  with 
delinquents  more  direct  and  certain. 

DENTAL  EXAMINB&S. 

The  total  number  of  registered  and  licensed  dentists  as  shown  by 
the  records  of  the  State  Board  of  Dental  Examiners  is  489,  an  addi- 
tion of  36  during  the  year  1887,  23  of  whom  are  graduates.  The  Ex- 
aminers report  70  Iowa  students  now  attending  dental  lectures,  66 
of  whom  are  in  the  dental  department  of  the  State  University. 
The  Examiners  say  that  the  law  is  having  good  results  in  increas- 
ing the  knowledge  and  skill  of  the  dental  profession.  They  recom- 
mend an  amendment  to  the  law,  increasing  the  fees  for  licenses 
granted  upon  examination  from  two  to  ten  dollars,  and  five  dollars 
for  licenses  to  holders  of  valid  diplomas,  which  would  enable  the 
Board  to  prosecute  the  work  with  greater  efficiency  than  at  pres- 
ent. 

STATE  BOARD  OF   HBALTH. 

The  fourth  biennial  report  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  is  less 
voluminous  than  those  preceding  it,  but  it  is  better  adapted  to 
general  usefulness,  and  contains'  a  large  amount  of  interesting  and 
valuable  information.  The  Board  has  been  active  in  its  efforts  to 
protect  and  promote  the  health  of  the  people  of  the  State.  It  has 
distributed  a  large  number  of  original  pamphlets  and  circulars 
relating  to  sanitary  measures  and  contagious  diseases.  Its  timely 
warnings  have  undoubtedly  guarded  against  much  sickness,  while 
its  enforcement  of  the  medical  practice  act  has  done  not  a  litle 
to  improve  the  average  character  of  the  profession  and  to  dimin- 
ish the  evil  caused  by  that  class  of  medical  colleges  which  only 
exist  for  the  purpose  of  selling  degrees  and  preying  upon  an  unsus- 
pecting public.  I  commend  the  work  of  the  Board  to  your  favor- 
able consideration.  The  small  outlay  of  money  required  for  its 
operations  U  nothing  as  compared  to  the  great  benefits  that  may  be 
derived  therefrom. 

THB  NATIONAL  GUARD 

is  composed  of  forty-eight  companies,  the  limit  permitted  by  law, 
bat  the  strength  of  each  company  is  kept  at  about  the  minimum 
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niimber  of  forty  enlisted  men.  The  enoampment  of  1885  was  hj 
regiments,  that  of  1886  by  brigades.  The  Adjatant  General  reports 
that  the  Guard  of  the  State  is  rapidly  coming  to  a  substantial  basis^ 
taking  more  pride  in  its  fall  army  equipment  and  ability  to  subsist 
itself,  and  in  all  its  training  to  follow  the  methods  of  the  United  States 
Army,  rather  than  in  taking  on  the  showy,  holiday  appearance  once 
so  prevalent.  At  present  there  is  no  law  authorizing  the  payment  of 
the  Guard  when  called  into  the  service  of  the  State.  This  should  be 
provided  for  by  an  appropriation  which  could  be  drawn  upon  when 
needed.  The  Adjutant-General  in  his  report  makes  a  number  of 
recommendations  looking  to  the  still  further  improvement  of  this 
important  branch  of  the  service,  all  of  which  I  heartily  approve* 
The  State  can  well  afford  to  encourage  its  Guard  and  to  aid  it  more 
liberally  than  it  has  done  hitherto.  Our  appropriations  for  this  pur- 
pose have  been  very  light  as  compared  with  those  of  many  other  States. 
The  Adjutant-Gteneral's  office  should  be  removed  from  the  Arsenal 
building  to  the  Capitol. 

THB   STATB   VBTBBINABT  SUBGBON 

represents  that  the  appropriation  for  the  expenses  of  his  office  was 
not  sufficient  to  enable  him,  personally  or  by  deputy,  to  answer  all  the 
calls  made  for  his  services.  I  have  occasion  to  know  that  these  calls 
have  been  very  numerous.  I  recommend  that  the  appropriation  be 
increased,  and  also  that  an  appropriation  be  made  that  can  be  used  in 
an  emergency,  providing 

PLBUBO  PNBUMONIA 

should  break  out  in  this  State.  If  no  provision  of  this  kind  is  made, 
and  this  disease  should  get  a  foothold  in  the  State,  a  special  session 
of  the  legislature  might  have  to  be  called,  causing  delay  and  addi- 
tional expense.  We  are  now  comparatively  helpless,  or  would  be, 
were  it  not  for  the  co-operation  of  the  national  government. 

This  dread  disease  would  probably  already  have  invaded  our  State 
had  it  not  been  for  the  prompt  action  of  the  Veterinary  Surgeon  and 
the  Board  of  Health.  In  February  last,  prominent  farmers  and  stock- 
growers  of  the  State,  realizing  the  extreme  danger  then  existing  on 
account  of  the  prevalence  of  pleuro-pneumonia  in  Illinois,  particularly 
in  and  near  Chicago,  requested  that  additional  restrictions  be  placed 
upon  the  importation  of  cattle  from  that  State.  I  thereupon  issued  a 
quarantine  proclamation  forbidding  such  importation  except  in  special 
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oaaea  to  be  approved  by  the  YeterinaTy  Surgeon  of  this  State.  In 
oompany  with  that  officer  I  visited  Chicago  and  arrangements  were 
made,  with  the  hearty  concarrenoe  of  the  railroad  companies,  by 
which  the  spread  of  the  disease  into  Iowa  was  happily  prevented. 
That  proclamation  was  in  force  until  November  21,  1887.  It  is  re- 
ported that  the  loss  to  the  State  of  Illinois  from  this  outbreak  of 
plenro-pneumonia  was  not  less  than  ISyOOOyOOO.  The  lesson  ought  not 
to  be  lost  upon  our  own  State.  Ceaseless  vigilance  and  the  most 
prompt  and  energetic  measures  to  stamp  out  the  disease,  should  it  ap- 
pear, will  only  save  Iowa  from  a  similar  calamity.  The  Veterinary 
Surgeon  recommends  several  amendments  to  the  law,  to  which  I  ask 
your  attention. 

HOG   CHOIiS&A 

is  one  of  the  most  common  among  the  diseases  of  animals  with  which 
our  farmers  have  to  contend.  The  annual  losses  from  this  disease  are 
variously  estimated  from  $1,000,000  to  $1,500,000.  With  a  small  per 
cent  of  the  loss  for  a  single  year  expended  under  the  direction  of  the 
Veterinary  Surgeon,  I  think  the  disease  could  be  exterminated  in  the 
State.  The  magnitude  and  importance  of  this  interest  demand  that 
nothing  which  can  be  reasonably  done  for  its  protection  should  be 
left  untried.  It  is  penny  wise  and  pound  foolish  not  to  make  provision 
for  this. 

▲OBICITLTUBB 

is  our  chief  interest.  If  it  languishes  all  other  interests  suffer.  It 
deserves  the  care  and  attention  of  both  the  State  and  National  legis- 
lature. The  diseases  which  affect  our  live  stock  are  general  and 
can  be  dealt  with  effectually  and  finally  only  by  National  authority. 
I  recommend  that  Congress  be  memorialized  by  you  to  make  ample 
appropriations  which  can  be  used  in  emergencies  to  crush  out  pleuro- 
pneumonia, hog  cholera  and  similar  contagious  diseases.  By  prompt 
and  energetic  action  many  millions  might  be  saved. 

The  Agricultural  and  Horticultural  Societies,  Fine  Stock  Associa- 
tions and  other  organizations  have  been  doing  good  work.  These, 
with  farmers'  institutes,  and  other  methods  of  awa;kening  the  public 
mind  and  securing  the  intelligent  application  of  the  best  means  to 
produce  the  highest  prosperity  upon  the  farms  of  Iowa,  and  the 
greatest  happiness  in  the  homes  which  beautify  the  prairies  of  our 
State,  should  be  liberally  encouraged  by  the  representatives  of  the 
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people  in  their  legislative  ftotion.  A  large  number  of  the  members 
of  the  present  General  Assembly  are  practical  farmers,  and  they 
should  especially  charge  themselves  with  the  duty  of  seeing  that  the 
great  interests  with  which  they  are  so  closely  identified  are  not  over- 
looked, and  that  they  receive  the  fall  measure  of  attention  which 
they 'deserve  at  the  hands  of  the  law-making  power. 

DAIBT   INTBBB8T8. 

The  report  of  the  Dairy  Commissioner  shows  an  encouraging  con- 
dition of  that  important  branch  of  our  agricultural  industry.  State 
and  National  laws  regarding  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  oleomargarine 
have  annihilated  that  business  in  this  State,  and  there  has  been  a 
marked  increase  in  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  genuine  butter.  It 
is  estimated  that  Iowa  produced  40,000,000  pounds  of  butter  during 
the  six  months  ending  June  30, 1887;  an  increase  of  10,000,000  pounds 
over  the  product  of  the  corresponding  period  of  the  year  before. 
Within  the  last  year  thirty  new  creameries  have  been  put  in  opera- 
tion and  a  number  that  had  been  previously  closed  re- opened.  The 
dairy  law  of  the  last  General  Assembly  has  vindicated  the  wisdom  of 
its  passage,  and  the  Dairy  Commissioner  has  done  excellent  work 
and  at  small  expense  to  the  State. 

MANUFACTUBB8 

should^also  meet  with  every  reasonable  encouragement.  Diversified 
industry  is  absolutely  essential  to  the  growth  of  a  strong,  independ- 
ent and  wealthy  State.  Many  of  our  manufacturers  have  been  unable 
to  thrive  as  they  should,  because  of  the  discriminations  against  them 
and  in  favor  of  others  located  outside  of  our  borders,  on  the  part  of 
railroad  corporations.  Large  cities  and  great  industries  have  been 
built  up  east,  west,  north  and  south  of  Iowa,  and  very  largely  at  the 
expense  of  our  people,  by  reason  of  these  discriminations.  We  have 
been  unable  to  avail  ourselves  of  the  advantages  of  our  central  posi- 
tion and  of  the  magnificent  water-ways  which  form  our  eastern  and 
western  boundaries.    These  matters  deserve  your  profound  attention. 

OIL    INSPBCnON. 

The  report  of  the  State  Oil  Inspector  covers  a  period  of  fifteen 
months.  The  number  of  barrels  of  oil  inspected  and  approved  was 
170,691;  rejected,  1,716.    Number  of  barrels  of  gasoline  consumed. 
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42,485.  Total  fees  oolleoted,  $19,362.45.  The  work  was  done  by  tbe 
Inspector,  assisted  by  his  secretary  and  seven  deputies  located  in  dif- 
ferent parts  of  the  State.  The  Board  of  Health,  in  a  valnable  paper 
on  kerosene  oil,  says:  "The  people  of  Iowa  may  now  congratulate 
themselves  upon  being  as  safely  protected  against  accident  from  ker- 
osene oil  as  those  of  any  other  State  in  the  Union,  both  in  their 
homes  and  in  the  railroad  car.  No  legislation,  however  stringent, 
can  protect  against  carelessness  and  negligence  in  the  use  of  the  pro- 
ducts of  petroleum.  Naptha,  the  dangerous  property  of  petroleum,  is 
really  more  dangerous  than  gunpowder."  It  is  the  purpose  of  the 
law,  which  is  doing  good  work,  to  remove  so  much  of  the  naptha 
from  petroleum  as  to  make  it  safe  for  household  purposes  without 
detracting  from  its  illuminating  quality. 

FISH    COMMISSION. 

The  term  of  A.  W.  Aldrich  having  expired,  I  appointed  in  May 
last  E  D.  Carlton,  of  Dickinson  county,  commissioner.  He  has  re- 
moved the  fish  hatehery  from  Anamosa  to  Spirit  Lake,  in  Dickinson 
-county,  as  directed  by  the  Twenty  first  General  Assembly.  About 
four  acres  of  ground  was  given  by  the  Spirit  Lake  Hotel  and  Trans- 
portation Company,  and  eight  new  ponds  were  provided.  The  old  prop- 
erty at  Anamosa,  of  about  twenty  acres,  was  sold  for  $820  after  hav- 
ing been  well  advertised.  The  commissioner  will  not  be  able  to  do 
more  than  has  been  done  in  the  past  in  the  way  of  enforcing  the  law, 
unless  more  funds  are  provided.  These  violations  are  often  very  wan- 
ton and  should  be  summarily  punished.  The  law  should  either  be 
-enforced  or  repealed. 

BUBBAU   OF   LABOR  STATISTICS. 

In  the  report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Labor  Statistics  will  be  found 
nnuch  valuable  and  interesting  information.  It  shows  wages,  cost  of 
living,  and  various  othec  things  desirable  to  know.  In  view  of  the 
•early  expiration  of  the  contracts  for  prison  labor  in  the  Fort  Madison 
penitentiary,  the  Twenty  first  General  Assembly  requested  the- com- 
missioner to  investigate  that  subject.  He  has  done  so,  and  some  sixty 
pages  of  his  report  contain  the  results  of  his  inquiries.  The  facts, 
figures  and  opinions,  which  he  has  collected,  covering  as  they  do,  a 
•wide  Jeld  are  of  considerable  value.    The  commissioner  has  also  in 
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obedience  to  the  same  authority,  gathered  much  information  in  rela* 
tion  to  assessment  and  taxation,  in  the  different  counties  of  the  State^ 
which  will  be  nsef  al  to  the  legislator.  The  commissioner  will  be  able 
to  continue  the  work  of  this  bureau  without  increased  appropriation. 

GOAL  MINB   INSPECTION. 

The  mine  inspectors,  who  report  monthly  to  this  office,  say  that  the 
coal  mines  are  worked  at  present  to  their  full  capacity.  The  demand 
for  coal  is  good  and  the  miners  are  all  employed.  The  number  of 
mines  is  516.  The  output  of  coal  in  1886  was  3,863,372  tons;  in 
1887  it  was  4,014,490  tons;  an  increase  of  161,118  tons.  During  the 
two  years  there  were  thirty  eight  fatal  and  eighty-two  non*  fatal  acci- 
dents. The  greatest  number  of  men  employed  at  one  time  was  about 
11,000.  During  the  thirteen  months,  ending  June  30,  1887,  that  the 
present  inspectors  have  been  in  office,  improvements  have  been  made  in 
the  mines  as  follows:  forty- seven  air  shafts;  seventy  four  second  open* 
ings,  thirty-eight  stair-ways,  forty- four  safety  catches,  fifty-four  oovera 
on  cages,  fifty- nine  safety  gates,eleven  furnaces,  sixteen  fans,  and  eleven 
breaks  on  drains.  The  inspectors  estimate  the  amount  of  capital  in- 
vested in  the  mining  interests  of  the  State  at  $9,487,126.  The  absence 
of  strikes  indicates  harmonious  relations  between  operators  and  min- 
ers— relations  which  it  is  hoped  may  be  continued  without  interrupt 
tion.  The  increasing  demand  for  coal,  with  better  transportation 
rates,  promises  activity  and  prosperity  for  this  important  and  grow* 
ing  branch  of  industry. 

THB   NSW   CAPITOL. 

I  employed  Hon.  Delos  Arnold,  of  Marshall  county,  to  assist  me 
in  making  settlement  with  the  Capitol  Commissioners  in  compliance 
with  the  provisions  of  chapter  100,  laws  of  the  Twenty-first  General 
Assembly.  I  herewith  present  his  report  and  also  the  final  report  of 
the  Capitol  Commissioners.  Mr.  Arnold  made  a  careful  examination 
of  the  transactions  of  the  Commissioners  from  the  beginning  to  the 
close  of  the  work,  including  bids  for  materials,  prices  paid,  bills,, 
vouchers,  wages,  etc.,  and  reaches  the  conclusion,  in  which  I  concur, 
*^  That  in  the  expenditure  of  funds  coming  into  their  hands  and  in 
the  performance  of  the  duties  imposed  upon  them  by  law,  the  Com- 
missioners have  been  governed  by  honest  motives;  have  exercised  wise 
discretion,  and  have  faithfully  executed  the  trust  assigned  them." 

The  expense  of  this  examination  was  $1,083;  of  which   $700   was. 
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to  Mr.  Arnold;  $290  to  Mr.  Williams,  aooonntant,  and  $93  to- 
MiBB  Oowdy,  olerk.  I  received  from  the  Capitol  Commisgioners  the 
Bum  of  $1,616.28,  which  I  paid  into  the  State  Treaenry. 

The  new  oapitol  has  cost  $2,676,543.24;  the  furniture  $129,131.77;. 
boiler  house  $25,844.19;  street  improvement  $24,994.59.  These  with 
some  smaller  items  make  the  entire  expenditure  $2,871,682.05. 
Some  work  remains  to  be  done.  The  stone  for  the  outside  steps  is- 
out  and  on  the  ground.  The  Commissioners  procured  plans,  specifi- 
cations and  drawings,  no^w  in  the  hands  of  the  Custodian,  giving  an 
estimate  of  the  expense  to  complete  the  capitol  and  properly  grade 
the  grounds  at  about  $130,000.  This  work  should  be  completed  as 
soon  as  is  consistent  with  other  obligations.  The  new  capitol  is- 
looked  upon  with  pride  and  satisfaction  by  the  people  of  the  State 
who  visit  it.  It  is  a  commodious  and  beautiful  building  erected  with-^ 
oat  scandal  or  debt. 

PUBLIC  BUILDINGS   AND   PBOPBBTT. 

The  Custodian  of  Public  Buildings  and  Property  has  made  quar- 
terly and  annual  statements  as  required  by  law.  He  has  attended 
closely  to  his  duties  and  taken  good  care  of  the  interests  committed 
to  his  charge.  I  do  not  think  it'advisable  for  the  State  to  insure  ita 
public  buildings,  as  it  can  carry  its  own  insurance  more  cheaply. 
The  cost  attending  the  care  of  the  capitol  for  the  year  1886,  including 
labor,  fuel,  gas,  furniture,  carpets,  repairs,  salaries  of  Custodian,, 
watchmen,  janitors,  mail-carrier,  etc.,  was  $28,027.85.  Nearly  one- 
half  of  this  accrued  during  the  session  of  the  General  Assembly  in 
that  year.  The  cost  of  the  same  for  1887  was  $21,829.60.  The  cost 
of  the  new  work  included  in  these  expenses  was  $2,188.34.  The  Cus- 
todian makes  a  recommendation  advising  the  sale  of  the  old  capitol,. 
witli  which  I  agree. 

JUDICIAL   DISTBICTS. 

The  judicial  system  provided  by  the  Twenty-first  General  Assembly 
has  given  general  satisfaction.  The  enforcement  of  the  Prohibitory 
Law  has  been  so  efficient  in  reducing  crime  and  consequently  diminish- 
ing the  business  of  the  courts,  that  I  recommend  a  consolidation  of  dis- 
tricts so  as  to  reduce  the  number  of  judges  from  forty-four  to  forty,. 
as  I  am  satisfied  it  can  be  done  without  much  inconvenience  to  the 
service,  and  will  be  a  saving  financially. 
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STATE  FBiirmro  and  binbino. 

The  following  figares  show  the  oost  of  the  State  printing  and 
binding  for  the  fiscal  periods  :

There  is  a  constant  tendency  to  increase  the  amount  of  matter 
printed  and  bound  at  the  expense  of  the  State,  as  the  above  figures 
clearly  and  forcibly  indicate.  The  subject  is  worthy  of  the  careful 
attention  of  the  Greneral  Assembly.  I  recommend  that  it  be  thor- 
oughly investigated,  with  a  view  of  greatly  diminishing  the  amount 
of  matter  printed,  readjusting  and  reducing  prices,  and  so  amending^ 
the  laws  as  to  lessen  largely  this  now  heavy  and  growing  expendi- 
ture. The  examination  of  printed  reports  will  show  that  in  the  ag- 
gregate hundreds  of  pages  are  occupied  with  detailed  lists  of  vouch- 
ers, inventories  of  a  multitude  of  small  articles,  and  prolonged  tabu- 
lar statements,  adding  much  to  the  bulk  of  these  reports  but  giving 
to  the  people  of  the  State  very  little  information  of  value.  The  law, 
which  now  requires  the  publication  of  these  things,  should  be 
amended,  the  amount  of  printed  matter  cut  down,  and  prices  reduced. 

BBGI8TBATI0N   AUTD   7BWEB   BLBCTI0N8. 

The  registration  law  for  cities  has,  in  some  of  its  features,  given 
excellent  satisfaction.  These  should  be  preserved,  while  amend- 
ments, which  experience  ha«  shown  to^be  necessary,  should  be  made 
to  render  the  execution  ot  the  act  less  burdensome.  The  law  ought 
to  be  perfected  and  retained  as  one  of  the  permanent  statutes  of  the 
State. 

There  appears  to  be  a  general  and  increasing  desire  on  the  part  of 
the  people  for^fewer  elections,  and  I  renew  my  recommendation  that 
steps  be  j^aken  to  amende  the  constitution  of  the  State  so  as  to  pro- 
vide for  biennial  elections  only.  These  should  be  held  in  the  even- 
numbered  years  to  correspond  with  oongressional  elections.

MUNICIPAL    8UTFBA6B  'FOB  WOMBN 

is  favored  by  many  of  our  best  citizens.    It  is  claimed  by  those  who 
■advocate  this  that  it  is  not  only  right  and  just,  but  that  it  would  so 
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re-infoToe  the  better  element  of  the  population  of  our  oities  as  to 
seonre  a  more  j>erfect  enforcement  of  the  oriminal  laws  and  greatly 
improve  the  government  of  oar  municipalities.  The  elperiment 
might  be  a  safe  one,  for  if  women  should  not  avail  themselves  of  the 
privilege  when  conferred,  or  if  the  results  were  unsatisf actory,  the 
same  power  that  bestowed  the  franchise  could  revoke  it.  I  commend 
the  proposition  to  your  thoughtful  and  respectful  attention. 

LAND   DBPABTMSNT. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  State  furnishes  an  account  of  the 
transactions  of  the  Land  Department  for  the  period.  There  is  still 
a  large  number  of  unissued  patents,  particularly  of  the  School,  Agri- 
cultural College,  and  University  lands.  There  are  many  inquiriea 
concerning  land  grants  and  titles  to  lands  which  have  to  be  answered 
from  that  office.  Deeds  to  lands  belonging  to  the  State  should  be 
kept  in  that  office  and  should  be  recorded.  Now  they  are  scattered, 
some  kept  in  one  place  and  some  in  another.  The  school  lands  re- 
ceived by  the  State  under  the  Congressional  grant  amount  to  1,549,- 
087.75  acres,  and  there  yet  remain  unpatented  137,799.30  acres.  Dur- 
ing the  period  there  were  patented  20,464  acres  of  school  lands^ 
382.64  acres  of  the  500,000  acre  grant  and  446.06  of  the  mortgaged 
school  lands.  There  still  remain  unsold  2,059  acres  of  the  University 
lands,  and  2,607.07  of  the  Saline  land  grant.  The  University  also 
has  601.45  acres  of  land  given  it,  and  165  acres  acquired  by  purchase 
at  sheriff's  sale.  The  report  also  gives  a  list  of  the  lands  and  lots 
owned  by  the  State  taken  on  account  of  the  debts  of  James  D.  Eads, 
Samuel  £.  Rankin,  Samuel  M.  Dyer  and  R.  6.  Orwig,  none  of  which , 
are  needed  for  State  purposes.  It  would  be  well,  I  think,  if  the  Ex- 
ecutive Council  were  authorized  to  sell  this  property,  the  old  State 
Capitol  included,  under  a  uniform  plan  of  appraisement  and  adver- 
tising. 

In  addition  to  swamp  land  indenmity  fund  reported  by  the  State 
Treasurer  as  received  from  the  United  States  and  paid  to  proper 
counties,  the  sum  of  $2,069.53  was  paid  through  the  executive  office 
to  Clinton  county. 

The  report  also  contains  the  bill  which  was  passed  at  the  first  ses- 
sion of  the  Forty  ninth  Congress  for  the  relief  of  the  settlers  on  the 

DBS   MOIKBS   Brv^SB  LANDS, 

but  vetoed  by  President  Cleveland.    The  bill  was  passed  in  the 
Senate  over  the  President's  veto  but  failed  in  the  House.    At  the 
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• 

«eoond  seBsion  of  the  same  Congress  the  bill  was  passed  in  the  Senate 
bat  the  House  failed  to  act  upon  it  It  is  probable  that  the  subject 
will  be  this  winter  farther  pressed  upon  the  attention  'of  Congress. 
The  State  should  render  all  assistance  in  its  power  for  the  relief  of 
the  Des  Moines  River  Land  Settlers  who  entered  apon  the  same  with 
good  reason  to  believe  they  were  public  lands.  I  earnestly  commend 
the  matter  to  your  consideration. 

RAILROAD   LANDS. 

The  report  gives  a  list  of  26,017.83  acres  of  land  patented  to  the 
fltate  as  railroad  lands,  but  which  in  accordance  with  provisions  of 
<)hapter  71,  acts  of  the  Twentieth  General  Assembly,  were  relin- 
-qnished  and  reconveyed  to  the  United  States,  the  list  being  certified 
by  me  on  the  12th  of  Jane,  1887,  as  directed  in  section  2  of  said  act. 
I  also  patented  to  the  C,  M.  A  St.  Paal  Railroad  Company  nnder 
provisions  of  chapter  21,  acts  of  the  Seventeenth  Gkneral  Assembly, 
3,842.86  acres  in  Dickinson  county,  and  84,197.86  in  O'Brien  county; 
total,  87,640.22.  The  whole  amount  of  public  lands  in  the  State  re- 
ceived by  the  railroad  companies  as  donations  is  4,898,436.78  acres, 
•or  about  one-eighth  of  the  entire  acreage  of  the  State, 

INSURANCE. 

During  the  year  1887  two  hundred  and  seventy-five  insurance  com- 
panies were  legally  doing  business  in  this  State.  Of  these,  fourteen 
fire  companies,  four  life  companies,  and  ninety-three  co-operative  fire 
companies  were  organized  in  Iowa.  In  1886  the  amount  of  risks 
written  by  fire  companies  was  $194,964,393;  premiums  received,  $3,- 
080,902;  amount  of  losses  paid,  $1,325,062.  In  1886  the  life  compa- 
nies wrote  7,421  new  policies,  and  had  at  the  close  of  the  year  $47,- 
^82,761  of  insurance  in  force  on  the  lives  of  citizens  of  Iowa.  The 
total  premiums  received  were  $1,064,642,  and  the  losses  paid  were 
^898,488. 

The  State  Auditor  has  been  as  vigilant  in  his  examination  of  the 
Affairs  of  insurance  companies  as  his  other  duties  would  permit,  and 
has  done  all  in  his  power,  under  present  laws,  to  place  the  business 
upon  a  sound  basis.  Iowa  affords  a  good  field  for  legitimate  insur- 
ance companies  but  has  no  room  for  fraudulent  concerns.  No  companies 
of  doubtful  standing  should  be  permitted  to  do  business.  Home 
<M>mpanies  should  be  encouraged.  Authority  should  be  given  the 
Auditor  and  means  placed  at  his  disposal  to  enable  him  to  exterminate 
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illegitimate  oompanieB,  and  to  compel  legitimate  ones  to  do  a  strictly 
lawf ol  and  safe  businesB.  Co-operative  asBOoiationg  are  furniBhing 
cheap  insurance  and  generally  giving  good  satisfaction.  The  whole 
Bubject  of  insurance  is  one  of  very  great  importance  to  the  people 
of  the  State  and  should  have  the  most  careful  attention  of  the  General 
Assembly.  The  magnitude  of  the  interests  involved  is  so  great  that 
they  should  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  a  separate  department,  where 
they  could  receive  the  undivided  attention  of  those  charged  with 
their  supervision. 

The  revenue  to  the  State  in  taxes  and  fees  from  this  source  amounts 
to  nearly  $100,000  a  year,  and  it  should  be,  by  proper  amendments  to 
the  law,  somewhat  increased.  A  separate  department^  while  securing 
better  service,  would  be  but  little  more  expensive  than  the  present 
method.  Th6  duties  of  the  Auditor  of  State,  aside  from  those  con- 
nected with  insurance,  are  varied  and  of  great  importance  and  re- 
sponsibility, and  sufficient  for  his  entire  time;  while  the  business  of 
supervising  insurance  companies  is  not  germane  to  his  office  and  has 
no  natural  connection  with  it.  He  cannot  indeed  attend  to  insurance 
properly,  without  neglecting  to  some  extent  his  other  duties.  The 
Legislature  undertakes  to  protect  the  people  from  the  imposition  of 
worthless  insurance  companies,  and  it  should,  both  by  its  laws  and 
the  supervision  it  secures,  make  that  protection  as  perfect  as  possible. 
In  these  particulars  much  yet  remains  to  be  done.  An  insurance  de- 
partment should  be  created  at  the  present  session  of  the  General  As- 
sembly.

BKPORT  OF  BAILBOAB   OOMMISSIONBBS. 

The  report  of  the  Railroad  Commissioners  shows  that  the  number 
of  miles  of  railway  in  the  State,  June  30,  1887,  was  7,997.  The  num- 
ber of  miles  built  last  year  was  432.    The  amount  of  stock  represent- 
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ing  the  roads  in  Iowa  U  $147,350,517.48,  Amoant  of  bonds  for  the 
same  $150,296,919.87.  Stock  per  mile  $19,347.21.  Debt  funded  and 
unfunded  per  mile  $25,350.52.  Total  stock  and  debt  per  mile  $43,- 
697.73.  The  cost  of  the  roads  and  equipment  in  Iowa  is  placed  by 
the  Commissioners  at  $261,747,197.44.  The  gross  earnings  of  the 
roads  in  Iowa,  passenger,  mail  and  express,  $10,208,086.72;  freight 
and  miscellaneous,  $27,321,643.05;  total,  $37,529,730.62.  Increase 
over  previous  year,  $1,436,624.08.  Expenses  of  roads  $24,152,990.71. 
Net  earnings  after  paying  all  expenses  $13,376,739.91.  Met  earnings 
per  mile  $1,672.73.  Taxes  paid  in  Iowa  $1,011,530.85.  Total  num- 
ber of  employes  in  the  State  29,078.  Amount  paid  employes  $15,- 
146,234.84.  Locomotives  in  State  1,177.  Cars,  passenger,  638;  bag- 
gage, mail  and  express,  255;  box  freight,  18,681;  stock,  3,116;  coal 
and  platform,  7,973;  other  cars,  2,479;  total,  33,142.  '  Number  of 
stations  in  Iowa,  1,379.  Number  of  miles  in  operation  January  1, 
1888,  8,263.  During  the  year  132  persons  were  killed,  8  of  whom 
were  passengers,  59  employes,  and  65  not  connected  with  the  opera- 
tion of  the  roads.  In  the  same  time,  440  persons  were  injured — 28 
passengers,  354  employes,  and  58  nol  connected  with  the  operation  of 
the  roads. 

BAILBOAB   UIGISLATION. 

I  propose  to  discuss  in  another  paper,  more  fully  than  the  limits 
prescribed  to  myself  in  this  message  will  permit,  the  relation  of  rail- 
road corporations  to  the  State  and  the  duty  of  the  latter  to  protect 
its  citizens  against  exorbitant  rates,  unjust  discrimination,  and  un- 
fair and  inequitable  dealings  of  all  kinds  at  the  hands  of  these  cor- 
porations. At  present  I  make  the  following  recommendations  in 
regard  to  that  portion  of  railway  traffic  that  comes  within  the  control 
of  State  authority: 

First  I  recommend  the  passage  of  a  law  destroying  the  pass 
system  root  and  branch.  No  one  should  be  permitted  to  ride  free 
except  the  officers  and  employes  of  railroads,  and  they  only  when 
traveling  upon  the  legitimate  business  of  their  respective  companies. 
Neither  passes  nor  mileage  tickets  should  be  used  in  payment  for 
services  or  work  of  any  kind  done  for  railroad  companies.  Such 
services  and  work  should  be  paid  for  in  cash. 

Second.  I  recommend  that  maximum  passenger  fares  on  first  class 
roads  be  fixed  at  two  cents  a  mile.  In  my  judgment  increased  travel, 
and  receipts  from  those  who  formerly  traveled  on  passes,  will  soon 
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mike  up  to  the  railroad  oompanieB  any  Iosb  they  may  anffer  from  this 
Teduction  in  fares,  and  the  change  will  prove  beneficial  both  to  them 
and  to  the  people.  A  large  percentage  of  the  business  is  already 
done  at  this  rate,  bat  not  enjoyed  by  those  least  able  to  pay. 

Third.  I  recommend  the  passage  of  a  law  fixing  reaeonable  mazi- 
.  mum  rates  of  freight  on  the  principal  commodities  transported  by 
nil ;  and  also  anthorizing  and  requiring  the  Railroad  Commissioners 
to  reduce  said  rates  at  any  time  when,  in  their  judgment^  they  are  too 
high*  If  it  shall  be  held  that  the  legislature  cannot  delegate  to  the 
Commissioners  the  power  to  absolutely  fix  such  rates,  then  they  should 
be  regarded  as  prima  fade  reasonable  rates.  Railroads  should  not  be 
permitted  to  raise  any  freight  rate  at  any  time  without  the  written 
approval  of  the  Railroad  Commissioners. 

The  companies  should  be  required  to  furnish  sufficient  freight  cars. 
There  have  been,  during  the  present  season,  hardship  and  suffering  in 
the  midst  of  plenty,  in  the  Northwestern  part  of  the  State,  because  of 
the  failure  of  the  railroads  to  provide  sufficient  rolling  stock  to  move 
the  products  of  that  section. 

Should  the  Oeneral  Assembly  decide  to  make  the  Railroad  Commis- 
sioners elective  by  the  people,  or  nominated  by  the  J!xecutive  and 
confirmed  by  the  Senate,  such  legislation  will  not  meet  with  any  op- 
position at  my  hands.  The  salaries  of  the  Commissioners  are  now 
paid  by  the  railroad  companies.  I  recommend  that  the  law  be  so 
amended  that  they  shall  hereafter  be  paid  by  the  State. 

Railroad  corporations  in  the  running  of  trains  do  not  pay  sufficient 
regard  to  the  Sabbath.  They  not  only  deprive  large  numbers  of 
their  employes  of  the  weekly  rest  which  is  essential  to  their  physical 
and  moral  well-being,  but  they  also  set  a  bad  example  to  the  rest  of 
the  community.  A  large  part  of  the  present  Sunday  work  of  rail- 
roads could  and  should  be  discontinued.  During  the  year  nine  per- 
sons were  killed  and  one  hundred  and  thirty-four  injured  in  coupling 
ears.  The  companies  should  be  required  to  adopt  more  modern  appli- 
ances.   I  invite  your  attention  to  these  subjects. 

Railroad  companies  are  public  corporations,  and  the  railways  should 
be,  by  law,  declared  public  highways,  and  their  officers  should  be  re- 
quired to  take  an  oath  to  obey  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this  State 
and  of  the  United  States.  The  right  of  the  State  to  control  railroad 
companies  has  been  confirmed  by  the  highest  judicial  authority. 
While  stringent  means  should  be  applied  to  strong  corporations,%he 
ones  should  be  protected,  and  especially  the  new  roads  making 
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efforts  to  do  basiness  at  lower  rates.  Penalties  should  be  provided 
and  more  effective  measares  used  to  compel  the  companies  to  comply 
with  the  laws.  Combination  should  be  prevented  and  competition 
secured.  The  State  should  assume  and  maintain  the  full,  thorough 
and  complete  regulation  of  railroads  by  law.

All  property  is  protected  by  the  law.  All  is  undervalued,  and  much 
personal  property  is  not  listed  for  taxation,  which  is  required  by  law 
to  be  listed.  This  imposes  an  undue  proportion  of  taxes  upon  those 
who  make  full  returns  to  the  assessor.  The  plainest  principles  of  good 
government  are  violated,  when  these  inequalities  which  may  be  reached 
and  obviated  by  legislation,  are  still  permitted  to  exist  year  after  year. 
Protection  for  all  property  is  desired,  and  those  who  have  charge  of 
it,  and  the  owners,  should  not  shrink  from  bearing  their  just  share  of 
the  burden.  County  treasurers  should  remit  to  the  State  Treasurer 
taxes  collected  each  month.  Counties  should  be  held  for  full  amount 
of  levy  and  have  the  benefit  of  all  interest  collected.  Much  interest- 
ing information  and  many  suggestions  as  to  proper  legislation  upon 
this  subject  will  be  found  in  the  current  report  of  the  Bureau  of  La* 
bor  Statistics,  obtained  from  county  officers,  many  of  whom  have 
had  long  experience  in  assessing  property  and  in  levying  and  col* 
looting  taxes.  There  is  a  very  general  feeling  that  additional  legisla- 
tion is  needed,  and  I  again  commend  the  whole  matter  of  assessment 
and  taxation  of  property  to  your  earnest  consideration. 

COUNTY   AND   CITT   INDBBTEDNESS. 

The  report  just  mentioned  also  contains  some  interesting  informal 
tion  relating  to  county  and  city  rates  of  taxation,  expenditures  and 
indebtedness.    The  reports  are  not  complete,  but  enough  is  given  to 
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«how  that  both  city  and  oonnty  indebtedness  is  comparatively  light. 
An  exception  may  be  made  to  this  statement  in  the  case  of  five  or  six 
cilies,  and  perhaps  two  or  three  oonntiesy  that  are  still  bemng  con* 
siderable  burdens  of  indebtedness  arising  from  aid  voted  to  railroads 
many  years  ago.  On  the  whole,  however,  the  showing  is  very  favor- 
able, in  comparison  with  some  of  our  neighboring  States.  Tbirty- 
^ve  of  onr  fifty-eight  cities  report  an  aggregate  indebtedness  of 
#3,474,388.  Those  reporting  include  nearly  all  of  the  larger  cities, 
and  it  is  probable  that  the  entire  city  indebtedness  is  not  over  $4,000,- 
000.  County  indebtedness  amounts  to  t2,7O4,760.  Nowhere  is  a 
higher  standard  of  public  or  private  credit  maintained,  and  nowhere 
are  the  rights  of  property  more  carefully  guarded  than  in  Iowa. 

COUBTS   OF  CONCILIATION. 

• 

Public  attention  is  being  directed  to  simpler  and  less  expensive 
methods  of  settling  disputes  between  individuals,  such  as  often  lead 
to  costly  litigation  and  sometimes  to  unpleasant  and  vexatious  feuds 
of  long  standing.  Courts  of  conciliation  have  been  in  existence 
many  years  in  other  countries  and  with  very  happy  effect.  They  con- 
sist of  judges,  not  usually  lawyers,  but  men  of  good  judgment,  high 
character,  and  kindly  disposition,  who  in  the  presence  of  both  parties 
to  a  dispute,  but  no  other  persons,  hear  both  sides,  and  then  endeavor 
to  bring  them  to  a  common  understanding  and  agreement,  and  in  a 
large  majority  of  cases  with  entire  success.  It  is  a  very  simple 
method  of  arbitration,  yet  permanent  and  possessing  sufficient  legal 
power  to  make  its  work  effective.  I  do  not  doubt  there  is  much  in 
this  worthy  of  attention,  and  I  recommend  that  some  committee  of 
your  body  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  investigating  and  reporting 
upon  it,  with  a  view  of  bringing  it  into  more  general  public  notice 
and  discussion,  which  may  lead  to  its  adoption. 

TOPOGBAPHICAL  SUBVSY. 

An  opportunity  is  afforded  for  making  a  complete  and  minute  topo- 
graphical survey  of  the  State  in  connection  with  a  similar  work  now 
being  executed  by  the  authority  and  under  the  direction  of  the  gen- 
eral government  in  the  different  States  and  Territories  of  the  Union. 
Full  details  of  the  plan  of  co-operation,  its  utility,  cost,  time  neces- 
sary tor  its  completion,  etc.,  have  been  placed  in  my  hands  by  Prof. 
McOee  of  this  State,  now  engaged  in  the  United  States  geological  smv 
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▼ey,  and  I  shall  be  pleased  to  lay  them  before  yon,  or  any  oommittee 
of  the  General  Assembly  having  saoh  matters  in  charge.  There  ia 
also  need  for  a  more  carefal  geologic!tl  survey  of  the  State  than  any 
hitherto  made,  particalarly  in  reference  to  the  undeveloped  wealth 
which  undoubtedly  exists  below  the  surface,  and  of  which  there  are 
many  certain  indications.  The  flow  of  natural  gas  in  several  coun- 
ties, the  need  of  artesian  wells,  and  the  benefit  to  be  derived  from 
the  further  development  of  our  coal  industry,  stimulate  the  desire  for 
a  more  complete  exploration  of  the  interior  of  the  earth.  Sugges- 
tions have  been  made  that  the  State  should  undertake  some  work  of 
this  kind,  doing  it  more  systematically  and  thoroughly  than  can  be 
accomplished  by  private  enterprise.  The  whole  field  is  one  of  very 
interesting  inquiry  to  which  I  invite  your  attention. 

BEFUND  OF  DIBKCT  TAX. 

There  is  a  bill  before  Congress  for  repaying  to  the  States  and  Ter- 
ritories the  sums  respectively  received  from  them  under  the  direct 
tax  act  approved  August  5,  1861.  The  amount  imposed  upon  Iowa 
under  that  law  was  $452,088.  The  State  undertook  the  collection  of 
tloB  tax  and  received  therefor  a  commission,  or  discount,  of  fifteen 
per  oe&t.,  the  actual  amount  paid  over  to  the  United  States  being 
$884,974.80.  The  whole  tax  imposed  amounted  to  $20,000,000.  The 
amount  credited,  as  paid,  including  commissions,  is  $17,359,685.51; 
amount  still  due,  $2,640,314.49.  The  bill  remits  and  relinquishes  the 
latter  amount  and  refunds  the  former.  This  bill  is  just  and  should 
become  a  law.  It  would  relieve  the  States  resting  under  the  burden 
of  the  amount  still  due,  while  the  refunding  to  the  States  which  came 
to  the  rescue  of  the  general  government  when  it  was  in  distresi*, 
would  be  a  graceful  act  on  the  part  of  the  latter  now  that  its  treasury 
is  burdened  with  a  troublesome  surplus.  I  recommend  that  you 
memorialize  Congress  for  the  speedy  passage  of  this  bill. 

MISCSLLANZOUS. 

Notarial  Cbmmiasians. — A  new  period  of  three  years  for  the  issue 
of  notarial  commissions  will  begin  July  4,  1888.  The  number  issued 
in  the  last  two  and  a  half  years  is  5,997,  for  which  a  fee  of  $1.25 
each  has  been  charged.  This  hardly  covers  the  expense  attending 
the  issue  of  a  commission.  I  recommend  that  the  fee  be  raised  to 
$3,  and  for  commissioners  in  other  States  to  $5. 
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John  Tbiman  School  Lands, — The  Eighteenth  General  Assembly 
appropriated  tS^OOO  to  indemnify  certain  purchasers  of  land  in  Web- 
ster and  Hamilton  coanties.  On  the  20th  of  December,  1887,  there 
remained  andrawn  of  said  appropriation  $89161.27.  The  interest  on 
these  claims  should  be  stopped. 

Tdeffraphy  Telephone  and  Express  Companies  should  be  required  to 
report  as  fully  to  State  authorities  as  railroad  companies  and  bankers 
now  do. 

Telegraph  Tolls  should  be  reduced.  Twenty-five  cents  is  a  suffi- 
cient compensation  for  twenty  words  between  any  two  points  in 
Iowa. 

Divorces  are  more  numerous  than  they  should  be  in  a  well  regula- 
ted society.  I  recommend  a  revision  of  the  law  upon  this  subject 
with  a  view  to  bringing  it  into  harmony  with  the  latest  and  best 
judgment  of  the  age  in  which  we  live. 

Section  8861  of  the  Code  should  be  amended  by  striking  out  **  ten  " 
in  the  third  line  and  inserting  ^*  sixteen.'' 

Drawing  Money  from  the  Treasury. — ^The  Auditor  of  State  sug- 
gests, if  sections  1679  and  1693  of  the  Code  were  amended  so  as  to 
tnake  the  current  expenses  of  the  College  for  the  Blind  and  the  In- 
stitution for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  payable  monthly,  the  business  of 
his  office  would  be  facilitated,  and  that  of  these  institutions  conducted 
more  satisfactorily.  Money  should  be  drawn  from  the  State  treasury 
only  as  it  is  needed,  and  should  not  be  allowed  to  accumulate  in  local 
treasuries. 

The  GhvemoT  should  have  authority  to  receive  and  care  for  works 
of  art  and  literary  productions. 

Information  from  Judges. — On  the  6th  of  December,  1887,  I  ad- 
dressed a  letter  to  the  judges  of  the  State  inviting  suggestions  as  to 
iunendments  that  should  be  made  to  our  statutes  ;  and  also  request- 
ing them  to  apprise  me  of  the  effect  of  the  Prohibitory  Law  in  their 
respective  districts,  particularly  upon  crime  and  criminal  expenses, 
and  whether  they  would  advise  its  repeal,  and,  if  so,  what  they  would 
propose  to  place  in  its  stead.  At  this  writing  I  have  received  replies 
from  about  two  thirds  of  the  judges,  containing  many  valuable  sug- 
gestions and  recommendations,  which  I  shall  at  an  early  day  lay  be- 
fore yon  for  your  information. 

SecHon  477S  6i  the  Code  should  be  so  amended  as  to  permit  con- 
tracts tor  coal  to  be  made  at  a  different  season  of  the  year  from  the 
one  there  named. 
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Selecting  Juries. — Many  oomplaints  are  made  in  reference  to  the 
character  of  jarieB,  partioalarly  in  the  larger  cities,  where  there  is  a 
growing  demand  for  a  change  in  the  methods  of  their  selection.  The 
professional  jaryman  ought  to  be  discouraged,  and  a  higher  order  of 
talent  and  character  brought  into  requisition.  Some  recent  trials 
have  demonstrated  the  necessity,  if  the  ends  of  justice  are  not  to  be 
defeated,  of  some  improvement  in  these  matters,  and,  that  possibly 
in  certain  cases,  the  State  should  have  the  right  to  a  change  of  venue. 
To  the  whole  subject  I  invite  your  earnest  attention,  with  the  hope 
that  suitable  remedies  may  be  provided  for  an  evil,  which,  if  not 
promptly  checked,  may  in  time  become  one  of  great  magnitude  and 
difficult  of  eradication. 

A  GHft  of  Land. — In  the  month  of  October,  1886, 1  received  fronk 
Dudley  W.  Adams  and  his  wife,  of  Allamakee  county,  a  deed  to  a 
tract  of  seventy-six  acres  of  land  in  the  incorporated  town  of  Waukon^ 
of  said  county,  for  the  use  of  the  Agricultural  College,  it  being  the 
desire  of  the  donors  to  promote  agricultural  education.  The  gift  is 
made  upon  certain  conditions,  which  are  set  forth  in  the  deed. 
Having  no  authority  to  accept  such  a  donation  on  behalf  of  the  State, 
I  respectfully  refer  the  matter  to  the  General  Aspembly. 

^^ Trusts** — I  recommend  that  prompt  measures  be  taken  to  protect 
the  people  against  the  abuses  under  the  cover  of  combinations  generally 
known  as  '^  trusts  "  or  ^^  pools."  There  is  a  common  belief  that  these 
and  similar  combinations  suppress  competition,  enhance  the  cost  of 
the  necessaries  of  life,  and  lay  heavy  burdens  upon  those  least  able  to 
bear  them. 

PBOHIBITION. 

Much  progress  has  been  made  in  the  enforcement  of  the  Prohibi-- 
tory  Law.  Not  only  has  public  sentiment  much  improved  in  relation 
to  it,  but  judicial  officers  are  more  disposed  to  secure  its  enforce- 
ment. Many  judges  give  strong  testimony  in  its  favor,  showing^ 
that,  where  it  has  been  well  executed,  there  has  been  a  marked  reduc- 
tion in  criminal  offenses,  and  also  in  court  expenses.  During  the 
last  year,  and  particularly  during  its  latter  half,  there  has  been  a  de- 
cided falling  off  in  penitentiary  convicts,  and  a  very  large  number  of 
county  jails  have  been  empty,  some  of  them  for  the  first  time  in 
years.  There  has  been  a  marked  improvement  in  the  condition  of 
our  poorer  people,  especially  in  the  families  of  laboring  men  ad 
dieted  to  strong  drink.    What  was  formerly  squandered  in  the  saloon 
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• 

BOW  goes  to  tbe  sapport  of  wife  and  children.    Handreds  of  wit- 
iieMea  to  this  can  be  oited. 

While  there  is  very  little  difficulty  now  in  enforcing  the  law  in  the 
Tttial  distffiots  and  in  a  very  large  majority  of  the  counties,  there  are 
still  a  few  portions  of  the  State,  particularly  some  of  the  larger 
(Uties,  where  the  law  is  not  enforced.  This,  however,  does  not  in- 
dude  all  such  cities,  for  in  Des  Moines,  Sioux  City  and  Cedar  Bapidst 
three  of  the  largest  and  mo9t  rapidly  growing  cities  of  the  State,  the 
Prohibitory  Law  is  now,  and  has  been  for  the  past  year,  well  enforced. 
The  Constitution  makes  it  incumbent  upon  the  Qovemor  to 

SNFOBCB  THS    LAWS. 

There  is  not  much  difficulty  in  complying  with  this  injunction  in 
reference  to  the  laws  generally.    The  law  for  the  suppression  of  in- 
temperance however  is,  in  some  places,  an  exception.    Citizens  have 
again  and  again  called  upoa  me  to  enforce  the  Prohibitory  Law  in  the 
few  counties  and  places  where,  as  yet,  but  little  regard  has  been  paid  to 
it.    I  in  turn  have  called  upon  the  judges,  sheriffs,  and  other  officers 
to  aid  in  accomplishing  this,  but,  I  regret  to  say,  without  success.    I 
know  of  no  means  at  the  command  of  the  Executive  which  can  be 
relied  upon  to  secure  better  results  in  the  future.    I  therefore  recom* 
mend  that  a  joint  committee  of  the  General  Assembly  be  appointed 
#arly  in  the  session  to  inquire  into  the  reasons  for  the  non-enforce- 
ment of  this  law  in  certain  communities;  and  whether  the  officers 
there  are  neglectful  of  their  duties.    I  think  some  measures  should 
be  adopted  to  quicken  the  consciences  of  the  officials,  who  neglect  or 
refuse  to  perform  their  sworn  duty;  or  else  provide  a  way  for  their  sus- 
pension or  removal.  It  is  a  disgrace  to  the  State  to  have  its  authority  so 
openly  defied.  Our  people  are  strong  in  their  convictions  that  this  law 
should  be  enforced  as  well  as  others,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Legis- 
lature to  provide  the  means.    The  authority  of  the  Legislature  in 
these  matters  is  no  longer  a  subject  of  dispute.    The  recent  decision 
of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  settles  that  question,  and 
on  grounds  so  broad  and  just  as  to  make  it  impregnable  and  final. 
The  chief  and  confident  hope  of  the  opposers  and  violators  of  the 
law  has  been  that  this*  tribunal  of  final  resort  would  set  it  aside,  or 
at  least  so  impair  its  efficiency  as  to  render  its  further  continuance 
impossible.    On  the  contrary,  this  decision  sustains  the  principle  of 
the  law  so  completely  and  sweepingly  as  to  become  its  strone:  bul- 
wark of  support  and  defense.    The  Court  says  there  is  no  justifica- 
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tion  for  the  olaim  that  suoh  a  law  aims  to  deprive  the  oitixen  of  his 
conBtitQtional  rights;  "for  we  cannot  shut  out  of  view  the  fact  within 
the  knowledge  of  all,  that  the  public  health,  the  pablic  moralsy 
and  the  pablic  safety,  may  be  endangered  by  the  general  use 
of  intoxicating  drinks;  nor  the  fact,  established  by  statistics  ac- 
cessible to  every  one,  that  the  idleness,  disorder,  paaperism, 
and  crime  existing  in  the  country  arc,  in  some  degree  at  least, 
traceable  to  this  evil.  If,  therefore,  a  State  deems  the  absolute 
prohibition  of  the  manufacture  and  sale,  within  her  limits,  o( 
intoxicating  liquors  for  other  than  medical,  scientific,  and  manu- 
facturing purposes,  to  be  necessary  to  the  peace  and  security 
of  society,  the  courts  cannot,  without  usurping  legislative  func- 
tions, over-ride  the  will  of  the  people  as  thus  expressed  by  their 
chosen  representatives."  The  Court  further  declares  that  the  right 
to  manufacture  intoxicating  drinks  for  general  or  individual  use,  as  a 
beverage,  does  not  inhere  in  citizenship,  and  that  no  one's  constitu- 
tional rights  of  liberty  or  property  are  interfered  with  when  such 
manufacture  and  sale  are  forbidden  by  the  State.  With  this  power- 
ful support,  it  only  remains  for  the  friends  of  good  government  and 
law  and  order,  in  Iowa,  to  press  patiently,  yet  resolutely,  forward 
with  this  great  reform,  until  the  saloon  and  all  illegal  manufacture 
and  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  are  utterly  destroyed.  Suoh  amend- 
ments should  be  made  to  the  law  as  are  needed  and  best  calculated 
to  make  it  thoroughly  effective  in  accomplishing  its  purpose. 

CONCLUSION. 

I  have  now,  to  some  extent,  set  before  you  the  condition  of  the 
State,  and  have  recommended  such  matters  as  seem  to  me  expedient. 
I  am  not,  and  I  feel  sure  that  you  will  not  be,  unmindful  of  the  fact 
that  great  care  should  be  taken  in  the  change  and  amendment  of 
our  statutes.  The  whole  body  of  our  laws  is  a  growth  of  many  years, 
and  it  should  not  be  unnecessarily  or  lightly  interfered  with.  Only 
such  additions  and  changes  should  be  made  as  justice  and  the  public 
welfare  clearly  require.  Belying  upon  the  continued  favor  of  Divine 
Providence,  and  with  great  faith  in  the  uprightness  and  patriotism 
of  the  people,  I  shall  gladly  co-operate  with  y6u  in  the  adoption  of 
such  measures  as  seem  to  be  best  calculated  to  promote  the  advance- 
ment and  prosperity  of  the  State.

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INAUQUEAL  ADDRESS. 


VwujOfW'CmzmsBi 

I  desire  to  acknowledge  to  the  people  of  Iowa,  who  have  again 
Tested  me  with  the  office  of  Chief  Magistrate  of  the  State,  my  deep 
appreciation  of  this  renewed  expression  of  their  confidence.  In  as- 
saming  for  the  second  time  the  grave  responsibility  of  the  EzecatiTey 
it^  is  my  prayer  that  the  people's  support,  which  in  the  past  has  been 
so  generously  accorded  me,  may  continae  to  aid  me  in  the  discharge 
of  my  official  daties. 

AMKRTCAy  LABOR. 

The  necessity  of  maintaining  for  oar  people  the  elevated  social  po- 
sition which  they  now  occapy,  makes  it  the  imperative  daty  of  the 
goTcmment  to  gnarantee  to  them,  by  the  continuance  of  a  wise  sys- 
tem of  protection,  such  liberal  returns  for  their  industry  as  are  nec- 
essary to  assert  the  dignity  of  labor  among  a  free  and  enlightened 
people.  The  application  of  science  to  the  trades  has  greatly  elevated 
oar  industrial  classes  and  has  correspondingly  increased  their  wants. 
The  American  laborer  cannot  and  should  not  content  himself  with  a 
mere  sufficiency  of  food,  clothing  and  shelter.  An  enlightened  com- 
monity,  of  which  he  is  a  worthy  member,  makes  demands  to  which  he 
mast  respond.  He  must  make  provisions  for  self-improvement,  for 
the  elevation  of  his  home  and  the  education  of  his  children.  He  is 
»  new  factor  in  modem  society,  whose  presence  a  government  for  the 
people  should  not  ignore. 
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The  practice  of  free  trade,  as  advocated  by  the  party  in  control 
of  oar  federal  govemmenty  has  been  repeatedly  tried  in  this  coantry, 
and  always  with  the  same  disastrous  results.  It  was  always  ased  as 
a  means  for  reducing  a  surplus  in  the  treasury,  and  never  faile  i  to 
ultimately  cause  a  deficit  both  in  the  finances  of  the  gOTemment 
and  the  people.  Except  in  one  or  two  instances,  when  well-known 
causes  for  a  brief  period  suspended  the  operation  of  the  general  law, 
every  inauguration  of  a  free  trade  policy  paralysed  the  industrial 
interests  of  the  country,  greatly  reducing  the  wages  of  laborers  and 
causing  financial  depression.  Free  trade  always  has  had,  and,  until 
circumstances  and  conditions  have  materially  changed,  always  will 
have  the  same  disastrous  results  in  America.  In  striking  contract 
with  such  a  state  of  affairs,  protection  to  American  industries  has 
always  secured  prosperity  for  all  interests,  and  has  bettered  the  con- 
dition of  the  masses  by  enabling  them  to  partake  of  all  the  comforts 
of  life  essential  to  the  happiness  of  enlightened  beings. 

A  general  shrinkage  in  values,  caused  by  the  partiality  of  the  pres- 
ent Administration  to  free  trade,  and  the  large  immigration  of  labor- 
ers from  foreign  countries  have  produced  a  growing  discontent  among 
the  industrial  classes,  especially  in  larger  cities.  Moreover,  they  fee) 
keenly  the  injustice  of  an  unequal  division  of  profits  between  them- 
selves and  capital,  and  organize  to  effect  the  correction  of  many  real 
and  some  imaginary  evils.  Though  impelled  by  honest  motives,  they 
do  not  always  find  the  proper  remedies. 

All  interests  of  good  citizens  are  best  subserved  by  the  security  of 
property  and  the  protection  of  individual  rights,  the  basis  of  our 
free  institutions.  Labor  and  capital  should  work  in  harmony,  and 
not  waste  their  strength  in  useless  wars;  they  have  common  interestn^ 
mutual  obligations  and  separate  rights.  Capital  should  concede  to 
honest  lab^r  an  equitable  share  of  their  common  earnings,  and  while 
it  is  entitled  to  protection,  it  should  not  be  allowed  to  rule. 
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The  welfare  of  oar  laboring  claaseB  and  the  fatare  safety  of  oar 
gOTemmeDt  argently  demand  a  check  in  the  flow  of  criminal  and 
pauper  immigration.  The  fatare  development  of  oar  resoarceflj  and 
the  healthy  growth  of  oar  institations  reqaire  an  increase  in  qaalitj 
rather  than  in  quantity  of  population.  The  present  requirements  for 
admission  to  American  citisenship  are  scarcely  in  keeping  with  its 
dignity.  Oar  naturalization  laws  should  be  so  amended  and  enforced 
as  to  make  moral  worth  an  indispensable  requisite  for  the  high  dis- 
tinetion  of  becoming  an  integral  part  of  the  most  powerful  and  most 
enlightened  soyereign  people. 

FBBB    BALLOT. 

The  purity  of  the  ballot  box  is  the  bulwark  of  our  liberties.  To 
defile  it,  whether  by  fraud  or  intimidation,  is  to  strike  at  the  very 
foundation  of  republican  government.  Unless  a  free  ballot  and  an 
honest  count  can  be  secured  in  every  State  in  this  Union,  a  national 
election  is  little  more  than  a  mockery.  Hundreds  of  thousands  of 
the  qualified  electors  of  the  South  are  virtually  denied  the  right  of 
suffrage.  The  total  congressional  vote  of  the  seven  districts  of  the 
State  of  Mississippi  in  1886  was  45,354 ;  of  the  seven  districts  of 
South  Carolina,  89,072 ;  and  of  the  ten  districts  of  Georgia,  27,520, 
or  an  average  of  only  2,762  for  each  district  The  number  of  votes 
east  at  the  same  election  in  the  eleven  congressional  districts  of  Iowa 
was  345,286,  being  an  average  of  31,389  votes  for  each  district.  The 
Constitntion  of  the  United  States  is  thus  nullified  in  the  South,  and 
the  voice  of  the  people  is  stifled ;  and  the  nuUiflers,  encouraged  by 
past  achievements,  are  now  seeking  to  obtain  control  of  the  Senate 
and  the  Snpreme  Court. 

Under  such  circumstances  the  good  citizens  of  the  North  should 
no  longer  remain  in  doubt  as  to  their  duty.  Regardless  of  polit- 
ioal    afilliations,  they  should    demand  that    Congress  exercise    its 
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power  to  enforce  by  appropriate  legielation  the  provisions  of  the  15tb 
amendment  to  the  Constitution,  and  guarantee  to  every  citizen  of 
these  United  States  the  privilege  to  cast  his  vote,  free  and  nnmo- 
lestedy  in  accordance  with  his  political  convictions. 

PBirSIONS. 

The  sarplasy  which  in  the  coarse  of  years  has  accamnlated  in  the 
National  Treasary,  has  been  the  caase  of  much  anxiety  to  the  presetat 
Administration.  It  appears  to  me  that  as  long  as  any  Union  soldier 
is  compelled  to  seek  refuge  in  the  poor-house  or  is  found  suffering 
for  want  of  the  necessaries  of  life,  the  treasury  surplus  should  not 
create  any  apprehension  in  the  minds  of  patriotic  men.  No  better  use 
could  be  made  of  the  savings  of  the  Nation  than  to  relieve  the  dis- 
tress and  administer  to  the  comfort  of  the  brave  veterans  of  the  late 
war,  who  at  the  risk  of  health  and  life  preserved  the  existence  and 
asserted  the  supremacy  of  our  Government 

Furthermore,  the  patriotism  of  American  heroes  stiould  not  be 
allowed  to  remain  the  cause  of  the  poverty  and  misery  of  their  wives 
and  children  or  other  dependent  relatives.  These  have  a  right  to 
expect  that  the  country  to  which  their  supporters  offered  and  sacri- 
ficed health,  strength  and  life,  will  at  least  grant  to  them  what  alone 
it  is  in  its  power  to  grant — exemption  from  such  suffering  as  is 
caused  by  poverty  and  want. 

By  pursuing  this  course  the  Nation  would  not  only  act  in  keeping 
with  her  own  dignity,  but  would  also  sow  seeds  of  heroism  and  patri- 
otic devotion,  to  bear  precious  fruit  in  ages  to  come. 

POSTAL  TSLBGBAPH* 

The  sentiment  in  favor  of  the  establishment  of  a  postal  telegraph 
system  by  the  National  Qovemment  is  constantly  growing.  While 
the  telegraph  is  not  likely  to  ever  supplant  the  mail,  it  encroaches 
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daily  upon  ita  domain.  It  has  made  itself  indispeiiBable  to  modern 
jonnialiam  and  commerce.  It  has,  together  with  the  railroad,  short- 
ened geographical  distances,  and  it  is  the  faithful  sentinel  that 
guards  the  safety  and  thereby  adds  to  the  speed  of  the  iron  horse. 
As  a  messenger  for  purely  social  communications  the  telegraph  is  as 
yet  employed  to  a  very  limited  extent,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the 
short^nghted  policy  of  the  few  men  who  control  the  telegraph  sys- 
tem  of  the  country  has  by  an  excessive  tariff  placed  its  benefits  be- 
yond the  reach  of  the  masses. 

Successful  experiments  have  been  made  by  other  governments  in 
the  direction  of  operating  telegraph  lines  in  conjunction  with  their 
postal  service,  and  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that,  even  with  a 
materially  reduced  tariff,  a  postal  telegraph  could  within  a  few  years 
be  made  self-supporting  in  America.  While  it  would,  convert  a  large 
part  of  the  surplus  in  our  National  Treasury  into  a  safe  and  perma- 
nent investment,  it  would  also  extend  the  benefits  of  the  service  to 
all  the  people  and  open  to  the  electric  spark  an  unlimited  field  for 
the  full  development  of  its  usefulness. 

STATE  AFFAIBS. 

The  progressive  spirit  of  the  people  of  Iowa  has  ever  led  them  to 
take  advanced  positions  upon  all  questions  of  progress  and  reform 
which  since  the  birth  of  our  State  have  agitated  the}Nation.  The 
abolition  sentiment  at  an  early  day  found  a  fertile  soil  within  our 
borders.  While  the  heresy  of  States'  Bights  threatened  the  very  life 
of  the  Nation,  Iowa  was  in  the  front  rank  of  the  loyal  States  which 
eame  to  her  rescue  and  aided  in  asserting  her  supremacy.  Devoted  to 
the  true  spirit  of  freedom,  she  led  all  the  states  of  the  Union  in  extend* 
ing  the  elective  franchise  to  the  colored  race;  and  again,  in  these 
later  years,  she  was  one  of  the  first  in  the  sistei:hood  of  states  to 
abolish  within  her  borders  the  slavery  of  intemperance.    Bat  the 
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work  of  a  progreBsive  commonwealth  is  never  done.  The  body 
politio,  like  every  other  organism,  is  subject  to  the  law  of  evolation. 
New  issues  constantly  arise.  New  ideas,  bom  of  the  spirit  of  prog- 
ress, constantly  battle  with  the  musty  conceptions  of  conservatiBm, 
prejudice  and  tradition;  and  gigantic  interests,  the  creation  of  our 
inventive  age,  are  constantly  striving  to  usurp  illegitimate,  as  well  as 
to  assert  legitimate  rights. 

Although  in  a  republic  it  is  the  province  of  the  sovereign  people  to 
determine  the  policy  of  its  government,  it  must  be  left  to  the  public 
servants  to  execute  the  dictates  of  their  constituency.  In  the  execu- 
tion of  a  conservative  policy  these  agents  of  the  people  as  a  rule  meet 
with  little  opposition,  but  when  forced  by  irrepressible  issues  to  con- 
front hostile  interests,  they  encounter  an  enemy  who,  giving  no  par- 
don and  knowing  no  surrender,  often  brings  to  the  contest  all  the 
malignity  of  a  personal  contest. 

If  under  such  circumstances  an  official  should  consult  simply  his 
feelings,  he  might  easily  be  tempted  to  make  a  truce  with  the  enemy 
and  thus  avoid  an  implacable  conflict.  But  when  such  a  step  can 
only  be  taken  at  the  sacrifice  of  honor,  when  a  solemn  obligation 
makes  the  conflict  an  imperative  duty,  there  is  no  alternative,  and 
the  evil  which  he  must  attack  is  solely  to  blame  for  the  result. 

The  main  issue  with  which  we  are  now  confronted  concerns  the 
mutual  relations  between  the  people  and  the  great  corporations. 

RAILWAY  TRANSPORTATION.  ^ 

While  the  transportation  question  has  for  many  years  engaged  the 
attention  of  our  people,  the  enactment  of  the  Inter-state  Commerce 
Law  by  the  last  Congress  has  of  late  given  it  particular  prominence; 
and  there  is  a  wide-spread  demand  that  the  State  Legislature  supple- 
ment the  Congressional  act.  That  dealing  with  questions  so  vital  to 
our  welfare  requires  both  wisdom  and  courage,  there  can  be  no  doubt; 
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bat  it  may  safely  be  asserted  that  the  representatives  of  our  people 
will  proye  equal  to  the  task. 

In  order  to  determine  what  to  do,  we  should  first  know  where  we 
are  and  whither  we  are  tending.  Hence  a  retrospectiye  Tiew  and  a 
saryey  of  our  sitaation  with  reference  to  the  subject  in  question  may 
not  be  amiss.  The  abuses  which  have  grown  out  of  our  modern  sys- 
tem of  transportation  came  to  the  State  simultaneously  with  the  rail- 
roads. For  many  years,  however,  the  great  desire  of  the  people  to 
secure  new  roads  caused  them  to  overlook  these  evils,  and  this  leni- 
ency continued  until  a  large  portion  of  the  State  was  provided  with 
transportation  facilities. 

Then  the  demand  upon  the  Legislature  to  correct  existing  abuses 
increased  from  year  to  year,  until  in  1874  it  could  no  longer  be 
refused.  The  discriminations  and  extortions  which  had  so  long  been 
practiced  by  the  railroads  resulted  in  the  enactment  of  what  is  known 
as  the  Granger  Law,  which  established  a  classification  and  fixed  max- 
imum rates  upon  nearly  all  articles  of  produce  and  merchandise. 
This  act  was  strenuously  opposed  by  the  railroad  companies,  rein- 
forced by  the  representatives  from  those  parts  of  the  State  which 
were  not  yet  amply  supplied  with  roads  and  were  believed  by  them 
to  be  injured  by  such  legislation. 

The  Granger  Law  remained  a  part  of  our  statutes  for  four  years, 
and  wafl  during  this  whole  period  resisted  by  all  the  forces  that  could 
be  marshaled  by  the  railroad  companies.  The  law  was  denounced  by 
its  opponents  as  communistic  in  its  tendency,  destined  to  ruin  rail- 
road interests  and  hence  to  prevent  the  construction  of  new  roads. 
It  was  contested  in  State  and  Federal  courts  until  it  was  finally  de- 
clared legal  bj  the  highest  judicial  tribunal  of  the  Nation. 

WhUe  the  law  was  crude  in  some  respects,  it  was  nevertheless  a 
great  achievement,  illustrating  the  power  of  the  people  under  our  sys- 
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tern  of  goyernment  to  oorreot  evils  even  when  defended  by  organised 
capital. 

Failing  to  defeat  the  law  in  the  ooortB,  the  railroad  managers  again 
turned  to  the  legislature  and  plead  piteously  for  its  repeal. 

Their  friends,  supported  by  members  either  inclined  to  conserva- 
tism or  representing  localities  disposed  to  hold  out  every  possible 
encouragement  to  railroad  construction,  succeeded,  after  much  argu- 
mentation, in  having  the  Granger  Law  repealed  and  the  present  Com* 
missioner  law  enacted  in  its  stead. 

It  has  often  been  alleged  that  the  partial  cessation  of  railroad  con- 
struction following  the  enactment  of  the  Granger  Law  was  its  legiti- 
mate result.  It  will  be  remembered,  however,  that  the  general 
financial  depression  following  the  panic  of  1873  affected  all  interests, 
and  that  railroad  enterprise  was  no  more  stagnant  in  Iowa  than  in 
other  states,  where  these  alleged  causes  did  not  operate. 

It  has  also  been  stated  that  the  law  was  changed  in  obedience  to  a 
demand  of  the  people,  but  this  allegation  is  likewise  contrary  to  the 
fact.  It  is  true,  the  railroads  had  so  applied  the^'law  as  to  make  it 
odious  in  some  localities  and  had  by  their  peculiar  strategy  suc- 
ceeded in  persuading  some  of  our  best  public  men  that  it  was  not 
adapted  to  all  interests  and  often  worked  injustice ;  yet  a  majority  of 
our  people  regarded  it,  upon  the  whole,  as  just  and  wholesome,  and  de- 
sired an  amendment  of  several  of  its  provisions  rather  than  its  repeal. 
Nevertheless,  when  the  commissioner  system  was  adopted,  they  con- 
ceded to  it  the  right  of  an  honest  trial.  Having  once  scoured  the 
right  to  establish  rates,  they  were  prepared  to  accept  any  legislation 
which  promised  an  equitable  adjustment  of  existing  controversies. 

To  enable  cities  and  towns  to  secure  new  roads  and  obtain  more 
favorable  rates  through  competition,  laws  were  also  enacted  permit* 
ting  them  to  vote  a  tax  to  the  extent  of  five  per  cent  on  their  assessed 
value  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  projected  roads.    Urder  this  law^ 
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millionB  of  dollars  were  donated,  and  many  new  roads  were  oon- 
straoted,  and  for  a  time  this  new  policy  seemed  to  accomplish  its  pur- 
pose. 

Railroad  managers  soon  learned,  however,  that  by  arrangements 
among  themselyes,  such  as  pooling,  division  of  territory  and  division 
of  business,  they  ooold  manage  to  maintain  unreasonable  rates. 
Owing  to  these  various  devices,  there  is  practically  no  competition  as 
to  rates  in  the  transportation  business  of  the  State.  Occasionally 
one  road  will  become  dissatisfied  with  the  division  of  the  spoils  and  cut 
under  the  combination  schedule ;  but  a  treaty  is  soon  effected,  and 
the  old  rates  are  restored. 

The  charges  for  transportation  at  present  prevailing  in  the  State  are 
by  far  too  high,  and  bear  little  or  no  relation  to  the  cost  of  the  ser> 
vice.  Although  steel  rails  can  now  be  purchased  for  one-third  of  the 
price  paid  for  the  iron  rails  that  were  laid  upon  roads  built  fifteen 
years  ago,  and  engines,  cars  and  coal  have  depreciated  in  value  in 
nearly  the  same  proportion,  local  freight  and  passenger  rates  have 
not  decreased  to  any  perceptible  degree.  Railroad  companies  should 
not  be  allowed  to  reap  all  the  profits  growing  out  of  modern  inven- 
tions and  the  reduced  cost  of  equipping  and  operating  their  roads. 
With  almost  equal  propriety  might  woolen  and  cotton  fabrics  still  be 
sold  at  colonial  prices.  But  railroad  managers  aver  that  the  interest 
paid  on  their  bonded  indebtedness  and  the  dividends  earned  by  their 
stock  are  not  excessive,  and  that  capital  invested  in  railroads  on  the 
whole  enjoys  no  larger  returns  than  capital  invested  in  any  other 
enterprise.  Yet  the  stock  and  indebtedness  of  a  road  is  no  in- 
dication of  the  amount  actually  invested  in  it,  nor  is  the  latter  an 
indication  of  the  actual  present  value  of  the  road.  Mr.  Poor  in 
reviewing  the  railroad  earnings  for  1883  affirms  that  if  the  fictitious 
capital  could  be  eliminated  from  their  accounts,  their  success  as  in- 
vestments would  have  no  parallel. 
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The  railroads  of  Iowa  have  received  as  donations  from  varioas 
soarces  a  valae  of  over  fifty  million  dollars.  The  ^tracts  of  land 
granted  to  them  at  yarioas  times  by  the  Nation  and  the  State,  and  by 
counties,  mnnicipalities  and  priyate  individuals  aggregate  an  area 
equal  to  more  than  one  eighth  of  the  total  area  of  the  State.  The 
total  amount  of  money  actually  invested  in  Iowa  roads  by  stock- 
holders and  bondholders  probably  does  not  average  to  exceed  fifteen 
thousand  dollars  per  mile,  and  the  thirteen  million  dollars  of  net 
earnings  which  are  annually  distributed  among  them  would  be  a  fair 
profit  upon  twice  the  amount  which  they  have  actually  invested. 

The  men  who  control  our  railroads  labor  under  a  serious  delusion, 
inasmuch  as  they  entertain  an  exaggerated  opinion  of  the  obligations 
under  which  they  have  placed  the  publia  They  attribute  to  them> 
selves  the  unparalleled  material  progress  which  this  country  has 
made,  and  claim  the  wealth  which  by  their  agency  has  been  accumu- 
lated as  their  reward.  They  reason  that  they  are  entitled  to  the 
value  of  the  difference  between  various  places  in  the  prices  of  com- 
modities, because  they  furnish  the  means  for  making  the  exchange. 
It  appears  to  me  that  this  argpiment^  if  carried  to  its  logical  result, 
would  transfer  the  title  to  a  large  share  of  their  income  to  the  heirs 
of  Mr.  Watts,  the  inventor  of  the  steam  engine.  A  similar  reason- 
ing would  also  give  to  McCormick  all  the  profits  of  the  reaper,  and 
to  Whitney  those  of  the  cotton  gin. 

Owners  of  railroads  are  no  more  entitled  to  a  perpetual  royalty 
than  inventors.  For  a  certain  period  of  time,  perhaps  as  long  as 
similar  privileges  are  enjoyed  by  patentees,  railroads  should  be 
allowed  liberal  returns  for  their  capital  and  enterprise;  and  if  at  the 
end  of  such  a  period  it  be  found  that  similar  roads  could  be  con- 
structed and  equipped  at  a  reduced  cost,  then  their  rates  of  transpor- 
tation should  be  proportionately  reduced. 

But  it  is  urged  by  railroad  managers  that  a  reduction  in 'their  rates 
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would  necessitate  a  redaotion  in  the  wages  of  their  employes.  Snob 
reasoning  might  apply  if  those  men  were  now  paid  a  proper  share 
of  the  receipts  of  the  roads;  this  is  not  the  case.  Railroad  em- 
ployes receive  a  smaller  percentage  of  the  total  earnings  of  their 
employers  than  wage  workers  of  other  ooonpations.  They  receive 
little  more  than  one  third  of  the  total  receipts  ot  the  companies^ 
while  the  farmer,  for  instance,  gives  one.half  of  the  prodaots  of  his 
farm  for  its  caltivation.  It  is  bat  natural  to  suppose  that  railroads 
deal  as  nnjastly  with  their  employes  as  they  do  with  the  public,  and 
the  correction  of  one  evil  woald  be  likely  to  altimately  result  in  the 
correction  of  the  other. 

Unreasonable  rates  are  not  only  prejudicial  to  the  best  interests  of 
the  public,  but  to  those  of  the  railroad  companies  as  well,  since  they 
constantly  tempt  capitalists  to  invest  in  new  lines,  which  must  needs 
acquire  their  territory  at  the  expense  of  older  roads. 

The  right  of  the  State  to  fix  rates  can  certainly  not  be  questioned* 
Corporations  have  no  rights  save  such  as  have  been  granted  to  them 
by  the  commonwealth.  It  must  also  be  conceded  that  in  the  latter  is 
ultimately  lodged  the  power  to  create  new  corporations  which  would 
be  prepared  to  accept  the  altered  conditions.  Railroad  managers 
argue  that  if  the  State  should  undertake  to  establish  maximum  rates^ 
it  mast  also  guarantee  to  their  roads  a  minimum  income.  This  will 
be  found  to  be  a  fallacious  argument  when  it  is  considered  that 
although  the  State  has  passed  laws  prohibiting  usury,  it  neither  guar- 
antees a  minimum  rate  nor  otherwise  secures  private  loans. 

RUlroada  have  in  the  course  of  time  usurped  powers  dangerous  to 
the  public  welfare,  and  have  practiced  extortions  perhaps  less  cruel 
but  in  the  aggregate  more  gigantic,  than  those  of  the  British  land- 
lord. 

It  has  been  found  necessary  to  limit  the  power  of  public  officers  to 
levy  taxes  for  the  maintenance  of  our  schools  and  the  support  of 
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State,  ooanty  and  municipal  government— notwithstanding  the  faot 
that  those  taxes  are  ased  for  the  benefit  of  the  people.  Yet  a  few 
railroad  managers  are  free  to  meet  in  Chicago  and  levy  an  extra  tax 
of  one,  three  or  even  five  million  dollars  upon  the  people  of  Iowa 
without  giving  them  anything  in  return. 

Thucydides  relates  how  the  Grecians,  in  olden  times,  engaged  in 
the  business  of  piracy  under  the  command  of  men  of  great  boldness 
and  ability,  And  how  the  men  so  engaged  both  enriched  themselves 
and  supported  their  poor  by  their  booty.  They  ravaged  villages 
and  plundered  unfortified  places.  This  was  not  at  that  time  an  em- 
ployment of  reproach,  but  rather  exalted  those  piratical  adventurers 
in  the  estimation  of  their  kin.  It  appears  that  a  class  of  persons 
has  grown  up  under  the  refining  inflaence  of  our  modem  age  with 
tendencies  similar  to  those  of  that  sturdy  race;  and,  strange  as  it  may 
seem,  some  people  even  on  our  soil  attribute  honor  to  their  practices. 

While  railroad  charges  should  be  reasonable,  they  should  also  be 
equitable  and  certain.  It  is  impossible  to  conceive  how  trade  can  be 
established  upon  a  sound  basis  with  transportation  charges  subject 
to  wild  flactuations  and  countless  exceptions. 

Propositions  for  even  the  smallest  reductions  in  the  custom*house 
tariff  are  always  the  subject  of  much  deliberation  in  Congress,  but 
freight  rates  are  often  cut,  even  without  previous  notice,  to  one>half, 
one-third,  or  even  one-fourth  of  their  former  standard,  and  are  again 
doubled,  trebled  or  quadrupled.  It  is  not  uncommon  to  find  that  in 
the  same  train  a  car  is  hauled  for  one-half  the  rate  charged  for  haul- 
ing another  car  loaded  with  the  same  article,  or  that  one  locality  is 
systematically  charged  twice  as  much  as  another  for  the  same  kind 
of  service.  Railroads  thus  build  up  or  tear  down  individuals,  towns 
and  cities,  as  the  interests  of  their  managers  or  those  of  their  favorites 
may  dictate;  and  to  engage  in  business  with  any  certainty  of  success, 
one  is  compelled  to  court  the  favors  of  railroad  companies. 
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Railroads  are  the  highways  of  commerce.  Having  supplanted  the 
tnmpikes  and  public  road?,  they  should,  as  far  as  possible,  be  ame- 
nable to  the  laws  that  controlled  them,  and  should  be  maintained  by  a 
jdst,  certain  and  equitable  tax  levied  upon  those  who  use  them.  Our 
fathers  would  never  have  tolerated  a  system  of  collecting  highway 
tolls  or  taxes,  which,  besides  changing  its  tariff  with  every  moon,  rec- 
ognises privileged  classes  and  discriminates  in  favor  of  the  man  who 
is  so  fortunately  situated  as  to  be  able  to  haul  five  or  ten  times  as 
much  produce  to  the  market  as  his  less  prosperous  neighbor.  Such  a 
system  is  neither  American  nor  democratic,  and  savors  too  much  of 
the  methods  of  the  feudal  lord  who  taxed  the  wayfaring  public  as 
much  as  his  withered  conscience  in  each  individual  case  would  permit. 

m 

Our  district  roads  are  maintained  by  a  tax  levied  equitably  upon 
all  the  property  of  the  district.  We  do  not  accord  special  privileges 
to  the  man  who  year  after  year  drives  a  thousand  steers  to  the  mar- 
ket. If  any  discrimination  is  ever  made,  it  is  made  in  favor  of  the 
poor  tenant  of  the  Oovernment,  who  is  permitted  to  apply  his  small 
earnings  to  the  improvement  of  his  newly  selected  and  still  humble 
home. 

A  policy  of  discrimination  in  matters  pertaining  to  public  busi- 
ness has  always  been  regarded  as  dangerous  to  the  general  3welf are, 
and  scarcely  a  trace  of  such  a  policy  can  be  found  in  the  laws  and 
institutions  of  either  the  State  or  the  Nation. 

State,  county  and  municipal  taxes  are  levied  equitably  upon  all 
taxable  property.  The  citizen  who  owns  ten  houses  in  the  city,  or 
ten  farms  in  the  country,  is  not  and  should  not  for  that  reason  be 
favored  with  a  special  rate  of  taxation.  For  the  purpose  of  levying 
taxes  it  matters  little  who  owns  these  estates,  for  taxesTare  levied 
upon  property  and  property  is  held  for  their  payment. 

In  a  similar  manner  freight  charges  attach  to  the  commodities 
transported,  or  in  other  words,  they  are  a  tax  levied  upon  them.

Henoe,  tariff  disorimination  in  favor  of  privileged  shippers  are  as  nn- 
jast  as  a  system  of  raieing  revenue  which  shonld  prescribe  a  lower 
rate  of  taxation  for  the  rich  than  for  the  poor.  The  exchange  of  the 
products  of  oar  s?il  and  our  factories  will  and  mast  be  effected.  If  an 
equitable  tariff  should  dissatisfy  such  shippers  as  have  heretofore 
been  privileged  characters,  their  enterprise  will  readily  find  new 
fields  of  labor,  and  other  men,  prepared  to  accept  the  new  condition 
of  things,  will  promptly  fill  their  places.  Neither  will  the  public  be 
the  loser  by  the  change  nor  will  the  volume  of  the  transportation 
business  be  decreased. 

It  is  impossible  to  compute  or  even  approximate  the  loss  sustained 
by  the  people  of  Iowa  in  consequence  of  railroad  discrimination. 

For  years  our  miners  have  had  just  cause  to  be  dissatisfied  with  their 
lot.  The  meager  returns  for  their  hazardous  toil,  decreasing  from 
year  to  year,  naturally  led  them  to  look  for  the  cause  of  their  oppres- 
sion in  the  methods  of  their  employers  and  the  supposed  iniquities 
of  the  law.  There  can  be  no  doubt,  however,  that  the  miner  simply 
suffers  together  with  the  operator  by  the  discriminating  and  unrea- 
sonable coal  tariff  of  our  railroads,  which  not  only  confines  the  out- 
put of  our  mines  to  local  markets,  but  even  enables  imported  coal  to 
compete  with  the  best  products  of  our  own  mines  in  the  very  heart  of 
Iowa.  Oar  millers  fare  still  worse.  The  discriminations  practiced 
by  the  railroads  against  them  have  made  it  impossible  for  them  to 
manufacture  flour  for  export,  or  even  home  consumption,  except  at  a 
loss.  Minnesota  flour  is  often  shipped  to  points  in  Iowa  for  less  than 
one-third  of  what  is  charged  for  shipments  of  similar  distances  within 
the  Slate.  The  in j  astice  on  the  part  of  the  railroads  has  forced  a  very 
large  number  of  our  millers  to  suspend  work  and  has  rendered  their 
property  almost  worthless. 

When  several  years  ago  the  General  Assembly  in  the  interest  of 
morality  and  good  order  passed  a  law  prohibiting  the  manufacture  of 
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intoxioatiog  liquors  to  be  used  as  a  beverage,  and  thereby  depreciated 
the  yalae  of  the  breweries  and  distilleries  of  the  State,  the  act  was 
denovnoed  by  the  advocates  of  the  liqaor  traffic  as  striking  at  the  very 
birth-rights  of  American  citizens,  and  its  validity  was  tested  in  the 
highest  courts  of  both  the  State  and  the  Nation.  Bat  when  a  few 
railroad  managers  enter  into  a  conspiracy  to  destroy  by  an  unreason- 
able grain  and  flour  tariff  the  milling  interests  of  the  State,  built  up 
at  a  cost  many  times  greater  than  that  of  the  distilleries  and  brew- 
eries, and  famishing  employment  to  thousands  of  men;  when  they 
thus  render  comparatively  worthless  property  employed  in  one  of  the 
most  important  and  most  successful  industries  of  the  State;  and  per- 
petrate such  wrongs  in  violation  of  law  and  in  defiance  of  all  princi- 
ples of  justice  no  step  is  taken  for  relief,  because  in  these  many  years 
of  railroad  usurpation  the  opinion  has  gained  ground  among  our  peo- 
pie  that  the  abuses  of  these  wealthy  and  powerful  corporations  are 
without  a  remedy,  and  must  be  endured  with  meekness  and  resigna- 
tion, like  visitations  of  Providence.  Hundreds  of  other  manufacture 
ing  and  jobbing  industries  have  by  this  unwise  and  unjust  poUcy 
been  ruined  or  driven  out  of  the  State,  and  the  large  number  of  empty 
shops  and  factories  in  the  State  are  dreary  monuments  of  railroad  hos- 
tility to  Iowa  enterprise.  Oar  towns  and  rural  districts  are  taxed 
and  our  wholesale  business  is  being  discouraged  to  build  up  a  few 
large  cities  outside  of  our  borders. 

It  must  not  be  supposed,  however,  that  the  friends  of  railroads  and 
the  defenders  of  their  methods  are  confined  to  the  few  cities  which 
thrive  upon  the  tribute  which  the  rural  regions  are  forced  to  pay  to 
them.  By  granting  special  rates,  rebates,  drawbacks  and  other  fa- 
vors here  and  there  to  men  of  influence  in  their  respective  localities, 
they  have  secured  the  favor  of  many  who,  after  having  divided  with 
them  their  spoils,  are  ready  to  defend  their  wrongs  and  to  advocate  a 
policy  of  neatnlity  on  the  part  of  the  State.    By  retaining  the  ablest 
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attomeyBy  by  iBflaenoing  the  press,  and  by  flattering  and  favoring 
politicians,  they  have  managed  for  many  years  to  prevent  an  open 
outburst  of  popular  indignation;  and  their  long  continued  success 
grready  added  to  their  boldness  in  usurping  unlawful  powers  and  invad- 
ing public  rights.  When  it  is  considered  that  the  railroad  companies 
doing  business  in  Iowa  have  an  annual  cash  income  of  over  one  hun- 
dred million  dollars,  their  past  influence  can  readily  be  appreciated. 

> 

It  is  not  an  extravagant  statement  that  the  power  exerted  by  them 
has  in  many  instances  proved  greater  than  that  of  the  States  to 
which  they  owe  their  corporate  existence. 

The  body  politic  is  composed  of  individuals,  whose  opinions  con- 
cerning questions  of  public  policy  diverge  with  their  different  inter- 
ests, and  party  bias  and  party  jealousy  often  make  agreement  impos- 
sible upon  measures  of  common  interest. 

Railroads,  however,  are  enabled  by  their  centralization  of  power 
and  by  combinations  among  themselves  to  act  largely  under  a  single 
mansgement  Setting  at  naught  the  power  of  the  State,  they  nullify 
with  impunity  the  principles  of  equity  which  for  centuries  have  been 
enunciated  by  the  coartp.  Such  combinations  as  are  maintained  by 
them  would  in  other  branches  of  business  be  considered  conspiracies 
against  the  public  welfare  and  would  subject  their  originators  to  in- 
dictment. 

The  assertion  has  often  been  made  that  railroads  do  not  take  sides 
in  politics.  It  is  doubtless  true  that  they  do  not  cast  their  fortunes 
with  those  of  political  parties,  but  it  is  not  true  that  they  do  not  con- 
cern themselves  in  the  affairs  of  the  political  arena.  It  has  been  for 
years  their  well  deflned  policy  to  favor  their  friends  and  punish  their 
enemies  in  political  contests. 

These  corporations  have  through  their  artfulness  succeeded  in  ap- 
peasing from  time  to  time  an  indignant  public.  Yet  a  change  will 
come.    Long  continued  abuses  and  aggressions  will  finally  arouse  the 
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people;  and  law,  the  oatgrowth  of  the  neoessities  of  the  commnnityi 
will  Barely,  thoagh  insengibly,  be  moulded  by  public  opinion.  Rail* 
roads  have  suspended  the  natural  laws  of  trade.  If  the  appeals  of 
jastice  are  of  no  avail,  the  instinot  of  self-preservation  at  least  should 
lead  them  to  restore  the  free  and  unrestricted  working  of  these  laws. 
The  people  will  not  be  content  until  existing  abuses  are  corrected; 
and  a  persistent  popular  demand  never  fails  to  accomplish  its  object. 
Under  our  form  of  government  the  right  to  rule  is  inherent  in  the  peo- 
ple. Capital  and  enterprise  may  j  ustly  claim  protection,  but  they  must 
also  submit  to  proper  control.  The  sense  of  justice  which  character- 
izes our  people  will  not  permit  any  legislation  detrimental  to  the  best 
interests  of  railroads.  Iowa  appreciates  the  services  which  they  have 
rendered  in  the  development  of  her  great  resources  and  acknowl- 
edges her  dependence  upon  their  co-operation  in  the  great  work  of 
future  days.  However,  the  people  have  grievances  and  demand  re- 
dress, and  it  devolves  upon  their  representatives  to  enact  such  laws 
as  promise  to  correct  existing  evils.  Railroads  should  be  consulted 
as  to  their  wishes,  and  it  is  proper  for  their  representatives  to  present 
their  views  upon  all  questions  affecting  their  interests,  but  they  should 
not  attempt  to  dictate  legislative  measures.  The  people  do  not  ask 
the  passage  of  any  law  which  would  place  railroads  at  a  disad- 
vantage. Nor  would  such  legislation  be  advisable;  there  is  a  commu- 
nity of  interest  between  the  State  and  its  public  corporations,  which 
shoald  constantly  be  kept  in  view.  The  great  importance  of  these 
indispecsible  agencies  of  our  material  progress  requires  that  they  be 
judiciously  managed  and  properly  controlled,  and  that  in  the  adjust- 
ment of  all  questions  which  affect  their  interests  the  people  be  rep- 
resented; and  good  feeling  cannot  be  restored  until  railroads  concede 
this  right  to  the  people.  Freight  tariffs  have  always  been  one-sided  com- 
pacts. The  railroads  have  dictated  the  terms,  which  through  the  force 
of  cironmstanoes  the  people  have  been  compelled  to  accept.  They 
have  taxed  the  public  to  pay  interest  and  dividends  on  largely  ficti-

tions  investmentB.  In  every  transaotion  growing  out  of  the  relations 
between  these  corporations  and  the  people  we  find  an  expert  on  one 
side  and  a  novice  on  the  other.  To  represent  the  people  and  to  de- 
fend their  rights,  is  the  province  of  the  Board  of  Railroad  CommiB- 
sioners.  This  Board  has  often  been  looked  npon  by  the  railroads  as 
a  tribanal  clothed  with  judicial  powers  and  charged  with  the  duty  of 
protecting  the  interests  of  the  people  and  those  of  the  railroads 
alike.  This,  however,  is  an  erroneons  conception  of  their  func- 
tions. The  Railroad  Commission  was  created  to  be  a  committee  of 
the  people  obligated  to  advocate  their  rights.  Organized  capital 
can  safely  be  trusted  to  defend  itself. 

The  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  should  be  authorized  and 
required  to  exercise  full  and  complete  supervision  over  the  railroads 
of  the  State,  compelling  them  to  comply  with  the  laws  and  to  fur- 
nish adequate  facilities  at  reasonable  compensation.  With  less  than 
this  the  people  of  Iowa  will  not  and  should  not  be  satisfied. 

SencOors  and  Qentlemen  of  the  House  ofJRepreeentativea:  To  yoar 
careful  and  intelligent  consideration  have  been  entrusted  the  interests 
of  nearly  two  million  people. 

The  office  of  the  legislator  involves  upon  its  incumbent  great 
responsibility.  In  the  conscientious  discharge  of  duty  he  must  sub- 
ordinate all  personal  ambition  and  private  interests  to  the  welfare  of 
the  State  and  the  needs  of  his  constituency. 

As  it  is  your  duty  to  care  equally  for  all  sections  of  the  State,  yoa 
should  guard  against  local  and  special  legislation.  Your  measures 
should  not  only  contemplate  present  results,  but  your  efforts  should 
be  directed  toward  securing  the  greatest  permanent  good  for  the  com- 
monwealth. In  making  appropriations  for  the  support  of  the  State 
government,  you  should  see  that  it  is  conducted  with  such  economy 
as  is  consistent  with  the  efficiency  of  the  public  service. 

Permit  me  to  assure  you,  gentlemen,  of  my  hearty  co-operation  in 
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all  measareB  likely  to  advanoe  the  moral  and  material  interests  of 
the  State.

To  his  JExceUenct/y  William  Lasbabes,    Governor  of  the  State  of 

Sib — I  have  the  honor  to  present  herewith  a  report  of  the  finan- 
cial affairs  of  the  State,  for  the  biennial  fiscal  period  beginning  Jaly 
1,  1885,  and  ending  Jane  30, 1887,  as  provided  by  law. 

I  deem  it  unnecessary  to  take  np  space  to  explain  at  length  the  dif- 
ferent statements,  as  they  are  self  explanatory  and  easily  understood. 
I  woald  oall  attention,  however,  to  a  few  points  for  consideration  by 
the  Twenty-second  General  Assembly. 

Bond  Ko.  2,  issued  by  the  State  to  the  permanent  school  fund,  for 
1112,202.26,  under  chapter  80,  laws  of  1866,  becomes  d-ue  January  1, 
1888,  and  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  next  General  Assembly  to  make 
some  provisions  for  its  payment  or  renewal. 

In  statement  No.  9, 1  have  estimated  the  receipts  of  revenue  from 
the  State  levy  of  two  and  one-half  mills  for  1887,  and  two  mills  for 
1888,  and  the  other  receipts  upon  the  remaining  probable  available 
resources  of  the  State.  In  this  connection,  permit  me  to  say  that  if 
the  county  supervisors  required  property  to  be  assessed  at  its  cash 
value,  or  somewhere  near  it,  the  State  levy  might,  and  should  be 
reduced  ;  but  until  they  do,  it  will  be  necessary  to  continue  the  extra 
one-half  mill  levy.  I  am  sorry  to  add,  however,  that  the  tendency 
seems  to  be  to  decrease,  rather  than  to  increase,  the  assessment. 

Under  the  present  system  of  assessing  property,  the  State  of  Iowa 
suffers  in  comparison  with  other  States,  both  as  to  valuation  of  prop- 
erty and  rate  of  taxation  ;  and  at  the  same  time  the  taxpayer  is  not 
benefited,  as  an  increase  in  assessment  would  result  in  a  correspond, 
ing  decrease  in  rate  of  taxation. 
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There  has  also  been,  seemingly,  a  lack  of  effort  on  the  part  of  some 
county  treasurers,  in  the  collection  of  delinquent  taxes,  as  the  records 
in  this  office  show  that  from  1877  to  1886,  inclusive,  there  was  de- 
clared as  unavailable  by  a  portion  of  the  counties,  State  tax  to  the 
amount  of  1200,472.91,  besides  enough  delinquent  State  tax  in  the 
remaining  counties  still  on  the  books,  to  increase  the  loss  of  revenue 
thirty  per  cent  more,  or  about  1260,000  in  round  numbers. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  Twenty-second  General  Assembly 
should  take  some  steps  to  remedy  this  evil,  either  by  increasing  the 
per  cent  allowed  for  the  collection  of  delinquent  taxes  and  thus 
create  more  of  an  incentive  for  the  collection  thereof,  or  make  the 
counties  responsible  for  the  entire  amount  of  the  State  levy,  and  paya- 
ble into  the  State  treasury,  quarterly. 

In  statement  No.  10,  I  have  estimated  the  expenditures  for  the 
next  fiscal  term,  upon  the  actual  necessities  of  the  State  ;  based  upon 
the  expenditures  of  the  fiscal  term  just  ended,  and  the  natural  in- 
crease of  expenses  incident  to  the  probable  gprowth  of  business.  In 
this  connection  I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  increase  of  busi- 
ness in  my  office,  especially  in  the  insurance  branch  thereof,  necessi- 
tating an  increase  in  the  appropriation  for  clerks'  fund.  I  have 
estimated  it  at  112,000  for  the  next  two  years.  I  deem  this  amount 
absolutely  necessary,  and  trust  that  the  Twenty-second  General 
Assembly  will  make  the  appropriation.  The  amount  heretofore  ap- 
propriated for  this  purpose  has  not  been  sufficient  for  some  time,  and 
the  Auditor  has  had  to  rely  upon  the  Executive  Council  for  the  neces- 
sary allowance.  Th^  same  is  also  true,  in  this  respect,  of  the  offices 
of  Secretary  of  State  and  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction. 

BANKS. 

Touching  these  institutions,  I  heartily  endorse  and  urge  the  recom- 
mendations made  by  my  predecessor.  The  law  authorizes  the  Auditor 
to  make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  an  examination  of  any  banking  asso- 
ciation in  the  State,  whenever  he  may  see  proper.  It  being  impossi- 
ble for  the  Auditor  to  give  his  personal  attention  to  this  business,  it 
becomes  necessary  for  him  to  deputize  some  one  to  make  the  exam- 
inations, and  the  law  being  silent  as  to  the  compensation  for  such 
services,  it  is  highly  desirable  that  the  Legislature  fix  the  fee  for 
examination.  A  fee  graduated  according  to  the  capital,  with  the 
jninimum  fixed  at  twenty  dollars,  would,  in  my  opinion,  be  equitable. 
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Chapter  185,  aection  5,  laws  of  1884,  requires  the  Inspector  of  Oils 
to  report  biennially  to  the  Auditor  of  State.  As  every  other  officer 
and  institution  reports  to  tbe  Governor,  I  see  no  reason  for  an  excep- 
tion in  this  case,  and  would  suggest  that  this  section  be  changed  in 
that  respect. 

Section  1158  of  the  Code  requires  that  the  Auditor  shall  compile 
and  publish  a  report  of  the  business  of  the  insurance  companies  doing 
business  in  the  State,  each  year,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  May.  It 
has  been  the  custom  to  address  this  report  to  the  Legislature,  yet  the 
law  does  not  designate  to  whom  the  report  shall  be  made.  As  all 
other  reports  are  by  law  made  to  the  Governor,  I  would  recommend 
that  section  1158  be  so  amended  as  to  require  the  Insurance  Report  to 
be  made  to  him,  as  there  is  no  session  of  the  Legislature  in  the  odd 
year  to  make  said  report  to. 

In  conclusion,  I  beg  leave  to  acknowledge  the  uniform  courtesy 
which  you  and  the  other  State  officers  have  extended  to  me,  and  to 
testify  to  the  ability  and  fidelity  with  which  the  clerks  in  this  depart- 
ment have  discharged  their  arduous  duties.

Moines,  designated  by  me  at  the  commencement  of  my  first  term  in

Snt — ^I  have  the  honor  to  Bubmit  herewith  the  biennial  report  of 
the  land  department  of  this  office,  of  the  basineBS  transacted  daring 
the  laat  two  fiscal  years.  I  haye  also  included  in  the  same,  other 
niatters  and  things  that  I  thought  were  of  interest,  and  which  coald 
be  properly  made  a  part  thereof. 

A  large  amount  of  labor  performed  by  this  department,  such  as  the 
correspondence,  making  copies  of  plats,  field  notes,  records  of  pat- 
ents, eto.,  it  is  impracticable  to  report,  but  there  is  no  inconsiderable 
amonnt  of  it,  and  it  is  sufficient  to  keep  the  clerk  in  charge  con- 
stantly employed.  The  work  of  the  land  department  is  of  that 
responsible  kind,  that  in  the  performance  of  same,  one  has  to  be 
constantly  on  the  alert,  using  the  utmost  care  and  caution. 

There  is  still  a  large  amount  of  lands  to  patent;  especially  of  the 
School,  Agricultural  College  and  State  University  lands.  But  the  issu- 
ing of  patents,  now,  is  a  minor  part  of  the  labors  of  the  department. 
Hiere  will  be  enough  work  for  one  clerk  to  perform  in  this  depart- 
ment, for  many  years  after  the  lards  the  State  deals  with  are  all  con- 
veyed. And  any  one  will  realize  tlie  truth  of  this  who  will  contem- 
plate the  vast  accumulation  of  valuable  records  in  the  vault  of  said « 
department;  the  hundreds  of  certificates  and  patents  the  United 
States  has  made  to  the  State  under  the  various  land  grants,  the 
records  of  thousands  of  patents  the  State  has  issued  to  individuals 
and  corporations,  the  tract  and  plat  books  of  the  various  land  grants, 
the  files  of  correspondence,  certificates  and  various  other  kinds  of 
papers  and  documents  that  have  been  accumulating  from  territorial 
times  down  to  the  present;  and  then  add  to  this  the  archives  of  the 
office  of  Surveyor  General  of   Iowa,  which  comprises  all  of   the 
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original  plats  and  field  notes  of  the  public  surveys  of  the  Statei  and 
all  of  the  records,  correspondence  and  other  papers  of  said  office 
from  its  origin  to  its  discontinaance.  These  records  are  not  onlf 
vast  in  qaantity,  but  priceless. 

The  backs  or  coyers  of  some  of  the  record  books  are  worn  tnd 
rusty  looking,  from  age  and  use;  they  do  not  present  as  respectable 
an  appearance  as  they  wonld  in  a  new  dress,  but  the  records  they  in- 
close are  whole  and  entire,  and  in  view  of  this,  and  of  that  respect 
usually  inspired  by  things  yenerable,  1  wonld  recommend  that  for  the 
present  they  remain  as  the^  are. 

There  is  a  belief  extant  that  the  State  land  department  has  charge 
of  the  records  of  the  original  disposition  of  all  the  lands  in  the 
State.  This  is  not  so.  This  department  deals  with  the  lands  the 
State  has  receiyed  under  the  yarious  congressional  grants,  together 
with  certain  lands  taken  under  foreclosure  of  mortgages  giyen  to 
secure  loans  of  school  fund,  lands  taken  on  account  of  debts  due  the 
State,  etc. 

There  is  still  one  government  land  office  in  Iowa  controlled  by  a 
register  and  a  receiver  appointed  by  the  president  of  the  United 
States,  which  office'  is  located  in  Des  Moines,  all  of  the  other  govem- 
ment  land  offices  having  been  one  after  another  discontinued  and 
their  records  turned  over  to  the  office  in  Des  Moines;  so  that  office 
now  has  charge  of  all  of  the  records  pertaining  to  government  land 
entries  in  Iowa.  Patents  for  lands  entered  at  the  government  land 
office  are  issued  at  the  general  land  office  in  Washington,  D.  C,  and 
are  usually  sent  to  the  Des  Moines  office  for  delivery.  In  case  of  the 
loss  of  any  such  patent  a  certified  copy  can  be  obtained  by  applying 
to  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office. 

It  is  the  custom  of  the  general  government,  as  I  learn,  to  continue 
one  land  office  in  a  State  until  the  public  lands  are  disposed  of,  and 
then  to  discontinue  it  and  remove  all  the  records  to  the  general  land 
'  office  at  WashingV>n,  D.  0.  It  would  be  much  better  for  all  imme- 
diately interested,  if  this  custom  was  changed  and  the  records  be 
allowed  to  remain  at  the  capitol  of  the  State.  There  is  no  use  of 
transferring  these  records  to  Washington;  the  department  there 
already  has  copies  of  most  all  of  them  and  could  readily  obtain  copies 
of  the  balance,  if  needed.  Therefore  should  the  necessity  arise  of 
discontinuing  the  offices  of  register  and  receiver,  as  it  will  ultimately^ 
the  records  should  be  turned  over  to  the  State,  as  is  now  provided 
by  law  in  regard  to  the  records  of  the  surveyor  general's  office,  when 
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flaoh  offioe  has  been  dUoontinned  apon  the  oompletioii  of  the  pablio 
forreys  of  a  State. 

There  is  plenty  of  room  in  oar  new  capitol  for  all  of  the  records 
nov  in  the  goverment  land  office  in  Des  Moines,  and  where  their 
safety  would  be  insured,  and  the  retaining  of  them  at  the  capital  is  a 
matter  of  snch  grave  importance  to  the  people  of  onr  State  that  our 
legislature  shpuld  request  our  representation  in  Congress  to  urge  the 
psssage  of  a  law  providing  for  it.  With  the  exception  of  a  few 
hundred  Des  Moines  river  land  patents,  this  office  has  no  patents  for 
delivery.  Patents  are  delivered  generally  as  fast  as  issued  by  the 
State.  All  patents  are  delivered  free  of  charge,  there  being  no  pro- 
vision of  law  for  a  fee  or  charge  for  the  issue  and  delivery  of  any 
class  of  patents.  All  patents  or  other  conveyances  issued  by  the 
State  are  of  record  in  this  office,  and  a  certified  copy,  or  copies  of  the 
tame  can  be  furnished  at  any  time  upon  application,  for  a  reasonable 
fee.  . 

The  difficulty  that  I  have  experienced  in  trying  to  ascertain  and 
prepare  a  list  of  the  real  estate  which  the  State  has  acquired  for  the 
U8es  of  our  several  State  institutions  and  for  other  purposes,  has  sat- 
isfied me  that  all  of  the  deeds  made  to  the  State,  conveying  real 
estate  of  whatever  kind,  for  any  such  public  use  or  purpose,  should 
be  filed  and  preserved  in  this  office,  and  a  record  thereof  kept,  full 
and  complete,  so  that  there,  would  be  no  trouble  at  any  time  to  furn- 
ish a  descripUon  of  any  such  property.  Under  the  present  provisions 
of  law,  these  deeds  are  scattered,  and  it  is  essential  that  they  be 
gather^  into  one  office. 
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THE  SCHOOL  LANDS. 

In  the  last  report  of  this  offiooi  I  gave  a  oomplete  statement  of  the 
nnsold  school  lands,  as  exhibited  at  that  time  by  reports  receiTed 
from  the  several  oonnty  auditors.  I  have  received  no  reports  of  saoh 
matters  since,  and  am  therefore  unable  to  fnmish  an  accurate  state- 
ment of  the  lands  yet  unsold.  The  disposition  of  the  school  lands  in 
each  county  is  under  the  control  of  the  board  of  supervisors,  who 
have  them  appnused  and  sold  when  they  deem  it  for  the  best  interest 
of  the  school  fund,  and  any  one  desiring  to  know  what  school  lands 
are  for  sale  in  any  particular  county,  can  obtain  the  information  by 
applying  to  the  county  auditor  of  such  county.  Said  lands  are  sold 
by  such  auditor  at  public  sale  to  the  highest  bidder,  after  having  been 
appraised  and  advertised  as  required  by  law.  The  minimum  price  as 
fixed  by  law  is  six  dollars  per  acre;  nor  can  they  in  any  case  be  sold 
for  less  than  their  appraisement  They  may  be  sold  for  cash  in  hand; 
or  for  one-third  cash  and  the  balance  on  ten  years  time,  with  interest 
at  the  rate  of  eight  per  cent  per  annum.  When  sold  on  a  partial 
credit  a  contract  is  entered  into  with  the  purchaser,  and  when  the 
terms  of  the  contract  have  been  fully  complied  with,  and  full  pay- 
ment has  been  made  of  the  balance  of  the  purchase  money,  principal 
and  interest,  the  original  purchaser,  his  heir  or  assignee,  as  the  osee 
may  be,  is  entitled  to  a  certificate  of  purchase,  to  be  furnished  by  the 
county  auditor,  upon  which  patent  will  issue  upon  presentation  of  the 
same  at  this  office.  The  contract  is  assignable  at  any  time  during  its 
continuance,  and  can  be  paid  at  any  time  during  such  continuance, 
but  as  soon  as  paid  in  full  the  law  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  county 
auditor  to  issue  the  certificate  of  purchase  forthwith.  Such  certifi- 
cate of  purchase  is  not  assignable,  but  the  patent  must  issue  to  the 
party  whom  certificate  shows  is  entitled  to  it. 

See  sections  1851  and  1852  of  the  Code. 

Section  88  of  the  Code  requires  that  the  certificate  of  purchase 
shall  set  forth  the  following  facts,  vis.:  "  the  appraised  value  per  acre, 
name  of  person  to  whom  sold,  date  of  sale,  price  per  acre,  amount 
paid,  name  of  person  making  final  payment  and  of  person  who  is  en- 
titled to  patent,  and  if  thus  entitled  by  assignment  from  the  original 
purchaser,  setting  forth  fully  such  assignment." 

Section  1856  of  the  Code  provides  that  all  school  lands  are  taxable 
from  and  after  the  execution  and  delivery  of  contract  to  purchaser; 
and  occasionally  school  lands  under  contract  are  sold  for  taxes;  bat 
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ohapteT  101  of  the  aoU  of  Seventeenth  Oeneral  Awembly  procndee 
that  in  any  case  the  purchaser  at  tax  sale  takes  only  the  interest  of 
the  original  pnrohaser,  and  that  in  no  case  are  the  rights  of  the  State 
interfered  with  by  snoh  tax  sale.  This  provision  also  applies  to 
State  University  lands,  as  well  as  to  other  lands  which  under  the  law 
are  exempt  from  taxation. 

It  would  appear  then,  in  view  of  the  foregoing  provisions  of  law, 
that  a  party  having  purchased  such  contracted  school  land  at  tax  sale, 
and  having  acquired  the  county  treasurer's  tax  deed,  has  succeeded 
to  the  rights  and  interests  of  the  holder  of  the  contract,  and  is  vir- 
toally  the  legal  assignee  of  the  same;  but  experience  has  shown  that 
tax  titles  are  sometimes  procured  by  methods  which  the  courts  have 
held  to  be  improper;  therefore,  the  tax  purchaser,  in  order  to  procure 
patent,  is  expected  to  quiet  his  title  by  decree  of  court,  and  when  he 
presents  at  this  office  the  county  auditor's  certificate  of  purchase  he 
most  present  with  the  same  a  certified  copy  of  such  decree,  and  proof 
that  the  holder  or  holders  of  the  contract  or  those  directly  interested 
in  same  had  perMnai  service  of  notice  of  the  proceedings  to  quiet 
title,  also  his  tax  deed  or  a  certified  copy  of  it  as  of  record  in  office 
of  county  recorder,  must  be  furnished  with  certificate.  When  school 
land  is  sold  by  the  sheriff  upon  foreclosure  of  a  contract  and  is  bid 
off  by  a  party  other  than  the  State  or  county,  such  purchaser,  in  order 
to  get  patent,  must  pay  the  balance  due  under  the  contract^  and  must 
present  at  this  office,  with  the  county  auditor's  certificate  of  purchase, 
the  sheriff's  deed  he  received  or  copy  thereof  duly  certified,  to  show 
that  he  is  legally  vested  with  the  interest  of  the  original  purchaser 
in  and  to  the  land. 

The  quantity  of  school  lands  the  State  has  received  under  the  con* 
greisional  grants  is  about  1,540,087.75  acres,  and  assuming  that  the 
statements  made  in  the  previous  reports  of  the  State  land  depart- 
ment, of  lands  patented  are  correct,  there  yet  remains  unpatented 
about  187,799.30  acres.  The  necessary  labors  of  the  department 
have  been  such  that  I  have  found  it  impossible  to  ipare  the  time  to 
verify  these  figures  by  a  critical  examination  of  the  patents  the  State 
has  issued  for  these  lands.  It  might  be,  therefore,  that  such  an  ex- 
amination would  necessitate  a  change  in  the  quantity  as  here  ex- 
pressed. 

In  regard  to  lands  taken  under  foreclosure  of  mortgages  given  to 
seeore  loans  of  school  fund,  usually  denominated  ^*  mortgage  school 
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landB,"  I  haT6  to  say  that  the  oounties  have  not  reported  them  Mj, 
■o  that  I  oannot  determine  what  they  aggregate. 

By  the  act  of  January  1,  1874,  the  coanties  are  reaponaible  for  ill 
loans  of  sohool  fnnd  made  by  them.  This  act  gives  to  the  board,  of 
supervisors  the  sole  control  and  management,  in  their  respective  ooirn- 
ties,  of  all  loans  on  mortgages  then  held  or  thereafter  made,  and  upon 
the  foredosnre  of  any  mortgagCi  or  the  re-sale  of  mortgaged  prop- 
erty,  any  loss  sustained  must  be  made  good  by  the  county,  and 
any  gain  realized  enures  to  its  benefit.  Therefore,  when  lands  are  to- 
quired  under  any  such  foreolo8ure«subsequent  to  January  1, 1874,  it  ii 
competent  for  the  county  to  sell  and  convey  them.  This  oflloe  will 
only  issue  patents  for  such  lands  as  contemplated  by  section  1150  of 
the  Code,  when  they  have  been  acquired  j^rior  to  January  1, 1874.  I 
I  presume  that  there  are  but  few  tracts  of  this  class  of  school  laadi 
that  the  State  will  hereafter  be  called  upon  to  patent;  donbtlear, 
most  of  them  have  been  disposed  of  by  sale  and  patent

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THE  UNIVER8ITT  LANDS. 

These  lands  coneiBt  of  the  University  and  Saline  land  grants,  lands 
donated,  and  lands  acquired  under  sheriff 's  deeds.  It  is  with  the 
lands  received  under  the  two  grants  that  this  office  deals.  As  per  the 
original  certificates  on  file  here  the  number  of  acres  received  under 
the  University  grant  is  45|928.84;  and  the  number  of  acres  received 
under  the  Saline  land  grant  is  46,202.58.  But  it  appears  that  the  cer- 
tification of  480  acres  of  these  Saline  lands  was  canceled  by  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Interior,  December  15,  1885,  because,  as  stated  in  the 
letter  of  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office  to  the  Register 
of  State  Land  Office,  ''five  full  sections  contiguous  had  been  approved 
irrespective  of  this  tract."  This  would  reduce  the  amount  of  the 
Saline  land  grant  to  45,729.58  acres.  These  480  acres,  which  are 
described  as  the  south  half  of  section  18,  and  the  northeast  quarter 
of  section  28,  township  70,  range  16,  were  certified  to  the  State  by  the 
interior  department  under  act  of  Congress  of  May  15, 1856,  for  the 
Burlington  A  Missouri  River  Railroad  Company,  on  February  28, 
1869,  and  by  the  State  were  certified  to  said  company  November  22, 
1880,  under  chapter  167,  acts  eighteenth  general  assembly.  The 
auditor  of  state  was  authorized  by  act  of  March  17, 1876,  to  negotiate 
with  the  Burlington  A  Missouri  River  Railroad  Company  for  the  pur- 
ohase  of  those  partions  of  said  lands  sold  a^  Saline  lands  by  the  State, 
for  the  purpose  of  perfecting  the  title  of  the  grantees  of  the  State. 
There  are  yet  unpatented  of  the  lands  of  the  University  grant 
3,654.77  acres,  and  of  the  lands  of  the  Saline  land  grant  8,567.75  acres. 
But  240  acres  of  the  latter  are  part  of  the  480  acres  referred  to  which 
were  certified  to  the  Burlington  A  Missouri  River  Railroad  Company. 

During  the  last  two  years  the  State  has  issued  but  three  patents 
for  these  lands,  viz.:  To  Mary  Lawrence  for  the  nw  ^  of  se  i,  section 
27,  township  86,  range  19,  containing  40  acres.  To  William  C.  Bal- 
lard for  the  e  i  of  nw  fr  ^  and  ne  of  sw  fr  ^  of  section  19,  township 
82,  range  28,  containing  120  acres,  being  a  part  of  the  University 
grant,  and  situated  in  Story  county.  Also  to  L.  Johnson  for  the  sw  i 
of  sw  i  of  section  29,  township  69,  range  24,  containing  40  acres,  and 
being  part  of  the  Saline  land  grant.

Prior  to  the  time  when  the  Saline  lands  were  transferred  by  law  to 
the  State  University,  many  of  them  were  sold  by  the  county  officialB, 
as  the  law  at  that  time  proyided,  and  some  of  them  were  paid  for  in 
fall  and  certificate  of  purchase  issued.  Some  of  these  oertificatei 
were  not  presented  for  patent  and  have  been  lost  or  destroyed;  sod 
even  in  some  cases  no  record  was  made  of  them  by  the  county  offi* 
cials  by  whom  they  were  issued.  Under  the  law  relatiye  to  issaing 
patents,  a  patent  cannot  issue  at  this  office,  for  any  Saline  or  other 
State  land,  except  upon  the  presentation  of  the  proper  certificate  of 
purchase,  setting  forth  the  facts  in  ri»gard  to  the  sale,  payment,  name 
of  purchaser,  name  of  party  entitled  to  patent,  etc.  There  being 
no  one  authorized  to  iasue  such  certificate  in  these  peculiar  ossep, 
the  legislature  was  asked  to  provide  a  means  whereby  the  purohasen 
could  procure  patent  from  the  State  and  thus  perfect  their  titie.   It 


•Oat  lot 
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was  proposed  that  a  law  should  be  passed  requiring  all  the  proofs  in 
a  case  to  be  submitted  to  the  Goyemor  and  Attomey-Gteneraly  and 
that  they  should  examine  them  and  determine  the  facts  as  to  whether 
the  land  had  been  properly  sold  and  paid  for,  the  name  of  the  pur- 
chaser and  the  party  entitled  to  patent. 

The  law  that  was  passed,  however,  falls  short  of  what  was  intended 
or  expected  to  be  accomplished,  for  it  will  be  seen  that  by  the  strict 
letter  thereof  all  that  is  required  of  said  officials  is  to  satisfy  them- 
selyes  in  each  case  presented,  whether  the  laud  was  sold  by  authority 
of  the  State  and  paid  for,  and  whether  the  certificate  of  purchase  was 
lost  or  destroyed  or  not. 

It  will  be  seen  that  this  law  does  not  require  the  proofs  in  the  case 
to  be  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  State;  they  are  submitted  to  the 
Governor  and  Attorney-General,  for  it  is  said  officials  that  have  to 
examine  and  pass  upon  them.  The  Secretary  of  State  is  not  pre- 
sumed to  have  any  knowledge  or  information  of  the  matter  cfscept 
what  he  reoeiyes  from  the  Goyemor  and  Attorney- General,  and  this 
certainly  should  be  sufficient  to  enable  him  to  rightfully  and  intelli- 
gently  issue  patent  in  the  case. 

The  law  referred  to  passed  by  the  legislature,  is  as  follows: 

CHAPTER  178. 

An  act  to  authorize  the  Secretary  of  State  to  issue  patents  to  State  Uniyer- 
sity  lands  in  certain  oases. 

Be  U  enacted  ty  the  Qeneral  Aeeembiy  of  the  SUUe  of  Iowa: 

SxCTiOH  1.  The  Secretary  of  State  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  patents 
for  lands,  the  legal  title  to  which  is  yested  in  the  State  Uniyersity  of  Iowa, 
in  cases  wherein  it  is  shown  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Gtoyemor  and  Attor- 
ney-Qeneral  that  such  lands  haye  been  in  fact  sold  by  the  authority  of  the 
State  and  paid  for  and  that  the  certificates  of  purchase  haye  been  lost  or 
destroyed. 

Sbo.  2.  The  patents  thus  issued  shall  enure  to  the  benefit  of  the  original 
pnichaser  and  his  granters  [grantees]  only  and  a  clause  to  this  effect  shall 
be  inserted  in  the  patent.

DBS  MOINBS  RIYBR  LANDS. 

A  bill  for  the  relief  of  gettlers  on  the  Des  Moines  river  UndB  wu 
passed  at  the  first  session  of  the  forty  ninth  Congress;  bat  when  pre- 
sented to  the  President  for  his  approval  was  vetoed.  An  effort  to 
pass  the  bill  over  the  veto  was  snooessful  in  the  senate,  bat  failed  in 
the  honse  of  representatives. 

For  general  information  a  copy  of  the  bill  is  given  herewith: 

A  bill  toqaiet  title  of  settlers  on  the  Des  Moines  Biver  lands  in  the  State  of 
Iowa,  and  for  other  parposes. 

Whereas,  It  is  alleged  that  all  the  lands  along  the  Des  Moines  river 
above  the  mouth  of  the  Bacooon  fork,  in  the  State  of  Iowa,  referred  to  In 
the  Joint  resolution  of  March  second,  eighteen  hundrM  and  sixty-one, 
(twelfth  statutes,  page  two  hundred  and  fifty-one),  as  certified  to  said  State 
improperly  by  the  department  of  the  interior,  as  under  the  grant  of  August 
eighth,*eighteen  hundrM  and  forty-six,  and  which  were  treated  In  the  Har- 
vey settlement  of  May  twentieth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-six,  as  having 
been  sold  or  otherwise  disposed  of  by  the  United  States,  as  mentioned  or 
provided  in  the  act  of  July  twelfth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two  (twelfth 
statutes,  page  five  hundred  and  forty-three),  to  extend  the  grant  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  forty- six,  and  for  which  lands  the  State  in  the  Harvey  settle- 
ment received  and  accepted  indemnity  lands,  as  provided  she  might  do  by 
the  act  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  which  settlement  was  fully  ac- 
cepted by  the  State  legislature,  March  thirty-first,  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty  eight,  and  confirmed  by  Congress  March  third,  eighteen  hundred  and 
seventy-one,  are  public  lands,  as  held  by  the  department  of  the  hiterior 
after  Secretary  Browning's  decision  of  May  ninth,  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-eight,  and  that  by  such  settlement  Iowa,  in  accepting  the  indenmity 
lands  as  referred  to,  is  estopped  from  all  claim  to  the  lands  in  place  that 
were  improperly  certified  as  river  land,  or  under  the  act  of  eighteen  hundred 
and  forty-six;  and, 

Whkrbas,  There  are  many  settlors,  who  believing  that  the  said  lands 
were  public  lands,  entered  up^n  the  same  in  good  faith,  and  with  the  con- 
sent of  the  department  of  the  interior,  as  pre-emptions  and  homesteads,  and 
since  so  doing  and  after  receiving  patents,  have  been  held  by  the  courts 
tresspassers,  or  that  the  lands  were  reserved  from  settmement    Therefore, 

Be  U  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bepresentativee  of  the  United  Stake  of 
America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  all  the  lands  improperly  certified  to 
Iowa  by  the  Department  of  the  Interior  under  the  act  of  August  eighth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  forty- six,  as  referred  to  in  the  joint  resolution  of 
March  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty  one,  for  which  indemnity  lands 
were  selected  and  received  by  the  State  of  Iowa,  as  provided  in  the  act  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  are,  and  are  hereby  declared  to  be  public 
lands  of  the  United  States :    Provided,  That  the  titie  of  bona  fide  settiers 
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under  color  of  title  from  the  State  of  Iowa  and  its  grantees,  or  the  United 
States  and  its  grantees,  which  do  not  come  in  conflict  with  pre-emption  or 
homestead  claimants,  are  hereby  ratified,  confirmed,  and  made  valid.  Pft>- 
mdfd  further^  That  the  claims  of  all  persons  who,  with  intent,  in  good  faith, 
to  obtain  title  thereto  under  the  pre-emption  or  homestead  laws  of  the 
United  States,  entered  or  remained  upon  any  tract  of  said  land  prior  to 
JtDnary,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty,  not  exceeding  one  hnndrM  and  sixty 
acres,  are  hereby  confirmed  and  made  valid  in  them,  their  heirs  or  their 
proper  assigns ;  and  upon  due  proof  thereof,  and  payment  of  the  usual  price 
or  fees,  where  the  same  has  not  been  paid,  shall  be  carried  to  patent :  Pto- 
vSded  further^  That  the  title  of  all  bona  JIde  claimants  under  color  of  title 
from  the  State  of  Iowa  and  its  grantees,  or  the  United  States  and  its 
gnotees,  which  do  not  come  in  confiict  with  persons  who,  with  intent,  in 
good  fhith,  to  obtain  title  thereto  under  the  pre-emption  or  homestead  laws 
of  the  United  States,  settled  upon  the  said  lands  prior  to  January,  eighteen 
hundred  and  eighty,  are  confirmed  and  made  valid. 

Sxc.  2.  That  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  Attorney-General,  withiiv 
ninety  days  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  to  institute,  or  cause  to  be  insti- 
tuted, such  suit  or  suits,  either  in  law  or  equity,  or  both,  as  may  be~neces-> 
sary  and  proper  to  assert  and  protect  the  title  of  the  United  States  to  said 
lands,  and  remove  all  clouds  from  its  title  thereto ;  and  until  such  suits, 
flhall  be  determined,  and  Congress  shall  so  provide,  no  part  of  said  lands. 
BhaU  be  open  for  settlement  or  sale  except  as  hereinbefore  provided.  And 
In  any  suits  so  instituted  any  person  or  persons  in  possession  of  or  claiming 
title  to  any  tract  or  tracts  of  lands  under  the  United  States  involved  in  any 
suit  may  at  his  or  their  expense,  unite  with  the  United  States  in  the  prose* 
cation  of  such  suits. 

The  bill  was  presented  to  the  second  session  of  the  Forty-ninth 
Congress,  passed  the  Senate,  and  was  submitted  to  the  House  of  Bep- 
reaentativee,  but  seems  not  to  have  been  reached  in  the  order  of  busi^ 
new. 

The  matter  of  relief  for  the  Des  Moines  River  land  settlers  is  de- 
serving of  attention  and  proper  recognition,  and  will  likely,  in  somcr 
shape,  be  presented  to  the  next  session  of  Congress. 

Frequent  applications  have  been  made  to  this  office  for  a  copy  of 
the  list  of  Des  Moines  River  lands  in  place  upon  which  the  Depart- 
ment at  Washington  allowed  indemnity  under  the  act  of  Oongress  ot 
July  12, 1862,  and  the  Harvey  settlement.  There  being  no  such  list 
on  file  here,  I  addressed  a  letter  to  the  Commissioner  of  the  General 
Land  Offioe  in  regard  to  the  matter,  and  received  the  following  reply;

Sib— I  have  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  20th  ult.,  and 
in  reply  to  adviBe  you  that  there  is  no  list  of  lands  on  file  in  this  office  situ- 
ated within  five  miles  of  the  Des  Moines  river,  for  which  the  State  of  Iowa 
received  indemnity  under  the  act  of  July  12, 1862  (12th  Stat.,  643). 

The  indemnity  granted  to  the  State  under  said  act  was  by  special  certifi- 
cate of  April  26, 1868,  and  pursuant  to  the  adjustment  of  1866,  consummated 
by  this  office  and  the  State.  At  the  dates  mentioned  it  was  not  the  practice 
to  require  claimants  under  such  grants  to  specify  the  tracts  lost  for  those 
selected. 

The  quantity  to  which  the  State  was  entitled  was  determined  by  crediting 
the  grant  with  the  whole  amount  of  the  odd-numbered  sections  within  five 
miles  of  the  river  and  north  of  the  Raccoon  fork  thereof,  and  charging  it 
with  the  amount  the  State  had  already  received,  the  quantity  of  land  in 
place  to  be  c^Hfled  and  the  excess  received  by  the  State  under  the  600,000 
acre  grant  of  September  4, 184U 

Accept  thanks  for  copy  of  the  list  of  lands  certified  by  the  State  to  the 

Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Railway  Company,  under  the  decision  of  the 

Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  of  March  29th  last,  in  a  suit  between 

said  company  and  the  Sioux  City  &  St.  Paul  Railroad  Company.

For  amount  paid  on  lots  1,  2,  3  and  4  and  northeast  quarter  of 
northwest  quarter  of  section  1,  township  86,  range  27,  containing 
204.01  acres,  purchased  by  Perlonzo  Bell. 
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For  amoant  paid  on  soathweBt  quarter  of  northwest  quarter^of  sec- 
tion 2I9  township  Sly  range  26,  containing  40  aores,  purchased  by  W. 
Neese. 

The  appropriation  made  by  Chapter  68,  Special  Acts  1860,  becom- 
ing exhausted,  while  there  were  still  a  considerable  number  of  such 
claims  left  unpaid,  the  Eighteenth  General  Assembly  appropriated  by 
Chapter  172  the  further  sum  of  eight  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  was  necessary  for  the  purpose  (four  thousand  dollars). 
The  first  appropriation,  perhaps,  would  have  been  sufficient)  had  the 
legislature  limited  the  time  for  presentation  of  the  claims  for  pay. 
ment,  but  interest  at  ten  per  cent  rapidly  adds  to  the  principal. 

The  following  table  gives  a  description  of  all  the  Des  Moines 
River  lands  sold  by  John  Tolman  as  School  Fund  Commissioner,  as 
aforesaid,  with  name  of  purchaser,  date  of  sale,  price  per  acre,  amount 
paid  in  cash  at  date  of  purchase,  amount  of  credit  and  a  column  of 
remarks  showing  apon  which  sales  the  money  has  been  refunded,  etc. 

This  table  has  been  compiled  from  Tolman's  report  on  file  and 
other  records  of  the  office: 
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There  was  also  a  ref  and  made  many  years  sinoe  to  Emily  Bassell, 
assignee  of  Warren  Tyler,  for  amount  paid  on  the  sw  qr  of  se  qr, 
section  25,  township  88|  range  28.  This  tract  was  not  sold  by  John 
Tolman  until  the  year  1858,  and  it  is  doubtful  whether  the  refund 
should  have  been  made  under  the  act  referred  to.  Tet  it  was  made 
upon  the  advice  of  the  Attomey-Gteneral. 

There  are  still  a  large  number  of  Des  Moines  Riyer  land  patents, 
issued  by  the  State  of  Iowa  to  indiyidnals,  in  this  office  ready  for 
deliyery.  They  will  be  delivered  free  of  charge  upon  surrender  of 
the  certificate  of  purchase  or  receipt  given  the  original  purchaser  at 
the  time  he  paid  for  the  land,  or  in  case  that  is  lost  or  destroyed,  then 
in  lieu  thereof,  the  proper  affidavit  of  the  facts  by  the  owner  in  fee 
will  be  accepted.    This  affidavit  may  be  in  the  following  form  :

This  affidavit  had  better  be  made  before  a  notary  public  or  clerk 
of  the  court,  for  this  office  has  official  knowledge  of  such  officers  in 
the  State  of  Iowa. 

I  have  given  herewith  a  complete  list  of  these  patents  not  deliT- 
ered,  with  number,  depcription,  quantity,  name  of  patentee  and  name 
of  county  in  which  the  land  is  situated.  It  is  a  singular  fact  that 
many  of  the  first  patents  issued  are  included  in  this  list. 
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THE  SWAMP  LANDS. 


Daring  the  last  two  years  many  oontests  have  been  ordered  at  the 
local  government  land  office  in  Des  Moines,  to  determine  the  oharao- 
ter  of  lands  that  have  been  claimed  as  swamp  or  overflowed;  usnally 
these  contests  have  been  ordered  upon  the  application  of  parties  ad- 
verse to  the  swamp  claim  for  the  purpose  of  having  the  swamp  claim 
canceled,  in  order  that  they  might  enter  the  tracts  under  the  timber 
culture  or  homestead  law.  The  Executive  Office  has  been  served  with 
notice,  in  each  case,  of  the  contemplated  contest,  with  name  of  con* 
testant,  description  of  land  in  contest  and  the  time  fixed  for  hearing 
in  the  case.  Recently,  however,  the  Department  at  Washington 
seems  to  have  changed,  to  some  extent,  the  practice,  by  permitting 
the  adverse  claimant  to  make  the  entry  of  the  tract,  subject  to  the 
swamp  claim,  and  obliging  the  claimant  under  the  swamp  grant  to 
object  to  the  perfection  of  the  entry,  should  he  desire  to  do  so,  and 
make  application  to  contest  the  right  of  such  party  to  make  the  entry. 
A  limit,  usually  of  sixty  days,  is  allowed  the  swamp  claimant  in 
which  to  file  his  objections  as  aforesaid,  and  if  no  objection  is  made 
within  that  time  his  right  to  do  so  is  deemed  concluded,  and  the  entry 
will  be  perfected. 

The  State  having,  by  act  of  January  12,  1853,  granted  its  swamp 
land  interests  to  the  several  counties  respectively,  has  no  interest  in 
these  contests,  but  observes  the  practice  of  furnishing  the  coanty 
auditor  of  the  county  interested  with  information  of  the  contest 
ordered,  with  the  import  of  the  notice  served  upon  the  Executive 
and  of  the  result  of  the  contest;  to  the  end  that  the  county  may 
take  such  action  in  regard  to  the  matter  that  it  sees  fit. 

In  my  remarks  under  the  head  of  ^^  Swamp  Lands,"  in  my  last  bien- 
nial report,  I  had  occasion  to  refer  to  the  decision  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States  in  the  case  of  the  **  Railroad  Company 
vs.. Smith,"  decided  at  the  December  term,  1869,  wherein  the  oonrt 
speaks  of  the  swamp  grant  of  September  28,  1850,  as  a  grant  in  pre- 
aerUi.    Now  it  must  be  understood  that  in  said  case  the  question  as  to 
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wbether  said  grant  was  or  was  not  a  present  grant,  was  not  before 
the  oonrty  and  the  oonrt  was  not  called  upon  to  determine  this  qaes- 
tion.  Therefore,  should  a  case  come  before  said  court  in  which  this 
question  was  the  one  direcUy  at  issue,  a  different  view  might  be  en- 
tertained. 

If  the  swamp  grant  was  a  present  grant,  and  vested  title  in  the 
State  without  the  action  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  then  what 
meaning  is  there  in  the  second  section  of  the  act,  which  provides, 
among  other  things,  that  the  title  in  fee  simple  shall  vest  in  the  State 
upon  the  issuing  of  the  patent.  In  considering  the  force  and  effect 
of  the  act  granting  the  swamp  lands,  it  is  necessary  to  consider  its 
several  sections  together.  The  act  grants  a  class  of  lands,  and  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior,  the  official  who  is  at  the  head  of  the  land 
department  of  the  general  government,  was  charged  with  the  duty  of 
ascertaining  and  determining  what  lands  belonged  to  this  class,  and 
of  furnishing  the  Governor  of  the  State  with  a  list  and  plat  of  them, 
and  at  request  of  said  Governor  cause  a  patent  to  be  issued  to  the 
State  therefor,  ^*and  on  that  patent  the  fee  simple  title  to  said  lands 
shall  vest  in  the  said  State  subject  to  the  disposal  of  the  legislature 
thereof."  Under  this  law  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior  is  the  only  person  authorized  to  prepare  and  furnish  for 
patent  the  list  of  swamp  and  overflowed  lands  which  were  to  pass 
under  the  grant;  of  course  he  might  obtain  assistance  from  any 
source  that  he  deemed  advisable  and  proper,  but  under  the  law  the 
patent  which  is  to  pass  to  the  State  the  fee  simple  title  to  those  lands 
can  only  issue  upon  the  list  furnished  by  him.  The  law  is  inexora- 
ble ;  said  power  given  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  cannot  be  del- 
egated by  him,  nor  can  any  one  else  assume  it.  Even  those  lands 
patented  to  the  State  under  the  confirmatory  act  of  March  8,  1857, 
had  to  be  listed  and  app)roved  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  before 
patent  could  issue  ;  said  act  required  it. 

A  different  rule  may  be  applied  to  those  swamp  lands  for  which 
iudemnity  is  provided  by  acts  of  March  2, 1866,  and  March  3,  1857. 
The  law  requires  that  proof  of  their  swampy  character  shall  be  made 
before  the  Commissioner,  by  the  authorized  agent  of  the  State.  But 
all  of  the  lands  for  which  the  State  has  received  patents  under  the 
swamp  grant,  including  those  patented  under  the  confirmatory  act  of 
March  8,  1867,  were  first  listed  and  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior,  reported  to  the  Governor  for  patent  and  patented  to  the 
State  upon  the  Governor's  request. 
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It  must  be  observed  that  by  the  terms  of  the  act  of  September  38, 
1850,  the  swamp  and  overflowed  lands  are  plaoed  at  the  disposal  of 
the  legislature  of  the  State  onlt/  when  the  title  in  fee  simple  is  vested 
in  the  State  by  the  issuing  of  the  patent  as  aforesaid.  Therefore  it 
would  follow  that  if  the  legislature  of  a  Stable  did  undertake  to  pats 
its  swamp  interests,  by  grant  or  otherwise,  in  advance  of  the  patent, 
the  right  or  title  so  transferred,  to  any  particular  lands,  would  be  al- 
together dependent  upon  the  patent  to  be  issued  to  the  State  therefor; 
this  conclusion  is  inevitable. 

In  this  connection  I  wish  to  refer  to  the  act  of  Congress  of  March 
5,  1872,  entitled  "An  act  for  the  relief  of  Lucas,  O'Brien,  Dickinson 
and  other  counties  in  the  State  of  lowa.^'  It  appears  that  there  were 
selections  of  lands  as  swamp  made  by  a  few  of  the  counties  and  re- 
ported to  the  Surveyor-General  of  the  State,  which  the  Department 
at  Washington  declined  to  recognize;  this  act  required  the  Ck>mmi8- 
sioner  of  the  General  Land  Office  to  receive  and  examine  these  selec- 
tions, and  either  "  allow  or  disallow  said  selections  and  the  indemnity 
provided  for,  according  to  the  acts  of  Congress  in  force  touching  the 
same  at  the  time  such  selections  were  made,  without  prejudice  to 
legal  entries  or  the  rights  of  bona  fide  settlers  under  the  homestead 
and  pre  emption  laws  of  the  United  States  prior  to  the  date  of  this 

act." 

These  selections  had,  therefore,  to  pass  the  inspection  of  the  De- 
partment, and  such  portions  as  were  deemed  subject  to  patent  is 
swamp  lands  were  listed  and  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  the  In- 
terior and  reported  to  the  Governor. 

The  theory  that  no  lands  passed  under  the  swamp  grant,  except 
such  as  were  susceptible  of  survey  and  subdivision  at  some  portion 
of  the  year,  in  accordance  with  the  rules  governing  the  public  sur- 
veys; also,  that  meandered  bodies  of  water  incapable  of  survey  and 
subdivision  were  not  included  in  said  grant,  was  pretty  thoroughly 
discussed  in  my  report  of  two  years  ago.  There  are  still  plenty  of 
said  reports  on  hand  for  the  accommodation  of  any  one  desirous  of 
obtaining  a  copy. 

On  account  of  swamp  or  overflowed  lands  which  were  located 
with  warrants  or  scrip,  the  State  has  received  from  the  United  States 
in  lieu  thereof,  patents  for  other  lands  to  the  amount  of  822,917.22 
acres.  Of  the  amount  of  indemnity  awarded  on  account  of  warrant 
and  scrip  locations,  there  yet  appears  to  be  a  balance  for  which  the 
State  has  received  nothing,  of  27,888.28  acres.    This  deficiency  is  for 
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the  reason  that  there  are  no  govemmeot  lands  in  Iowa  that  can  be 
taken  by  the  State  to  complete  the  balance  of  the  award. 

The  general  government  has  acoonnted  to  the  State  of  Iowa,  as 
per  records  of  this  office,  for  swamp  and  overflowed  lands  as  follows:

The  land  in  township  88,  range  5  east  in  Clinton  county  described 
in  the  foregoing  list,  is  the  bed  of  Goose  lake,  a  small  lake  which  wm 
meandered  by  the  United  States  Dep.  Surveyor  in  the  subdiviBion 
of  said  township.  It  was  drained  many  years  ago,  principally  by  the 
county  authorities,  and  claimed  under  the  swamp  grant.  Some  p&^ 
ties  tried  to  enter  the  same  as  vacant  government  land,  but  the  United 
States  authorities  finally  decided  in  favor  of  the  claim  of  the  oonnty; 
the  land  was  listed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  and  approved  tf 
swamp  land,  and  list  reported  by  him  to  the  Governor,  who,  upon  re- 
ceipt thereof  declined  to  request  patent  for  the  same,  on  the  groand 
that  at  the  date  of  the  swamp  land  grant  it  was  a  lake,  incapable  of 
survey  and  subdivision,  and  hence  did  not  pass  under  the  sw&mp 
grant. 

Governor  Larrabee,  after  examining  the  matter,  concluded  that  un- 
der all  the  circumstances  it  would  be  just  as  well  to  request  patent, 
which  he  accordingly  did,  in  a  communication  dated  September  13, 
1886. 

In  regard  to  title  to  lake-beds,  see  the  remarks  under  the  head  of 
meandered  lakes  in  last  report  of  this  office.

SWAMP  LAND   INOBMNITY. 

The  act  of  Congress  of  Maroh  2, 1855,  provides  for  indemnifying 
the  State  for  any  swamp  lands  that  the  United  States  may  have  dis- 
posed of  subsequent  to  the  date  of  the  grant  of  September  28,  1850, 
upon  due  proof  being  made  to  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land 
Office  that  the  lands  were  swamp  lands,  by  paying  over  to  the  State 
the  cash  received  on  account  of  cash  entries,  and  where  the  lands  were 
located  with  warrants  or  scrip,  by  giving  the  State  authority  to  locate 
a  Uke  amount  on  any  of  the  public  lands  subject  to  sale  at  $1.25  per 
acre  or  less.  And  this  indemnity  act  was  extended  and  continued  in 
force  by  the  confirmatory  act  of  March  3, 185Y.  But  these  indemnity 
provisions  are  not  applicable  to  lands  disposed  of  by  the  goverment 
after  March  3,  185Y.  There  are  now  no  lands  in  Iowa  which  can  be 
taken  as  indemnity  for  those  disposed  of  for  warrants  or  scrip  as  afore- 
said, and  the  State  is  not  permitted  to  take  such  indemnity  outside  of 
her  own  limits. 

Efforts  have  been  made  in  the  past  to  obtain  legislation  in  Congress 
for  the  purpose  of  extending  the  provisions  of  the  indemnity  act,  and 
making  it  also  apply  to  all  swamp  lands  which  the  United  States  has 
disposed  of  since  March  3, 1857,  and  also  to  make  some  provision  for 
the  payment  of  the  indemnity  on  account  of  swamp  lands  located  with 
warrants  or  scrip.  These  measures  will  no  doubt  continue  to  be  en- 
ergetically urged  before  Congress  by  the  swamp  land  claimants  and 
those  in  their  interest;  but  that  such  measures  will  ever  be  enacted 
by  Congress,  is  very  improbable.  The  feeling  is  wide- spread  and  gen- 
eral that  too  much  is  claimed  under  the  swamp  grant. 

The  General  Land  Office,  as  I  understand,  will  now  only  consider 
claims  for  swamp  land  indemnity  where  such  claims  are  on  account 
of  lands  that  were  entered  with  cash. 

In  response  to  my  request,  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land 
Office  has  furnished  a  list  of  the  swamp  lands  of  Iowa  upon  which  in- 
demnity has  been  paid  since  May  24, 1885.  Herewith  is  given  a  copy 
of  said  list  and  Commissioner's  letter  transmitting  the  same:

A  list  is  herewith  given  of  lands  claimed  as  swamp  and  overflowed 
in  certain  counties  therein  named,  upon  which  the  claim  for  indem- 
nity under  acts  of  March  2,  1855  and  March  3, 1857,  is  either  rejected 
by  the  United  States  Land  Department  or  held  for  rejection.  This 
list  was  copied  from  notices  received  from  the  Commissioner  of  the 
General  Land  Office.  The  quantities  were  not  carried  out,  and  I 
have  not  attempted  to  supply  them.  I  believe  these  claims  were 
chiefly,  if  not  entirely,  for  cash  indemnity. 

The  claims  were  rejected  for  the  reason,  as  stated  in  the  Com* 
missioner's  notices,  that  the  evidence  and  proofs  showed  that  the 
tracts  on  account  of  which  the  indemnity  was  claimed  were  not 
swamp  or  overflowed,  as  contemplated  by  the  act  of  Congress  of  Sept. 
28,  1850. 

These  selections  and  claims  for  indemnity  were  not  made  by  the 
State  of  Iowa,  nor  under  her  authority,  but  principally,  as  I  under- 
stand, by  agents  of  the  counties,  who  had  bargained  with  such  eonn- 
ties  to  procure  the  indemnity  they  were  entitled  to,  for  a  certain  per 
cent  thereof. '

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SWAMP  TITLE  VS.  INDIAN  TITLE. 

It  appears  that  in  1835  the  general  government  set  apart  for  the 
nse  of  the  Slonx  Indians  a  large  tract  of  land  in  the  northern  portion 
of  Iowa,  the  bonndaries  of  which  I  am  unable  accurately  to  define. 
The  Indian  title  to  this  reservation,  as  it  appears,  was  not  extinguished 
until  in  the  year  1853.  The  Land  Department  of  the  general  govern* 
ment  has  raised  the  question  as  to  whether  lands  within  the  limits  of 
said  reservation  passed  under  the  swamp  grant  of  September  28, 1859. 
As  there  is  a  difference  of  opinion  in  regard  to  this  question,  and  as 
it  is  now  before  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  on  appeal,  I  merely  pre- 
sent the  facts  relative  thereto  as  I  have  them,  without  comment 

In  November,  1886,  the  Governor  received  the  following  notice 
from  the  local  government  land  office  in  Des  Moines:

To  his  ExoeUmq^^  the  Qovemor  of  Iowa: 

Sib— You  are  notified  that  the  register  and  receiver  at  this  office  have 
this  day  heard  and  decided  the  contest  of  Knudt  Johnson  vs.  Swamp  daim, 
involving  the  se  qr  of  se  qr  of  section  26,  township  99,  range  23  w  of  the  5tb 
p.  m.  Iowa,  finding  that  the  same  is  shown  by  the  testimony  to  be  swamp 
land.  But  said  land  does  not  in  their  opinion  inure  to  the  State  of  Iowa 
under  the  act  of  September  28,  1850,  because  the  Indian  title  to  said  land 
was  not  eztinquished  at  the  date  of  the  passage  of  said  aot. 

You  have  thirty  days  in  which  to  appeal  from  this  decision.

GrffiSTTLifiMBN— In  the  case  instituted  in  June,  1886,  on  the  application  of 
Kondt  Johnson  and  Messrs.  Callanan  and  Savery  to  prove  the  swampy 
cbaracter  of  the  se  qr  of  se  qr  of  section  25,  township  99,  north  of  range  23, 
west,  in  Winnegabo  county,  proceedings  reported  to  this  office  by  the  Reg- 
ister at  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  January  5, 1857,  it  has  been  ascertained  that  the 
Indian  title  to  said  tract  had  not  been  extinguished  at  the  date  of  the 
swamp  land  grant. 

The  treaties  by  which  snch  title  was  extinguished  were  made  July  23  and 

August  5, 1851,  and  were  proclaimed  by  the  President  of  the  United  States 

February  24, 1853— see  10  Stats.,  pages  949  and  954— hence  the  land  did  not 

pass  to  the  State  of  Iowa  under  the  act  of  Ck)ngres8,  approved  September 

28,  1850,  granting  swamp  lands  to  the  States.    Therefore  the  claim  of  the 

State  of  Iowa  and  its  assignees  under  the  swamp  land  grant  to  said  tract  is 

this  day  held  for  rejection. 

Notify  the  State  and  county  authorities,  as  well  as  the  claimants  under 

the  swamp  grant,  of  this  action,  and  allow  sixty  (60)  days  for  appeal,  and  at 

the  expiration  of  that  time  make  full  report  to  this  office,  with  proof  of  the 

service  ot  notice.

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THE  AGRICULTURAL  COLLEGE  LANDS. 

I  have  given  herewith  a  statement  of  the  Agrioaltnral  College 
lands  patented  daring  the  last  two  years,  with  name  of  patentee  and 
date  of  patent  in  each  case;  also  a  separate  statement  of  the  several 
coQnties  in  which  such  lands  lie,  with  the  quantity  in  each  oonnty. 

I  have  recently  had  some  correspondence  with  parties  who  desired 
to  know  how  and  by  what  authority  the  Agricaltaral  College  lands, 
known  as  the  ''  Casey  purchase,"  were  acquired  by  the  State.  In  re- 
gard thereto  I  will  briefly  say,  that  there  was  in  the  treasury  of  the 
Agricultural  College,  a  large  amount  of  money,  which  was  the  aocn* 
mulation  of  interest  arising  from  leasing  the  lands  the  State  received 
under  the  Congressional  grant.  With  this  money  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  College  purchased  Agricultural  College  scrip  of  other 
States.  James  C.  Cusey  was  authorized  by  said  Trustees  to  locate 
said  scrip.  He  located  the  same  upon  lands  in  the  Siooz  City  land 
district,  in  his  own  name,  and  patents  for  the  lands  were  issued  to 
him,  and  he  conveyed  the  whole  of  them  by  deed  to  the  State  of 
Iowa. 

The  quantity  of  lands  embraced  in  the  ''Cusey  purchase/'  is  15,* 
023.18  acres,  situated  in  the  counties  of  Buena  Yista,  Dickinson, 
Cherokee,  Plymouth  and  Lyon. 

The  authority  for  such  use  of  the  College  funds,  as  stated,  came 
from  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  said  College,  and  while  there  was,  per- 
haps, no  law  at  the  time  authorizing  such  an  investment  of  this  money, 
yet  it  was  universally  regarded  as  a  safe  and  profitable  investment, 
and  no  exceptions  have  ever  been  taken  to  it,  but  on  the  contrary,  it 
has  apparently  been  recognized  and  sanctioned  by  chapter  73  of  the 
acts  of  the  Twentieth  General  Assembly;  for  the  fifth  and  aizth  see- 
tions  of  said  act  provide  for  the  leasing,  selling  and  patenting  of  said 
lands,  just  as  any  other  of  the  College  lands. 

A  complete  list  of  these  College  lands  purchased  by  James  C. 
Cusey,  as  aforesaid,  is  published  on  page  198  of  State  Land  Office 
report,  published  November  1, 1871. 

A  list  of  the  Agricultural  College  lands  approved  and  certified  to 
the  State  under  act  of  Congress  of  July  S,  1862,  is  published  on  pages 
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367  to  Sl*I  of  report  of  State  L&nd  OffioOi  published  under  date  of  July 
10,  1869. 

There  were  25,254.67  acres  of  the  Agrioultnral  College  lands  pat- 
ented during  the  last  biennial  period,  of  which  all  but  720.00  acres 
belong  to  the  Congressional  grant.  The  following  statement  shows 
in  what  oonnties  they  are  situated,  with  the  quantity  in  each.

The  trustees  of  the  College  have  also  purchased  for  the  use  of  the 
Farm  an  additional  amount  of  about  2^0  acres,  which  are  described 
in  the  list  published  in  this  report  of  lands  acquired  for  the  use  of 
the  State  institutions. 
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BAILROAD  LANDS. 


The  quantity  of  lands  conveyed  to  the  State  for  railroad  parposeB 
daring  the  last  two  years  is  small;  and  the  quantity  already  oonveyed 
for  such  purposes  is  not  likely  to  be  materially  increased  by  convey- 
ances to  be  made  in  the  future.  There  may  be  some  tracts  withheld 
by  the  general  government  on  account  of  conflict  with  railroad  grants 
that  will  ultimately  be  conveyed;  but  in  all  probability  the  total 
amount  of  such  will  be  insignificant. 

In  making  certified  lists  to  the  railroad  companies,  this  office, 
under  the  law,  has  had  to  exclude  many  lands  on  account  of  existing 
litigation.  These  will  have  to  be  conveyed  to  the  companies  in  all 
cases  where  the  courts  hold  tnat  the  lands  belong  to  them,  upon  fnr« 
nishing  this  office  with  the  proper  evidence  and  application  upon 
which  to  base  our  certificate. 

The  certificates  of  completion  of  the  several  land  grant  railroadB 
in  Iowa,  which  were  made  by  the  Gk>vemor  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior,  as  required  in  the  several  land  grant  acts,  for  the  purpose 
of  obtaining  patents  or  certificates  for  lands  granted,  are,  I  presume, 
all  on  file  in  the  General  Land  Office  at  Washington;  but  in  many 
cases  it  seems  that  a  copy  or  duplicate  of  such  certificate  was  not 
preserved  in  any  State  office.  Application  has  several  times  been 
made  here  for  some  of  such  certificates,  but  upon  strict  search  in  thu 
office,  as  well  as  in  the  Executive  Office,  they  were  not  to  be  found. 
It  might  be  well  to  procure  from  the  General  Land  Office  copiee  of 
all  such  certificates  which  the  State  is  not  in  possession  of,  for  filing 
in  this  office.  Questions  often  arise  which  make  it  necessary  to  show 
just  when  the  railroad  company  had  earned  certain  lands  embraced 
in  a  grant,  and  these  certificates  of  completion  might  be  an  aid  in 
determining  the  fact.

CITY  A;  S  r.  PAUL  RAILROAD. 

As  both  of  these  roads  receive  their  lands  under  the  same  GongreB- 
sional  grant,  and  as  the  matters  and  things  to  be  presented  here,  es- 
peoially  such  as  pertain  to  decisions  and  decrees  of  coarts  and  actiooB 
thereunder  relate  to  both  roads,  I  have  concluded  to  present  them  all 
under  the  same  general  heading. 

The  only  lands  patented  to  the  State  of  Iowa,  under  act  of  CongreBB 
of  May  12,  1864,  during  the  last  two  years,  are  some  that  were  Be- 
lected  by  the  agent  of  the  State  on  October  11,  1884,  under  chapter 
69,  acts  of  the  Twentieth  General  Assembly,  in  the  interest  of  oooa- 
pying  claimants  on  the  same.  The  State  has  patented  all  of  said 
lands  to  said  claimants,  or  their  assigns,  under  section  8,  chapter  21, 
acts  of  Seventeenth  General  Assembly,  except  those  marked  in  the 
list  with  a  star^  which  were  patented  to  claimants  April  27, 18*70, 
under  chapter  58,  acts  Twelfth  General  Assembly. 

The  following  is  a  complete  list  of  said  lands,  with  date  of  United 
States  patent,  description  of  land,  name  of  county  in  which  each  tract 
lies,  and  the  name  of  patentee  of  the  State.  As  may  be  inferred, 
these  lands  were  patented  to  the  State  on  account  of  the  line  of  road 
built  from  McGregor  in  Clayton  county  to  Sheldon  in  O^Brienooonty. 
They  amount  in  all  to  1,770.88  acres. 
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A  portion  of  the  lands  selected  by  the  State's  agent  in  the  interest 
of  the  claimants,  as  stated,  have  not  yet  been  patented  to  the  State 
by  the  United  States,  and  until  such  patent  is  received  the  State  can- 
not convey  to  the  claimants. 

In  regard  to  the  lands  patented  to  the  State  of  Iowa  by  the  United 
States  nnder  act  of  Congress  of  May  12, 1864,  nsnally  known  as  the 
"  over-lapping  "  lands,  which  were  in  dispute  between  the  Sioux  City 
ft  St.  Paul  Railroad  Company  and  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St. 
Paul  Railway  Company,  it  will  be  remembered  that  the  Circuit  Court 
of  the  United  States  for  the  district  of  Iowa,  decided  that  each  road 
was  entitled  to  an  equal  share  of  said  lands.    This  has  been  all  fully 
explained  in  previous  reports  of  this  office.    An  appeal  was  taken 
from  the  said  decision  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States, 
which  court  reversed,  in  some  measure,  the  ruling  of  the  Circuit  Court. 
The  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court,  briefly  stated,  is  that  of  the  said 
lands  in  dispute  each  road  is  entitled  to  such  lands  as  lie  within  its 
own  ten  mile,  or  granted  limits,  and  outside  of  the  ten  mile  or  granted 
limits  of  the  other  road;  and  that  of  the  balance  of  said  lands  in  dis- 
pute within  the  ten  mile  or  granted  limits  and  within  the  twenty  mile 
or  indemnity  limits,  common  to  both  roads,  each  shall  have  an  equal 
share.    The  Circuit  Court  was  directed  to  amend  its  decree  in  accord- 
ance with  the  Supreme  Court  decision,  which  order  has  been  complied 
with.    I  have  given  herewith  a  copy  of  the  said  decision  of  the 
Supreme  Court,  the  decree  of  the  Circuit  Court  as  amended,  the  par- 
tition of  the  commissioners  appointed  under  the  decree  of  court, 
Attorney-General  Baker's  opinion  to  Gk>vemor  Larrabee  relative  to 
issuing  patents  for  the  lands  referred  to,  and  a  list  of  the  lands  pat- 
ented to  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  A  St  Paul  Railway  Company  under 
the  decision  and  decree  aforesaid,  with  form  of  patent,  etc.    The  de- 
cree of  the  Circuit  Court  designates  the  lands  in  dispute  which  had 
been  patented  by  the  State  to  the  Sioux  City  A  St  Paul  Railroad 
Company  from  those  which  had  not  been  patented;  in  like  manner 
does  the  partition  of  the  commissioners  as  to  the  lands  it  describes, 
for  the  partition  only  deals  with  the  lands  in  the  ten  and  twenty  mile 
limits  common  to  both  roads  which  under  the  said  decision  and 
decree  the  companies  were  to  share  equally.    The  State  has  issued 
patents  to  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St  Paul  Railway  Company  for 
the  lands  in  dispute  which  were  within  the  ten  mile  limits  of  its  road 
and  outside  of  the  ten  mile  limits  of  the  Sioux  City  A  St  Paul  Rail- 
road Company's  line  of  road,  and  has  also  issued  patents  to  said 
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Cbioago,  Milwaakee  &  St.  Paul  Railway  Company  for  its  share  of  the 
landfl  in  the  common  ten  and  twenty  mile  limits  of  both  roads,  wUoh 
the  oomniissioners  in  their  partition  set  off  to  said  company.  But  the 
State  of  Iowa  has  issued  no  patent  or  oonveyanoe  of  any  kind  to  the 
Sioux  City  A  St.  Paul  Railroad  Company  for  any  of  the  lands  shown 
in  said  decree  to  be  unpatented.  No  conveyances  of  any  kind  hanDg 
been  issued  to  said  company  by  the  State  for  many  years. 

By  reference  to  the  partition  it  will  be  seen  that  there  is  a  list  of 
SfyYOS.SS  acres  of  the  lands  in  the  joint  ten  mile  or  granted  limits, 
and  another  list  of  12,185.02  acres  in  the  joint  twenty  mile  or  indem- 
nity limits,  making  39,887.35  acres,  which  the  Commissioners  have 
not  divided  between  the  two  railroad  companies,  the  reason  for  not 
doing  so,  assigned  by  said  Commissioners  being  that  said  lands  hsd 
been  sold  and  conveyed  by  the  Sioux  City  &  St.  Paul  Railroad  Com- 
pany prior  to  the  decree,  and  that  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  A  St.  Paul 
Railway  Company  had  assented  thereto  and  had  executed  a  conyey- 
ance  ratifying  and  confirming  said  sales.  These  lands  (the  39,887.35 
acres),  are  all  a  part  of  the  lands  which  the  State  had  patented  to  the 
Sioux  City  A  St.  Paul  Railroad  Company,  as  will  be  seen,  except  440 
acres,  being  the  following  :  Ne  qr  of  se  qr  and  e  hf  of  sw  qr  of  section 
35,  township  97,  range  41,  and  the  s  hf  of  section  29,  township  97, 
range  42. 

Now,  whatever  may  have  been  the  reason  for  not  partitioning  the 
lands  in  the  two  lists  referred  to,  it  will  require  further  action  thin 
that  already  had  to  pass  the  title  from  the  State  of  Iowa  to  either 
company,  either  by  patent  or  certificate,  to  those  440  acres  of  unpa^ 
ented  lands  just  described. 

DECISIOir  OP  8UFEBMB  COURT  OP  UNITED  STATES.

P.  Dbakb,  John  U  Qbab  bt  al.,  appeals 
from  ihA  Otrcute  Oouni  of  the  UniUd  Staies  for 
ths  District  of  Iowa. 

Mr.  Justice  Miller  delivered  the  opinion  of  the  Court. 
These  are  cross-appeals  from  a  decree  of  the  Circuit  Court  for  the  Dls- 
triet  of  Iowa.    In  that  court  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Railway 
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Oompaay  brought  its  bill  in  ohancery  on  the  4th  of  March,  1879,  agalntt  the 
Sioux  City  &  St.  Paul  liailroad  Company,  which  in  due  time  was  answered. 
The  subject  of  contest  in  this  suit  was  the  right  to  certain  lands  granted  by 
Congress  to  the  State  of  Iowa,  to  aid  in  the  building  two  railroads,  which, 
however,  named  originally,  their  right  to  the  land  became  Tested  in  one  or 
both  of  these  companies.  The  grant  of  the  lands  was  by  a  single  statute, 
and  was  to  the  State  as  a  trust  for  the  construction  of  two  roads  which  nec- 
essarily crossed  each  other,  and  by  the  act  of  Congress  the  place  of  crossing 
was  to  be  in  O'Brien  county.  The  act  granted  for  the  aid  of  each  road  every 
alternate  section  of  land  designated  by  odd  numbers  for  ten  sections  in 
width  on  each  side  of  said  roads,  and  in  the  event  that  any  of  these  odd  sec- 
tions had,  when  the  lines  of  the  roads  were  definitely  located,  been  sold  and 
otherwise  disposed  of,  the  usual  grant  of  lands  in  lieu  of  them  should,  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior,  be  caused  to  be  selected,  provided  they  were  in  no 
ease  to  be  located  more  than  twenty  miles  from  the  lines  of  the  roads.  The 
roads  to  be  benefited  by  this  grant  have  both  been  completed,  and  both  com- 
panies are  entitled  to  the  odd  sections  mthin  ten  miles  of  their  lines  of  road, 
and  to  the  indemnity  lands  so  far  as  they  can  be  found  of  odd  numbers 
within  twenty  miles.  But  as  the  roads  cross  each  other,  these  limits  also 
cross  and  overlap,  and  the  claims  to  the  odd  sections  v^thin  those  limits 
necessanly  conflict.  This  presents  questioDS  which,  at  the  time  the  suit 
was  brought,  were  important  because  the  value  of  the  land  in  contro- 
versy is  large,  and  because  many  other  land  grants  to  railroad  companies 
presented  the  same  difficulty.  But  during  the  pendency  of  this  suit  in  the 
Circuit  Court,  and  on  appeal  here,  all  these  questions  have,  it  is  believed, 
been  decided  by  this  Court,  so  that  nothing  remains  but  to  apply  the  princi- 
ples of  these  decisions  to  the  admitted  facts  of  this  case. 

1.  It  was  claimed  by  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Company, 
which  for  brevity  will  be  called  the  Milwaukee  Company,  that  by  reason  of 
the  prior  location  of  the  line  of  its  road  through  the  lands  where  the  cross- 
ing finally  took  place,  they  acquired  a  priority  for  the  entire  claim  to  the 
exclusion  of  the  other  company  within  the  limits  of  the  lap.  That  is  that 
when  their  line  was  definitely  located  they  became  immediately  entitled  to 
every  odd  section  within  ten  miles  of  the  road  and  to  the  paramount  right 
of  selection  in  indemnity  lands  within  twenty  miles.  ' 

2.  The  Sioux  City  road  asserted,  by  virtue  of  the  fact  of  the  prior  ooti- 
itneUon  of  their  road  through  the  overlapping  lines  of  the  grant,  that  they 
had  secured  the  permanent  right  which  the  other  company  claimed  by 
reason  of  prior  location.  Both  of  these  contentions  are  wrong  The  title 
acquired  from  the  United  States  relates  back  to  the  date  of  the  grant,  and 
neither  company  can  obtain  any  superiority  of  title  by  any  act  done  by  it  or 
by  any  omission  to  act  by  the  other,  provided  there  is  no  forfeiture  of  the 
grant.  This  principle  is  fully  decided  in  the  case  of  the  St.  Pond  BaUroad 
V.  the  Winona  BaUroad^  112  United  States,  720.  In  such  case  the  companies 
take  the  lands  coming  within  the  confiicting  lines  in  .equal  undivided  moie- 
ties. In  the  opinion  above  referred  to  it  was  held,  that  while  this  rule 
applied  to  what  are  called  lands  in  place,  that  is,  those  odd  sections  found 
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within  the  ten  mile  limit  of  the  road,  as  those  ten  miles  conflicted  with 
each  other,  it  did  not  apply  to  lien  lands  or  indemnity  lands  which  were  to 
be  selected  outside  of  the  ten-mile  limit.  The  reason  of  this  was  said  to  be 
that  with  regard  to  the  odd  sections  found  with  the  original  limits  oi  the 
grant  undisposed  of  when  the  line  of  the  road  was  definitely  located,  thftt 
location  ascertained,  the  sections  which  passed  by  the  grant  and  fixed  the 
right  to  such  sections,  whether  it  was  the  whole  or  the  moiety  of  them. 
But  no  title  to  indenmity  lands  was  vested  until  a  selection  was  made  by 
which  they  were  pointed  out  and  ascertained  and  the  selection  made  ap- 
proved by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior.  In  a  case,  therefore,  where  two 
companies  had  this  right  of  selection  within  the  same  limits,  priority  of  ti- 
tle might  be  created  by  priority  of  selection,  or  some  other  mode  than  loca- 
tion of  the  road  or  priority  of  construction.  The  Circuit  Court  in  its  decree, 
disregarded  this  distinction  between  lands  found  in  place  within  ten  miles 
of  each  road  and  those  within  the  indemnity  limits  and  applied  the  tenancy 
in  common  principle  to  the  lands  claimed  as  indemnity  for  others  not  found 
within  the  ten  miles,  as  well  as  those  found  within  those  limits  and  not 
disposed  of.  It  appears  from  the  record  in  this  case  that  there  are  within 
the  twenty-mile  limits  of  both  roads,  subject  to  the  grants  to  these  roads, 
both  for  lands  in  place  and  for  lieu  or  indemnity  lands,  189,695.08  acres 
which  constituted  the  subject  matter  of  this  controversy. 

1.  Of  these  68,796.24  acres  are  within  the  ten-mile  limit  of  the  Sioux  City 
road,  and  not  within  the  ten-mile  limit  of  the  Milwaukee  road,  though  they 
are  within  its  twenty-mile  limit.  The  result  of  the  rule  on  which  the  Cir- 
cuit Court  acted  was  to  divide  these  lands  equally  between  the  two  compa- 
nies. But  the  principles  we  have  stated,  and  which  were  fully  considered 
in  the  St,  Paul  Company  v.  the  Winona  Company  exclude  the  Milwaukee 
Company  in  this  case  from  invading  the  ten-mile  limit  of  the  Sioux  City 
road,  to  seek  indemnity  for  losses  by  reason  of  lands  within  its  own  ten- 
mile  limit  previously  disposed  of.  This  68,796.24  acres  being  the  odd  seo- 
tions  within  the  ten-mile  limit  of  the  Milwaukee  road,  belonged  exclusively 
to  the  former,  and  the  latter  company  had  no  interest  in  them.  The  decree 
is  in  that  respect  erroneous  and  must  be  reversed,  and  all  these  lands  given 
to  the  Sioux  City  Company. 

2.  Of  the  lands  in  controversy  there  were  38,971.08  acres  within  the  ten- 
mile  limit  of  the  Milwaukee  road,  and  not  within  the  ten-mile  liinit  of  the 
Sioux  City  road,  but  within  its  twenty-mile  limit,  which  according  to  the 
ruling  of  the  Circuit  Court,  were  equally  divided  between  the  two  companies. 
For  the  same  reasons  which  governs  with  regard  to  the  68,796.84  acres  just 
disposed  of,  this  part  of  the  decree  must  be  reversed,  and  these  83,071.06 
acres  given  to  the  Milwaukee  company. 

8.  Of  the  lands  in  controversy  there  were  60,639.78  acres  within  the  ten- 
mile  limit  of  both  roads.  This  the  decree  of  the  Circuit  Court  held  to  belong 
to  the  companies  in  equal  undivided  moieties,  and  appointed  commissioners 
to  make  partition  of  them.  This  part  of  the  decree  was  upon  the  principles 
we  have  stated  correct,  and  must  be  affirmed. 

4.    There  remains  to  be  considered  42,188  98  acres  found  to  be  within  the 
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twentf-mile  or  indemnity  limit  of  both  roads,  and  not  within  the  ten-mile 
(HT  abeolnte  giant  limit  of  either  road.  Ae  these  lands  are  within  the  cate- 
gory of  those  to  which  no  title  is  accrued  until  a  selection  of  them  was 
made  for  one  or  the  other,  there  might  arise  some  difficulty  about  priority 
of  right  between  the  two  companies. 

But  we  are  of  opinion  that  circumstances  in  which  the  title  to  these  lands 
have  been  placed  by  the  action  of  the  State  of  Iowa,  which  was  a  trustee  in 
tbe  matter  for  both  parties,  and  of  the  Commissioner  of  the  Grenend  Land 
Office,  the  decree  of  the  court  diyiding  these  lands  equally  between  the 
parties  was  Just.  So  fto  as  any  selection  was  made  of  these  lands,  it  was 
by  the  State  of  Iowa,  and  the  legal  title  was  conveyed  to  her.  Though  they 
were  certified  to  her  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Sioux  City  company,  and  though  the  State  conyeyed  them  to  that  company, 
it  is  obyiouB  that  both  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  and  the  Governor  of 
Iowa  acted  under  the  mistaken  idea  that  the  earlier  construction  of  its 
road  or  its  earlier  location  by  the  Sioux  City  company  gave  it  a  priority  of 
right  in  these  indemnity  lands,  and  as  there  was  not  enough  to  satisfy  the 
demands  of  both  companies,  nor  indeed,  of  either  of  them,  they,  for  that 
lesson,  conveyed  them  all  to  the  Sioux  City  company.  We  thinJc  the  action 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  and  of  the  Governor  of  Iowa,  the  common 
trustee  of  both  these  companies,  cannot  have  the  effect  of  destroying  the 
rights  of  the  parties.  There  was  in  fact  no  selecting.  All  were  wrongfully 
conveyed  to  the  Sioux  City  company.  That  part  of  the  decree,  therefore^ 
which  divides  these  lands  equally,  and  directs  the  commissioners  to  make 
partition  of  the  same,  is  also  affirmed.  As  both  parties  appealed  from  the 
decree  of  the  Cireuit  Court,  and  as  each  of  them  has  succeeded  in  obtaining 
areveisal  of  an  important  part  of  the  decree,  the  costs  of  the  appeal  wiU 
be  equally  divided  between  them,  and  the  case  remanded  to  the  Circuit 
Oourt,  with  instruction  to  render  a  decree  in  conformity  with  this  opinion.

This  case  came  on  to  be  further  heard  on  the  pleadings  and  proofs  and 

tbe  mandate  and  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  John 

W.  Cary  appearing  as  counsel  for  the  complainant,  and  J.  H.  Swan  as  coun- 

ael  for  tbe  defendants.   And,  after  hearing  counsel  and  the  said  pleadings, 
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proofs,  mandate  and  opinion  of  the  Supreme  Court  having  been  duly  con- 
sidered, and  it  appearing  to  the  said  court  ttiat  the  said  complainant  had 
fully  complied  with  all  the  conditions  of  the  Act  of  Congress  approved  May 
12, 1864,  granting  lands  to  the  State  of  Iowa  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  a 
railroad  from  the  foot  of  Main  street,  South  McGregor,  in  the  btato  of  Iowa, 
in  a  westerly  direction  by  the  most  practicable  route  on  or  near  the  forty- 
third  parallel  of  north  latitude,  until  it  should  intersect  the  road  running 
from  Sioux  City  to  the  Minnesota  State  line,  in  the  county  of  O^Brien,  in 
said  State,  and  with  the  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Iowa,  ap-

And  it  further  appearing  to  said  court  that  a  portion  of  the  lands 
of  classes  numbered  1, 2  and  4,  so  as  aforesaid  patented  to  the  Sioux  City  & 
St.  Paul  Railroad  Company,  have  been  sold  and  disposed  of  to  5ona  JIde  pll^ 
chasers  by  the  said  defendant  Sioux  City  A  St.  Paul  Railroad  Company,  and 
the  purchase  money  therefor  received  by  said  company,  and  that  said  de- 
fendant Sioux  City  A  St.  Paul  Railroad  Company  should  account  for  the 
whole  of  the  proceeds  of  class  No.  2,  and  an  undivided  one-half  of  the  pro- 
ceeds of  classes  No.  1  and  4  to  the  said  [complainant. 

Now,  therefore,  on  motion  of  John  W.  Cary,  of  counsel  for  complainant, 
it  is  ordered,  adjudged  and  decreed  that  all  of  said  lands  hereinbefore  men- 
tioned and  described  were  by  said  act  of  Congress,  approved  May  12, 1864,

OPINION  OF  THE   ATTORNEY- eENBRAL.

Des  Moines,  Iowa,  May  14,  1886.    j 

Hon.  William  Larrabbe,  Qovemor: 

SEr— You  desire  my  official  opinion  in  regard  to  your  right  and  duty  to 
issue  patents  or  certificates  to  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Bailway 
Company  and  the  Sioux  City  A  St.  Paul  Bailroad  Company,  to  certain  lands 
claimed  by  these  companies,  which  I  understand  to  be  the  lands  granted  by 
Congress  *'to  the  State  of  Iowa  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  in  the  construc- 
tion  of  a  railroad  from  Sioux  City,  in  said  State,  to  the  south  line  of  Min- 
neoota,  also  to  said  State  for  the  benefit  of  the  McGregor  &  Western  Bail- 
road Company,  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  in  the  construction  of  a  railroad 
from  McGregor  in  a  westerly  direction,  by  the  most  practicable  route,  on  or 
near  the  43d  parallel  of  north  latitude,  to  an  intersection  of  said  road  run- 
ning from  Sioux  City  to  State  line  at  some  point  in  O'Brien  county.'^ 

This  grant  was  made  by  act  of  Congress  approved  May  12, 1864.  By  the 
terms  of  the  grant  it  was  provided  as  follows : 

^'  Sec.  4.  And  be  U  further  enacted :  That  the  lands  hereby  granted  shall 
be  disposed  of  by  said  State  for  the  purpose  aforesaid  only,  uid  in  manner 
following,  namely :  When  the  governor  of  said  State  stiall  certify  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior  that  any  section  of  ten  consecutive  mUes  of  either 
of  said  roads  is  completed  in  a  good,  substantial  and  workmanlike  manner 
as  a  first-class  road,  then  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  shall  issue  to  the 
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State  patents  for  one  hundred  sections  of  land  for  the  benefit  of  the  road 
having  completed  the  ten  consecutive  miles  as  aforesaid.  When  the  gov- 
ernor of  the  said  State  shall  certify  that  another  section  of  ten  oonseeutive 
miles  shall  have  been  completed  as  aforesaid,  then  the  Secretary  of  the  In- 
terior shall  issue  patents  to  said  State  in  like  manner  for  a  like  number; 
and  when  certificates  for  the  completion  of  additional  sections  of  ten  con- 
secutive miles  of  either  of  said  roads  are  from  time  to  time  made  as  afore- 
said, additional  sections  of  land  shall  be  patented  as  aforesaid,  until  said 
roads,  or  either  of  them,  are  completed,  when  the  whole  of  the  lands 
hereby  granted  shall  be  patented  to  the  State  for  the  uses  aforesaid,  and 
none  other.  Provided:  That  if  the  said  McGregor  &  Western  Railroad 
Company,  or  assigns,  shall  fail  to  complete  at  least  twenty  miles  of  its  said 
road  during  each  and  every  year  from  the  date  of  its  acceptance  of  the 
grant  provided  for  in  this  act,  then  the  State  may  resume  said  giant,  and  so 
dispose  of  the  same  as  to  secure  the  completion  of  a  road  on  said  line  and 
upon  such  terms  within  such  time  as  the  State  shall  determine ;  immded, 
further^  that  if  the  satd  roads  are  not  completed  within  ten  years  from  their 
several  acceptance  of  this  grant,  the  said  lands  hereby  granted  and  not  pat- 
ented shall  revert  to  the  State  of  Iowa,  for  the  purpose  of  securing  the 
completion  of  the  said  roads  within  such  time,  not  to  exceed  five  years,  and 
upon  such  terms,  as  the  State  shall  determine ;  arid  provided  further^  that 
said  lands  shall  not  in  any  manner  be  disposed  of  or  incumbered,  except  as 
the  same  are  patented  under  the  provisions  of  this  act ;  and  should  the 
State  fail  to  complete  said  roads  within  five  years  after  the  ten  years  afore- 
said, then  the  said  lands  undisposed  of  as  aforesaid,  shall  revert  to  the 
United  States." 

The  terms  of  this  grant,  in  so  far  as  the  same  applied  to  the  railroad  to  be 
constructed  from  Sioux  City  to  the  south  boundary  line  of  the  State  of  Min- 
nesota, was  accepted  by  the  Sioux  City  &  St.  Paul  Railroad  Company  in 
writiag,  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  of  the  State  of  Iowa,  on 
September  20th,  1886. 

By  the  terms  of  the  grants  as  contained  in  the  act  of  Congress,  approved 
May  12, 1864,  the  said  Sioux  City  &  St.  Paul  Railroad  Company,  were  re- 
quired to  have  their  railroad  completed  and  in  operation  from  Sioux  City 
to  the  said  Minnesota  State  line  on  or  before  September  20th,  1876.  A 
failure  to  do  so  would  therefore  cause  dU  the  lands  eo  granted  by  Congran, 
and  TifA  theretofore  patented  to  said  company,  to  revert  to  the  State  of  Iowa. 

Thereafter  the  >tate  of  Iowa  would  have  the  right  to  dispose  of  said  lands 
upon  such  terms  as  it  might  desire,  for  the  purpose  of  securing  the  comple- 
tion of  the  road,  as  required  in  the  grant.  If  such  completion  should  not  be 
had  within  five  years  from  the  said  20th  of  September,  1876,  then  the  '^  lands 
undisposed  of  as  aforesaid  "  were  to  revert  to  the  United  States—^  e ,  all 
lands  not  then  patented  should  revert  to  the  United  States. 

I  find  that,  by  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly,  approved  April  6th,  1888, 
the  State  of  Iowa  accepted  the  trust  tendered  by  said  act  of  Congress  grant- 
ing said  lands;  and  by  the  same  act  so  much  of  said  lands  as  was  by  Con- 
gress granted  to  aid  iu  the  construction  of  a  railroad  from  Sioux  City  to  the 
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south  line  of  the  State  of  MinneBota,  etc.,  were  *^  disposed  of,  granted  and 
conferred  upon  the  Sioux  City  &  St.  Paul  Raihroad  Company,"  upon  certain 
tenns  and  condltionB  as  provided  in  this  last  named  act. 

I  find  that  thereafter  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Iowa,  by  an 
act  approved  March  16,  1882,  resumed  **  all  lands  and  all  rights  to  lands 
granted  or  intended  to  be  granted  to  the  Sioux  City  &  St.  Paul  Railroad 
Company,  by  said  act  of  Congress,  and  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  Iowa,  which  have  not  been  earned  by  said  railroad  company  by  a 
complianoe  with  the  conditions  of  said  grant  " 

The  reasons  for  this  act  of  resumption  are  set  out  in  a  preamble  consist- 
ing of  several  clauses,  the  fourth  of  which  is  as  follows: 

''  Whkbkas,  Said  Sioux  City  &  St:  Paul  Company,  duly  accepted  said 
grant  on  the  aoth  day  of  September,  1886,  but  has  failed  to  complete  any 
road  of  the  Ime  adopted  therefor  from  Sioux  City  to  Le  Mars  in  said  State 
of  Iowa,  or  any  road  in  lieu  thereof,  fie  it  enacted,"  etc.  See  chapter  107, 
acts  19th  G.  A. 

I  find  that  thereafter  the  2ath  General  Assembly,  by  an  act  approved 
March  27th,  1884,  relinquished  and  conveyed  to  the  United  States  all  the 
lands  so  resumed  by  the  provisions  of  chapter  107  of  laws  of  19th  Gtoeral 
Assembly,  except  the  lande  in  O'firien  and  Dickinson  counties,  reciting  again 
in  the  preamble  of  this  last  act  that  '^  said  railroad  company  duly  accepted 
said  grant,  but  failed  to  complete  said  railroad  as  required  by  the  terms  of 
said  grant." 

These  statutes  are  legislative  declarations  that  the  said  railroad  company 
has  failed  to  comply  with  the  terms  of  the  grant.  This  declaration  is  con- 
ceded by  the  executive  department  to  be  true,  as  evidenced  by  the  approval 
of  said  law  by  the  Governor,  and  in  my  opinion  it  is  conclusive  upon  the 
subject,  in  so  fiu:  as  executive  action  is  concerned.  It  is  in  effect  a  declara- 
tion that  the  Governor  shall  certify  no  more  lands  to  that  company.  It  is  a 
deelaiatlon  that  M  those  lands  now  belong  to  the  United  States,  and  are  a 
part  of  the  public  domain. 

The  provisi<m  of  the  act  of  Congress  granting  the  lands,  <.  e.,  ^^  that  if  *said 
ndlroad  is  not  completed  within  ten  years  from  the  acceptance  of  this  grant 
then  said  lands  hereby  granted  and  not  patented  shall  revert  to  the  State  of 
Iowa."  If,  then,  the  legislative  declaration,  as  contained  in  said  several 
acts  are  true,  the  lands  not  patented  to  the  Sioux  City  &  St.  Paul  Railroad 
Company  did  on  the  21st  of  September,  1876,  revert  to  the  State  of  Iowa. 
And  inasmuch  as  the  State  of  Iowa  never  completed  said  road,  it  follows 
that  on  the  21st  of  September,  1881,  all  of  said  lands  not  so  patented  reverted 
to  the  United  States,  and  from  that  time  forward  the  State  of  Iowa  had  no 
control  over  them. 

It  is  claimed,  however,  that  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  United  States  has 
decided  that  the  Sioux  City  road  did  comply  with  the  terms  of  the  grant, 
and  is  entitled  to  a  portion  of  said  lands,  as  ascertained  and  decided  by  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  upon  appeal  thereto.    It  therefore  be- 
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oomes  neoessary  to  examine  said  case  in  order  to  determine  what  eiSeet  it 
may  have  upon  your  executive  action. 

In  March,  1879,  the  Ghioago,  MilvFiEiukee  /t  St.  Paul  Company  flled  a  biU 
in  equity  in  the  United  States  Circuit  Court  for  the  district  of  Iowa,againiit 
the  Sioux  City  &  St.  Paul  Railroad  Company  et  al.,  to  have  determined  the 
respective  rights  of  those  two  companies  to  the  lands  in  what  are  known  as 
the  over-lapping  district. 

In  this  suit,  Hon.  John  H.  Gear,  Governor,  and  Hon.  J,  K.  Powen,  Reg* 
istor  of  the  State  Land  Office,  were  made  parties  defendant.  The  relief, 
and  theonlyrelief  prayed  as  against  these  officers  was,  viz.:  ^^That  the  certifi- 
cate or  certificates  heretofore  issued  by  the  Governor  of  said  State  of  lows, 
and  Register  of  the  State  Land  Office  of  said  State,  to  the  Sioux  City  &  St 
Paul  Railroad  Company  for  the  lands,  or  any  part  thereof  heretofore  de- 
scribed, may  be  annulled,  vacated,  and  set  aside;  and  that  said  Governor, 
eto.,  may  be  directed  to  issue  a  certificate,  eto.,''  to  the  said  Milwaukee 
Compauy. 

The  question  of  the  title  of  the  State,  or  of  the  United  States,  to  the  lands 
in  question  was  not  involved,  except  collaterally,  as  the  same  arose  in  the 
determination  of  the  rights  of  these  two  contending  companies  between 
themselves.  Nor  could  the  State,  or  the  United  States  have  been  made 
parties  thereto,  so  as  to  bar  them,  or  form  any  rights  they  might  have  to 
such  lands. 

The  Governor  and  Register  of  Lands  answered,  averring  that  they  had  no 
knowledge,  information,  or  belief  sufficient  to  enable  them  to  determine 
which,  if  either  of  said  claimants  were  entitled  to  said  lands. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  acts  of  the  General  Assembly,  declaring  that 
the  Sioux  City  &  St.  Paul  Railroad  Company  had  not  built  ite  road  as  re- 
quired by  the  act  of  Congress,  and  enacting  that  the  State  resume  the 
lands,  was  passed  subsequent  to  the  beginning  of  this  suit. 

In  the  answer  of  the  Sioux  City  &  St.  Paul  Company,  and  in  the  lOtti  pa^ 
agraph  thereof,  it  is  admitted  that  it  had  only  constructed  ite  road  from  the 
Minnesota  line  to  Le  Mars,  and  that  between  Le  Mars  and  Sioux  dty  there 
is  a  gap  of  twenty-four  miles  over  which  it  had  constructed  no  road. 

There  is  no  mention  made  in  said  answer  of  the  State  of  Iowa  asapaityt 
nor  is  there  any  claim  made  by  tliis  defendant  against  the  State,  or  agahist 
the  co-defendants,  the  Governor,  and  Register  of  Lands.  Nor  are  the  Got- 
emor  or  Register  mentioned  in  the  decree. 

I  am  therefore  of  opinion  that  neither  the  Stete  or  the  United  States  is  in 
any  manner  barred  from  asserting  any  claims  either  may  have  to  any  of 
such  lands,  by  reason  of  any  decision,  or  order  or  decree  of  the  courts  in 
said  cause;  nor  does  it  in  any  way  confer  upon  you  an  authority  or  power 
to  transfer  to  said  company  the  lands  which  the  LiCgislature  has  dedaied 
has  not  been  earned.  Having  been  divested  of  this  power  by  the  sots  in 
question,  you  can  only  act  after  the  power  has  been  again  conferred  upon 
you  by  law. 

It  may  be  claimed  that  by  the  act  approved  March  27, 1884,  the  lands  in  the 
overlapping  districto,  to-wit:  in  O'Brien  and  Dickinson  counties,  are  ex- 
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oepted  from  the  provisions  of  said  law.  This  oould  confer  no  power  upon 
yon;  because  the  act  tn  question  is  founded  upon  the  same  legislatiye  declar- 
ation as  the  former  act,  viz. :  That  the  said  company  failed  to  complete  the 
road  as  required  by  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  grant.  This  being  true, 
the  lands  have  aU  reverted  to  the  United  States,  and  the  legislative  exceptions 
of  lands  in  O'Brien  and  Dickinson  counties  can  have  no  effect  to  prevent 
Buch  reversion. 

Becurring  to  the  congressional  grant,  as  it  applies  to  the  McGFregor  A 
Western  Bailroad  Company,  it  will  be  observed  that  is  provided,  ''  That  if 
the  said  McGregor  ft  Western  Bailroad  Ck)mpany,  or  assigns,  shall  fail  to  com- 
plete at  least  twenty  miles  of  its  said  road  during  each  and  every  year,  from 
from  the  date  of  its  acceptance  of  the  grant,  then  the  State  may  resume  said 
giant,  and  so  dispose  of  the  same  as  to  secure  the  completion  of  a  road  on 
said  line,  and  upon  such  terms,  and  within  such  time,  as  the  State  may  de- 
termine." 

By  an  act  of  the  Qenend  Assembly,  approved  February  27, 1868,  the  legis- 
lature declared  that  the  McGregor  &  Western  Company  had  whoJly  failed 
to  buQd  tiie  road  as  required,  and  to  perform  the  conditions  of  the  grant,  and 
enacted  that  the  lands  so  granted  be  resumed  by  the  State. 

This  was  followed  by  an  act,  approved  March  81, 1868,  granting  said  lands 
to  the  McGregor  &  Sioux  City  Bailroad  Company,  upon  certain  terms  and 
oonditions  specified  in  the  act.  Thereafter  the  McGregor  &  Sioux  City 
Bailroad  Company  changed  its  name  to  the  McGregor  &  Missouri  Biver 
Bailroad  Company;  and  in  1876,  by  an  act  approved  March  16th  of  that  year, 
the  General  Assembly  declared  that  the  company  had  failed  to  comply  with 
the  terms  of  the  act  of  February  27, 1868,  and  again  resumed  the  lands  to  the 
State:  The  same  act,  however,  again  granted  the  lands  to  the  same  company, 
upon  other  conditions,  among  which  was  the  condition  that  the  connection 
with  the  Sioux  City  &  St.  Paul  Bailroad  should  be  made  within  one  half  mile 
of  the  town  of  Sheldon,  in  O'Brien  county,  on  or  before  December  1, 1877.  The 
company  failed  to  so  complete  the  road  within  the  time  limited  in  the  last 
named  act. 

In  the  meantime  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Bailway  Company 
had  acquired  so  much  of  the.  McGregor  road  as  had  beesa  completed,  and  by 
an  act  of  the  General  Assembly,  approved  February  27, 1878,  the  State  again 
resumed  the  lands,  and  again  regranted  them  to  the  said  last  named  com- 
pany, upon  other  terms  and  conditions,  among  which  were  that  the  said 
road  should  be  built  to  a  connection  with  the  Sioux  City  and  St.  Paul  road, 
within  one- half  mile  of  the  corporate  limits  of  Sheldon,  in  O'Brien  county, 
on  or  before  the  1st  day  of  January,  1880. 

This  is  all  the  legislation  I  find  in  regard  t^o  the  lands  granted  by  Congress 
to  aid  in  constructing  the  McGregor  &  Western  Bailroad,  now  the  Chicago, 
Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Bailway. 

There  having  been  no  legislation  declaring  said  lands  forfeited  or  declar- 
ing that  the  Milwaukee  ^  St.  Paul  Bailway  Company  have  not  complied 
with  the  terms  of  the  grant  vesting  in  the  State  the  right  to  cause  said  rail- 
HMid  to  be  completed  within  the  five  years  after  the  first  ten  year  limitation, 
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I  am  of  opinion  that  it  still  remains  your  daty  to  inyestigate  the  facts  in  oon- 
nection  with  saoh  compliance :  And  if  yon  And  that  the  said  company  has 
completed  its  road  in  compliance  with  the  terms  of  the  act  of  the  General 
Assembly,  approved  February  27, 1878,  that  then  you  would  be  antborlzed  to 
issue  to  said  company  the  necessary  certificates  to  enable  them  to  obtain 
patents  for  such  portions  of  such  lands  as  by  the  final  decision  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  the  company  ia  found  to  be  entitled  to.

In  issuing  patents  for  these  lands,  the  authority  given  by  statute 
and  by  the  decision  and  decree  of  the  court  is  quoted  and  referred  to. 
A  provision  is  inserted  in  each  patent  reserving  all  rights  of  settlers 
to  any  of  the  lands  described  in  the  same,  from  the  operation  of  the 
patent. 

As  the  form  of  each  patent  is  similar,  I  give  a  copy  of  one  of  them 
complete,  omitting  the  lands  described: 

THE  STATE  OF  IOWA. 

To  aU  to  whom  these  presents  shaU  come,  greeting: 

Whbbbas,  By  act  of  Ck)ngre6s,  approved  May  12, 1864,  a  grant  was  made 
to  the  State  of  Iowa  for  ''  the  purpose  of  aiding  in  the  construction  of  a 
raihx)ad  from  Sioux  City,  in  said  State,  to  the  south  line  of  the  State  of 
Minnesota,  at  such  point  as  the  said  State  of  Iowa  may  select  between  the 
Big  Sioux  and  the  west  fork  of  the  Des  Moines  river:  also  to  said  State  for 
the  use  and  benefit  of  the  McGregor  Western  Bailroad  Company  for  the 
purpose  of  aiding  in  the  construction  of  a  railroad  from  a  point  at  or  near 
the  foot  of  Main  street,  South  McGregor,  in  said  State,  in  a  westerly  direc- 
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tion  by  the  most  practicable  route  on  or  near  the  forty-third  parallel  of 
north  latitude,  until  it  shall  intersect  the  said  road  running  from  Sioux 
City  to  the  Minnesota  State  line,  in  the  county  of  O'Brien,  in  said  State''; 

And,  whereas,  The  grant  thus  made  to  the  said  State  for  the  use  and  benefit 
of  the  McGregor  Western  Railroad  Company  was  resumed  by  act  of  the 
Twelfth  General  Assembly  of  Iowa,  approved  February  27,  1868,  and  was, 
by  act  of  the  same  General  Assembly,  approved  March  81, 186S,  granted  to 
the  McGregor  &  Sioux  City  Railway  Company; 

And,  whereas,  This  grant  was  again  resumed  by  act  of  Seventeenth  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  approved  February  27, 1878,  and  was  by  the  same  act  granted 
to  and  conferred  upon  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Railway  Company 
upon  certain  terms  and  conditions  set  forth  in  the  said  act,  which  terms  and 
conditions  have  been  complied  with  by  the  said  railway  company;  and. 

And,  whereas,  The  lands  hereinafter  described  situated  in  the  county  of 
O'Brien,  Iowa,  lying  partly  within  the  ten-mile  or  granted  limits,  and  partly 
within  the  twenty-mUe  or  indemnity  limits,  common  to  both  of  the  rail- 
roads, for  the  benefit  of  which  the  aforesaid  Congressional  grant  was  made, 
have  heretofore  been  patented  by  the  United  States  to  the  State  of  Iowa 
under  said  railroad  grant  of  May  12, 1864,  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  the 
railroad  from  Sioux  City  to  the  northern  boundary  of  the  State;  but  have 
been  withheld  by  the  State  from  patent  to  the  railroad  company  that  was  by 
act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  made  the  beneficiary  of  the  gia&t 
for  buildhig  said  road; 

And,  whereas.  The  Circuit  Court  of  the  United  States  for  the  District  of 
Iowa,  at  the  May  term,  1886,  in  a  case  entitled, ''  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St. 
Paul  Railway  vs.  Sioux  City  &  St.  Paul  Railroad  Company,  Alexander  H.  Rioe 
and  Ellas  F.  Drake,  Trustees;  John  H.  Gear,  Governor;  and  James  K.  Pow- 
ers, Register  of  the  State  Land  Office  of  the  State  of  Iowa,"  in  accordance 
with  an  opinion  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  given  in  March, 
1886,  and  under  instructions  from  said  court  rendered  a  decree,  in  wiiich  it 
is  held,  among  other  things,  as  follows:  *'  That  said  complainant,  Chicago, 
Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  EUdlway  Company,  has  fully  complied  with  all  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  said  act  of  Congress  granting  said  lands,  so  fur  as 
said  lands  were  given  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  a  railroad  from  the  foot 
of  Main  street.  South  McGregor,  in  the  State  of  Iowa,  in  a  westerly  direction 
by  the  most  practicable  route  on  or  near  the  forty-third  parallel  of  noitii 
latitude,  untU  it  should  intersect  the  road  running  from  Sioux  City  to  the 
Minnesota  State  line,  in  the  county  of  O'Brien,  in  said  State,  and  with  the 
act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Iowa,  approved  February  27, 1878,  con- 
ferring said  grant  upon  the  complainant,  and  has  fully  completed  said  nil- 
road  within  the  time  specified  in  said  act  of  Congress  and  said  act  of  the 
Legislature,  and  thereby  has  become  entitled  to  receive  all  lands  contaioed 
in  said  grant  not  heretofore  granted  by  the  State  of  Iowa  to  other  parties, 
and  is  now  entitled  to  all  said  lands  above  deedribed  as  pertaining  to  said 
grant." 

Also:  *'*'  It  is  further  ordered,  adjudged  and  decreed,  that  the  several  pieces 
and  parcels  of  land  first  above  mentioned  as  Class  No.  1,  are  a  part  and  por- 
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tion  of  said  giant  bo  made  by  said  act  of  Congress,  and  aie  within  the  ovei^ 
lapping  limits  of  said  grant,  that  is,  within  ten  miles  of  the  definitely  located 
line  of  each  of  said  railroads,  and  that  said  companies  are  Jointly  entitled  to 
said  lands,  and  that  said  State  of  Iowa,  or  the  proper  officers  thereof,  should 
of  right  make,  execute  and  deliver  to  the  said  complainant  and  the  said  de- 
fundant,  Sioux  City  &  St.  Paul  Bailroad  Company,  jointly,  patents  for  all  of 
said  lands  in  Class  No.  1  not  heretofore  patented. 

And  it  is  ordered,  adjudged  and  decreed,  and  this  Court,  by  virtue  of  the 
power  therein  vested,  doth  order,  adjudge  and  decree  that  the  complainant, 
the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  A  St.  Paul  Railway  Company,  and  the  defendant, 
the  Sioux  City  &  St.  Paul  Bailroad  Company,  are  each  of  them  the  owner  of 
and  entitled  to,  and  are  hereby  invested  with  the  title  in  fee  to  an  equal 
undivided  one-half  of  all  the  lands  described  in  Class  No.  1,  save  and 
except  the  right  of  way  as  excepted  in  said  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  State  of  Iowa,  approved  February  27, 1878 ;"  Also,  ^'  It  is  further  ordered, 
adjudged  and  decreed  that  the  several  pieces  and  parcels  of  land  mentioned 
and  described  in  Class  No  4,  above  mentioned,  are  a  part  and  portion  of  said 
grant  made  by  said  act  of  Congress,  and  are  within  the  overlapping  limits  of 
said  grant,  and  are  all  situated  within  the  indemnity,  that  is,  within  twenty 
miles  of  the  definitelv  located  line  of  each  of  said  railroads,  and  not  within 
the  ten-mile  limits  of  either,  and  that  companies  are  jointly  entitled  to  said 
lands,  and  tliat  said  State  of  Iowa,  or  the  proper  officers  thereof,  should  of 
right,  make,  execute  and  deliver  to  the  said  complainant  and  the  said  de- 
fendant, Sioux  City  &  St  Paul  Bailroad  Company,  jointly,  patents  for  all 
of  said  lands  in  Class  No.  4,  not  heretofore  patented.  And  it  is  further 
ordered,  adjudged  and  decreed,  and  this  Court,  by  virtue  of  the  power 
therein  vested,  doth  order,  adjudge  and  decree  that  the  complainant  herein, 
the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Bailway  Company,  and  the  defendant, 
the  Sioux  City  &  St.  Paul  Bailroad  Company,  are  Jointly  the  owners  of  and 
entitled  to,  and  are  each  hereby  invested  with  the  title  in  fee  to  all  of  the 
lands  above  described  as  Class  No,  4 ;" 

And,  whereas,  the  lands  included  in  Class  No.  1  and  in  Class  No.  4  as 
aforeeidd,  were  on  the  26th  day  of  October,  1886,  partitioned  between  the  two 
taUroad  companies  aforesaid  by  Commissioners  appointed  under  an  order  of 
Court  dated  May  21, 1886,  which  partition  was,  by  the  Court,  on  the  28th  day 
October,  1886,  at  the  October  term  of  said  Court,  ratified,  approved  and  con- 
firmed.   The  two  companies  assenting  to  said  partition. 

And,  whereas,  he  lands  hereinafter  described,  lying  in  O'Brien  county,  as 
afbresaid,  are  the  lands  in  said  county  which,  in  the  partition  of  the  Com- 
missioners referred  to,  were  set  off  to  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  A  St.  Paul 
Bailway  Company,  the  same  being  included  partly  in  Class  No,  1  and  partly 
in  Class  No.  4  aforesaid,  to-wit :    (Here  follows  a  description  of  the  lands.) 

Now,  therefore,  I,  William  Larrabee,  Grovemor  of  the  State  of  Iowa,  in 
consideration  of  the  premises  and  in  conformity  with  law,  do  hereby  convey 
unto  the  said  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Bailway  Company  and  to  its 
assigns  the  tracts  of  land  heretofore  particularly  described,  to  have  and  to 
bold  the  same  together  with  all  the  rights,  privileges,  immunities  and  appur« 
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tenanoes,  of  whatsoever  nature,  thereunto  helonging,  unto  the  sidd  Cbicago, 
Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Railway  Gompanyand  to  its  assigns  forever ;  BeBery- 
ing,  however,  all  rights  of  the  settlers  upon  these  lands. 

In  testimony  whereof  I  have  caused  these  letters  to  he  made  patent  and 
the  great  seal  of  the  State  of  Iowa  to  be  hereunto  affixed.

Certain  settlers  on  the  disputed  railroad  lands  in  O'Brien  coontj 
made  application  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  to  have  suit  bronght 
with  a  view  of  having  the  title  to  such  lands  declared  to  be  in  the 
United  States.  I  wrote  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  for  the  par- 
pose  of  obtaining  correct  information  as  to  what  had  been  done  in 
the  matter,  and  received  the  following  reply  :

j^r— Replying  to  your  inquiry  by  letter  of  18th  instant,  relative  to  a  hearing 
recently  had  before  this  Department,  in  regard  to  title  to  some  lands  which 
were  patented  to  the  State  of  Iowa  several  years  ago,  under  the  act  of  May 
12, 1864.  I  assume  that  you  refer  to  the  application  of  settlers  on  certain 
lands  in  O'Brien  county,  to  have  suit  brought  by  the  Attomey-Greneral  to 
have  the  title  to  said  lands  declared  in  the  United  States.  With  regard  to 
that,  I  have  to  say  that  an  oral  heaHng  has  been  had,  and  the  matter  1b  still 
pending  and  undetermined.  The  case  awaits  certain  information  which 
has  been  called  for,  and  upon  the  receipt  of  which  action  will  be  bad  as 
promptly  as  may  be  consistent  with  that  deliberation  which  questions  of  so 
grave  importance  demand. 

Briefs  and  arguments  have  been  filled  by  counsel  for  the  settlers  and  the 
railroads  respectively,  and  should  you  desire  them,  I  have  no  doubt  counMl 
would,  on  your  request,  take  pleasure  in  furnishing  you  with  printed  copies.

Sib:— I  enclose  herewith  a  copy  of  the  decision  of  the  Secretaiy  of  the 
Interior  of  July  26th  ult.,  upon  an  application  in  behalf  of  certain  settlers 
in  O'Brien  county,  Iowa,  for  the  institution  of  suit  by  the  United  States  to 
recover  title  to  some  55,297.21  acres  of  land  in  said  county,  which  Had  been 
patented  to  said  State  for  the  Sioux  City  &  St.  Paul  Bailroad  Company,  and 
claimed  by  said  company,  and  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Railway 
Company,  under  the  act  of  Congress  approved  May  12, 1864  (13  Stat.,  72). 

With  reference  to  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Company,  the  Sec- 
retary finds  that  said  company  is  entitled  to  all  the  lands  in  O'Brien  county 
decreed  and  partitioned  to  it  by  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States  (117  U.  S  ,  406),  and  declines  to  request  the  institution  of  suit 
to  recover  title  to  any  of  said  lands. 

With  reference  to  the  Sioux  City  A  St.  Paul  Company,  the  Secretary  de- 
cided that  the  grant  by  act  of  May  12, 1864,  was  a  grant  in  place,  and  that 
while  the  company  constructed  fifty-six  and  one  fourth  miles  of  road,  that  it 
is  entitled  to  lands  for  &ve  full  sections  of  ten  miles  each,  or  fifty  miles  only 
of  road,  and  that  it  is  not  entitled  to  indemnity  for  the  moiety  in  the  com* 
mon  ten  mile  granted  limits  awarded  to  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  A  St.  Paul 
Company  by  the  Supreme  Court,  and  directs  the  adjustment  of  the  grant 
accordingly. 

It  is  found  upon  examination  of  the  grant  that  the  gross  area  of  the  odd- 
numbered  sections  within  the  ten-mile  granted  limits  for  fifty  miles  of  road 
is  814,846.64  acres.  The  area  within  the  common  ten-mUe  granted  limits  is 
69^18  76  acres  and  a  moiety  of  this  84,909.38  deducted  from  the  gross  area 
within  the  granted  limits  leaves  279,487 16  as  the  greatest  possible  amount 
that  could  be  earned  by  the  Sioux  City  &  St.  Paul  Company. 

The  records  show  that  there  have  been  patented  to  the  State  for  the  com- 
pany (less  40  acres  patented  twice),  407,870.21  acres.  Of  this  amount  the 
State  withheld  from  the  company  because  of  its  failure  to  complete  the 
construction  of  its  road,  85,457  40  acres,  leaving  822,412  81  acres  patented 
to  the  company.  Of  this  quantity  the  Supreme  Court  in  the  decision  above 
dted  awarded  to  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Company,  41,687.52 
which,  deducted  from  the  822,412.81  acres,  leaves  280,725  29  acres  actually 
held  by  the  comimny  by  patent  from  the  i^tate.  As  the  greatest  amount 
possible  for  the  company  to  earn  by  the  construction  of  fifty  miles  of  road 
is  279,487.16,  there  is  a  clear  excess  of  788.18  acres  patented  to  the  company. 
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Upon  a  complete  and  final  adjustment  of  the  grant,  which  cannot  be 
made  until  certain  questionB  affecting  the  right  of  indemnity  selection  are 
determined,  a  further  excess  may  be  found,  and  if  so,  the  proper  steps  will 
be  taken  to  recover  it. 

Of  the  85,457.40  acres  patented  to  the  State,  but  withheld  from  the  com- 
pany, 26,017.83  acres  have  been  reconveyed  to  the  United  States  and  ordered 
restored  to  market,  and  87,747.88  acres  have  been  awarded  to  the  Chicago, 
Milwaukee  A  St.  Paul  Company  by  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  (supn) 
leaving  21,692.18  acres  still  withheld  by  the  State. 

As  directed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  you  are  hereby  requested  to 
reconvey  to  the  United  States  this  21,692.18  acres.  The  Secretary  further 
directs  that  in  the  event  of  neglect  or  failure  to  make  the  reconveyance 
within  ninety  days  from  the  receipt  of  this  demand,  that  the  fact  be . 
promptly  reported  to  him  and  the  record  returned,  in  order  that  the  Attor- 
ney-Gtoneral  may  be  requested  to  institute  suit  for  the  recovery  of  the  land. 

Please  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  this  letter.

Sib— In  January  last  an  application  was  filed  in  this  department  in  behalf 
of  certain  settlers  in  O'Brien  county,  Iowa,  asking  that  suit  be  conmienced 
and  prosecuted  in  the  name  of  the  United  States  to  assert  title  to  about 
55,297.21  acres  of  land  in  said  O'Brien  county,  claimed  by  the  Sioux  City  & 
St.  Paul  Railroad  Company,  and  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  A  St.  Paul  Bailway 
Company  respectively,  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  grant  to  the  State  of 
Iowa  by  act  of  Congress  approved  May  12, 1864,  (18  stat.,  72). 

Applicants  aver  that  neither  of  the  companies  mentioned  has  earned  the 
lands  in  question,  nor  any  of  them;  that  they,  the  said  applicants,  are  set- 
tler9  upon  said  lands,  and  that  they  are  seeking  to  acquire  titles  to  the 
same  under  the  settlement  laws  of  the  United  States. 

Section  one  of  said  act  of  1864,  enacts,  ^'  That  there  be  and  is  hereby 
granted  to  the  State  of  Iowa,  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  in  the  construction 
of  a  railroad  from  Sioux  City,  in  said  State,  to  the  south  line  of  the  State  of 
Minnesota,  at  such  point  as  the  said  State  of  Iowa  may  select  between  the 
Big  Sioux  and  the  west  fork  of  the  Des  Moines  river;  also  to  said  State  for 
the  use  and  benefit  of  the  McGregor  Western  Bailroad  Company,  for  the 
purpose  of  aiding  in  the  construction  of  a  railroad  from  a  point  at  or  near 
the  foot  of  Main  street.  South  McGregor,  in  said  State,  in  a  westerly  direc- 
tion by  the  most  practicable  route,  on  or  near  the  forty-third  parallel  of 
north  latitude  until  it  shall  intersect  the  said  road  running  from  Sioux  City 
to  the  Minnesota  State  line  in  the  county  of  O'Brien,  in  said  State,  every 
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alternate  aecUon  of  land  desiRnated  by  odd  numbei8  for  ten  section)  in 
width  on  eacti  aide  of  said  roads;  but  in  case  it  shall  appear  that  the  United 
States  have,  wben  the  lines  or  routes  of  said  roads  are  definitely  located , 
sold  any  section,  or  any  part  thereof  granted  as  aforesaid,  or  that  the  right 
of  pre-emption  or  homestead  settlement  has  attached  to  the  same,  or  that 
the  same  has  been  reserved  by  the  United  States  for  any  purpose  whatever, 
then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  to  cause  to  be 
selected,  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  from  the  public  lands  of  the  United 
States  nearest  to  the  tiers  of  sections  above  specified,  so  much  land  in  alter- 
nate sections,  or  parts  of  sections  designated  by  odd  numbers,  as  shall  be 
equal  to  such  lands  as  the  United  States  have  sold,  reserved  or  otherwise 
appropriated  or  to  which  the  right  of  homestead  settlement  or  pre-emption 
has  attached  as  aforesaid,  which  lands  thus  indicated  by  odd  numbers  and 
sections,  by  the  direption  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  shall  be  held  by 
the  State  of  Iowa  for  the  uses  and  purposes  aforesaid.  Provided,  That  the 
lands  so  selected  shall  in  no  case  be  located  more  than  twenty  miles  from 
the  lines  of  said  roads.  Provided  Jwrther^  That  any  and  ail  lands  heretofore 
reserved  to  the  United  States  by  any  act  of  Congress,  or  in  any  other  man- 
ner by  competent  authority  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  in  any  object  of  in- 
ternal improvement  or  other  purpose  whatever,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 
reserved  and  excepted  from  the  operation  of  this  act,  except  so  far  as  it  may 
be  found  necessary  to  locate  the  routes  of  said  roads  through  such  reserved 
lands,  in  which  case  the  right  of  way  shall  be  granted,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  President  of  the  United  States." 
Section  four  enacts: 

''  That  the  lands  hereby  granted  shall  be  disposed  of  by  said  State,  for  the 
purposes  aforesaid  only,  and  in  manner  following,  namely:     When  the 
Governor  of  said  State  shall  certify  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  that  any 
section  of  ten  consecutive  miles  of  either  of  said  roads  is  completed  in  a 
good,  substantial,  and  workmanlike  manner  as  a  first  class  railroad,  then 
the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  shall  issue  to  the  State,  patents  for  one  hundred 
sections  of  Uvid  for  the  benefit  of  the  road  having  completed  the  ten  consec- 
utive miles  as  aforesaid.    When  the  Governor  of  said  State  shall  certify 
that  another  section  of  ten  consecutive  miles  shall  have  been  completed  as 
aforesaid,  then  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  shall  issue  patents  to  said  State 
in  like  manner,  for  a  like  number;  and  when  certificates  of  the  completion 
of  additional  sections  of  ten  consecutive  miles  of  either  of  said  roads  are 
from  time  to  time,  made  as  aforesaid,  additional  sections  of  lands  shall  be 
patented  as  aforesaid,  until  said  roads,  or  either  of  them,  are  completeid, 
when  the  whole  of  the  lands  hereby  granted  shall  be  patented  to  the  State 
for  the  u        foresaid  and  none  other.    Provided^  That  if  the  said  McGregor 
Western  Railroad  Company,  or  assigns,  shall  fail  to  complete  at  least  twenty 
miles  of  its  said  road  during  each  and  every  year  from  the  date  of  its  ac- 
ceptance of  the  grant  provided  for  in  this  act,  then  the  State  may  resume 
said  grant,  and  so  dispose  of  the  same  as  to  secure  the  completion  of  a  road 
oa  ssid  line,  and  upon  such  terms,  within  such  time  as  the  State  shall  de- 
termine.   Provided,  further^  That  if  the  said  roads  are  not  completed  within 
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ten  years  from  their  several  acceptance  of  this  grant,  the  said  lands  hereby 
granted  and  not  patented  shall  revert  to  the  State  of  Iowa  for  the  purpoee 
of.  securing  the  completion  of  the  said  roads  within  such  time,  not  to  exceed 
five  years,  and  upon  such  terms  as  the  State  shall  determine.  AndprooiM 
further^  That  said  lands  shall  not  in  any  manner  be  disposed  of  or  encum- 
bered, except  as  the  same  are  patented  under  the  provisions  of  this  act: 
And  should  the  State  fail  to  complete  said  roads  within  five  years  after  the 
ten  years  aforesaid,  then  the  said  lands  undisposed  of  as  aforesaid  shall  re- 
vert to  the  United  States." 

The  State  of  Iowa,  by  act  of  its  legislature,  approved  April  8, 1866  (session 
laws,  1866,  chapter  184),  accepted  the  grant  of  1864,  and  conferred  upon  the 
Sioux  City  &  St.  Paul  Railroad  Company,  a  body  corporate  existing  under 
and  by  virtue  of  the  State  of  Iowa,  so  much  of  the  grant  by  Congress  as  re- 
lated to  a  line  of  road  from  Sioux  City  to  the  south  line  of  the  State  of  Min- 
nesota. April  2flO,  1866,  another  act  of  the  legislature  was  approved,  reiter- 
ating the  acceptance  by  the  State  of  the  grant  of  Congress,  and  announcing 
that  any  lands  patented  to  the  State  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Con- 
gress would  be  held  by  it  in  trust  for  the  benefit  of  the  railroad  company 
entitled  thereto,  and  should  be  passed  to  such  company  ''  as  shall  be  o^ 
dered  by  the  legislature."    (Session  laws,  1866,  chapter  144.) 

September  19, 1866,  the  Sioux  City  &  St.  Faul  Railroad  Company  accepted 
the  grant,  and  in  July,  1867,  filed  in  this  department  a  map  showing  the  line 
of  its  road  as  definitely  located  from  Sioux  City  to  a  point  in  Sec.  12,  T.  100 
N.,  B.  41  W.,  on  the  south  line  of  Minnesota.  Said  line  of  road  as  located 
is  eighty-three  miles  and  fifty-two  rods  in  length.  The  map  Xhus  filed  was 
accepted  by  this  department  as  '*  the  basis  for  the  adjustment  of  the  land 
grant."  August  26,  1867,  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  OiBoe 
withdrew  from  market  the  odd  numbered  sections  within  the  ten  and  twen^- 
miles  limits  of  the  line  of  the  road. 

The  Sioux  City  company  began  at  the  Minnesota  State  line  to  constmct 
its  road,  and  buUt  south  toward  Sioux  City. 

July  26, 1872,  the  €k>vemor  of  the  State  of  Iowa  certified,  as  provided  in 
the  fourth  section  of  the  act  of  Congress  making  the  grant,  that  two  sec- 
tions of  ten  miles  each  of  the  road  had  been  constructed  as  required  by 
said  act. 

August  10, 1872,  he  certified  in  like  manner  to  the  completion  of  another 
section  of  ten  miles;  and  on  February  4, 1878,  he  certified  to  the  oomptotton 
of  two  more  sections  of  ten  miles  each,  making  in  all  fifty  miles  of  road 
completed  and  certified  as  required. 

Prior  to  January  1, 1878,  the  company  had  constructed  a  continuous  line 
of  road  from  the  Minnesota  State  line  to  LeMars,  a  distance  of  fifty- six  and 
a  quarter  miles,  and  a  map  of  constructed  road  for  the  distance  named  was 
certified  by  the  €k>vemor,  February  4, 1878,  and  filed  in  this  Department 
July  10, 1873.  Patents  were  issued  to  the  State  for  the  benefit  of  the  Sioux 
City  A  St.  Paul  Railroad  Company  as  follows: 
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October  1, 1872,  foi  list  embracing 191,464.04  acres 

June  17, 1873,  for  list  embracing 205,874.76  acres 

January  25, 1875,  for  list  embracing 10,911.41  acres 

June  4, 1877,  for  list  embracing 160.00  acres 

Total 407,910.21  acres 

Of  this  amount  it  appears  that  forty  acres  were  patented  twice.  The 
quantity  actually  patented  to  the  State  was  therefore  forty  acies  less  than 
the  above  footing  makes  it  appear,  or  407,870.21  acres^  Of  the  land  so  pat- 
ented, it  appears  212,067.66  acies  are  within  the  ten  miles,  or  granted  limits, 
and  105,842.65  were  patented  as  indemnity. 

As  only  five  sections  of  ten  miles  each  of  the  road  had  been  certified  by 
the  GoTcmor  as  completed,  the  maximum  amount  for  which,  under  section 
fonr  of  the  granting  act,  authority  was  given  to  issue  patents  to  the  State, 
was  326,000  acres;  407,910,21  less  320,000  leaves  87,910,21,  patented  inadver- 
tently and  without  authority  of  law. 

March  13, 1874,  the  Iowa  Legislature  passed  an  act  authorizing  the  Gov- 
ernor to  certify  to  the  Sioux  City  Company  all  the  lands  then  held  in  trust 
for  the  benefit  of  said  company   (Laws  of  Iowa,  1874,  Chapter  34). 

The  State  passed  title  to  the  railroad  company  for  all  of  the  407,910.21 
acres,  except  85,467.40  acres,  which  it  withheld,  and  which  have  never  been 
certified  to  the  company,  though  it  still  claims  title  to  them,  or  to  such  of 
them,  as  have  not,  by  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States  (117  U.  S  « 406,)  been  awarded  to  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul 
Bailway  Company. 

The  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Bailway  Company  having  by  legisla- 
tion of  the  State  of  Iowa  become  the  successor  of  the  McGregor  Western 
Ballioad  Company  as  beneficiary  under  the  grant  of  Congress,  made  by  the 
act  of  1864  (the  same  act  under  which  the  Sioux  City  Company  claims), 
completed  its  line  of  road  to  the  point  of  intersection  with  the  line  of  the 
Sioux  City  Company  at  Sheldon,  in  O'Brien  county. 

The  act  of  1864  required  that  the  point  of  intersection  of  the  two  roads 
named  therein  should  be  in  O'Brien  county. 

For  the  sake  of  brevity,  the  Sioux  City  &  St.  Paul  Railroad  (Company  will 
be  referred  to  in  the  further  discussion  of  this  case  as  the  Sioux  City  Com- 
pany, and  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Bailway  (Company  as  the  Mil* 
waukee  Company. 

The  limits  of  the  two  lines  were  thus  made  to  overlap  for  a  considerable 
distance.  The  lands  in  said  overlapping  limits  became  the  subject  of  con- 
txoversy  between  the  Milwaukee  Company,  and  the  Sioux  City  Company, 
the  first  named  claiming  that  there  were  in  the  overlapping  limits  of  the  two 
roads,  189,184.60  acres,  which  had  been  mistakenly  patented  to  the  State  of 
Iowa  for  the  benefit  of  the  Sioux  City  Company,  and  which  should  have 
been  patented  for  the  benefit  of  the  Milwaukee  Company.  That  of  the  said 
180,184  50  acres  thus  wrongfully  and  mistakenly  patented  to  the  State,  112,- 
280.08  acres  had  been  wrongfully  and  mistakenly  certified  by  the  Governor 
of  Iowa  to  the  Sioux  City  Company. 
SO 
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The  Milwaukee  Company,  complainant,  asked  that  this  patent  from  the 
United  States  and  the  conveyance  from  the  State  to  the  Sioux  City  Gompaoy 
to  be  canceled  and  set  aside,  so  far  as  the  same  conveyed  any  title  to  the 
defendant  company,  and  that  it  (the  complainant)  should  recover  the  lands. 
The  case  finally  came  before  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  on 
cross  appeals,  neither  company  being  satisfied  with  the  decree  of  the  Giicait 
Court,  which  had  awarded  to  each  one  undivided  half  of  the  lands  in  dispute. 

The  Supreme  Court,  under  date  of  March  29, 18S6  (117  U.  8.,  406),  after 
stating  that  the  quantity  of  lands  within  the  overlapping  limits  of  the  two 
roads  was,  as  shown  by  the  record,  189,695.21  acres,  decided  that  they  should 
be  awarded  as  follows : 

Lands  within  the  common  granted,  and  common  indemnity  limits,  to  each 
company  an  undivided  half ;  lands  within  the  granted  limits  of  the  Milwau- 
kee road  and  within  the  indemnity  limits  of  the  Sioux  City  road,  all  to  the 
Milwaukee  Company ;  lands  within  the  granted  limits  of  the  Sioux  City 
road  and  within  the  indemnity  limits  of  the  Milwaukee  road,  all  to  the 
Sioux  City  Company. 

The  Circuit  Court  was  instructed  to  render  a  decree  accordingly,  which  it 
subsequently  did.  The  effect  of  the  decree  was  to  dispose  of  the  189,695.21 
acres  by  awarding  to  the  Sioux  City  Company  110,169.94  acres  and  to  the 
Milwaukee  Company  79,436.41  acres. 

In  the  mean  time,  while  the  suit  was  pending  in  the  courts,  the  Iowa  leg- 
islature passed  an  act,  approved  March  16, 1882,  resuming  all  the  lands  and 
rights  conferred  upon  the  Sioux  City  Company  by  the  Act  of  Congress  of 
May  12, 1864,  which  had  not  theretofore  been  earned  by  said  company  (Laws 
of  1882,  Chap.  107). 

March  27, 1884,  another  act  of  the  legislature  was  approved,  which  by  its 
first  section  relinquished  and  conveyed  to  the  United  States  the  lands  re- 
sumed and  intended  to  be  resumed  by  the  act  of  1882  (supra),  and  by  its 
second  section  it  provided  for  the  certification  by  the  Governor  to  the  Seo- 
retary  of  the  Interior  of  all  lands  which  had  been  patented  to  the  State,  but 
which  had  not  by  the  State  been  patented  to  the  Sioux  City  Gomnany ;  but 
nothing  in  said  act  was  to  be  construed  as  applying  to  lands  situated  in  the 
counties  of  Dickinson  and  O'Brien.  Said  act  also  provided  that  the  list  of 
lands  so  certified  by  the  Governor  should  be  presumed  to  be  the  lands  relin- 
quished and  conveyed  by  the  first  section  thereof.  (Iowa  Laws  of  1884, 
Chapter  71). 

January  12, 1887,  the  Governor  of  Iowa  duly  certified  to  this  Department, 
in  accordance  with  the  act  of  the  legislature  above  mentioned,  a  list  of 
lands  which  had  been  patented  to  the  State,  but  which  had  not  by  the  State 
been  transferred  to  the  Sioux  City  Company.  Said  list  embraces  26,017.33 
acres  in  the  counties  of  Plymouth,  Sioux  and  Woodbury,  and  is  now  before 
me  for  consideration  and  action,  but  is  not  involved  in  the  matter  now  being 
considered. 

The  Iowa  legislature,  authorizing  the  certification  as  above,  followed  and 
apparently  was  the  result  of  a  suggestion  made  by  my  predecessor.  Secre- 
tary Teller,  in  a  communication,  addressed  by  him  to  the  Governor  of  Iowa, 
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under  date  of  February  6, 1883.  In  that  letter,  after  reciting  certain  facts 
relative  to  the  granting  act  of  1864,  and  to  the  lands  patented  to  the  State 
thereonder,  he  used  the  following  language : 

"•  If  there  is  no  authority  vested  in  you  or  any  of  the  officers  of  the  State  to 
revest  the  United  States  with  the  legal  title  to  the  unearned  lands,  I  urgtf 
upon  you  the  propriety  of  obtaining  authority  from  the  General  Assembly^ 
as  early  as  possible,  in  order  that  such  lands  may  be  restored  to  the  public 
domain. 

''  Unless  some  early  action  is  taken,  looking  to  that  end,  it  would  become 
the  duty  of  this  Department  to  recommend  a  resort  to  legal  proceedings  for 
the  restoration  of  such  lands  to  the  general  government  " 

As  has  already  been  stated,  the  amount  of  land  patented  by  the  United 
States  to  the  State  for  the  benefit  of  the  Sioux  City  Company  was,  407,910.21 
.  acres,  all  of  which  was  by  the  State  certifled  to  the  Sioux  City  Company,  except 
85,457.40  acres  which  the  State  withheld,  deducting  from  the  last  named 
amount  the  28,017.83  acres  certifled  by  the  Gk)vemor  back  to  the  United 
States,  and  we  have  left  59,440.07  acres  not  certified  or  patented  to  the  Sioux 
City  Company,  the  beneficiary  named  in  the  patent  to  the  State.  Of  the  last 
named  quantity,  37,747.89  acres  were  awarded  to  the  Milwaukee  Company 
under  the  Supreme  Court  decision  {mpra)^  but  are  nevertheless  embraced  in 
this  application  for  suit.  It  here  becomes  necessary  to  inquire  how  many 
acres  of  the  322,452.81  acres  certifled  to  the  Sioux  City  Company  by  the  State 
were,  by  said  Supreme  Court  decision  and  the  decree  of  the  Circuit  Court 
made  pursuant  thereto,  taken  from  said  company  and  given  to  the  Mil- 
waukee Company  by  the  partition  made  under  said  decree.  Within  the  com- 
mon ten  miles  limits  of  the  two  roads  were  50,589.73  acres,  patented  to  the 
State  for  the  Sioux  City  Company. 

Of  this  quantity  there  had  been  patented  to  the  company 29,280.18  acres 

Withheld  by  the  State 21,259.60  acres 

As  the  Milwaukee  Company  was  awarded  one-half  of  each  of 
these  quantities,  it  received  of  lands  patented  to  Sioux  City 
Company 14,640.06  acres 

Of  lands  not  patented  to  Sioux  City  Company 10,629  80  acres 

Total 25,269.86  acres 

Within  the  common  indemnity  limits  of  the  two  roads  were 
42,188.93  acres,  which  had  been  patented  to  the  State  for  the 
Sioux  City  Company.  Of  this  there  had  been  patented  to 
the  company 28,777.27  acres 

Withheld  by  the  State 13,411.66  acres 

As  the  Biilwaukee  Company  was  awarded  one-half  of  each  of 
these  quantities,  it  received  of  lauds  patented  to  Sioux  City 
Company 14,388  63  acres 

Of  lands  not  patented  to  Sioux  City  Company 6,705.83  acres 

Total 21,094.46  acres 
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WitMn  the  ten  miles  limits  of  the  Milwaukee  road,  but  within 
the  indemnity  limits  of  the  Sioux  City  road,  were  83,071 08 
acres,  which  had  been  patented  to  the  State  for  the  Sioux 
City  Company.    Of  this  there  had  been  patented  to  the  com* 
pany 12,658  83  acres 

Withheld  by  the  State. 20,412.25  seres 

These  added  make 88,071.08  acres 

All  of  which  was  awarded  to  the  Milwaukee  Company. 

Within  the  ten  miles  limits  of  the  Sioux  City  road,  but  within 
the  indemnity  limits  of  the  Milwaukee  road,  were  68,796.24 
acres,  which  had  been  patented  to  the  State  for  the  Sioux 
City  Company.  Of  this  there  had  been  patented  to  the  com- 
pany  60,184  75  acres 

Withheld  by  the  State 8,611.49  acres 

These  add ed  make 63,796.24  acres 

All  of  which  was  awarded  to  the  Sioux  City  Company. 

From  the  foregoing  figures  it  appears  that  of  lands  which  had  been  pat- 
ented to  the  Sioux  City  Company  there  were  awarded,  under  the  dedsion  of 
the  Supreme  Court  to  the  Milwaukee  Company : 

Lands  in  granted  limits  of  Sioux  City  road. . .  14,640.06  acres 

Lands  in  indemnity  limits  of  Sioux  City  road 14,888.68 

12,658.88 

27,047.46  acres 

Total 41,687  58  acres 

The  total  award  to  the  Milwaukee  Company,  under  the  Supreme  Ooort 
decision,  was  79,435.41  acres,  41,687.52  acres  of  which,  as  above  shown,  had 
been  patented  to  the  Sioux  City  Company.  Deducting  the  last  named 
amount  from  the  total  award,  we  have  left,  as  the  amount  of  land  patented 
to  the  State  for  the  Sioux  City  Company,  but  not  by  the  State  patented  to 
the  company,  87,747.89  acres.  The  quantity  of  land  which  the  Sioox  City 
Company,  since  the  Supreme  Court  decision  referred  to,  holds  under  patents 
from  the  State,  may  now  be  readily  ascertained. 
There  were  patented  to  the  State  for  the  benefit  of  the  com- 
pany, deducting  40  acres  twice  patented 407,870.21  acres. 

Of  this  the  State  withheld 85,457.40  acres. 

Amount  patented  to  company 822,412.81  acres. 

Of  this  awarded  to  Milwaukee  Company,  as  above  shown. . .  41,687  52  acres. 
Still  held  by  company,  under  patents  from  State 280,725.29  acres. 

The  next  question  suggested  is,  to  what  amount  of  land  is  the  Sioox  City 
Company  entitled  under  the  grant  of  Congress  ?  Is  it  entitled  to  patents 
for  any  portion  of  the  85,457.40  acres  withheld  from  it  by  the  State  ?  As  I 
understand  it,  the  applicants  for  suit  are  asking  the  United  States  to  re-

cover  65,297.21  acres  in  O'Brien  county,  which  amount  constitutes  a  part  of 
the  85,457.40  acres  above  mentioned,  as  withheld  by  the  State. 

It  is  claimed  generally  in  behalf  of  applicants,  that  so  far  as  the  Sioux 
City  Company  is  concerned,  it  has  already  received  more  lands  than  it  has 
earned,  and  that,  if  this  were  not  true,  the  line  of  constructed  road  so  de- 
flects from  the  line  of  definite  location  that  the  company  cannot  lawfully 
assert  a  right  to  patent  for  the  lands  in  question ;  also,  that  the  company 
having  failed  to  complete  its  entire  line  of  road,  has  no  legal  or  equitable 
title  to  these  lands  as  against  the  United  States  or  the  settlers. 

The  company  claims  that  it  has  earned  and  is  entitled  under  the  grant  to 
6,400 aci-es  per  mile  for  the  fifty-six  and  a  quarter  miles  of  road  constructed, 
which  would  be  300,000  acres,  and  that  after  deducting  from  the  lands  pat- 
ented for  its  benefit  the  amount  decreed  by  the  Supreme  Court  to  the  Mil- 
waukee Company,  there  would  remain  a  deficit  of  81,526.20  acres  which  it 
has  earned  but  which  it  cannot  get  out  of  all  the  lands  patented  to  the  State 
for  its  benefit. 

As  to  the  charge  of  deflection  from  the  line  of  location,  the  Department, 
with  the  facts  before  it,  and  in  the  exercise  of  its  discretion,  passed  upon 
the  question  years  ago.  By  accepting  the  road,  adjusting  the  grant  and  is- 
BQing  patents  on  account  thereof,  it  then  determined  that  the  line  of  con- 
structed road  was  substantially  upon  the  line  of  definite  location.  The 
question  could  not  then  be  avoided.  It  belonged  solely  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Interior  to  determine  said  question,  which  was  one  largely  within  the 
discretion  of  the  Secretary  (16  Op.,  457). 

I  find  in  the  case  no  sufficient  reason  for  re-opening  and  further  con- 
sidering that  question.  Ais  to  the  charge  that  the  company  failed  to  com- 
plete the  entire  line  of  road,  and  the  claim  that  it  therefore  has  no  legal  or 
equitable  title  to  these  lands,  there  can,  I  think,  be  no  doubt  that  the  com- 
pany has  earned  and  is  entitled  to  its  grant  for  the  fifty  miles  ot  road  con- 
structed and  certified  in  accordance  with  section  four  of  the  granting  act. 
BaUroadv.  (Jourtwrighl  (21  Wall.,  810);  Van  Wyckv.  KnevcUs  (106  U.  S.,  860, 
368).  It  was  entitled,  under  section  four  of  the  granting  act,  to  patents  for 
every  ten  miles  completed  and  properly  certified  as  soon  as  such  section  of 
ten  miles  was  so  completed  and  certified 

This  brings  me  to  the  question,  how  much  land  has  the  company  earned, 
and  is  it  entitled,  under  the  grant,  to  the  lands  in  question,  or  any  of  them  ? 
The  records  of  the  Gtoeral  Land  Office  show  that  there  are,  within  the  cam- 
mon  granted  limits  of  the  two  roads,  70,845  67  acres,  one  half  of  which,  as 
grant  in  place,  would  go  to  each  company.  That  would  give  to  each  com- 
pany 86,172  88  acres  within  the  common  ten  miles  or  granted  limits. 

It  is  strenuously  urged,  however,  by  both  companies  that  they  are  each 
entitled  to  indemni  y  for  the  lands  thus  lost  by  grant  to  the  other. 

I  am  unable  to  conclude  that  such  was  the  intention  of  Congress  in  mak- 
ing the  grant.  To  say  that  it  was  would  be  to  say  in  eflEect  that  in  so  far  as 
the  ten  iniles  limits  of  the  the  two  grants  overlap,  the  purpose  of  the  grant- 
ing act  was  to  make  what  would  amount  to  a  double  grant.  Bach  company 
got  a  moiety  of  the  lands  in  odd  numbered  sections  within  the  common 
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Sranted  limits.  Now  should  theie  be  allowed  to  each  company  indemnity 
for  the  moiety  lost  by  grant  to  the  other,  a  quantity  of  land  equivalent  to 
all  the  odd  and  even  numbered  sections  in  said  common  granted  limits 
would  be  passed  under  the  granting  act. 

This,  I  think,  could  not  be  Justified  by  any  proper  construction  of  the  act, 
nor  can  I  conceive  it  to  have  been  intended  by  Congress. 

The  grant  was  of  a  moiety  for  each  road  within  the  c<immon  granted  limits 
of  both  roads.  This  accords  with  the  view  expressed  by  the  Supreme  Coort 
in  the  case  of  8t,  Paul  &  Sioux  OUy  B.  B.  Co.  V8.  Winona  <§  St.  Peter  B,  B, 
Co.  (112  U.  8.,  720). 

Either  this  is  true  or  Congress  by  the  same  act  twice  granted  the  same 
lands.  To  say  that  it  did,  or  intended  to  do  this,  would  be  to  say  that  it  acted 
unreasonably  or  without  a  proper  understanding  of  what  it  was  doing.  Now, 
since  indenmity  is  allowed  only  for  lands  granted  and  lost  from  the  gnmt, 
and  since  in  the  common  ten  miles  limits  of  these  two  roads  only  a  moiety 
was  granted,  it  follows  that  neither  company  has  any  legal  claim  for  indem- 
nity on  account  of  the  moiety  granted  to  the  other.  Again  it  is  argued  in 
behalf  of  the  Sioux  City  Company  that  it  has  earned  and  is  entitled  to  its 
grant  for  the  full  fifty-six  and  a  quarter  miles  of  road  constructed,  that  is, 
for  the  six  and  a  quarter  miles  as  well  as  for  the  five  sections  of  ten  miles 
each. 

After  a  careful  consideration  of  the  granting  act,  I  cannot  concede  the 
correctness  of  this  proposition.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  fourth  aection 
of  the  act  (which  section  has  been  quoted  in  full  herein)  it  is  clear  that 
there  is  no  authority  for  patenting  lands  under  this  grant,  except  upon  cer- 
tificate of  the  Governor  of  the  State  to  this  Department,  that  ten  consecu- 
tive miles  of  road  have  been  ^^  completed  in  a  good  substantial  and  work- 
manlike manner."  The  only  exception  to  the  manner  of  disposing  of  the 
lands,  as  above  indicated,  is  that  which  may  apply  when  the  road  is  com- 
pleted. The  statute  would  seem  to  provide  for  the  disposition  of  the  lands 
for  a  fractional  part  of  ten  miles  in  that  case,  for  it  says  that  the  whole  of 
the  lands  granted  shall  then  be  patented. 

This  road  has  not  been  completed,  but  stops  at  LeMars,  about  twenty-six 
miles  short  of  the  point  (Sioux  City)  to  which  under  the  grant  it  should 
have  been  constructed.  The  reasons  given  for  not  complet  Ing  the  road,  ce^ 
tainly  furnish  no  reason  for  disposing  of  the  public  lands  ottierwise  than  in 
conformity  with  the  law. 

The  company  stopped  the  building  of  its  uncompleted  road  with  a  full 
knowledge  of  the  requirements  of  the  granting  act  as  to  the  conditions  on 
which  could  get  the  lands.  It  is  not  therefore  in  position  to  complain  be- 
cause it  can  not  get  lands  for  the  six  and  a  quarter  miles  of  road  in  question, 
and  must  accept  the  legal  consequences  of  its  own  act.  The  company  has 
heretofore  practically  conceded  its  want  of  title  or  valid  claim  to  lands  on 
account  of  the  six  and  a  quarter  miles  of  road,  for  it  has  been  to  Congress 
asking  for  legislation  which  would  give  it  the  lands  for  said  six  and  a  qua^ 
ter  miles,  and  it  opposed  a  bill  which  proposed  to  refer  the  questions  relattfe 
to  the  status  of  said  lands  to  the  courts  for  judicial  determination.   See  re- 
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port  No.  45,  Senate  Committee  on  Public  Lands,  Forty-ninth  Oon^ress,  drat 
session;  copyintheiecord. 

From  the  forefsoing  the  following  conclusions  result  as  to  the  grant  for 
the  benefit  of  the  Sioux  City  Company: 

A  full  grant  to  it  for  the  five  sections  of  ten  miles  each,  or  fifty  mUes  of 
road  in  a  direct  line  would  be  320,000  acres.  Deducting  fjrom  this  the  one- 
half  of  the  land  in  the  common  granted  limits,  granted  tor  the  benefit  of 
tlie  Milwaukee  Company,  viz.:  86,172  83  acres,  and  there  remain  as  enuring 
to  the  Sioux  City  Company  under  the  grant,  at  the  most,  284,827.17  acres. 
It  has  already  been  shown  that  said  company  now  holds  by  patent  under 
the  grant  280,725  29  acres. 

The  most  that  it  can  be  said  to  be  yet  entitled  to  is  284,827.17  acres,  less 
280,725.29  acres,  or  4.101.88  acres,  to  be  gotten  out  of  the  85,457.40  acres  with- 
held by  the  State.  But  of  this  85,457.40  acres  the  State  has  re-conveyed  to 
the  United  States  26,017.83  acres,  and  the  Supreme  Court  has  awarded  to 
the  Milwaukee  Company  37,747.89  acres.  After  deducting  these  quantities 
there  remain  in  the  State  by  patent  from  the  United  States  21,692.18  acres, 
from  v^hich  to  get  the  4,101.88  acres,  which  appear  to  be  still  due  the  com- 
pany as  earned  lands  under  the  grant.  The  dillerenoe  between  these  two 
quantities  is  17,590.30  acres,  which  amount  of  land  the  State  holds  by  patent 
for  the  company,  to  which  the  company  is  not  entitled,  and  for  the  recovery 
of  which,  in  my  judgment,  suit  should  be  brought. 

Thus  much  with  reference  to  the  application  in  so  far  as  it  affects  the 
Sioux  City  Company. 

The  next  Inquiry  is  with  reference  to  the  Milwaukee  Company,  and  its 
claims  and  holdings. 

The  act  of  1864  made  a  grant  to  the  State  of  Iowa  for  the  use  and  benefit 
of  the  McGregor  Western  EUiilroad  Company  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  in 
the  construction  of  a  railroad  from  South  McGregor  in  said  State  in  a  west- 
erly direction,  by  the  most  practicable  route,  in  or  near  the  forty-third  par- 
alel  of  north  latitude,  until  it  should  intersect  the  Sioux  Ciiy  road  in 
O'Brien  county.  Said  grant,  like  that  for  the  Sioux  City  Company,  was  of 
every  alternate  section  of  land  designated  by  odd  numbers  for  ten  sections 
in  width  on  each  side  of  the  road,  with  provision  for  indemnity  for  lands 
lost  as  specified  in  the  act. 

August  26, 1864,  the  McGregor  Western  Railroad  Company  filed  in  the 
General  Land  Office  a  map  showing  the  location  of  its  line  of  road  from 
MeGregor  to  a  point  not  far  from  the  center  of  O'Brien  county.  September 
8, 1864,  this  Department  directed  the  General  Land  Office  to  withdraw  from 
nuirket  the  odd  numbered  sections  within  twenty  miles  of  the  line  as  shown 
by  said  map. 

September  12, 1861,  the  General  Land  Office,  by  letters  to  the  proper  dis- 
trict land  offices,  ordered  said  lands  withdrawn. 

November  18, 1866,  the  Governor  of  Iowa  certified  to  the  completion  of 
forty  miles  (four  sections  of  ten  miles  each)  of  said  road,  extending  from 
McGregor  to  Calmar. 
February  27, 1868,  the  State  of  Iowa,  by  act  of  its  Legislature,  apd  under 
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authority  vested  in  it  by  the  act  of  Cooffress,  resumed  the  grant  to 
McGregor  Western  Railroad  Company  on  account  of  said  company^s  Mm 
to  build  its  road  as  required  (Laws  of  Iowa,  1868,  Chap.  16),  and  by  act  ap- 
proved March  31, 1868,  conferred  the  same  upon  the  McGregor  &  Sioux  Gitf 
Railway  Company  (Laws  of  Iowa,  1868,  Cliap.  68).  Said  act  provided,  by 
the  ninth  section  thereof,  that  the  McGregor  &  Sioux  City  Company  shoolil 
in  the  manner  therein  specified  accept  the  grant  as  made  by  said  act  within 
sixty  days  after  its  passage.  It  also  required  as  a  further  condition  thit 
said  company  should  procure  and  file  with  the  Secretary  of  State  a  full  aod 
effectual  release  and  surrender  of  all  claim,  right  or  interest  of  the  MoGiegor 
Western  Railroad  Company,  its  successors  or  assigns,  in  or  to  any  of  the 
lands  granted  by  the  act  of  May  12, 1864. 

April  28, 1868,  the  McGregor  Western  (Company  assigned  to  the  McGragor 
&  Sioux  City  Company,  and  on  the  same  day  the  latter  company  accepted 
the  grant,  at  the  same  time  protesting  against  certain  restrictions  tbereiiL 
The  release  required  by  the  act  of  the  legislature  was  at  the  same  time  duly 
executed. 

In  the  meantime  the  Sioux  City  &  St.  Paul  Company  had,  in  July,  1867, 
filed  its  map  of  definite  location  of  the  line  north  and  south  from  the  Min- 
nesota State  line  to  Sioux  City,  and  it  became  apparent  that  the  line  of  th« 
McGregor  &  Sioux  City  road  as  it  had  been  located  by  its  predecessor^  the 
McGregor  Western  Company,  would  not  intersect  the  north  and  south  road, 
nor  would  it,  if  extended  westward,  intersect  said  road  in  O'Brien  county, 
as  required  by  the  granting  act  of  1864,  for  the  reason  that  the  north  ud 
south  road  only  crossed  the  county  of  O'Brien  at  its  northwest  corner. 
Accordingly  the  General  Land  Office,  on  May  18, 1868,  addressed  a  letter  to 
the  Governor  of  Iowa,  which,  after  making  reference  to  the  line  of  road  to 
Sec.  19,  T.  95,  N.  U.  40,  W.,  near  the  center  of  O'Brien  county,  requeited. 
in  view  of  the  adjustment  of  the  grant,  that  the  McGregor  Western  Cod- 
pany  be  caused ,  at  an  early  day,  to  file  a  properly  authenticated  map,  showing 
the  true  location  of  its  line  through  Clay  and  O'Brien  counties  to  the  point 
of  intersection  with  the  Sioux  City  &  St.  Paul  Railroad. 

November  18, 1868,  replying  to  a  letter  from  D.  C.  Shepherd,  Chief  En- 
gineer of  the  McGregor  &  Sioux  City  Company,  proposing  delay  until  tbe 
following  spring  of  the  survey  and  location  to  be  made  under  the  require 
ment  above  referred  to,  the  General  Land  Office  insisted  that  the  work  be 
commenced  immediately  in  order  that  the  grant  might  be  adjusted  and  tbe 
limits  of  the  lands  to  be  held  as  double  minimum  fixed. 

In  January,  1869,  the  McGregor  &  Sioux  City  Company  filed  in  the  Gen- 
eral Land  Office  a  map  showing  the  definite  location  of  its  road  tbrongb 
Clay  county. 

February  4, 1869,  the  lands  within  the  twenty  miles  of  the  line  as  shown 
by  said  map  were  ordered  withdrawn 

March  18, 1869,  the  McGregor  &  Sioux  City  Company,  by  its  Presidentt  ap- 
plied to  the  General  Land  Offi  3e  for  permission  to  withdraw  the  maps  there- 
tofore filed  by  said  company  and  its  predecessor,  and  to  relocate  its  road 
westward  from  a  point  near  Algona  in  Kossuth  county. 


If. 
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^  ^  BM  oppliotttion  was  denied  by  the  Gkneral  Land  Office,  and  by  the  Secre- 
tary on  appeal  (May  10, 1860),  for  the  reason  that  after  a  road  has  been  defi- 
nitely located,  the  map  thereof  filed  and  accepted,  and  the  lands  withdrawn, 
no  specific  authority  is  given  for  accepting  another  location. 

September  2, 1809,  a  map  showing  the  definite  location  of  the  McGregor 
&8iooz  City  Boad  from  the  west  line  of  Clay  county  to  the  point  of  inter- 

'-'    lection  with  the  Sioux  City  &  St.  Paul  road  in  sec.  19,  T.  97  N,  B.  42  W., 

-  O'Brien  county,  was  filed  in  the  General  Land  Office,  and  on  March  16, 1870, 
the  lands  within  twenty  miles  of  the  line  as  shown  by  said  map  were  or- 
dered withdrawn. 

In  October,  1869,  the  name  of  the  McGregor  &  Sioux  City  Bailway  Com- 
pany was  changed  to  McGregor  &  Missouri  Biver  Bailway  Company,  said 

'^L     (^mnge  being  duly  certified  by  the  Secretary  of  State. 

^  December  5, 1870,  the  Governor  of  Iowa  certified  to  the  completion  of  the 
road  to  Algona,  a  distance  of  182.2  miles  from  McGregor. 

'^-       March  16, 1876,  the  State  by  act  of  its  legishiture  resumed  the  giant,  the 

McGregor  &  Missouri  Biver  Company  having  failed  to  construct  its  road 

nest  of  Algona,  but  by  the  same  act  again  conferred  the  grant  upon  the 

same  company,  subject  to  certain  conditions. 

Said  company  having  failed  to  accept  the  grant  made  as  above  mentioned , 

5?  the  State  by  act  of  its  legislature,  approved  Pebruary  27,  1878«  again  re- 
Bmned  the  grant  and  conferred  the  same  upon  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  So 

t  St  Paul  Bailway  Company.  This  company  accepted  the  grant  and  com- 
pleted the  road  from  Algona  westward  to  point  of  intersection  with  the 
Sioux  City  road,  at  Sheldon,  in  O'Brien  county.  November  80, 1878,  the 
tiovemor  of  Iowa  certified  to  the  completion  of  the  road  from  Algona  in  a 
westerly  direction  to  the  town  of  Sheldon,  in  the  county  of  O'Brien,  which 
town  is  on  the  line  of  the  Sioux  City  road.  He,  at  the  same  time,  certified 
that  the  railroad  thus  constructed  ''  is  part  of  a  railroad  from  a  point  at 
or  near  the  foot  of  Main  street.  South  McGregor,  in  the  State  of  Iowa,  in  a 
westerly  direction  by  the  most  practicable  route,  on  or  near  the  forty-third 
parallel  of  north  latitude,  to  a  point  of  intersectioa  with  a  road  running 
fiom  Sioux  City  to  the  Minnesota  State  line,  in  the  county  of  O'Brien,  in 
said  State,  as  contemplated  in  said  act  of  Congress,  approved  May  12, 1864." 
Be  farther  certified ''  that  the  whole  of  said  last  mentioned  railroad  is  now 
completed  and  in  running  order." 

The  question  was  then  raised  as  to  whether  the  road  had  been  constructed 
on  the  line  of  definite  location,  and  whether,  if  it  had  not  been  so  cen- 
stmeted,  the  grant  should  be  adjusted  on  the  line  of  definite  location,  or  on 
the  line  of  constructed  road.  The  question  as  then  presented  seems  to  have 
bid  reference  particularly  to  that  portion  of  the  road  in  Clay  and  O'Brien 
comities,  the  line  of  which  was  located  in  1860,  notwithstanding  there  had 
been  what  purported  to  be  a  location  in '1884.  The  question  was  raised  not 
because  of  the  new  location,  but  because  there  appeared  to  be  some  devia- 
tion  of  the  line  of  road  as  constructed  from  the  line  of  definite  location  by 
the  maps  filed  in  1860. 

21 
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The  question  thus  presented  was  by  this  Department  submitted  to  the 
Attorney  General  for  his  opinion.  That  officer,  under  date  of  February  2, 
1880  (16  Op.,  467),  hold  that  in  contemplation  of  the  statute  the  road  was  to 
be  constructed  upon  the  line  of  definite  location,  and  therefore  whatever 
adjustment  of  the  grant  is  made  must  be  made  according  to  the  line  of 
definite  location  of  the  road;  that  whether  the  road  has  been  constructed 
on  the  line  of  definite  location  is  a  matter  for  the  Interior  Department  to 
determine. 

Concurring  in  this  opinion,  my  predecessor.  Secretary  Schurz,  by  his  de- 
cision of  April  0, 1880  (2  G.  L.  L  ,  793),  held  that  in  view  of  all  the  ciicom- 
stances,  the  identity  of  the  road  was  not  destroyed  by  the  deviations  in 
construction  from  the  located  line,  and  that  the  State  was  entitled  to  pat- 
ents for  the  granted  lands.  In  other  words,  his  decision  was  that  the  cod- 
struction  was  in  substantial  compliance  with  the  law,  and  that  the  State 
was  entitled  to  patents  for  the  granted  lands.  The  entire  length  of  road 
from  McGregor  to  Sheldon  is  about  two  hundred  and  sizty-ei|^t  miles. 
Deducting  from  this,  forty-three  miles,  the  length  of  that  portion  of  the 
road  between  McGregor  and  Calmar,  on  account  of  which  there  was  a 
waiver  of  the  benefits  conferred  by  the  grant,  there  remained  two  hundred 
and  twenty-five  miles  of  road  conceded  to  be  land  grant  road,  and  on  ac- 
count' of  which  lands  were  earned  and  the  grant  became  effective,  provided 
it  be  held  that  the  law  was  complied  with  in  the  matter  of  location  and 
construction. 

A  full  grant  for  225  miles  would  be  1,440,000  acres,  but  it  appears  that  not 
nearly  that  amount  of  land  was  found  available— in  fact  that  the  company 
did  not  get  more  than  one  fourth  the  quantity  named. 

There  can,  therefore,  be  no  question  here  relative  to  excess  in  the  case  of 
this  company,  as  there  has  been  shown  to  be  in  the  case  of  the  Sioux  City 
Company. 

So  far  as  the  application  under  consideration  is  concerned,  it  has  special 
reference  to  such  of  the  86,467.40  acres  patented  to  the  State  for  the  benefit 
of  the  Sioux  City  Company,  and  by  the  State  withheld  from  the  company  as 
are  within  the  conflicting  limits  of  the  two  grants  in  O'Brien  county,  and 
which  have,  under  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  (117  U.  8.,  406),  been 
awarded  to  the  Milwaukee  Company.  It  embraces  none  of  the  26,01788, 
which  are  also  a  part  of  the  said  85,467.40  acres,  and  which  have  been  by  the 
Governor  reconveyed  to  the  United  States. 

The  claim  of  counsel  for  the  applicants  is  that  suit  should  be  brought  in 
the  name  of  the  United  States  to  recover  the  legal  title  to  the  lands  in  said 
conflicting  limits  in  O'Brien  county  held  or  claimed  by  the  Milwaukee  Oom- 
pany,  because— 

I .    Its  line  of  constructed  road  deflects  from  b6th  lines  of  1864  and  1809. 

2  It  unlawfuUy  abandoned  the  line  of  1864,  and  without  authority  made 
a  new  location  in  1869,  on  which  it  could  not  earn  any  lands. 

3.  It  failed  and  refused  to  make  its  entire  line  as  required  by  law,  on  the 
location  of  1864,  thence  to  Sheldon. 

4.  It  has  forfeited  whatever  right  it  may  have  had  to  the  lands  in  contro- 
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yersy,  by  the  failure  to  constract  and  maintain  as  a  land  grant  road  that 
portion  of  the  line  from  McGregor  to  Galmar. 

The  foregoing  cover  substantially  the  reasons  assigned  by  counsel  for 
applicants  why  a  judicial  forfeiture  should  be  declared. 

As  to  the  first  proposition,  viz.,  that  the  lands  should  be  forfeited  because 
of  deflection  from  the  line  of  location,  it  seems  sufficient  to  say  that,  as 
has  been  indicated,  the  whole  matter,  with  reference  to  deflection,  was 
before  this  Department  and  was  passed  upon  by  my  predecessor,  Secretary 
Scburz,  in  April,  18S0  (2.  0.  L.  L  ,  793).  He  took  the  opinion  of  the  Attorney 
General  (16  Op.,  457),  who  slid  that  slight  deviations,  *'  if  made  for  the  pur- 
pose of  avoiding  engineering  obstacles  which  could  not  otherwise  be  avoided 
without  exaggerated  expense,  or  to  remedy  defects  in  the  original  location 
—that  such  deflections  would  not  destroy  the  identity  of  the  road  con- 
structed with  the  road  of  definite  location;"  also  that "  the  question  as  to 
whether  the  road  constructed  is  or  is  not  the  road  as  definitely  located,  is  a 
question  for  the  Interior  Department  to  determine— and  one  which  must 
largely  be  within  the  discretion  of  the  Secretary." 

Concurring  in  this  view,  the  Secretary  decided  (2  G.  L.  L.,  798.)  that  the 
road  had  been  constructed  substantially  on  the  line  of  definite  location. 
All  the  fiaota  now  here  were  then  before  the  Secretary,  and,  as  his  decision 
indicates,  were  by  him  fully  understood  and  considered.  There  is  no  evi- 
dence of  fraud  or  mistake. 

I  must  therefore  regard  the  question  as  res  judicata  and  must  decline  to 
reopen  the  same. 

The  second  charge  is,  that  the  company  unlawfully  abandoned  the  line  of 
1S64,  and  without  authority  made  a  new  location  in  1869,  on  which  it  could 
not  earn  any  lands.  This  charge  is  made  because,  notwithstanding  a  map 
was  filed  in  1864  showing  the  line  to  a  point  near  the  center  of  O'Brien 
county,  a  new  and  dlflterent  location  was  made  in  1869  westward  from  the 
east  line  of  Clay  county,  upon  which  it  is  claimed  by  the  company  the  road 
was  built.  The  claim  of  applicants  for  suit  is  that  there  was  no  authority 
for  this  new  location;  that  consequently  the  road  built  thereon  was  not 
constructed  in  accordance  with  the  law,  and  no  lands  were  earned  on 
aeoount  of  said  construction. 

I  do  not  think,  under  the  circumstances,  that  this  objection  is  well 
founded.  At  the  date  of  the  location  in  1861,  the  line  of  the  Sioux  Oity 
road,  with  which  this  road  was  to  make  intersection  in  O'Brien  county,  had 
not  been  located.  Hence,  it  was  then  impossible  to  fix  absolutely  and  defi- 
nitely the  line  of  the  Milwaukee  road  through  said  counties  to  the  point  of 
laoction,  so  as  to  conform  to  the  act  of  Congress. 

Tlie  line  of  1861,  in  said  counties,  must  therefore  be  regarded  as  a  prelim- 
inary one,  open  and  indefinite  until  the  line  of  the  Sioux  City  road  should 
be  established  with  which  it  was,  under  the  requirements  of  the  statute,  to 
mike  a  junction  in  O'Bden  county.  This  seems  to  have  been  the  view  of 
the  Land  Department  when  the  location  of  1869  was  made,  for  it  authorized, 
if  it  did  not  direct,  that  location. 

Under  date  of  May  13, 186S,  Commissioner  Wilson,  in  a  letter  to  the  Gov* 
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emor  of  Iowa,  said  that,  ''in  view  of  adjusting  the  grants  respeetively,  it  is 
desirable  to  have  the  true  point  of  intersection  in  O'iirien  county  in  accord- 
ance with  the  statute."  In  the  same  letter  he  requested  that  at  an  early 
day  a  map,  properly  authenticated,  showing  the  true  location  of  the  line 
through  Clay  and  O'Brien  counties,  to  the  point  of  intersection  with  the 
Bioux  City  road,  be  filed. 

'  In  October,  1868,  the  Commissioner  addressed  a  letter  to  D.  C.  Shephaid, 
Civil  Engineer,  in  charge  of  the  relocation,  calling  his  attention  to  the  re- 
quirement of  the  act  of  1864,  relative  to  intersection  with  the  Sioux  City 
road  in  O'Brien  county,  and  furnishing  him  a  diagram  of  the  located  line  to 
the  east  line  of  Clay  county.  On  November  8, 1868,  in  reply  to  a  request 
from  Mr.  Shephard,  for  further  instructions,  and  to  a  suggestion  that  the 
further  survey  of  the  line  be  delayed  till  the  following  spring,  the  Commis- 
sioner again  wrote  him,  calling  attention  to  the  requirements  of  the  grant- 
ing act  as  to  the  point  of  intersection,  and  declining  to  consent  to  a  delay 
of  the  survey  until  spring.  When  the  controversy  between  the  two  ndl- 
roads  was  before  the  courts,  the  exact  point  here  presented  was  in  issae^ 
and  Judge  Love  held  that  the  location  of  1869  was  in  accordance  with  the 
law.  When  the  case  came  before  the  Supreme  Court,  the  decision  below 
was  modified,  in  some  particulars,  but  as  to  this  point  it  was  left  undis- 
turbed. 

As  the  line  of  the  Sioux  City  road  only  crossed  the  northwest  comer  of 
O'Brien  county,  and  then  ran  in  a  southerly  direction  through  the  adjoin- 
ing county  on  the  west,  the  location  of  1869  was  clearly  a  necessity  In 
order  to  make  the  junction  of  the  two  roads  in  O'Brien  county,  as  required 
by  the  statute,  and  I  can  see  no  good  reason  for  the  conclusion  that  it  was 
not  made  in  accordance  with  law.  The  third  objection  is  that  the  company 
failed  and  refused  to  make  its  entire  line  as  required  by  law  on  the  location 
of  1864,  thence  to  siheldon.  This  objection  has  been  practically  disposed  of 
in  the  consideration  of  the  preceding  propositions,  and  need  not  here  be 
further  discussed,  except  to  say  that  had  the  company  at  any  time  after 
1864,  made  a  location  from  the  terminus  of  the  line  of  1864,  to  the  point  of 
junction  at  Sheldon,  the  argument  as  presented  by  counsel  would  have  been 
just  as  applicable  as  it  is  to  the  present  condition  of  afEairs,  and  would  have 
amounted  to  an  objection  to  any  claim  of  title  to  the  lands  by  the  com- 
pany. Such  location  could  not  have  been  made  in  1864,  for  the  reason  that 
it  was  not  then  known,  nor  could  it  be  that  Sheldon  would  be  a  point  of 
junction. 

The  last  proposition  to  be  considered  is,  that  the  company  has  forfeited 
whatever  right  it  may  have  had  to  the  lands  in  controversy  by  the  f^nreto 
construct  and  maintain  as  a  land  grant  road  that  portion  of  the  line  between 
McGregor  and  Caimar.  It  has  already  been  stated  that  the  State  of  Iowa, 
by  act  of  its  legislature,  approved  March  81, 1868,  required  that  the  Mc- 
Gregor Western  Company,  for  itself  and  its  successors  and  assigns,  should 
release  and  waive  all  claim  to  any  lands  on  account  of  the  road  then  con- 
structed, which  was  the  road  from  McGregor  to  Caimar,  a  distance  of  about 
forty-three  miles.    The  claim  is,  that  because  of  this  waiver,  that  portion 
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of  the  Biilwaukee  road  becween  McGregor  and  Oalmar  is  not  a  land  grant 
road;  that  therefore  a  land  grant  road  has  not  been  constracted  and  main- 
tained from  McGregor  to  a  point  of  intersection  with  the  Biouz  City  road 
in  O'Brien  county,  as  required  by  the  granting  act,  and  consequently  the 
company  is  not  entitled  to  the  lands  in  question. 

The  proposition  that  this  section  of  forty-three  miles  of  road  is  not  land 
grant  road  finds  support  in  an  opinion  of  the  Attorney-General,  rendered  in 
1371,  to  that  effect  (18  Op.,  445,}  the  question  having  been  referred  to  that 
officer  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  on  the  refusal  of  the  Milwaukee  Company 
to  make  an  abatement  for  the  transportation  oyer  the  section  of  road  men- 
tioned of  certain  quartermaster's  stores.  I  am  not  without  doubt  as  to  the 
correctness  of  said  holding  by  the  Attorney-General,  but  in  no  view  of  the 
question  raised  do  I  see  that  it  affects  the  lands  in  dispute  in  O'Brien 
county.  Those  lands  are  claimed  by  the  company  on  account  of  a  portion 
of  its  road  which  it  is  not  denied  was  constructed  and  is  maintained  as  a 
land  grant  road  with  strict  observance  of  the  obligations  relative  to  trans- 
portation. Haying  determined  that  the  portion  of  the  road  in  O'Brien 
county  was  constracted  in  compliance  with  the  law,  I  must  conclude,  leav- 
ing out  of  view  the  forty- three  miles  of  road  between  McGregor  and  Gal- 
mar,  that  the  lands  in  questioa,  in  so  far  as  they  aie  now  claimed  by  the 
Milwaukee  Company,  have  been  earned  by  it.  They  have  been  awarded  to 
it  under  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  (117  U.  S.,  406),  and  most  of 
them  have,  under  the  decree  of  the  court,  been  patented  to  the  company 
by  the  State. 

If,  as  was  thought  by  the  Attorney-General,  the  forty-three  miles  at  the 
east  end  of  the  line  is  not  land  grant  road,  the  fact  remains  that  the  remain- 
'  ing  two  hundred  and  twenty-five  miles  of  the  road  was  constructed  and  is 
maintained  as  a  land  grant  road,  and  it  is  on  account  of  the  last  mentioned 
portion  of  the  road  that  these  lands  are  claimed.  The  case  would  then  be 
that  the  company  had  failed  to  complete  and  operate  as  land  grant  road  the 
eotire  line  of  road  from  McGregor  to  Sheldon,  the  point  of  junction  with 
the  Sioux  City  road. 

in  other  words,  it  had  <mly  built  as  land  grant  road  two  hundred  and 
twenty-five  miles  on  a  total  line  of  two  hundred  and  sixty-eight  miles.  In 
this  view  it  is  in  the  same  position  as  the  Sioux  City  company,  which  built 
itB  road  only  to  Le  Mars,  whereas  the  full  line  of  grant  was  to  Sioux  City. 
It  has  already  been  held  herein  that,  under  the  Supreme  Court  decision  in 
Baihvadvs.  Oownwrighl(2l  Wall.,  310),  and  Van  Wyckvs.  Xn€vak(106  U.  S.,860), 
said  company  has  earned  and  is  entitled  to  its  grant  for  the  road  constructed 
tnd  certified  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  granting  act.  For  the 
same  reasons  the  grant  must  be  regarded  as  earned  along  that  portion  of 
the  Milwaukee  road,  constructed,  certified  and  operated  as  a  land  grant 
road.  The  company  is  therefore  entitled  to  the  lands  in  question  claimed  by 
it  and  awarded  to  It  under  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  (supra).  It  may 
be  here  remarked  that  counsel  claims  that  the  patents  issued  by  the  State  to 
the  Milwaukee  Company  were  without  authority,  and  are  void,  because  they 
had  been  patented  to  the  State  for  the  Sioux  City  Company,  and  not  for  the 
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Milwaukee  company.  On  this  it  is  sufficient  to  say  that  the  condnnon  of 
the  Supreme  Court  was  that  the  patents  to  the  State  named  the  wrong  ben- 
eficiary as  to  those  lands,  and  the  court  corrected  that  error  by  declaring  the 
Milwaukee  Company  the  beneficiary  and  entitled  to  the  lands  in  question, 
which  the  State  held  by  patent  for  the  Sioux  City  Company.  The  mandate 
of  the  highest  court  in  the  country,  followed  by  a  decree  of  the  Circuit  Court 
made  pursuant  thereto,  I  take  it,  furnished  to  the  Governor  ample  author* 
ity  for  passing  the  evidence  of  title. 

Finding,  for  the  reasons  herein  given,  that  the  Milwaukee  Company  has 
earned  and  is  entitled  to  all  the  lands  in  O'Brien  county,  which  have  been 
decreed  and  partitioned  to  it  under  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Conit 
(supra),  I  must  decline  to  request  the  institution  of  suit  for  the  recovery  of 
title  to  any  of  said  lands. 

With  reference  to  the  Sioux  City  Company  and  its  claims  and  rights,  I 
have,  for  the  reasons  assigned  in  the  first  part  of  this  paper,  concluded  to 
request  that  suit  be  instituted,  in  the  name  of  the  United  States,  with  a 
view  to  having  declared  in  the  United  States  the  titl^  tb  17,660.80  acres  of 
land  m  odd  numbered  sections  in  O'Brien  county,  Iowa,  claimed  by  the 
Sioux  City  company,  under  the  grant  of  1804. 

You  will  please  complete  the  adjustment  of  the  grant  in  accordance  with 
the  views  herein  expressed,  and  make  denuind  in  compliance  with  the  re- 
quirements of  section  two  of  the  act  of  March  8, 1887  (24  Stat,  566),  upon 
the  St.  Paul  &  Sioux  City  Baihroad  Company,  and  upon  the  State  of  lowa^ 
for  the  relinquishment  and  reconveyance  to  the  United  States  of  the 
17,590.80  acres,  above  referred  to,  or  such  quantity  as  the  completed  adjostr 
ment,  in  accordance  with  the  principles  herein  enunciated,  may  show  to  be 
wrongly  held  by  the  State  under  patents  from  the  United  States. 

If  relinquishment  and  reconveyance  be  made,  you  will  return  the  case  to 
this  Department,  with  your  report  thereon,  for  further  acti<m;  if  there  be 
neglect  or  fUlnre  to  so  reconvey  within  ninety  days  after  demand  as  afore- 
said, you  will  promptly  report  the  fact  to  this  Department  and  return  the 
record,  in  order  that  the  Attomey-Creneral  may  be  requested  to  institute 
suit  for  the  recovery  of  the  lands  in  question. 

I  transmit  herewith  the  application  for  suit,  filed  in  behalf  of  setUen  upon 
the  lands  in  question,  together  with  briefs  filed  by  counsel  for  the  respeetite 
railroad  companies,  and  by  counsel  for  the  Western  Land  Company,  as- 
signee of  the  Milwaukee  Bailway  Company;  ahK>  other  papers  and  records 
applicable  to  the  case.

The  Twentieth  General  Asflembly,  by  act  approved  April  2,  1864, 
reliDquished  and  oonveyed  to  the  United  States  26,017.33  acres  of 
lands  that  had  been  patented  to  the  State  of  Iowa  under  act  of  Con- 
gress of  May  12,  1864,  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  a  railroad  from 
Sioux  City  to  the  southern  boundary  of  Minnesota,  and  which  lands 
had  been  withheld  from  the  Sioux  City  A  St.  Paul  Railroad  Com- 
pany because  of  the  non-completion  of  the  railroad,  and  the  Governor 
was  authorized  and  directed  by  said  act  to  certify  the  said  lands  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  but  he  was  prevented  by  an  injunction 
of  the  court  from  making  such  certificate.  In  the  latter  part  of  the 
year  1886  the  Gk)vemor  received  official  notice  that  the  injunction 
had  been  dissolved,  and  soon  thereafter  he  executed  and  transmitted 
the  required  certificate,  which  as  per  record  of  the  same  in  this  office 
is  as  follows:

Whbbbas,  By  an  act  of  Congress,  approved  May  12th,  A.  D.  1864,  enti- 
tled *' An  act  for  a  grant  of  lands  to  the  State  of  Iowa  in  alternate  sections, 
to  aid  in  the  construction  of  a  railroad  in  said  State,"  certain  lands  were 
granted  to  the  State  of  Iowa  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  in  the  construction 
of  a  railroad  from  Sioux  City  in  said  State  to  the  south  line  of  Minnesota, 
St  such  point  as  the  State  might  select,  between  the  Big  Sioux  and  the  west 
fork  of  the  Des  Moines  riv(  r,  which  grant  was  made  to  and  accepted  by  the 
State  of  Iowa,  upon  the  conditions,  restrictions  and  qualifications  therein 
named;  and 

Whbbsas,  By  acts  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Iowa,  ap- 
proved April  8d,  A.  D.  1866,  and  April  20th,  A.  D.  1866,  the  lands,  rights. 
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powers,  duties  and  trusts  conferred  upon  the  State  of  Iowa  by  said  act  of 
Congress,  were  duly  accepted  on  the  part  of  the  State  of  Iowa ;  and, 

Whbbbas,  By  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Iowa,  ap- 
proved April  8d,  A.  D.  1866,  so  much  of  the  lands,  interests,  rights,  powers 
and  privileges  as  were  or  might  be  conferred  in  pursuance  of  said  act  of  Con- 
gress to  aid  in  the  construction  of  the  aforesaid  road,  were  disposed  of, 
granted  and  conferred  upon  the  Sioux  City  &  St.  Paul  Bailroad  Company; 

and, 

Whereas,  Said  railroad  company  duly  accepted  said  grant,  but  failed  to 
complete  said  railroad  as  required  by  the  terms  and  conditions  of  said  grant; 
and, 

Whereas,  By  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Iowa,  ap- 
proved March  16th,  A.  D.  1882,  all  lands  and  all  rights  to  lands  granted  or 
intended  to  be  granted  to  the  Sioux  City  &  St.  Paul  Bailroad  Company  \if 
said  acts  of  Congress  and  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Iowa, 
which  had  not  been  earned  by  said  railroad  company  by  a  compliance  with 
the  conditions  of  said  grant,  were  absolutely  and  entirely  resumed  by  the 
St  ate  of  Iowa,  and  vested  in  said  State  as  absolutely  as  though  the  same  had 
never  been  granted  to  said  railroad  company ;  and, 

Wherbab,  It  is  desirable  that 'all  lands  and  rights  to  lands  resumed  by 
the  State  of  Iowa  as  aforesaid,  should  be  conveyed  to  and  vested  in  the 
United  States,  to  the  end  that  such  lands  shall  be  made  subject  to  the  use  of 
actual  settlers,  as  provided  by  the  acts  of  Congress  relating  thereto ;  now, 
therefore. 

Be  U  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  AsaembUy  of  the  State  of  Iowa : 

Section  1.  That  all  lands  and  all  rights  to  lands  resumed  and  intended 
to  be  resumed  by  chapter  one  hundred  and  seven  (107),  of  the  acts  of  the 
Nineteenth  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Iowa  are  hereby  relinquished 
and  conveyed  to  the  United  States. 

Sec.  2.  The  Governor  of  the  State  of  Iowa  is  hereby  aathorized  and 
directed  to  certify  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  all  lands  which  have  here- 
tofore been  patented  to  the  State  to  aid  in  the  oonatmction  of  said  railroad, 
and  which  have  not  been  patented  by  the  State  to  the  Sioux  City  &  St  Paul 
Bailroad  Company ;  and  the  list  of  land  so  certified  by  the  Governor  shaU  be 
presumed  to  be  the  lands  relinquished  and  conveyed  by  section  one  of  this 
act ;  provided^  that  nothing  in  this  section  contained  shall  be  construed  to 
apply  to  lands  situated  in  the  counties  of  Dickinson  and  O'Brien. 

Sec.  8  This  act  being  deemed  of  immediate  importance,  shall  takeeffect 
and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  publication  in  the  Iowa  State  Register,  a 
newspaper  published  at  Das  Moines,  Iowa,  and  the  Sioux  City  Journal,  a 
newspaper  published  at  Sioux  City,  Iowa. 

Approved  March  27th,  1884. 

And,  Whbbbas,  Soon  after  the  passage  of  said  act  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly the  G  )vernor  was  restrained  by  an  injunction  of  the  Court  from  making 
the  certificate  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  as  provided  by  said  act;  and

As  required  by  the  said  act  of  Congress,  these  lands  were  certified 
directly  to  the  railroad  companies  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior, 
and  not  to  the  State  in  trust,  as  were  the  lands  under  the  act  of  May 
15, 1856.  The  figures  here  given  were  obtained  from  certified  copies 
furnished  the  State  by  the  Commissioner  of  the  Ganeral  jLsnd  Offioe 
of  the  original  list  certified  to  the  railroad  companies. 
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The  8  hf  of  se  qr  of  seotion  6,  township  88,  range  9  w,  deeded  to 
the  State  by  Gerahom  H.  Hill,  for  the  Hospital  for  the  Insane  at  In- 
dependenoe,  was  originally  looated,  as  it  appears,  by  Silas  Sawyer, 
July  2,  1853,  with  two  military  bounty  land  warrants.  It  farther 
appears  that  these  locations  had  been  oanceled  about  August  28, 1860, 
by  the  Department  at  Washington,  because,  as  was  alleged,  the  war- 
rants with  which  the  location  was  made  had  been  issued  upon  false 
and  fraudulent  papers. 

This  cancellation  was  unknown  to  the  grantees  of  Saw}er  or  those 
claiming  title  under  him,  as  there  was  nothing  upon  the  county  record- 
er's records  relative  thereto.  On  March  2,  188*7,  one  Thomas  J.  Fel- 
ling was  permitted  by  the  local  government  land  office  in  Des  Moinea 
to  enter  said  tract  as  a  homestead.  When  Gershom  H.  Hill  received 
notice  of  the  cancellation  of  Sawyer's  entry  (which  was  not  until 
after  the  date  of  Felling's  entry),  he  applied  to  make  cash  substita* 
tion  in  name  of  Silas  Sawyer,  but  his  application  was  denied  by  the 
Register  and  Receiver  of  the  local  office  in  Des  Moines,  because  of 
the  entry  by  Felling  as  aforesaid,  etc.  Mr.  Hill  appealed  to  the  Com- 
missioner  of  the  General  Land  Office  at  Washington,  who  reversed 
the  holding  of  the  local  office  and  directed  the  Register  and  Becei?er 
to  allow  Gershom  H.  Hill  to  make  cash  substitution  in  name  of  Silas 
Sawyer  for  said  land,  and  to  notify  Felling  that  his  homestead  entry 
is  illegal,  and  that  the  same  is  held  for  cancellation,  giving  him  the 
usual  time  for  appeaL  Thomas  J.  Felling  has  appealed  from  the 
Commissioner's  decision  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior. 
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cT".  JB.  Duff  Property, 

The  State  aoquired  title  by  deed  from  J.  B.  Duff  to  lots  1,  S  vA 
8,  blook  7,  W.  A.  Soott's  addition  or  sub-diyision  to  the  city  of  Dee 
Moines,  and  sold  the  same  to  Jackson  Wisehart,  giving  a  deed  dated 
November  1, 1875,  and  taking  a  mortgage  to  secnre  an  unpaid  bal- 
ance of  the  purchase  money.  The  mortgage  was  foreclosed,  and  the 
State  bid  in  the  property.  Snbseqaently,  said  Wisehart^  under  am 
agreement  with  the  Executive  Council,  paid  the  State  for  said  prop- 
erty and  received  another  deed  dated  November  28, 1885,  conveying 
to  him  all  of  the  State's  right,  title  and  interest  in  and  to  said  prop- 
erty. 

SUBVEYS. 

The  Oommissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office  has  recently  fur- 
nished this  office,  for  the  use  of  the  State  of  Iowa,  with  a  complete 
set  of  photo-lithographic  plats  of  all  the  congressional  townships 
in  the  State,  which  were  made  from  plats  of  the  United  States  sur- 
veys in  his  office.  These  plats  I  intend,  as  early  as  practicable,  to 
have  mounted  with  cloth,  properly  arranged,  and  bound  in  volumes 
of  convenient  size  for  reference;  there  will  then  be  a  less  necessity 
for  handling  the  original  plats  of  government  surveys  in  the  office, 
which  necessarily  will  become  worn  by  much  use»  and  which  it  is 
desirable  to  preserve  intact  as  long  as  possible. 

I  have  also  recently  received  from  said  Commissioner  the  plats  and 
field  notes  of  a  survey  made  under  his  instructions,  on  the  Missouri 
river,  in  townships  82,  ranges  45  and  46,  Monona  county,  in  the 
months  of  February  and  March,  1886.  This  is  denominated  on  the 
plats  of  such  survey  a  *' cutoff."  The  land  surveyed  amounts  to 
1,141.08  acres,  636.56  acres  being  in  township  82,  range  45,  and  504.47 
acres  being  in  township  82,  range  46.  The  major  portion  of  this 
land,  at  the  date  of  the  original  government  surveys,  was  in  Ne- 
braska, but  now,  as  it  is  all  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Missouri  riveri 
the  area  of  the  State  of  Iowa  appears  to  have  been  increased.

Sib — ^I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  report  for  the  biennial  period 
ending  Jane  30, 1887,  with  accompanying  papers. 

OBGANIZATION. 

The  force  is  continaoasly  kept  at  forty-eight  oompanies,  the  limit 
permitted  by  law,  bat  their  strength  is  kept  down  to  near  the  mini- 
mam  number,  about  forty  enlisted  men  to  each  company. 

Since  my  last  report  companies  have  been  disbanded  at  Osceola 
snd  Stuart,  and  their  places  supplied  by  companies  at  Sioux  City  and 
Council  Bluffs,  thus  giving  the  western  part  of  the  State  the  repre- 
sentation that  section  so  earnestly  demanded  and  to  which  it  was 
Jostly  entitled.  The  southeastern  part  of  the  State  was  also  given  a 
company  at  Fort  Madison,  which  took  the  vacancy  made  at  Columbus 
Janction.  The  young  men  of  the  new  companies,  as  well  as  the  re- 
cruits in  the  old  companies,  are  of  the  very  best  class,  and  so  rigid 
are  the  requirements  for  membership  that  disreputable  applicants  are 
promptly  excluded. 

ENCAMPMENTS. 

The  encampment  of  1885  was  by  regiments,  that  of  1886  by  bri- 
gades. There  is  some  diversity  of  opinion  as  to  which  of  the  two 
methods  is  preferable.  The  expense  is  nearly  the  same,  with  a  slight 
difference  in  favor  of  regimental  camps.  The  varying  conditions  of 
the  guard  are  such  that  sometimes  the  regimental  mps  are  most 
sacceMful  and  at  other  times  the  brigade  camps  seeLi  best.    The  offi- 
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oen  and  men  show  the  same  desire  to  learn  in  all  oamps,  and  but  for 
the  large  number  of  new  men  ooming  in  each  year,  and  the  loss  of 
old  ones,  by  removal  or  expiration  of  term,  there  would  be  no  qnes- 
tion  but  that  the  brigade  camp  would  be  attended  with  the  .best  re- 
sults. 

There  is  a  growing  sentiment  that  the  time  of  the  oamps  should  be 
lengthened.  The  argument  in  favor  of  this  is,  that  after  a  camp  ie 
prepared  and  the  men  once  tlj^ere  the  only  additional  expense  is  the 
per  diem  and  subsistence,  the  latter  a  small  item,  usually  about  twenty- 
nine  cents  per  day.  As  to  the  per  diem,  I  believe  the  men  woald 
gladly  accept  the  present  five  day  allowance  as  full  compensation  for 
a  longer  time.  I  therefore  think  the  law  should  be  changed  so  thst 
encampments  could  be  ordered  from  ^ye  to  eight  days,  instead  of 
from  three  to  five  days,  as  now;  then  a  trial  might  be  had  of  a  rix^ 
seven  or  eight  day  camp,  and  if  it  was  not  deemed  an  advantage  there 
could  be  a  return  to  the  present  custom  of  five  days,  the  fall  limit 
now  permitted,  without  having  to  go  to  the  legislature  for  a  change 
in  the  law.  I  would  not  just  now  advise  any  change  in  the  per  diem, 
but  would  make  the  present  limit  of  $7.50  compensation  for  the  fall 
time  of  camp  regardless  of  its  length.  When  the  guard,  by  its  im- 
provement, demonstrates  the  wisdom  of  the  proposed  change  it  will 
be  time  enough  to  increase  the  per  diem.  There  are  but  two  argu- 
ments against  longer  encampments,  the  larger  demand  on  the  time  of 
the  men,  and  the  disposition  to  center  the  years  work  in  the  oampsi 
to  the  neglect  of  the  work  in  the  drill  rooms.  There  is  already  s 
disposition  to  slight  the  armory  and  encumber  the  camp  with  work^ 
which  does  not  properly  belong  to  it,  but  when  we  can  have  better 
armories — ^a  subject  I  will  mention  further  on — ^this  can  be  remedied. 

UNIFOBMS. 

Thus  far  the  guard  has  purchased  its  own  uniforms,  the  only  com- 
pensating feature  from  the  State  being  the  four  dollar  allowanoe. 
This  law  was  enacted  as  a  sort  of  partnership  between  the  State  snd 
the  militia,  both  parties  to  the  compact  being  financially  interested, 
when  it  seemed  clothing  could  be  obtained  in  no  other  way.  I  think 
the  time  has  come  when  the  State  should  furnish  a  good  serviceable 
fatigue  uniform  and  a  plain  army  regulation  overcoat  for  every  mem- 
ber of  the  guard,  and  I  earnestly  urge  a  special  appropriation  for  this 
purpose.  By  the  prevailing  method  it  is  difficult  to  secure  the  regu- 
lation uniform.    The  members  of  the  companies  having  to  pay  for 
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their  olotheB  natarally  wish  to  oonBult  their  own  taste  in  their  seleo- 
tion.  The  guard  of  the  State  is  coming  rapidly  to  a  sahstantial 
basis;  priding  itself  more  on  a  full  army  equipment,  the  ability  to 
subsist  itself,  and  in  all  its  training  to  follow  United  States  army 
metbods,  rather  than  to  take  on  the  showy  holiday  appearance  once 
so  prevalent.  Many  companies  have  bought  showy  uniforms  for  use 
on  dress  occasions  and  social  events,  and  while  this  is  eminently  ap- 
propriate all  feel  that  for  State  duty  and  the  practical  soldierly  work 
to  which  all  militia  training  is  drifting,  a  rigid  adherence  to  a  regu- 
lation uniform  is  most  becoming. 

OBDNANOB   AND  BQinPMBNTS. 

The  arms  and  equipments  of  the  State  are  good.  It  is  true,  we 
have  guns  of  two  calibres,  but  when  I  remember  the  old  muzzle-load- 
ers, with  which  the  late  war  was  in  the  main  fought,  I  am  inclined  to 
regard  any  calibre  of  a  good  breech  loading  Springfield  rifle  with  con- 
siderable favor.  With  our  increased  allowance  from  the  general  gov- 
ernment we  will  be  able  to  keep  our  equipment  up  to  the  proper 
standard. 

ABMOBY   BBNT. 

The  present  allowance  of  $50.00  per  year  is  manifestly  so  small  that 
there  should  be  no  division  of  opinion  as  to  the  propriety  of  increas- 
ing it.  Some  companies  in  the  State  pay  $400.00  a  year  for  their 
armories,  and  are  compelled  to  lease  their  rooms  to  such  tenants  as 
they  can  get  in  order  to  raise  the  money.  If  we  can  have  better  drill 
rooms,  company  commanders  can  secure  better  attendance  at  drills. 
The  allowance  should  be  increased  to  $125.00  per  annum.  Bands 
have  never  been  given  an  allowance  corresponding  to  armory  rent. 
They  are  justly  entitled  to  it,  as  they  are  equally  as  faithful  in  the 
performance  of  their  duties  as  the  companies.  I  recommend  that 
each  band  be  allowed  $75.00  per  annum  for  rent  of  band  room. 

TABGBT  PBACnCB. 

The  guard  having  passed  the  primary  stages  should  now  have  some 
systematic  training  in  target  practice.  Many  companies  have  given 
this  subject  much  attention,  and  our  marksmen  have  brought  credit  to 
Iowa  when  in  competition  with  the  best  shots  in  the  country,  includ- 
ing the  highest  grade  of  marksmen  from  the  United  States  army.    I 
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am  aware  that  rifle  praotioe,  oarried  to  the  extent  it  has  been  in  the 
United  States  Army  and  in  some  of  the  States,  has  worked  bad  results. 
Bat  to  the  end  that  we  may  have  a  system  that  will  give  every  mem- 
ber of  a  company  some  training  in  this  very  essential  branch  of  mili- 
tary instrnction,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  a  department  of  rifle  prao- 
tioe should  be  established  and  thorough  work  on  the  range  required 

INSPXOTIOKS. 

The  custoni  of  having  but  one  inspection  each  year,  should  be 
changed.  In  addition  there  should  be  a  most  rigid  annual  inspection 
of  every  company,  in  its  armory.  This  latter  inspection  should  cover 
every  point  touching  the  company's  efKciency,  and  should  be  fol- 
lowed by  a  report  setting  forth  in  plain  terms  a  most  accurate  account 
of  everything  of  importance  that  may  have  come  to  the  Inspector's 
knowledge.  Such  an  inspection  and  such  a  report  would,  correct 
many  of  the  defects  that  are  now  permitted  to  exist  so  long  thst 
when  they  are  discovered  there  is  no  remedy  for  them. 

TIME   OF  MAKIKQ  BXPOBT8. 

I  desire  again  to  call  attention  to  the  advisability  of  changing  the 
time  of  making  the  report  of  this  ofKce  back  to  the  former  date,  Oo- 
tober  81st.  The  present  date  of  June  30th  prevents  any  mention  of 
the  camps  of  the  year  in  which  the  report  is  published,  and  makes 
much  of  the  matter  so  old  before  its  publication  that  all  intereat  in  it 
is  lost. 

THS  ABSBNAL. 

The  reassignment  of  rooms  in  the  new  capitol,  made  by  the  Twen- 
tieth Gkneral  Assembly,  by  which  this  department  was  excluded  from 
the  building,  was  hardly  in  line  with  the  generous  consideration  the 
State  has  hitherto  shown  for  the  reputation  made  by  Iowa  in  the  war* 
Most  States  that  have  built  new  capitols  since  the  war  have  celebrated 
their  completion  by  depositing  therein  the  old  battle  flags,  and  the 
war  records  which,  year  by  year,  have  increased  so  much  in  value. 
Some  plans  have  been  made  for  gathering  a  collection  of  war  relics 
as  soon  as  the  permanent  home  of  the  flags  and  records  is  definite^ 
determined.  Very  many  soldiers  of  the  State  have  relics,  hitherto  kept 
for  their  own  satisfaction,  that  they  would  now  not  only  be  willing,  bat 
glad  to  deposit  with  the  State.  The  present  owners  look  forward  to 
the  time  when  they  cannot  longer  give  personal  attention  to  these 
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mementos,  and  would  prefer  to  entrost  their  keeping  and  the 
preserration  of  their  histories  to  the  authorities  that  oare  for  the  rec- 
ords and  the  old  flags.  The  arsenal  is  visited  daring  the  year  by 
thooBanda  of  people,  and  every  article  having  even  a  remote  connec- 
tion with  the  war,  attracts  careful  attention.  If  sufficient  room  can- 
not now  be  obtained  in  the  new  building,  and  the  department  is  to 
remain  in  its  present  quarters,  an  appropriation  should  be  made  for 
some  changes  and  repairs  to  keep  the  building  and  grounds  in  proper 
condition. 

AOTIVB    8BBVI0B. 

Although  some  of  the  guard  have,  durin^*  the  biennial  period,  been 
warned  to  hold  themselves  in  readiness  foi*  duty,  the  only  active  ser 
vioe  performed  was  by  companies  **A"  and  "B  '  of  the  Third  regi 
ment.  The  occasion  was,  in  the  city  of  Des  Moines,  on  the  call  of 
the  sheriff  of  Polk  county,  March  9th  and  10th,  1885.  A  mob  sought 
to  release  a  prisoner  from  the  county  jail,  and  had  carried  their  inten- 
tions so  far  as  to  slightly  wound,  with  pistol  shots,  two  of  the  sheriff's 
depnties.  Oapt.  H.  W.  Parker,  with  Company  **  A,"  cleared  the  court 
boose  yard  and  kept  it  clear  until  the  excitement  subsided  and  the 
sheriff  and  deputies  were  able  to  protect  the  jail  and  court  house. 
In  this  connection  I  desire  to  suggest  that  some  more  prompt  method 
of  paying  members  of  the  guard  for  active  service  be  adopted. 

LIST  OF  BX-SOLDISBS,  SAILOBS  AND  MABIKSS. 

The  list  of  ex-soldiers,  sailors  and  marines  living  in  Iowa,  as  pro- 
vided by  the  Twentieth  and  Twenty-first  Qeneral  Assemblies,  has 
been  published  and  issued.  To  give  some  idea  of  the  difficulties 
enoonntered  in  its  preparation,  I  quote  from  the  introduction  to  the 
book  as  follows:  ^*It  was  unfortunate  for  the  accuracy  of  this  book 
that  the  law  assigned  the  duty  of  collecting  the  material  for  it  to  the 
assessors.  These  officers  were  already  overburdened  with  the  labor 
of  gathering  data  for  the  census  and  in  many  cases  were  not  able  to 
perform  the  unusual  amount  of  work  required  of  them  during  that 
year.  Had  the  law  provided  that  posts  of  the  grand  army  of  the 
republic  should  make  details  to  collect  the  information,  they  would 
have  selected  men  especially  adapted  to  the  work,  who,  by  giving  it 
their  exclusive  attention,  could  have  done  it  more  accurately. 

'The  lists  as  first  received  reported  men  in  regiments  that  never 
I,  and  in  companies  represented  by  every  letter  of  the  alphabet. 
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In  oorreoting  errors,  asBesflora  and  auditors  have  kindly  given  me 
their  aid  and  have  labored  earnestly  that  the  State  might  finally  pre- 
sent to  its  resident  soldiers  a  list  of  their  comrades  as  nearly  oorreot 
as  it  was  possible  to  make  it  Very  many  newspapers  have  published 
lists  famished  by  their  county  auditors,  thus  doing  much  toward 
correcting  errors.  To  the  end  that  greater  accuracy  might  be  assured, 
nearly  7,000  inquiries  have  been  sent  directly  to  soldiers,  every  ob- 
tainable list  made  by  any  State  has  been  consulted,  and  much  corres- 
pondence had  with  the  departmeots  at  Washington,  and  the  Ad]a« 
tants-Oeneral  of  other  States.  The  firm  faith  of  every  man  in  the 
legibility  of  his  own  handwriting  has  caused  much  trouble.  The 
fact  that  a  person  writing  a  name  with  which  he  is  himself  familiar 
cannot  understand  why  it  is  not  perfectly  clear  to  any  one  else,  was 
another  trouble.  A  third  source  of  difficulty  was  the  reluctance  with 
which  soldiers  answered  inquiries,  very  many  regarding  their. military 
record  as  a  thing  no  one  had  a  right  to  inquire  into.  Not  a  few 
thought  the  inquiries  were  prompted  by  some  secret  agency  of  the 
pension  department. 

<'0f  the  books  that  will  be  sent  to  the  grand  army  posts,  in  one 
copy,  blank  leaves  will  be  found  for  the  insertion  of  any  new  names 
or  changing  any  not  correctly  reported." 

The  expense  of  an  annual  or  biennial  list  of  changes  among  sol- 
diers would  not  be  large  and  its  publication  would  be  of  great  ser- 
vice. If  the  information  necessary  for  such  a  list  could  be  gathered 
under  the  direction  of  the  posts  of  the  grand  army  of  the  republic, 
absolute  accuracy  would  be  assured.  They  have  knowledge  of  the 
deaths  occurring  among  ex-soldiers  as  well  as  of  the  changes  by  im- 
migration and  removal. 

Our  State  was  first  to  publish  a  list  of  its  resident  soldiers,  but 
other  States  seeing  the  usefulness  of  such  a  list  are  following  Iowa's 
example. 

CONCLUSION. 

The  present  annual  appropriation  for  the  support  of  the  militia  is 
sufficient  to  carry  into  effect  the  suggestions  made  in  this  report,  pro- 
vided a  special  appropriation  is  made  for  clothing. 

Permit  me,  in  conclusion,  to  acknowledge  the  generous  support 
you  have  accorded  me  in  all  my  efforts  to  improve  the  guard,  and  in 
behalf  of  its  members  to  recognize  the  kindly  interest  shown  by  your 
attendance  at  each  of  their  encampmentp.

I  am  pleased  to  infonn  the  oommand  that  a  long  cherished  desiie  of 
this  office  has  been  gratifled,  in  that  the  State  is  now  able  to  issue  to  each 
company  forty  United  States  regulation  blanket  bags,  forty  canteens,  and 
forty  blankets. 

I.  In  consequence  of  the  above  named  issue  the  use  of  the  old  form  of 
bond  will  be  discontinued  and  the  one  designated  as  Form  No.  27  will  be 
substituted  therefor. 

II.  Blanks  for  compliance  with  the  above  have  been  forwarded,  and  as 
fast  as  new  bonds  are  received  issues  of  the  equipments  named  wiU  be  made. 

III.  The  United  States  has  never  before  lepaired  the  aims  of  a  State, 
-and  while  the  loss  of  the  use  of  them  is  felt,  yet  we  can  well  aflbrd  it  when 
we  consider  our  unusual  good  fortune  in  securing  what  will  be  practically 
new  arms. 

ly .  For  every  one  hundred  of  the  old  arms  we  are  able  to  get  back  bat 
about  eifithty-live,  therefore  our  supply  will  be  limited,  and  in  no  case  can 
more  than  forty  guns  be  issued  to  a  company.  Any  company  that  makes 
good  use  of  forty  guns  need  not  fear  for  its  reputation. 

y .  The  practice  of  some  company  conunanders  in  permitting  their  mes 
to  take  arms  and  equipments  from  the  armory  has  resulted  in  loss  to  the 
State  and  must  be  discontinued.  If  from  any  cause  the  armory,  or  drill 
hall,  is  deemed  an  insecure  place  for  the  State  property,  it  may  be  remoyed 
together  to  some  place  of  safety,  but  must  not  be  distributed  about  the  town 
and  county.

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II.  The  ttimxiiil  innpeotioii,  and  muster  for  pay  and  dothing  aUowance, 
will  be  made  on  the  last  day  of  each  encampment.  That  regimental  oom- 
manders  may  lay  out  their  camp  work  to  the  best  advantage,  they  will  cor- 
respond direct  with  Oeni  A.  W.  Tallman,  lospectoi^General,  at  Osage,  and 
definitely  arrange  the  honrs  for  inspections  and  such  other  matters  ocmnected 
therewith  as  will  conduce  to  their  being  made  in  the  best  interests  of  the 
aervioe.  The  necessary  rolls  will  be  forwarded,  so  that  officers  may  prepare 
them  before  leaving  home.  Pay  on  clothing  allowance  will  be  for  the  num- 
ber of  serviceable  uniforms  in  a  company;  pftwided,  that  in  no  case  shall  the 
aDowanoe  for  uniforms  be  for  a  number  greater  than  the  number  of  arms  in 
possession  of  a  company. 

ni.  Company  commanders  will  take  no  enlisted  men  to  camp  who  are 
without  uniforms  or  arms,  or  who  cannot  remain.  Transportation  home,, 
piior  to  close  of  camp,  will  be  issued  only  to  cover  leave  of  absence  granted 
upon  surgeon's  certificate  of  disability,  or  by  reason  of  serious  illness  or 
death  in  the  officer's  or  soldier's  family. 

ly.  The  marking  or  in  any  way  injuring  tents  is  strictly  prohibited.  The 
money  value  of  any  property  injured  or  destroyed  will  be  charged  against 
the  soldier  disobeying  this  order,  and  deducted  from  his  pay. 

Y.  No  substitutes  will  be  taken  to  caqnp,  and  enlistments  will  cease 
fifteen  days  before  encampment,  except  in  companies  organized  in  188&  In 
this  connection  spedal  attention  is  called  to  the  requirement  that  to  com- 
plete an  enlistment  a  duplicate  of  the  enlistment  paper  must  be  filed  in  this- 
office. 

YI.  A  supply  of  tents  and  bed  sacks  will  be  provided,  and  the  Colonel  of 
each  regiment,  with  his  Quartermaster,  will,  not  later  than  the  Saturday 
morning  previous  to  camp,  be  on  the  ground  and  take  personal  charge  of  the^ 
preparations.  Except  in  cases  where  the  ground  is  such  that  the  tents  will 
keep  it  sufficiently  dry  in  case  of  rain,  every  tent  will  be  floored. 

YII.  Complete  blank  forms  will  be  furnished,  and  regimental  command- 
en  must  insist  that  they  be  used  for  the  purposes  for  which  they  are  intended. 
Special  attention  is  enjoined  with  regard  to  the  use  of  morning  reports,  and 
ration  returns.  While  it  is  intended  to  issue  rations  in  abundance,  the  com- 
misiary  must  not  be  regarded  as  a  place  where  supplies  are  indiscriminately 
dealt  out  to  all  comers,  at  all  hours,  and  in  quantities  limited  only  by  the 
desire  of  the  applicant.  The  commissary  and  quartermaster  departments 
last  year  showed  a  vast  improvement  over  former  years,  but  there  is  yet  very 
much  to  learn,  and  the  attention  of  regimental  conmianders  is  specially 
ealled  to  this  very  essential  feature  of  their  camps. 

Vin.    fiegimental  commanders  will  arrange  for  a  school  for  officers  and' 
a  sfsfaool  for  non-commissioned  officers,  both  of  which  shaU  meet  each  day. 
In  addition  to  tactical  instruction  at  Chese  schools,  suffident  thne  shall  be- 
q^t  in  learning  how  to  make  out  crdnano$  reiwmB^  itjiorte,  and  other  mili- 
laiy  papers. 
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IX.  Within  thirty  days  after  encampment,  legimental  oommandera  will 
forward,  for  publication  in  biennial  report  of  this  oiBoe,  a  detailed  report, 
setting  forth  each  day's  proceedings,  and  such  a  record  of  the  part  taken  by 
each  company  as  to  give  it  and  its  officers  their  full  measure  of  credit. 

X.  In  liea  of,  or  in  addition  to,  the  penalties  prescribed  in  section  44, 
Military  Code,  the  pay,  in  whole  or  in  part,  of  any  soldier  may  be  stopped. 

XI.  The  time  of  starting  to  camps  and  returning  from  them  will  be  giyen 
in  a  subsequent  order. 

XII.  The  success  attending  regimental  encampments  last  year  induced 
regimental  commanders  to  prefer  them  again  this  year.  It  is  hoped  that 
such  thorough  instruction  in  guard  duty,  discipline,  military  courtesy  and 
soldierly  bearing  may  be  acquired  that  in  future  encampments  may  be  by 
brigade,  and  that  the  command  may  there  put  into  successful  practice  the 
good  lessons  learned  in  regimental  camps.

ly .  Criticisms  of  elections  have  been  received  that  had  the  irregularities 
xsharged  changed  the  results,  would  have  required  an  investigation.  That 
the  elections  for  the  above  named  officers  may  be  in  striei  accordance  with  the 
law  the  following  extract  from  the  military  code  is  published.  '^  All  elec- 
tions of  field  and  general  officers  shall  be  ordered  by  the  commander-in-chief. 
The  order  for  such  election  shall  be  sent  to  the  commanding  officer  of  the 
company  in  which  said  election  is  ordered,  who  shall  in  turn  issue  his  special 
order  for  such  election,  giving  at  least  six  days'  notice  thereof,  posting  said 
order  in  three  public  places  accessible  to  the  members  of  his  command,  and 
where  practicable  the  same  shall  be  published  in  one  or  more  newspapers  in 
the  county  where  eaid  company  is  located.  All  voting  shall  be  by  ballot, 
and  no  voting  by  proxy  shall  be  legal,  and  a  majority  of  all  votes  cast  shaU 
be  necessary  to  elect-  The  senior  officer  present  at  such  election  shall  pre- 
side. The  returns  of  election,  properly  attested,  shall  be  made  promptly 
within  five  days  from  the  date  of  election,  to  the  commanding  officer  of  the 
regiment,  who  shall  promptly  forward  the  results  of  said  election  to  the 
brigade  commander,  who  shall  report  the  same  to  the  Adjutant-General  of 
the  State,  by  whose  approval  the  commander-in-chief  will  issue  commissions 
accordingly."

SiR— I  have  the  honor  to  state  that,  in  compliance  with  telegraphic  in- 
structions received  August  19, 1886,  and  Special  Orders^  No.  188,  Headqaar- 
ters  of  the  Army,  Washington,  D.  C,  August  19,  1885,  I  visited  the  en- 
campments of  the  Iowa  National  Guard.  I  respectfully  submit  the  follow- 
ing as  my  observations  while  on  duty  at  the  different  camps: 

The  First  Re^^ment  held  its  encampment  from  August  10th.  Of  this  reg- 
iment I  can  make  no  report,  inasmuch  as  I  did  not  visit  its  camps  either  in 
an  official  capacity  or  as  an  invited  guest. 

Of  the  Second  Regiment's  encampment  I  can  say  but  little.  This  regi- 
ment went  into  camp  on  the  same  date  as  did  the  First.  Having  been  re- 
quested by  the  Adjutant-General  of  the  State  to  visit  this  camp  with  him, 
and  while  thereto  act  as  one  of  three  judges  for  a  competitive  drill  by  ttie 
companies  of  the  regiment,  I  arrived  at  its  place  of  encampment,  Center- 
ville,  August  18th,  and  immediately  proceeded  to  camp.  I  found  the  regi- 
ment very  comfortably  situated  in  an  admirably  selected  camp  ground.  My 
duties  as  a  judge  for  the  drill  requiring  all  the  time  from  9  a.  m.  till  6  p.  k., 
prevented  my  making  the  necessary  observations  for  a  full,  concise  report 
upon  this  regiment.  In  the  competitive  drill  seven  companies  appeared. 
While  four  of  these  merit  mention  for  their  general  military  appearance, 
execution  of  the  manual  of  arms,  and  evolutions  in  the  schools  of  the  com- 
pany and  platoon,  too  much  praise  cannot  be  given  Company  C.  of  Mosca* 
tine,  for  its  almost  perfection  in  the  manual  of  arms,  company  and  platoon 
movements,  and  fine  soldierly  bearing  generally.  This  company  is  most  for- 
tunate in  having  for  its  captain  so  thorough  a  soldier  in  every  sense  of  the 
word  as  is  Captain  Fred.  Welker.  In  the  evening  I  witnessed  a  dress  parade 
by  this  regiment.  The  ceremony  was  not  very  well  performed.  Most  of 
these  companies  formed  on  the  line  well  and  did  their  parts  creditably  all 
through  the  formation,  but  too  many  mistakes  were  made  by  most  of  the 
officers. 

I  left  the  Second  Regiment  after  parade,  and  am,  therefore,  unable  to  give 
a  detailed  account  of  its  daily  routine  work  while  in  camp.    I  saw  enoogb 
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Of  the  regiment,  however,  to  convinee  me  of  its  being  one  of  the  best  in  the 
State,  both  as  to  military  standing  as  Well  as  in  discipline. 

Upon  receipt  of  telegraphic  instructions  from  the  War  Department,  I  im- 
mediately  reported  to  Governor  Sherman  and  Adjutant-Gtonend  Alexander, 
by  both  of  whom  I  was  very  courteously  received.  The  Third  Regiment 
being  at  the  time  in  camp  at  Newton,  I  repaired  to  that  place  without  delay, 
arrived  at  '^Gamp  Wentz,"  as  it  was  called,  at  about  noon  of  August  20th, 
and  reported  my  arrival  to  the  commanding  officer  of  the  regiment,  Ck)lonel 
J.  B.  Wilson,  who  received  me  in  a  most  kindly  manner.  I  found  the  com- 
mand camped  in  the  fair  grounds.  While  this  made  excellent  camping 
ground  for  pleasant  weather,  it  would  hardly  have  proven  so  desirable  in 
case  of  rain,  the  ground  being  made  too  flat  for  natural  drainage  purposes. 
The  camp  was  laid  out  after  prescribed  forms,  and  with  the  above  exception 
answered  all  requirements.  The  command  was  sheltered  in  tents  hired  by 
the  State,  the  regulation  wall-tent,  in  almost  ail  particulars,  prevailing.  The 
mesa-tents  were  merely  ''  flies ''  of  the  wall-tent.  Sinks  were  pits  dug,  fur- 
nished with  board  seats  with  board  iociosure,  and  disinfected  daily;  sinks 
for  officers  and  men  separate.  The  tents  of  the  entire  command  were 
floored  with  lumber,  also  hired  by  the  State.  Bed-sacks  filled  with  fresh 
straw  were  furnished  by  the  State,  and  every  man  was  supplied  with  one 
blanket,  the  property  of  the  State,  but  kept  at  company  armories  when  not 
in  camp.  Four  men  were  assigned  to  a  tent.  The  grounds  were  well  policed 
and  the  tents  kept  in  good  order.  The  drill  ground  for  a  regiment  was 
ample  and  good.  There  was  no  target  range;  whether  or  not  any  suitable 
ground  existed  in  the  neighborhood  for  the  purpose  I  am  unable  to  say,  from 
lack  of  time  and  opportunity  to  make  necessary  investigation. 

A  prize  drill  for  companies  of  this  regiment  came  off  on  the  afternoon  of 
August  aoth,  four  of  the  eight  companies  participating.  The  programme 
consisted  of  the  manual  and  company  and  platoon  movements.  Company 
A,  of  Des  Moines,  commanded  by  Captain  Bartlett,  won  first  place  and  prize 
of  $86  by  some  most  excellent  work,  both  In  the  manual  as  well  as  In  the 
company  and  platoon  movements.  The  firings  of  this  company  were  par- 
ticularly good,  and  showed  much  intelligent  hard  work  on  the  part  of  the 
company.  The  remaining  three  companies  taking  part  In  the  drill  did  but 
fairly,  all  evincing  a  lack  of  proper  attention  to  drill  while  at  their  re- 
spective stations.  A  dress  parade  occurred  In  the  evening  after  the  prize 
drill,  which  was  creditably  done,  although  marred  by  several  members  of 
the  band  seating  themselves  on  the  ground  during  the  manual  of  arms. 
This  should  have  been  corrected.  The  band^s  part  In  all  ceremonies  Is 
equally  as  important  as  that  of  the  companies',  and  there  was  no  excuse  for 
this  unmllltary  proceeding. 

On  the  morning  of  the  2l3t  a  review  was  given  the  Governor,  which  was 
creditable  until  the  passage  In  review.  At  this  point  the  companies  wheeled 
to  the  right,  and,  without  being  halted  by  their  captains,  proceeded  to 
march  in  review.  This  blunder  was  manifestly  the  fault  of  the  colonel, 
who  gave  improper  conmiands  for  wheeling  into  colunm  of  companies.  The 
general  appearance  of  the  command  was  good,  the  men  being  young  and 
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active  in  appearance,  attentive  in  ranks,  and  well  behaved  in  camp.  The 
regiment  was  armed  with  the  Springfield  rifle— one  company  with  caliber 
.46  and  seven  with  caliber  .60,  old  pattern,  all  breech-loaders;  they  were  in 
good  condition,  having  but  recently  returned  from  Bock  Island  Arsenal, 
where  they  had  been  undergoing  needed  repairs.  Also  had  United  Statie» 
regulation  equipments  in  fair  condition.  The  sanitary  condition  of  the 
camp  was  good,  and  no  serious  cases  of  sickness  were  reported.  The  morn- 
ing report  of  the  20th  of  August  carries  311  men  for  duty.  The  camp  was 
broken  on  the  2lst  of  August. 

The  Fifth  Regiment  held  its  encampment  at  Greston,  Iowa,  beginning 
August  24th.  I  arrived  at  its  camp,.'^  UJ  S.  Grant."  on  the  morning  of  the 
26th  ultimo,  and  was  very  courteously  received  by  its  commanding  oflScer, 
Colonel  W.  W.  Ellis.  My  earlier  arrival  was  prevented  by  many  washouts 
along  the  railroad  line. 

I  found  the  band  and  four  companies  in  camp,  the  remaining  four  com* 
panics  not  arriving  till  6  p.  m.  of  this  same  date.  Owing  to  very  heavy 
rains  in  that  district,  many  wash'outs  occurred  along  the  G.,  B.  &  Q.  R.  B., 
which  fact  prevented  their  getting  to  camp  at  the  specified  time.  While 
en  route,  the  train  this  battalion  was  on  met  with  an  accident,  by  which 
many  of  its  men  were  injured,  though  none  seriously.  The  camp  was 
located  one  mile  from  Greston,  on  high  ground,  most  suitable  for  camp  pur- 
poses, although  much  too  small  for  a  regiment  as  large  as  the  Fifth.  It 
was  well  laid  out,  after  the  regulation  pattern.  The  command  was  shel- 
tered in  the  wall-tent,  flies  being  used  for  mess-tents,  as  in  the  Third  Regi- 
ment. The  camp  was  admirably  drained,  had  close-cut  grass  sward,  was  in 
good  santitary  condition,  and  obtained  its  water  from  the  town  water- works, 
which  furnished  an  abundant  supply  of  good  clear  water.  Sinks  were  pits 
dug,  and  furnished  with  board  seats  and  close  board  enclosure.  They  were 
disinfected  daily,  and  officers'  and  men's  sinks  were  separate.  The  hospital 
department  was  well  managed,  but  had  too  little  room— a  wall-tent  being 
the  only  one  available  for  use  as  a  hospital  ward.  There  were  no  cases  of 
sickness  worthy  of  note;  those  on  sick  report  were  men  who  had  been 
slightly  injured  in  the  accident  above  spoken  of.  Grounds  were  well 
policed,  but  not  enough  attention  was  paid  to  keeping  the  tents  in  good 
order.  The  drill  ground  was  about  a  mile  from  camp.  No  other  suitable 
place  could  be  found.  This  was  most  excellent  though,  in  every  sense,  and 
enabled  all  battalion  movements  attempted  to  be  executed  by  the  regiment 
No  suitable  place  for  target  practice  had  been  selected,  so  that  this  most  im- 
portant feature  was  entirely  neglected.  The  uniform  was  the  United  States 
regulation  full  dress,  excepting  the  helmet,  in  lieu  of  which  caps  were  worn, 
blue  facings,  but  one  company  having  adopted  the  white  facings.  This 
regiment  is  armed  with  Springfield  rifle,  breech-loader,  two  companies 
having  caliber  .45,  the  remaining  six  being  armed  with  caliber  .60,  old  pat- 
tern Springfield.  Arms  in  splendid  order,  particularly  the  caliber  .50  rifles, 
they  having  been  but  recently  received  from  Bock  Island  Arsenal,  where 
they  had  been  sent  for  repairs.  Equipments  were  in  good  order,  but  much 
the  worse  for  wear.    The  appearance  of  the  regiment  was  good;  yomut  in 
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appearance,  attentive  on  parade,  and  remarkably  well-behaved  and  orderly 
in  camp.   The  regimental  records  were  regularly  kept. 

On  the  evening  of  Aagust  26th  occurred  the  first  dress  parade.  This  was 
poorly  executed.  The  next  day  regular  routine  camp  duties  began  in  earn- 
est, consisting  of  company  drill  in  the  morning,  battalion  drill  in  the  after- 
noon, ending  with  parade  every  evening.  Besides  these,  officers  and  non- 
commissioned officers'  schools  were  held  every  morning.  I  was  present  at 
all  of  these  exercises.  First  day's  drills  were  all  rather  ragged  in  point  of 
execution,  but  on  the  second  day  a  marked  improvement  was  noticeable. 
On  the  battalion  drill  of  this  day  all  movements  were  ex^uted  with  credit, 
showing  great  improvement  over  preceding  day.  Principal  movements  on 
this  day  were  marching  in  line  of  battle;  forming  columns  of  fours,  com- 
panies, and  divisions;  changing  from  column  into  line;  marching  in  line 
and  incolumn  of  companies;  changing  front;  closing  column;  besides  many 
others. 

On  the  morning  of  August  28th  the  regiment  was  inspected  and  mustered 
by  Brigadier- Grenend  A.  W.  Tallman,  Inspector-General  of  the  State.  I 
accompanied  the  Gtonerial  during  the  inspection,  and  found  most  of  the 
companies  in  a  creditable  condition  as  to  cleanliness,  but  rather  shabby  as 
to  uniforms,  which  were  much  worn.  The  greatest  lack  of  instruction  was 
sho¥m  in  the  manner  of  performing  guard  duty  and  in  posting  and  relieving 
sentinels.  The  importance  of  this  duty  is  evident.  As  it  is  impossible  in  a 
limited  time  to  become  properly  posted  in  its  duties,  it  would  be  well  if  it 
were  practiced  aticompany  armories. 

The  Governor  and  Adjutant- General  of  the  State  visited  the  camp  on  the 
morning  of  the  29th,  but  were  unable  to  have  a  review  and  inspection  of 
the  regiment  and  camp  on  account  of  very  heavy  rain,  which  set  in  early  in 
the  morning  and  continued  till  the  regiment  broke  camp  at  noon  of  the 
same  day.  The  morning  report  of  August  28th  shows  299  men  for  duty. 
The  Fifth  Regiment  was  particularly  unfortunate  in  not  having  more  than 
two  good  working  days  in  camp.  Too  much  praise  cannot  be  given  it,  how- 
ever, for  the  excellent  work  done  even  in  that  short  time.  In  no  small  de- 
gree is  this  due  to  the  untiring  zeal  and  ability  of  its  Colonel,  W.  W.  Ellis, 
who  is  a  born  soldier  and  a  fine  officer  in  every  particular. 

The  Sixth  Regiment  went  into  camp  at  Clear  Lake,  Iowa,  September  7th. 
I  arrived  at  ''  Camp  Beeson  "  on  the  evening  of  September  8th.  Notwith- 
standing a  very  heavy  rain  was  falling  at  the  time,  I  found  the  camp  in  fine 
order,  picturesquely  and  conveniently  located  on  the  lake  shore  and  on 
grounds  very  suitably  adapted  for  the  purpose,  all  the  sanitary  conditions 
being  most  perfect.  I  was  cordially  received  by  Colonel  J.  II.  Sweney  and 
the  other  officers  of  the  regiment.  The  whole  camp  was  sheltered  in  wall- 
tents,  mess-tents,  be.'ng  wall-tent  flies.  The  camp  was  well  drained,  had  a 
fine,  close  grass  sward,  and  was  provided  with  most  excellent  pure  well 
water.  The  sinks  were  the  same  as  at  the  other  regimental  encampments, 
having  board  seats  and  board  inclosures,  and  were  daily  disinfected,  officers' 
And  men^s  sinks  being  separate.  All  the  tents  were  floored,  while  bed-sacks 
>Qd  blankets  had  been  issued  the  command  as  in  other  regiments.    The

hospital  was  neat  and  clean,  and  its  duties  thoroughly  and  properly  per- 
formed. Very  few  cases  of  sickness  were  reported;  these  rapidly  dimin- 
ished when  the  men  got  accustomed  to  camp  life.  The  camp  was  well  po- 
liced and  company  tents  kept  in  good  order.  Especially  is  this  last  tme  of 
company  B,  Captain  Libby,  whose  tents  were  neat  and  soldierly  in  their 
interior  arrangement.  The  drill  ground  was  one  mile  from  camp,  and  was 
good.  No  target  range  had  been  selected,  although  suitable  grounds  conld 
easily  have  been  found  for  one.  The  uniform  was  the  f uU-dress  LFnlted 
States  regulation,  without  helmets,  as  in  the  other  regiments.  The  regi- 
ment was  armed  with  caliber  .50  old-pattern  Springfield  breech-loaders, 
which  were  in  fine  condition,  having  but  recently  come  from  Bock  Island 
Arsenal,  where  they  had  been  undergoing  repairs.  Equipments  were  the 
United  States  regulation,  not  in  very  good  condition— much  worn.  The 
general  appearance  of  the  command  was  excellent;  it  is  composed  of  fine 
material  in  point  of  physique,  and  is,  in  this  respect,  ahead  of  the  other 
regiments  of  the  State.  The  regimental  records  were  regularly  kept,  while 
the  quartermaster  of  the  regiment  was  efficient  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties. 
The  regular  routine  duties,  with  company  and  battalion  drills  and  dress- 
parades,  went  on  daily.  The  morning  was  devoted  to  company  drills  and 
schools  for  officers  and  non-commissioned  officers,  and  afternoons  taken  up 
by  battalion  drill  and  dress  parade. 

On  the  morning  of  September  9th  I  witnessed  the  first  company  drill. 
All  showed  lack  of  drill,  probably  due  to  the  fact  of  not  having  been  re- 
issued their  arms  till  about  one  week  before  going  into  camp.  It  wonld 
have  been  a  great  benefit  to  them  if  they  had  taken  up  the  time  in  the  set- 
ting up  exercises  and  in  squad  drill  without  arms,  instead  of  having  no 
drill  at  all  before  going  to  camp;  but  it  seems  a  hard  matter  to  persuade  the 
average  militia  company  of  the  desirability  and  usefulness  of  this  character 
of  drill.  In  the  afternoon  occurred  the  first  battalion  drill.  This  consisted 
in  marching  in  line  of  battle  front  and  on  right  and  left  into  line  from  col- 
umn of  fours  and  column  of  companies,  changing  front,  etc.,  and,  for  the 
first  drillwas  fairly  well  executed .  There  was  a  dress  parade  in  the  evening, 
which  showed  lack  of  appreciation  on  the  part  of  the  adjutant  and  company 
officers  as  to  their  duties.  Adjutant-General  Alexander,  of  the  State,  ar- 
rived in  camp  on  this  afternoon,  the  9th  instant,  in  time  to  witness  parade. 
Much  better  work  was  done  at  company  drill  the  next  morning.  In  the 
afternoon  the  regiment  was  divided  into  two  battalions  of  four  companies 
each,  one  being  commanded  by  the  lieutenant-colonel,  the  other  by  the  major 
of  the  regiment.  Both  battalions  showed  the  benefit  of  previous  day's  drill 
in  executing  fairly  well  the  movements  gone  through  on  that  day.  The 
evening  parade  showed  great  improvement  on  that  of  day  before.  Officers 
did  well,  showing  better  understanding  of  their  duties  and  position*  as  well 
as  paying  some  attention  to  manual  of  the  sword,  which  had  been  wholly 
neglected  on  other  parades. 

On  the  morning  of  September  Ilth  the  command  was  inspected  and  mus- 
tered by  company  by  the  Inspector-Gtonend  of  the  State,  doling  a  heavy 
rain,  which  began  early  in  the  morning  and  continued  throughout  the  day, 
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preventinK  drills  and  all  kinds  of  out-door  exercises  and  ceremonies.  Like 
the  other  regiments  visited,  tlie  Sixth  showed  great  weakness  and  lack  of 
instruction  in  the  proper  performance  of  guard  duty.  The  morning  report 
of  September  9th  gives  838  men  for  duty.  This  regiment  was  also  unfortu- 
nate in  not  having  more  than  two  fair  working  days  in  camp;  still,  it  is  to 
be  congratulated  on  having  made  the  most  of  its  limited  time  in  camp.  In 
its  colonel,  J.  H.  Sweney,  I  found  a  very  courteous  gentleman,  who,  although 
new  to  the  position,  showed  himself  a  zealous,  well  posted  officer. 

The  Fourth  Regiment  encampment  was  held  at  Dubuque,  beginning  Sep- 
tember 21st.  I  arrived  at  the  camp, ''  Herron,"  on  the  morning  of  this  day, 
and,  having  reported  my  arrival,  was  very  courteously  received  by  Colonel 
Thrift,  the  commanding  officer.  I  found  headquarters  with  band  and  six 
companies  already  in  camp,  the  remaining  two  companies  and  the  Waukon 
and  Decorah  Drum  Corps  getting  in  that  afternoon  about  4:80  o'clock. 
Ouard  mounting  had  already  been  performed,  sentinels  posted,  and  routine 
affairs  generally  assuming  shape.  As  in  the  other  regiments,  the  command 
•was  sheltered  in  wall-tents.  The  camp  was  situated  about  two  and  one  half 
miles  from  the  center  of  the  city,  and  was  laid  out  according  to  forms  of 
tactics.  The  camp  site  was  well  selected  and  answered  admirably,  but 
would  have  proven  a  bad  location  had  not  the  weather  remained  clear  and 
free  from  rain  during  the  encampment.  The  tents  were  all  floored,  while 
bed-sacks  and  blankets  had  been  provided,  as  at  the  other  camps.  Sinks 
were  pits  dug,  furnished  with  board  seats  and  board  inolosures,  except 
those  for  officers,  which  were  permanent  structures  belonging  to  the  city 
fair  grounds,  upon  which  the  camp  was  pitched.  AH  were  disinfected  daily. 
Hospital  duties  were  thoroughly  performed,  although  no  tent  was  set  aside 
for  ward  purposes;  fortunately,  however,  none  was  needed,  few  cases  of 
sickness  being  reported,  and  they  very  slight  attacks  incident  to  the  change 
of  life  to  the  men,  which  were  removed  after  the  command  had  been  a  short 
time  in  camp.  Camp  grounds  were  well  policed  and  company  tents  kept  in 
good  order.  The  area  of  the  camp  was  ample,  and  seemed  in  this  respect 
to  answer  all  requisites.  The  drill  ground  was  in  the  arena  of  the  race- 
course adjacent  to  camp,  and  was  excellent  for  the  purpose.  The  uniform 
of  the  regiment  is  the  full-dress  United  States  regulation  pattern,  with  hel- 
mets. One  half  of  the  command  still  had  the  blue  facings,  while  the  other 
half  had  adopted  the  white  facings  before  going  to  camp.  It  is  the  inten- 
tion of  all  the  companies  to  adopt  the  new  facings  as  soon  as  practicable. 
In  addition  to  this,  the  regiment  had  t>rovided  itself  with  dark  blue  flannel 
shirts,  which  were  used  in  fatigue  uniform  instead  of  the  blouse,  making  a 
neat,  serviceable  undress.  Two  companies  were  armed  with  Springfleld 
rifle,  breech-loader,  caliber  .46,  and  six  with  caliber  .60,  old  pattern.  Equip- 
ments were  the  United  States  regulation.  Arms  in  good  order,  most  of  them 
JQstfrom  Hock  Island  Arsenal,  as  in  other  regiments,  and  equipments  much 
worn.  The  appearance  of  the  regiment  was  excellent;  uniforms  mostly 
clean;  men  young  and  active,  attentive  in  ranks  and  well  behaved  in  camp. 
Hie  regimental  records  were  regularly  kept.    The  day  from  reveille  to  tattoo 
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was  taken  up  with  guard  mounting,  drilis  (company  and  battalion),  schools 
for  officers  and  non-commissioned  officers,  and  the  routine  duties. 

On  the  evening  of  September  2lst  occurred  the  first  dress  parade.  Many 
mistakes  were  nmde,  especially  by  the  officers;  they  seemed  ignorant  of 
proper  manner  of  marching  their  companies  up  to  the  line,  and  lacked 
knowledge  of  the  sword  exercise. 

On  the  morning  of  September  22d  I  witnessed  the  first  guard  moontlng; 
poorly  done,  excepting  by  the  adjutant  and  sergeant-major,  who  knew  their 
business.  The  formation  is  repeated  for  practice  sake.  At  the  officer's 
school  this  morning  movements  to  be  executed  at  afternoon  battalion  drill 
were  discussed  and  explained.  Company  drill  came  off  at  9  a.  k.  till  11:90 
A.  M.  Many  of  the  companies  did  well,  particularly  Companies  I  and  A, 
while  others  showed  lack  of  earnest  instruction  and  drill.  At  the  battalion 
drill,  from  1:30  p.  m.  to  8:80  P.  m.,  the  following  movements  were  executed: 
Front  into  line,  from  columns  of  fours  and  columns  of  companies;  right  of 
companies  rear  into  column;  break  from  right  to  march  to  left.  All  poorly 
done,  but  improvement  showh  upon  repetition.  Dress  parade  on  this  day 
was  a  great  improvement,  companies  forming  properly  on  the  line  and  in 
other  particulars  doing  well. 

The  programme  on  the  next  day  was  much  the  same  as  on  the  day  previ- 
ous, a  marked  improvement  being  shown  in  all  ceremonies.  At  company 
drill  in  the  morning  Company  A  attempted  skirmish  drill,  doing  creditably* 
Battalion  drill  movements  by  ''  division ''  were  taken  up,  forming  double 
column,  closing  column,  etc.,  and  changing  direction  by  right  and  left  flank, 
were  fairly  well  executed ;  dress  parade  well  done,  men  standing  steady  and 
firm  in  the  ranks,  neatly  dressed  with  white  gloves,  presenting  a  fine  ap- 
pearance. 

Guard  mounting  on  September  24th  was  an  improvement  on  those  of  pre- 
ceding days.  At  9  A.  m.  the  regiment  formed  in  line  in  full  dress  uniform 
and  paraded  the  city  of  Dubuque,  returning  to  camp  at  about  noon.  The 
regiment  presented  a  fine  appearance,  marching  steadily  in  a  soldierly-like 
manner  through  the  whole  parade.  The  Ad j  utant-General ,  with  many  other 
officers  of  prominence  in  the  State  militia,  visited  the  camp  on  this  day. 
Battalion  drill  came  off  at  2  p.  m.;  all  movements  of  the  two  preceding  day» 
being  executed;  moderately  well  done— men  a  little  tired  from  long  march 
of  the  morning.  The  dress  parade  this  evening  was  well  done,  in  all  partic- 
ulars the  best  of  the  encampment.  The  command  was  mustered  and 
inspected  by  General  Tallman,  Inspector- General,  by  company.  I  accom- 
panied the  general,  and  found  all  the  companies  in  good  shape,  both  as  to 
arms  and  general  appearance.  The  only  target  practice  attempted  by  this 
regiment  then  occurred.  A  range  of  200  yards  had  been  laid  off  and  target<t 
provided,  under  the  supervision  of  the  major  of  the  regiment.  The  best  fi?e 
shots  from  each  company  were  selected  as  teams,  the  one  making  the  highest 
score  to  be  known  as  the  ''  regimental  team,"  every  one  of  its  members 
being  entitled  to  wear  a  gold  medal  as  long  as  his  team  score  should  be 
ahead  of  all  others  in  the  regiment.  Five  silver  medals,  very  neat  in  design, 
were  also  offered  for  the  best  corresponding  number  of  individual  scores. 
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The  team  of  Company  B  won  the  place^of  ''  regimental  team  "  on  a  score  of 
82  points  out  of  a  possible  125.  The  best  five  indiyidnal  scores  were  made^ 
by  three  members  of  the  same  company  and  two  of  H  Company,  one  com- 
pany (B)  thus  carrying  off  eight  of  the  ten  prizes  offered. 

In  the  afternoon  battalion  drill  occurred  as  usual,  consisting  of  the 
movements  already  gone  through  at  other  drills.  A  marked  progress  in  all 
the  maneuvers  was  very  apparent.  Dress  parade  in  the  evening  was  well 
done,  at  which  time  medals  won  at  the  morning  target  match  were  pre- 
sented to  the  winners  by  Colonel  Owens,  of  the  Crovemor's  staff.  In  its 
guard  duty  the  Fourth  Regiment  is  somewhat  in  advance  of  the  other  regi- 
ments; still,  its  greatest  deficiency  and  want  of  instruction  was  in  this  mat- 
ter, and  there  is  much  for  it  to  learn  in  this  most  important  duty.  Com- 
pany I  of  the  regiment  deserves  mention  for  being  in  most  excellent  condi- 
tion; its  captain  is  one  of  the  best  in  the  Guard.  Company  A,  of  Dubuque, 
was  an  entirely  new  organization,  its  existence  dating  from  June  29, 1886. 
It  is  composed  of  fine  material,  and  notwithstanding  it  had  been  but  six  or 
eight  weeks  at  drill,  already  evinced  a  thoroughness  in  the  manual  and  in 
its  marching  that  makes  it  second  to  no  other  company  of  the  regiment. 

The  morning  report  of  September  28d  gives  381  present  for  duty.  The 
command  broke  camp  early  on  the  morning  of  the  26tb  instant,  after  five 
days  of  good  work,  which  I  have  little  doubt  will  manifest  itself  at  the  next 
amiual  encampment.  Great  credit  is  due  Colonel  W.  H.  Thrift  for  the  sue* 
cess  of  the  encampment.  He  showed  himself  a  courteous  gentleman,  a  firm 
disciplinarian,  and  a  most  efficient  commanding  officer. 

At  all  the  encampments  all  the  companies  had  their  own  messes,  company 
officers  messldg  with  companies.  The  State  allows  one  ration  and  one  dol- 
lar and  fifty  cents  per  day  for  officers  and  men  during  a  camp  of  five  days. 
Companies  of  all  the  regiments  hired  their  own  cooks,  both  ordinary  cook- 
iDg  stoves  and  camp-fires  being  used.  The  Fourth  Regiment  had  a  very 
good  stove  made  from  boiler- iron,  fastened  together  by  screw-rivets,  easily 
taken  apart  for  transportation,  and  admirable  for  all  purposes.  Companies 
were  provided  with  mess-chests  and  proper  outfit  for  field  use.  The  ration 
issued  consisted  of  the  component  parts  of  the  army  ration,  with  addition  of 
fresh  vegetables.  At  all  the  messes  the  food  was  well  cooked  and  whole- 
some in  all  respects,  as  I  can  attest  by  many  personal  trials  and  mspections. 
Bread  of  an  excellent  quality  was  obtained  from  town  bakeries,  in  vicinity 
of  the  different  camps.  All  the  regiments  were  provided  with  canteens, 
knapsacks.  United  States  regulation  pattern. 

OROANIZ^TION. 

The  Iowa  National  G^uard  consists  of  six  regiments  of  infantry^  formed 
into  brigades  of  three  regiments  each,  making  an  effective  force  of  2,400 
Doen.  Eight  companies  are  allowed  to  the  regiment,  each  numbering  forty 
active  members,  which  under  the  present  State  law,  could  be  .increased  to 
sixty-four,  thus  augmenting  the  force  to  3,000  men.  Besides  its  field  and 
staff,  every  regiment  has  a  surgeon,  assistant-surgeon,  and  chaplain,  and  is 
iUowed  a  band  of  sixteen  pieces. 
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STATE  ALLOWANCES. 

The  State  has  an  annual  appropriation  of  $86,000  for  the  benefit  of  iU 
^militia.  Fifty  dollars  for  armory  rent  and  ten  dollors  for  stationery  and 
postage  is  annually  allowed  every  company.  The  elothing  allowed  is  four 
dollars  per  man,  and  while  at  camp  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  day  is  ptid 
every  man,  irrespective  of  rank.  The  law  provides  that  the  Guard  ahiU 
spend  not  less  than  three  days  nor  more  than  five  days  in  camp  every  year. 
This  year  the  encampments  were  regimental,  and  for  five  days  each.  Tents 
were  pitched  and  camps  generally  put  in  proper  order  by  hired  labor  befon 
the  arrival  of  the  regiments,  so  as  to  give  them  the  benefit  of  their  whoto 
time  at  routine  military  duties.  . 

REMARKS. 

The  Iowa  National  Guard  is  composed  of  fine  material  in  point  of  physique 
and  in  moral  qualifications;  but  a  higher  standard  for  its  company  offlcen 
is  essential,  and  should  be  required.  While  I  found  most  of  the  gentiemsD 
occupying  these  positions  well-informed  as  to  their  duties  and  painstaking 
in  performing  them,  ever  seeking  information  and  never  failing  to  profit  by 
any  given  them,  I  regret  to  say  there  were  many  among  them  who  werein- 
norant  of  the  simplest  duties  of  a  commissioned  officer.  MTherever  the  best 
companies  in  point  of  drill  and  discipline  were  found,  there  also  weie  the 
competent,  best  informed,  and  best  instructed  officers.  The  material  in  the 
ranks  could  not  be  better.  An  increase  in  the  efficiency  of  the  company 
officers  is  what  should  be  aimed  at.  In  the  colonels  and  field  officers  I  found 
the  gentlemen  of  military  experience,  most  of  them  having  served  daring 
the  rebellion.  They  were  well  informed  as  to  their  duties,  and  are  men  of 
inestimable  worth  to  the  National  Guard.  The  regimental  staff  depart- 
ments were,  in  the  main,  ably  conducted  by  officers  well  chosen  for  the  posi- 
tions. In  the  matter  of  uniform,  I  would  recommend  that  >  blouse  be 
adopted  as  an  undress,  or^e  dark  blue  flannel  shirt  be  taken  in  its  stead, 
as  was  so  successfully  done  in  the  Fourth  Regiment.  The  United  States 
regulation  helmet,  being  part  of  the  uniform,  should  be  worn  on  fuU-dren 
occasions.  As  the  straps  on  the  dress  coat  to  hold  up  the  belt  are  fiaually 
in  the  wrong  place,  in  the  way,  and  continually  becoming  unbuttoned,  it 
would  be  well  to  do  away  with  them.  I  am  informed  that  most  of  the  oom- 
panies  heve  facilities  at  home  for  target  practice,  and  that,  as  a  consequence, 
many  good  shots  are  to  be  found  in  the  Guard.  The  State  allows  one  thous- 
and rounds  of  ammunition  a  year  for  this  purpose.  I  earnestly  recom- 
mend that  this  be  increased,  and  that  proper  attention  be  paid  the  subject 
at  all  succeeding  encampments.  The  skirmish  drill  is  of  greatest  impo^ 
tance,  and  would  be  a  very  important  factor  in  any  future  war;  for  this 
reason  I  cannot  too  earnestly  suggest  that  necessary  time  and  attention 
should  be  devoted  to  it.  Guard  duty  being  of  paramount  importance,  and 
the  time  at  the  camp  much  coo  limited  for  the  men  to  become  even  f^Iy 
posted  in  its  duties,  instruction  ought  to  be  given  in  company  aimoriei; 
this  would  be  of  great  benefit  to  an  organization  on  getting  into  camp.  As 
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the  time  at  camp  is  usually  well  taken  up  by  company  and  battalion  | 
drills,  the  school  of  the  soldier  should  be  attended  to  at  home.  Especially 
is  the  ^'  setting  up  exercises  "  important.  A  man  may  be  well  drilled  in  the 
manual  and  company  drill,  but  unless  he  has  the  position  and  can  stand  as 
a  soldier  should,  he  can  hardly  be  termed  one,  and  wiU  appear  far  from  well 
in  the  ranks.  Too  little  attention  is  paid  to  military  courtesies  in  the  inter- 
change of  salutes  at  the  different  encampments.  This  being  a  recognized 
and  essential  feature  of  discipline,  should  not  be  neglected.  I  am  satisfied,* 
thongh,  that  this  resulted  more  from  want  of  proper  instruction  than  from 
any  other  cause.  I  consider  five  days  in  camp  every  year  much  too  short  a 
time.  From  many  conversations  upon  this  subject  with  different  members 
of  the  Guard,  I  am  convinced  an  extension  of  the  time  to  at  least  seven  days 
would  be  acceptable  to  all,  and  at  the  same  time  accrue  to  the  advantage 
of  the  State,  which  would  be  very  manifest  when  its  troops  are  called  upon 
for  aetive  service.  To  have  some  portion  of  the  regular  troops  at  these  en- 
campments would,  I  am  sure,  be  appreciated  by  the  militia,  and  work  many 
good  results.  I  would  especially  call  the  attention  of  officers  and  guides 
to  the  importance  of  a  thorough  knowledge  of  theoretical  tactics.  If  they 
are  well  informed  in  the  subject,  battalion  drills  will  be  found  easy  enough, 
as  it  is  only  essential  that  the  privates  should  be  properly  posted  in  company 
drill  to  do  their  part  well.  The  behavior  of  tbe  men  at  the  encampment 
was  excellent.  Although  the  camps  had  drinking  saloons  in  their  vicinities, 
I  heard  of  no  trouble  or  disturbance  from  this  or  any  other  cause  while 
with  the  different  regiments.  To  its  Adjutant-General,  W.  L.  Alexander, 
more  than  any  one  else,  is  the  State  indebted  for  the  present  good  condition 
and  fine  organization  of  its  militia.  The  General  is  most  zealous  and  efficient 
in  tbe  discharge  of  his  duties,  and  1  personally  owe  him  many  thanks  for 
much  valuable  information  and  aid  in  carrying  out  my  instructions. 

In  closing  this  report,  I  desire  to  thank  the  officers  and  men  of  the  Guard 
for  their  uniform  kindness  and  courtesy  while  at  their  camps;  at  all  of  these 
I  was  handsomely  entertained,  was  furnished  a  horse,  and  was  given  all  pos- 
sible assistance  in  furthering  the  execution  of  my  orders.

I.  Following  the  orders  from  this  office  fixing  the  time  and  place  of  this 
yearns  camps,  brigades  and  regimental  commanders  have  issued  timely  orders 
covering  most  of  the  subjects  of  importance.  Attention  is  further  called  to 
the  following: 

II.  The  Secretary  of  War  has  complied  with  the  request  of  the  Com- 
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<nander-in-Chief  id  the  detail  of  Ck)lonel  Bicbard  I.  Dodge,  11th  Infantry, 
U.  S.  A.,  to  inspect  the  Guard  daring  thlB  year's  camps.  All  officers  and 
men  are  directed  to  famish  Ck)lonel  Dodge  every  facility  for  the  fullest  per- 
formance of  the  duty  to  which  he  has  been  assigned. 

III.  The  annual  inspection  and  master  for  pay  and  clothing  allowance 
will  occur  at  such  times  and  in  such  form  as  may  be  determined  by  the 
officers  of  that  department,  who  will  consult  with  brigade  oommandera,  to 
the  end  of  having  the  least  interference  with  the  regular  camp  work. 

ly.  The  necessary  rolls  have  been  forwarded  from  this  office,  so  that 
officers  may  prepare  them  before  leaving  their  stations. 

Pay  on  clothing  allowance  will  be  on  the  serviceable  uniforms  in  a  com- 
pany, provided,  thai  in  no  case  8haM  the  allowance  for  uniforms  be  for  a  number 
greater  than  the  number  of  arms  in  the  possession  of  a  company, 

y .  The  number  of  men  who,  from  various  causes,  find  it  impossible  to  go 
to  camp  until  their  comrades  have  quarters  nicely  arranged,  and  who  find 
urgent  business  at  home  as  soon  as  they  have  had  a  little  visit  with  the  boys, 
seems  to  be  on  the  increase.    Leave  such  men  at  home. 

yi.  The  last  two  years'  camps  have  witnessed  material  improvements  in 
the  Quartermaster  and  Commissary  Departments.  Competent  and  experi- 
enced officers  are  this  year  filling  positions  in  these  branches  of  the  service, 
and  if  the  command  wili  support  them  properly  their  work  will  be  all  that 
can  be  desired. 

y  II.  Company  commanders  will  take  no  men  to  camp,  except  cooks  and 
servants,  who  are  not  armed  and  uniformed.  Brigade  commanders  will  take 
prompt  action  in  case  of  violation  of  this  order. 

y III.  The  contracts  with  railroads  are  from  points  only  where  compa- 
nies are  stationed,  and  no  men  will  be  furnished  transportation,  or  have  an 
allowance  made  for  it,  who  are  absent  from  their  companies.  Such  absentees, 
by  application  of  their  company  commanders  to  this  office,  can  go  to  camp 
with  the  company  nearest  them. 

IX.  Brigade  conunanders  wiU  appoint  a  military  commission,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  section  86,  Military  Code,  which  shall  be  gov- 
emed  in  its  sittings  by  such  orders  as  the  brigade  commander  may  direct. 

X.  There  wiU  be  no  competitive  drills  at  this  year's  camps,  but  the  two 
best  companies  in  each  brigade  wiU  be  furnished  with  the  latest  pattern  of 
new  Springfield  breech-loading  rifles.  Colonel  EUchard  I.  Dodge,  11th  Inftn- 
try,  U.  8.  A.,  will  be  asked  to  be  the  sole  judge  upon  which  the  above  issues 
will  be  made,  and  will  base  his  opinion  on  his  observance  of  all  the  mem- 
bers of  each  company  during  the  camp,  taking  into  account  attendance,  dis- 
cipline, drill,  military  courtesy,  guard  duty,  police  duty,  and  any  other 
soldierly  qualities  going  to  make  up  an  efficient  company,  except  the  feature 
of  rifle  practice,  which  has  not  yet  had  organized  attention  in  the  State,  and 
for  which  there  would  not  be  time  to  test  every  man  in  all  the  companies. 

Brigade  and  regimental  commanders  will  bring  to  the  notice  of  Oolooal 
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Dodge  all  cases  of  abseoce  without  leave,  and  other  breeches  of  discipline 
that  may  come  to  their  knowledge,  thus  assisting  him  to  reach  a  just  con- 
clusion. Colonel  Dodge  will  be  requested  to  absolutely  withhold  his  decision 
until  he  has  completed  his  tour  of  duty  with  the  Guard  and  returned  to  his 
station,  then  to  forward  it  under  seal  to  this  office,  setting  forth  the  reasons 
for  his  judgment.  When  received,  his  findings  will  be  published,  and  the 
arms,  which  are  now  in  the  arsenal,  issued  in  accordance  therewith. 

XI.  A  review  and  inspection  by  the  Commander-in-Chief  will  occur  on 
the  Thursday  afternoon  of  each  camp. 

*  XII.  Company  commanders  of  the  2d  Brigade  will  receive  notice,  mailed 
from  this  office,  with  their  requisitions  for  transportation  as  to  trains  upon 
which  they  travel.

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  General  Orders  No.  5,  tne  following 
decision  of  Colonel  Bichard  I.  Dodge,  11th  U.  S.  Infantry,  is  published  for 
the  information  of  the  command:

Gbnbbal  W.  L.  Albzandbb,  AdJtUanl-Qtneral^  Staie  of  Iowa: 

GBNBRAii— You  did  me  the  honor  to  request  that  I  select  from  each  Brig- 
ade of  the  Iowa  National  Guard,  the  two  best  companies,  ''  taking  into 
account  attendance,  discipline,  drill,  military  courtesy,  guard  duty,  police 
duty,  and  any  other  soldierly  qualities  going  to  make  up  an  efficient  com- 
pany;" this  selection  to  entitle  the  Companies  selected  to  a  complete  re- 
armament with  the  best  and  latest  improved  arms. 

This  great  prize  naturally  excited  the  aspiration  and  emulation  of  all  the 
better  class  of  companies. 

Each  regiment  of  each  brigade  has  one  or  more  companies  nearly  equaling 
each  other  in  all  those  essentials  which  go  to  make  good  troops,  and  when 
day  by  day  some  special  excellence  or  unexpected  deficiency  was  developed 
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in  one  or  the  other,  I  began  iolly  to  realize  the  delicacy  and  difficulty  of  the 
task  yon  have  set  me. 

In  their  anxiety  to  make  a  fine  appearance,  I  noticed  a  tendency  on  the 
part  of  some  of  the  Captains  to  bring  on  drill  as  few  men  as  possible,  in- 
variably those  best  drilled;  theuninstructed  men  being  placed  on  guard,  ex- 
cused or  otherwise  gotten  rid  of. 

^t  being  manifestly  impossible  to  make  a  just  comparison  between  compa- 
nies represented  on  drill  by  twelve  or  sixteen  flies,  I  finally  decided  that  it 
would  be  more  fair  to  all  concerned,  and  more  in  accordance  with  my  under- 
standing of  yoor  views  and  wishes,  to  select  those  companies  in  my  opinion 
best  fitted  for  immediate  service,  strength  being  necessarily  an  important 
element. 

I  have,  therefore,  made  this  selection  of  companies  as  if  I  had  to  com- 
mand them  on  an  expedition  or  duty  in  which  not  only  my  life  and  their 
lives,  but  important  interests  of  the  Nation  or  State  must  depend  on  their 
efficiency  and  soldierly  qualities. 

My  selection  is  as  follows: 

First  Brigade,  Company  B,  Second  Regiment,  Davenport;  Captain  B.  I 

Company  £,  Fifth  Regiment,  Shenandoah;  Captain  C  F.  Mount.

REPORT  OF  RICHARD  I.  DODGE,  COL.  11th  U.  8.  Infantry, 
2b  the  Aj^Hutani-Ghneral  U.  8.  Army  relative  to  the  Encampments  of  188$. 

FoBT  SULLT,  Dak.,  September  4, 18S6. 

AJxriTTANT-GsNSBAL  U.  S.  Abmt,  WoahingtMiy  D.  C: 

SiB— In  obedience  to  paragraph  1,  Special  Orders,  No.  169,  Headquarters 
of  the  Army,  Adjutant-General's  Office,  Washington,  July  12,  1886,  I  in- 
spected the  troops  and  camps  of  the  Iowa  National  Guard,  at  Oskaloosa  and 
Marshalltown,  and  have  the  honor  to  report: 

The  National  Guard  of  Iowa  consists  by  law  of  forty-eight  companies  of 
infimtry  (at  piesent  there  are  but  forty-seven  companies),  no  single  county 
of  the  State,  except  Polk,  being  permitted  to  have  more  than  one  company.

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These  comiMiiiies  are  organized  into  six  r^^ents  of  eight  companies  each, 
and  these  again  into  two  brigades  of  three  regiments  each. 

The  three  regiments  of  the  southern  half  of  the  State  compose  the  1st 
Brigade,  commanded  by  Brigadier- General  H.  H.  Wright;  the  three  regi- 
ments of  the  northern  half  compose  the  2d  Brigade,  under  the  commaod  of 
Brigadier-General  B.  A.  Beeson. 

The  Ist  Brigade,  composed  of  the  2d,  3d  and  6th  Regiments,  had  its  en- 
campment in  the  fair  grounds  at  Oskaloosa,  from  2d  to  8th  of  August.  These 
grounds,  though  yery  well  adapted  to  the  purpose,  do  not  permit  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  brigade  encampment  in  strict  accordance  with  regulations. 
Two  regiments  were  encamped  together  in  one  part  of  the  grounds,  the 
third  regiment  in  another  part,  separated  from  the  other  two  by  the  race- 
track, the  grand  stand  and  many  out-houses  belonging  to  tiie  fair  groundB. 
The  race-track  had  previously  been  rented  to  certain  parties  who  kept  ron- 
ning  and  trotting  stock.  These  parties,  exerQising  their  right  to  use  the 
track,  somewhat  interfered  with  the  military  exercises  and  very  greatly 
marred  the  comfort  of  the  camp  by  raising  clouds  of  dust. 

The  troops  were  quartered  in  hospital  tents,  pitched  (previous  to  their 
arrival  by  contract  labor)  with  great  regularity  and  as  nearly  in  conformity 
with  regulations  as  the  ground  permitted.  The  tents  were  floored  with 
rough  boards.  Each  soldier  was  provided  with  a  bed-sack  of  clean  straw, 
and  was  required  to  bring  one  blanket.  The  company  mess  tables  and 
benches,  roughly  constructed  of  boards,  were  sheltered  by  flies,  and  veiy 
effectively  served  their  purpose.  Each  company  had  two  or  more  cooks  and 
assistants.  The  cooking  arrangements  were  generally  good,  and  the  food, 
as  a  rule,  well  served. 

Bach  regiment  was  provided  with  a  comfortable  sink  for  its  enlisted  men, 
and  there  was^lso  a  general  sink  for  officers,  all  being  disinfected  daily. 

The  grounds  were  policed  daily,  the  company  streets  and  vidnity  betaiff 
kept  in  an  exceptionally  good  and  cleanly  condition,  but  the  vicinity  of  head- 
quarter tents  and  all  shady  posticus  of  camp  were  kept  continually  filthy  by 
the  crowds  of  visitors,  who  left  their  melon  rinds  and  the  ddnis  of  their 
lunches  scattered  in  profusion  around. 

General  Orders,  No.  2,  fixed  the  order  and  hours  of  exercises.  It  was  rig- 
idly adhered  to  during  the  encampment.  The  morning  drill  was  by  com- 
pany, the  evening  drill  by  battalion.  There  being  no  ground  available,  no 
brigade  drills  were  attempted. 

The  2d  Brigade,  composed  of  the  1st,  4th  and  6th  Regiments,  had  its  en- 
campment from  16th  to  20th  of  August  in  the  grounds  of  an  abandoned  beer 
garden  about  two  miles  from  Marshalltown.  In  every  respect  the  location 
was  better  than  that  at  Oskaloosa.  The  regiments  were  camped  in  ecMw 
in  a  beautiful  grove,  affording  most  welcome  protection  from  the  rays  ci  an 
excessively  hot  sun.  Regimental  drill  grounds  were  convenient  and  ample, 
while  at  half  a  mile  distance  was  a  large  level  field  in  which  brigade  drilli 
were  held  every  afternoon. 

The  troops  were  quartered  exactly  as  already  described  for  the  GskalooM 
camp.    General  Beeson  and  most  of  the  senior  officers  of  the  2d  Brigade  bar- 
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ing  been  preeent  at  the  Oskaloosa  enoampment,  made  excellent  uae  of  their 
opportunitiee.  Messing  and  cooking  facilities  and  some  other  lesser  details 
were  sensibly  improved. 

The  rank  and  file  of  each  regiment  were  provided  with  comfortable  sinks; 
but,  strangely  enough,  no  snch  provision  was  made  for  officers. 

The  grounds  on  which  the  camp  was  pitched  having  for  some  years  been 
onoccapied  and  neglected,  were  at  first  in  a  wretched  state  of  police,  bnt 
this  was  effectually  and  thoroughly  remedied  before  the  close  of  the  encamp- 
ment. 

The  morning  drills  of  this  brigade  were  invariably  by  battalion,  the  after- 
noon by  brigade.    Both  brigades  had  dress  parade  each  afternoon. 

DRILL— KNOWLBDOB  AND  ZBAL  OF  OFFICBR8. 

The  zealous  effort  at  extreme  exactitude  in  the  performance  of  duty  with- 
out consideration  of  personal  comfort  or  expense  that  actuates  all  the  officers 
of  the  higher  grades  is  most  commendable.  No  generals,  general  staff  offi- 
cers, and  field  officers  of  regiments  could  possibly  exhibit  ipore  desire  to 
perform  every  duty  in  strict  accordance  with  law,  regulations  and  customs 
of  service  than  those  of  the  Iowa  National  Guard;  but  though  some  of  the 
captains  of  each  regiment  emulate  this  zeal  of  their  superiors  in  rank,  the 
majority  are  more  or  less  ignorant,  some  absolutely  unfit  for  any  position  of 
command. 

There  are  a  few  companies  in  the  Iowa  National  Guard  whose  marvelous 
perfection  in  all  company  exercises  equals,  if  it  does  not  surpass,  the  very 
best  crack  companies  of  militia  of  the  Eastern  States.  Of  the  forty- seven 
companies  at  least  ten  would  do  credit  on  drill  to  any  Regular  regiment  of 
the  Army.  There  are  few  companies  which  in  instruction  and  drill  are 
scarcely  better  than  the  ''  umbrella  and  '*  cornstalk  "  militia  of  ante  beUum 
days.  The  instruction  and  performance  of  the  larger  majority  of  companies 
lies  between  these  extremes. 

The  material  of  rank  and  file  is  generally  most  excellent;  indeed  it  is  diffi- 
cult to  believe  that  better  can  be  found  in  any  State  or  country.  The  rea- 
sons for  the  great  difference  in  instruction  of  companies  in  the  same 
regiment  are,  first,  their  isolated  condition;  forty-seven  towns  of  greater  or 
less  population  each  furnishes  a  company;  except  for  the  five  days  in  each 
year  when  they  are  brought  together  in  these  encampments,  there  can  be  no 
rivalry,  no  means  of  comparing  the  performance  of  one  with  that  of  another; 
the  second,  the  present  mode  of  officering  the  companies,  common,  I  believe, 
to  the  militia  of  all  the  States,  and  which  is  faulty  in  the  extreme.  A  man 
is  elected  captain  by  the  votes  of  the  men  of  the  company.  These  are  given, 
as  a  rule,  without  regard  to  his  fitness  for  the  position,  bnt  from  personal 
popularity,  the  issue  least  likely  to  result  in  a  good  choice.  Having  once 
gained  the  position,  the  captain  elected  on  personal  and  social  grounds  will 
naturally  try  to  retain  it  by  still  being  the  '^  good  fellow  "  and  as  easy  as 
possible  on  ^*  the  boys; "  the  company  becomes  a  mere  machine  for  the  ad- 
▼aDcemeat  of  the  personal  or  political  aims  of  the  captain,  and  any  military 
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idea  or  obligation  lepagnaiit  to  this  is  ignored.  The  militia  will  Dever  be 
what  it  onght  to  be— the  grand  standing  army  of  the  nation— until  the  pres- 
ent system  is  superseded  by  something  better.  If  the  election  of  offloers  by 
the  rank  and  file  be  regarded  as  absolutely  necessary  to  the  system,  tiie 
State  should  make  an  adyance  by  requiring  that  the  elected  oiBcen  be  ex- 
amined as  to  military  knowledge,  qualification,  and  general  fitness  by  a 
board  of  competent  officers,  their  report  of  rejection  to  be  final. 

The  difllculty  of  getting  together  any  considerable  number  of  men  prob- 
ably prevented  the  captains  from  exercising  their  oompanies  in  platoon  drill. 
Thus  cut  off  from  any  direct  command,  the  lieutenants,  except  in  a  few  of 
the  best-drilled  companies,  were  singularly  ignorant  of  their  duties.  This 
was  especially  noticeable  at  grand  guard  mounting,  some  of  the  lieutenants 
not  knowing  how  to  get  a  platoon  properly  from  line  into  column.  Com- 
pany drill  is  for  the  education  of  lieutenants  and  the  rank  and  file,  and  when 
a  private  has  matured  it  he  has  completed  his  education.  If  each  captain 
had  performed  his  whole  duty  to  his  company  and  State,  the  company  would 
present  itself  at  the  encampment  ready  in  aU  respects  for  battalion  drill, 
which  is  for  the  education  of  captains  and  guides. 

Considering  the  very  imperfect  knowledge  of  company  drill  of  many  of 
the  companies,  the  success  of  the  colonels  in  securing  fair  battalion  drills 
was  evidence  of  rare  ability  and  persistent  determination. 

The  brigade  drills  of  the  2d  Brigade  were  generally  well  performed,  and 
were  a  pronounced  success  in  giving  to  both  officers  and  men  a  realizlof^ 
sense  of  the  actualitiee  of  ¥rarfare  and  the  utility  of  perfection  ir  drill. 
General  Beesdn  proved  himself  an  able  and  patient  tactical  instructor. 

The  brigade  dress  parades  each  day  and  the  review  of  the  governor  on 
Thursday  were  well  performed  at  each  of  the  encampments. 

ARMS. 

All  the  Iowa  National  Guard  is  well  armed  with  the  Springfield  rifle. 
About  half  the  companies  have  the  .60  caliber  (some  of  the  old  bright  bar- 
rel); the  other  half  have  the  more  recent  .45  caliber.  These  arms  are  gen- 
erally in  good  condition  and  seem  to  be  well  cared  for.  At  present,  bow- 
ever,  companies  of  the  same  regiment  have  arms  of  different  caliber— a  con- 
dition likely  to  lead  to  mistake  and  disaster.  It  would  be  far  better  could 
the  whole  force  of  the  State  have  arms  of  the  same  caliber.  If  this  is  not 
practicable,  such  transfers  of  arms  should  be  made  as  will  result  in  each 
regiment  having  the  same  caliber  for  all  its  companies. 

SQUrPMBNT. 

Except  the  haversack,  the  equipment  of  the  Iowa  National  Guardsman  i» 
identical  with  that  of  the  United  States  soldier— the  McKeever  cartridge- 
box,  canteen,  and  blanket-bag. 

CLOTHIKO. 

The  State  of  Iowa  allows  to  each  enlisted  soldier  of  its  National  Goaid 
four  dollars  a  year  for  clothing.    On  this  pittance  he  is  expected  to  provide 
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faimBelf  with  foil  and  undress  uniform  exactly  like  that  of  the  United  States 
soldier  (except  the  buttons).  This  excessiye  economy  is  unworthy  of  a 
great  and  wealthy  State.  Men  who  give  their  time,  zeal,  and  energy  in  fit- 
ting themselves  for  the  defense  of  the  State,  in  whose  service  they  may  at 
any  time  be  called  on  to  Jeopardize  or  even  sacrifice  life,  should  not  be  re* 
quired  to  go  into  their  pockets  to  enable  them  to  present  a  decent  appear* 
anoe.  Many  of  the  men  are  laborers,  who  are  unable  to  afford  any  addition 
to  the  mite  granted  by  the  State. 

The  money  allowed  for  clothing  is  paid  by  the  State  into  the  hands  of  the 
captain  on  the  orders  of  the  men.  This  gives  opportunity  for  petty  swind- 
ling by  any  captain  mean  enough  to  resort  to  it.  I  questioned  the  captain 
of  a  specially  dilapidated  company,  ''  How  is  it  that  your  company  appears 
in  such  miserable  rags  of  clothing?"  ^^  Oh,  that,"  he  replied.  *'  was  the 
other  captain;  he  got  all  the  money,  bought  this  clothing,  and  then  skipped." 
The  clothing  was  the  coarsest  shoddy,  ragged  and  patched,  not  worth  one 
dollar  the  suit. 

The  United  States  furnishes  to  each  infantry  soldier  during  his  five  years* 
enlistment  about  one  hundred  and  eighty  dollars  worth  of  clothing.  The 
State  of  Iowa  furnishes  each  infantry  soldier  during  his  five  years  of  enlist- 
ment just  twenty  dollars  for  clothing.  It  is  not  even  suggested  that  the 
State  attempt  to  emulate  the  prodigality  of  the  National  Government,  but 
it  ahould  furnish  in  kind  to  each  and  every  man  of  the  ntuk  and  file  a  com- 
plete full  dress  and  undress  suit  of  uniform,  including  helmet,  forage-cap, 
overcoat,  and  not  less  than  two  blankets.  These  troops  are  liable  to  be 
called  out  for  the  suppression  cf  riot  or  disturbance  at  any  season  of  the 
year  and  in  all  sorts  of  weather.  With  but  one  blanket,  and  no  overcoat, 
the  mortality  resulting  from  exposure  to  severe  weather  is  more  to  be  feared 
than  the  bullets  of  rioters.  The  uniform  issued  should  be  in  every  respect 
identical  with  that  issued  to  United  States  troops.  Many  of  the  wealthier 
companies  are  most  gahdily  equipped  in  dress,  some  having  not  less  than 
three  complete  uniforms.  There  is  no  objection  to  this.  Vanity  is  a  large 
ingredient  in  manhood,  and  history  shows  that  dandy  soldiers  are  habitually 
good  soldiers.  Let  them  appear  at  their  homes  or  when  traveling  about  the 
country  in  any  fancy  uniform  they  may  choose  to  adopt,  but  permit  only 
the  United  States  uniform  to  be  worn  on  real  duty  or  in  an  encampment 
with  other  troops. 

DISCIPLINK. 

Discipline  was  fairly  maintained  in  both  encampments.  Men  ran  the 
guards  and  spent  the  night  in  town,  shirking  duty  next  day  on  plea  of  sick- 
ness, but  the  general  result  was  much  better  than  could  have  been  expected, 
and  this  is  due  more  to  the  general  tractability  and  sense  of  honor  of  the 
men  than  to  any  fear  of  punishment. 

Section  81  of  the  military  code  of  Iowa  provides:  *'  Every  soldier  absent 
without  leave  or  sufficient  excuse  from  any  parade,  drill,  or  encampment 
shall  be  fined  two  dollars  for  each  day  of  such  absence,  and  for  any  un- 
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soldierly  oondact  at  drill,  parade,  or  encampment  he  may  be  fined  not  more 
than  ten  dollars,  such  fines  to  be  collected  by  civil  suit;  and  all  suits  for  the 
collection  of  fines  shall  be  brought  in  the  name  of  the  State  of  Iowa  for  the 
use  of  the  company  to  which  the  soldier  fined  belongs,  hut  in  no  ooMthaU 
the  State  pay  any  cost  of  siuh  «iiiC8."  That  *'  but "  settles  the  question  of  the 
enforcement  of  disciplinary  measures.  No  officer  is  likely  to  brinf;  suit 
against  an  enlisted  man  for  delinquencies  when  that  officer  is  himself  liable 
to  be  mulcted  in  the  costs. 

Discipline  is  the  subordination  of  all  inferior  wills  to  the  will  of  the  su- 
perior, together  with  the  means  necessary  to  attain  that  end,  necessarily 
including  punishment.  When  punishment  of  the  insubordinate,  refractory, 
and  disobedient  element  can  only  be  attained  as  laid  down  in  the  code,  it  is 
very  certain  that  it  will  not  be  attempted. 

GUARD  DUTY. 

A  grand  guard  was  mounted  every  morning  at  each  encampment,  consist- 
ing of  one  captain,  officer  of  the  day;  one  lieutenant,  officer  of  the  gnaid; 
six  non-commissioned  officers  and  about  sixty  privates  (sentinels  and  order 
lies).  As  might  be  expected  from  companies  habitually  isolated  and  without 
opportunity  for  gaining  experience  in  this  duty,  there  was  great  ignorance 
as  to  forms  and  details.  The  disposition  to  obey  orders  was  apparent  in 
the  zeal  of  officers  and  in  the  conduct  and  general  vigilance  bf  sentinels, 
but  the  time  authorized  by  law  for  the  duration  of  the  encampment  is 
entirely  too  short  to  enable  either  officers  or  enlisted  men  to  gain  more  than 
the  merest  smattering  of  this  most  important  duty.  The  officer  of  the  day 
should  have  been  a  lieutenant-colonel  or  major,  the  officer  of  the  guard  a 
captain  and  not  less  than  two  lieutenants.  By  their  united  efforts  better 
progress  in  the  instruction  of  the  sentinels  could  have  been  made. 

TARQBT  PRACTICE.         • 

There  is  .no  attempt  at  target  practice  as  it  is  understood  in  the  U.  8. 
Army.  The  State  allowance  to  each  company  is  but  one  thousand  ca^ 
tridges  a  year,  which,  if  distributed  among  all  the  enlisted  men  would  give 
each  but  two  or  three  shots  in  the  year.  Recognizing  the  uselessness  of  this 
as  practice,  the  present  custom  is  to  make  up  teams  of  six  men  from  each 
company  on  the  principle  of  the  ''  old  time^'  shooting  matches,  the  men 
known  to  be  the  best  shots  being  selected  for  the  teams.  .  During  the 
encampment  these  teams  shoot  in  competition  with  each  other,  the  team 
Tnftking  the  bcst  scorc  winning  a  prize. 

The  company  allowance  of  cartridges  is  expended  in  preliminary  practice 
and  in  the  final  contest  by  these  teams,  the  consequence  being  that  the  only 
target  practice  is  had  by  those  men  of  each  company  who  leas  need  it.  The 
large  majority  of  the  men  get  no  practice  whatever.  I  recommend  that  ttiis 
mode  of  practice  be  discontinued  (if  no  more  cartridges  be  issued),  and  that 
in  lieu  of  the  present  allowance  of  ball  cartridges  an  equal  amount  of  money 
be  expended  on  blaok  cartridges  to  be  used  in  volley  and  file  firing,  to  inoie 
the  men  to  flash  and  recoil. 
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ATTSMDAHCB. 

The  aggregate  total  of  each  brigade  Is  about  eleveu  hundred  and  fifty;  the 
aggregate  total  present  in  each  encampment  was  about  one  thousand,  a 
very  large  percentage  when  the  fact  is  considered  that  these  men  belong  to 
every  walk  of  civil  life,  many  being  engaged  in  business  whose  demands 
may  at  that  time  be  imperative.  But  the  attendance  on  drill  was  not  what 
it  ought  to  have  been.  In  their  anxiety  to  make  a  good  appearance  many 
of  the  captains  detailed  their  least  Instructed  men  for  guard  or  excused 
them  from  drill  entirely.  One  company,  with  fifty- one  men  in  camp, 
brought  on  company  drills  a  team  of  two  sergeants  and  sixteen  privates; 
another  company,  with  forty-five  men  in  camp,  drilled  only  sixteen  to  nine- 
teen men.  Many  of  the  companies  were  so  small  that  in  equalizing  for  bat- 
talion drill  the  colonels  were  obliged  to  reduce  all  companies  to  four  sets  of 
fours,  or  sixteen  men  in  ranks. 

The  object  of  the  encampments  is  not  show,  but  instruction,  and  when 
the  State  pays  transportation,  subsistence,  and  per  diem  for  a  certain  num- 
ber of  men  composing  a  company,  all,  except  the  sick  and  those  detailed  for 
guard  or  other  important  duty,  should  be  required  to  attend  all  drills  for  the 
benefit  of  that  instruction. 

ENCAMPMENTS. 

The  capacity  for  receiving  and  profiting  by  instruction  developed  by  the 
Iowa  National  Guard  in  the  few  days  of  camp  is  the  best  evidence  of  the 
excellence  of  its  material,  but  the  law-making  power  of  the  State  makes  a 
grave  mistake  when  it  assumes  that  any  very  great  real  or  permanent  bene- 
fit can  be  effected  by  an  encampment  of  five  days.  All  of  the  first  day  is 
occupied  in  getting  into  camp;  part^of  the  fifth  day  in  breaking  camp;  thus 
reducing  the  actual  working  time  to  less  than  four  days.  A  soldier  is  not 
bom;  he  must  be  made,  at  greater  or  less  expense  of  time  and  patience. 

The  companies  of  Iowa  are  isolated;  each  captain  has  his  own  ideas  of 
tactics  and  instructs  in  his  own  way.  The  object  of  the  encampment  is  to 
unify  these  teachings;  to  bring  all  the  companies  into  one  uniform  mode  of 
conduct  and  action;  to  impart  to  captains  and  guides  perfect  knowledge  of 
their  duties  when  consolidated  into  battalions;  and,  finally,  to  educate  these 
battalions  until  they  can  be  perfectly  handled  by  the  brigade  commander. 
This  cannot  be  done  in  four  days.  Assuming  that  each  company  comes  on 
the  ground  fully  instructed  in  all  company  movements  (which  is  far  from 
being  the  case),  it  will  be  a  remarkably  good  colonel  who  can  get  his  bat- 
talion in  shape  to  be  easily  handled  in  a  week's  time. 

For  the  use  to  which  the  Iowa  National  Guard  is  likely  to  be  put  within 
the  next  few  years,  battalion  organization  and  battalion  movements  are  of 
paramount  importance.  I  would  recommend,  therefore,  that  the  law  be  so 
changed  as  to  require  the  yearly  encampments  to  be  of  not  less  than  ten 
days*  duration.  The  first  week  and  the  morning  drill  hours  of  each  work- 
ing day  during  the  encampment  should  be  devoted  exclusively  to  instruc- 
tion in  battalion  movements.    The  evening  drill  hours  of  the  last  two  or 
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thiee  days  should  be  given  to  instruction  in  brigade  moyements;  this  last 
for  the  instruction  of  the  colonels  and  general  staff  officers,  and  to  give  to 
the  whole  command  an  idea  of  warfare  and  a  realizing  sense  of  the  necessity 
of  drill. 

'  There  should  be  no  stated  company  drills  at  these  encampments,  eaeh 
company  being  expected  to  be  already  perfect  in  all  company  movementB. 
If  a  company  wishes  to  show  its  perfection  in  company  exercises,  or  should 
a  captain  and  company  be  too  grossly  ignoitant  to  be  allowed  a  place  in  the 
battalion,  their  drills  should  take  place  outside  the  regular  drill  hours,  and 
in  the  latter  case  the  colonel  should  be  authorized  to  relieve  the  captain  and 
place  some  competent  instructor  in  charge  of  the  company. 

ARMORIES. 

Section  41  of  the  military  code  of  Iowa  reads  as  follows:  *'  There  shall  be 
allowed  annually  to  each  company  for  armft)ry  rent,  fuel,  and  like  necessary 
expenses  the  sum  of  ($50)  fifty  dollars." 

There  is  scarcely  a  town  in  the  State  of  Iowa  in  which  a  suitable  room 
can  be  rented  for  the  small  sum  authorized  by  law.  The  consequence  is 
that  nearly  every  company  is  obliged  to  assess  its  members  not  only  for  part 
payment  of  rent  but  for  all  incidentals. 

Four-fifths  of  the  Iowa  National  Guard  are  engaged  in  business  or  labor 
that  occupies  most  of  their  daylight  hours.  Nearly  all  drills  are  had  by 
night,  between^ the  hours  of  9  and  12.  Some  of  the  armories  are  up  one  or 
more  fliglits  of  stairs,  in  frail  buildings,  where  the  cadence^  step  Is  danger- 
ous and  double  time  prohibited.  In  summer,  moonlight  nights  are  utilized 
to  great  advantage  for  company  movements,  but  in  winter,  bad  weather,  or 
dark  nights,  no.  instruction  except  in  th^  manual  can  be  given.  How  they 
do  so  well  under  such  disadvantages  is  a  marvel. 

^'  The  laborer  is  worthy  of  his  hire  ''  If  the  State  of  Iowa  cannot  afford 
more  clothing  allowance  and  more  armory  rent  it  would  be  better  to  cnt 
*  down  its  •  National  Guard  to  such  number  as  can  be  properly  and  fally 
cared  for. 

There  should  also  be  provision  made  for  the  inspection  of  the  companies 
at  their  armories  not  less  than  once  a  year  by  the  inspector  general  of 
brigade,  and  in  the  isolated  condition  of  companies  he  should  not  only  be 
inspector  but  instructor,  correcting  all  errors  and  abuses  and  giving  in- 
formation on  all  points.  Each  colonel  of  a  regiment  should  be  required  to 
visit  every  company  of  his  regiment  at  its  armory  at  least  once  a  year, 
to  witness  its  drill,  inspect  its  books,  uniform,  arms,  etc.,  and  make  report 
to  the  adjutant  general,  detailing  the  exact  condition  and  value  of  each 
company.    The  expenses  of  such  inspection  should  be  paid  by  the  State. 

OTHER  IMCIBBNTALS. 

I.  The  state  should  make  provision  for  furnishing  colors  and  flags  for 
markers  and  general  guides  to  regimental  organizations.  These  must  now 
be  provided  by  the  private  purse  of  the  colonel,  the  charity  of  citizens,  or 
the  patriotism  of  ladies. 
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II.  Each  eneampment  had  a  daily  conooarse  of  visitors,  from  five  to 
twenty  thousand  persons.  Among  them  were  many  prominent  citizens  of 
^e  State,  many  offloers  of  the  other  brigade,  many  persons  to  whom  honor 
and  attention  were  dae  from  brigade  and  regimental  commanders.  The  du- 
tdes  of  hospitality  were  necessarily  a  serious  drahi  upon  the  private  means 
of  these  offloers.  These  encampments  are  for  the  benefit  and  greatly  to  the 
benefit  of  the  State,  and  it  should  assume  the  duty  of  host  by  providing 
generals  and  colonels  with  an  extra  sum  of  money  sufficient  td  cover  their 
outlay  in  necessary  entertainment. 

III.  Some  adequate  allowance  should  be  made  to  officers  for  reimburse- 
ment of  the  expense  to  which  they  are  put  in  providing  themselves  with 
uniform.  Each  line  officer  is  obliged  to  expend  from  fifty  to  seventy-five 
dollars,  each  field  officer  from  fteventy-five  to  one  hundred  dollars.  How- 
ever capable  a  man  may  be  to  command  a  company  or  regiment,  his  accept- 
ance of  a  position  of  command  must  depend  on  his  pecuniary  ability  to  sup- 
ply himself  with  the  necessary  uniform.  Under  the  present  system,  regi- 
ments and  companies  are  restricted  in  their  choice  of  officers  to  those  who 
have  means.    The  door  to  honorable  promotion  is  closed  to  the  poor  man. 

ly.  There  should  be  some  provision  for  the  immediate  discharge  of  in- 
capable officers.  The  encampments  gave  each  colonel  an  opportunity  to 
know  his  material.  Let  each  be  called  on  for  a  report  of  incapables;  let 
these  be  ordered  before  a  board,  and  if  found  incapable  vacate  their  com- 
missions. With  such  material  as  Iowa  has  to  choose  from,  its  National 
Guard  should  be  second  to  that  of  no  State  in  the  Union.  Its  fault  is  an 
amiable  laxity  that  permits  '*  the  boys  "  to  select  ^their  own  commander, 
however  incapable.  One  year  of  vigorous  action  on  the  part  of  the  author- 
ities will  result  in  the  inferior  companies  giving  place  to  others  of  ambition 
and  action. 

I  had  no  means  of  verifying  the  assertion,  but  I  was  told  that  there  are  not 
less  than  a  hundred  towns  in  Iowa  each  eager  to  have  a  company  in  the  Na- 
tional Guard.  Such  emulation  gives  the  State  such  power  that  its  militia 
ought  to  be  second  to  none.  If  a  company  on  fair  trial  fails  to  come  up  to  the 
high  standard  that  ought  to  be  fixed,  disband  it  and  give  its  arms  and  equip- 
ments to  a  company  of  some  other  aspiring  town.  Each  company  will  then 
understand  that  its  existence  depends  on  its  knowledge  and  efficiency,  and 
will  labor  to  gain  knowledge  and  make  itself  efficient. 

STAFF. 

The  duties  of  the  brigade  staffs  were  performed  very  efficiently.  The 
assistant  adjutant-general,  chief  quartermaster,  and  chief  commissary  of 
brigades  were  ubiquitous,  performing  their  duties  admirably  in  spite  of  in- 
terruptions and  constant  interrogation.  The  work  of  each  department  was 
very  thoroughly  performed.  I  noticed,  however,  that  the  beef  issued  was 
so  young  and  inferior  that  it  would  not  have  been  accepted  at  any  post  of 
the  Begnlar  Army.  I  spoke  of  it  to  the  commissaries  of  both  brigades,  and 
was  met  by  the  assurance  that  the  men  would  not  eat  old  beef.  There  were, 
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however,  in  each  camp  a  great  many  cases  of  diarrhoea,  which  I  thoaght 
attributable  to  the  nnripe  beef. 

rr  IB  BSOOMMBNDBD— 

I.  That  the  time  of  encampment  shall  not  be  less  than  ten  days. 

II.  That  the  State  issae  outside  dress  and  undress  clothing,  overcoat, 
and  two  blankets  in  iUtid,  identical  with  the  uniform  of  United  States 
troops,  and  that  no  other  uniform  be  permitted  to  be  worn  whenever  the 
troops  are  called  out  by  the  State. 

III.  That  but  one  caliber  of  arms  be  used  in  a  State.  If  that  be  imprac- 
Ueable,  then  arrange  to  have  all  companies  of  a  regiment  armed  with  same 
caliber. 

lY.  That  all  officers  should  be  paid  sufficient  to  enable  them  to  bay  uni- 
forms. 

CONCLUSION. 

There  is  no  better  material  for  soldiers  in  the  world  than  is  furnished  by 
the  State  of  Iowa.  The  gross  deficiency  of  some  companies  is  due  to  their 
isolation,  to  the  laxity  of  the  code,  and  to  an  indisposition  (amiable  but  un- 
military)  on  the  part  of  the  higher  authorities  to  interfere  with  them.  There 
are  companies  in  the  Iowa  Militia  that  in  mechanical  perfection  of  drill  are 
the  peers  of  any  company  in  the  world.  There  are  other  companies  so  defi- 
cient as  to  be  utterly  uuworthy  the  name  of  soldiers.  The  State  has  full 
power  to  rectify  this.  A  good  army  cannot  be  created  by  the  personal  pop- 
ularity or  political  influence  of  its  officers.  It  must  be  above  (or  below) 
these  influences.  Work,  knowledge,  ability,  must  be  its  pass-words.  These, 
backed  by  proper  legislative  action,  will  insure  to  the  little  army  of  Iowa  a 
proud  place  in  the  grand  army  of  the  States. 

Even  in  this  official  paper  I  cannot  refrain  from  the  expression  of  my  full 
appreciation  of  all  the  kindness  and  courtesies  heaped  upon  me  during  my 
visits  to  these  camps  by  all  concerned. 

To  General  Wright,  General  Beeson,  and  their  staffs,  I  offer  my  very  sincere 
thanks,  not  only  for  their  personal  kindness  and  hospitality,  but  for  the  full 
opportunity  afforded  me  for  thoroughly  acquainting  myself  with  the  work- 
ing of  the  machiuery  of  the  Iowa  National  Guard.

To  His  ExceUencyj  William  Lakrabss,  Qovernor  of  Iowa: 

Sm — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  following  report  of 
this  department  of  the  public  servioe,  for  the  period  beginning  July 
1,  1885,  and  ending  June  30, 1887. 

My  last  report  showed  the  whole  number  of  books  in  the  library, 
exolusive  of  duplicates  and  pamphlets,  to  be  28,160.  Additions 
made  since  are — 

Bypurchase 1,269 

By  donation  and  exchange 1,687 

Whole  number  of  additions 2,856 

Whole  nnmber  now  in  the  library,  31,016. 

The  growth  and  usefulness  of  the  library  are  understood  by  those 
availing  themselves  of  its  advantages,  and  need  not  be  pointed  out, 
but  the  needs  and  deficiencies  are  not  so  apparent. 

According  to  promise  in  my  last  report,  the  shelf  lists  of  the 
books  in  the  general  library  have  been  completed;  a  revised  list  of 
the  law  textbooks  is  being  made;  also  a  list  of  the  law  reports.  It 
now  remains  to  revise  the  card  catalog  and  prepare  it  for  printing,  in 
which  work  the  librarian  should  have  the  continued  assistance  of 
experienced  help,  and  as  the  salary  of  the  first  assistant  is  not  suf- 
ficient to  procure  the  best  help,  I  respectfully  ask  that  a  small  appro- 
priation be  made  to  supplement  said  salary,  during  the  making  and 
printing  of  the  catalog. 

As  is  well  known  by  all  who  have  to  do  with  books,  all  kinds  of 
bindings  deteriorate  rapidly  in  the  dry  steam-heated  air  used  in  most 
libraries.  This  is  especially  true  ot  old  bindings.  Many  of  our  old 
books  must  be  rebound  within  a  short  time,  or  be  a  total  loss  to  the 
library.    As  our  annual  appropriation  is  not  sufficient  to  keep  up

with  the  times  in  all  departments,  I  would  respectfully  reoonoimend 
that  an  additional  annual  appropriation  of  three  hundred  dollars  be 
made  for  rebinding  the  old  books  as  needed. 

A  book  elevator,  spring  rollers  for  the  maps — without  which  they 
are  useless — and  an  easel  or  table  for  the  life-size  illustrations  of 
Audubon's  birds,  are  needed  and  economy  as  well  as  conyenienoe 
dictate  that  the  library  be  supplied  with  them. 

I  would  call  your  attention  to  the  limited  number  of  Iowa  supreme 
court  reports  left  to  the  library,  after  the  regular  distribution;  eight 
copies  only  are  left  us,  six  of  which  go  into  the  sets  in  the  library 
and  other  offices,  while  the  State  Historical  Society  receiyes  twenty 
copies. 

I  desire  to  speak  of  another  matter,  which,  though  not  directly 
connected  with  the  library,  is  relatively  so.  I  refer  to  the  State  His- 
torical Society,  which  should  be  at  the  Capitol,  or  at  least  a  State 
Historical  Sodety  should  be  in  the  Oapitol,  where  the  two  institu- 
tions could  supplement  each  other. 

I  have  occasional  offers  of  relics  presented  to  the  library  for  which 
I  have  no  place,  and,  consequently,  I  cannot  accept  them.  The  news- 
papers of  the  state,  which  have  been  so  kindly  donated  by  their 
editors  and  publishers,  and  which  will  be  invaluable  in  the  future  as 
historical  references,  are  accumulating  beyond  the  accommodations 
for  them  in  the  library.  They  would  of  themselves  make  a  fine 
nucleus  for  one  department  of  an  historical  collection. 

Since  my  last  report  an  additional  case  of  autographs,  photographs 
and  steel  engravings  has  been  made  to  the  Aldrich  collection,  which, 
owing  to  the  indefatigable  efforts  of  the  generous  donor,  is  assuming 
vast  proportions.  Among  the  most  notable  recent  gifts  are  auto- 
graphs— ^in  some  cases  letters — and  steel  engravings  of  Queen  Yio- 
toria,  Oeorge  Eliot,  O.  H.  Lewes,  B.  B.  and  Robert  Browning,  Sir 
Walter  Scott,  Thackery,  Tennyson,  Bums,  McCaulay,  Darwin,  Lyell, 
Huxley,  in  short  an  innumerable  array  of  kings,  queens,  popes,  bish- 
ops, statesmen,  literary  celebrities  and  persons  of  distinction  generally 
As  constant  additions  are  being  received  no  catalog  has  yet  been 
made. 

Allow  me  to  add  one  important  need  (omitted  above)  is  strips  of 
matting  from  door  to  door  and  from  end  to  end  of  the  library.  To 
nervous  persons  and  those  unaccustomed  to  studying  in  public,  the 
tread  of  the  variety  of  boots  and  shoes,  from  the  squeaking  tenor  to 
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the  profound  basB,  of  the  oonstant  stream  of  yisiton  and  Bight-seen 
is,  to  say  the  least^Very  distracting. 

I  append,  as  nsnal,  the  finanoial  statement  and  catalog  of  acces- 

nona.

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EEPORT  OF  STATE  FISH  COMMISSION. 


To  his  Excdlency^  William  Labbabbe,  Governor  of  lovoa: 

In  compliance  with  the  act  of  the  Nineteenth  General  Assembly  I 
herewith  submit  my  report  of  the  operations  of  the  Fish  Cc^mmission 
of  the  State  of  Iowa,  from  July  1,  1885,  to  Jane  30,  1887,  the  same 
being  the  Seventh  Biennial  Report. 

The  removal  of  the  State  fish  hatchery  from  Anamosa,  Jones 
county,  to  Spirit  Lake,  as  provided  by  the  acts  of  the  Twenty-first 
General  Assembly,  was  a  matter  of  no  small  amount.  It  required 
much  labor  and  quite  a  considerable  expense. 

The  hatchery  in  Jones  county  was,  with  the  exception  of  a  small 
office,  getting  old,  and  some  of  the  timbers  were  badly  decayed.  I 
fcund  that  the  expense  of  tearing  dcwn  and  removing  would  cost 
more  than  the  material  would  be  worth  when  laid  down  at  Spirit 
Lake.  Consequently  no  effort  was  made  to  remove  any  of  the  build- 
ings. As  the  season  was  so  far  advanced  before  new  ponds  could  be 
constructed  to  receive  the  fish,  they  were  kept  in  the  ponds  in  Jones 
county  until  fall. 

Among  the  fish  on  hand  at  the  time  I  took  charge  of  the  affairs 
pertaining  to  the  Commission,  was  a  fine  stock  of  carp,  one  and  two 
years  old;  two  or  three  ponds  of  adult  Lake  and  Rainbow  trout;  sev- 
eral thousand  Lake  trout  fry,  and  few  Brook  trout;  also  some  orna- 
mental fish,  such  as  Gold  fish  and  Golden  Ides. 

All  the  movable  property  was  taken  to  Spirit  Lake  as  soon  as  a 
suitable  place  could  be  provided  for  its  reception.  Later  in  the  sea- 
son, when  the  weather  was  sufficiently  cool  to  warrant  the  attempt, 
ail  the  carp  and  young  trout,  together  with  the  Gold  fish  and  Golden 
Ides,  were  placed  in  the  newly  completed  ponds,  located  on  the  *'  Isth- 
mus'' located  between  Spirit  and  East  Okoboji  lakes.  A  location 
which  for  the  propagation  and  culture  of  our  native  fishes  could 
hardly  be  equaled  at  any  other  point  in  the  State. 

For  this  location  we  are  indebted  to  the  Spirit  Lake  Hotel  and 
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Transportation  Company,  owning  and  operating  the  famoQB  Hotel 
Orleans,  located  on  the  south  shore  of  Spirit  Lake. 

We  have  a  fine  location,  convenient  to  railroads,  comprising  a  tract 
of  about  four  acres,  extending  from  the  railroad  right  of  way  along 
the  outlet  of  Spirit  Lake  to  the  north  shore  of  East  Okoboji  lake. 

Although  not  giving  quite  the  necessary  fall  for  complete  drainage 
of  our  winter  ponds,  it  is  sufiicient  for  all  practical  purposes.  The 
water  not  being  such  as  was  necessary  for  preserves  for  the  Brook  and 
Mountain  trout,  I  considered  it  as  entirely  useless  to  incur  the  great 
expense  necessary  to  move  them  to  Spirit  Lake,  and  they  were  al- 
lowed to  remain  in  the  ponds,  and'  passed  into  the  hands  of  Messrs. 
Shaw  &  Niles,  the  purchasers  of  the  Jones  county  property. 

The  old  site,  although  consisting  of  some  twenty  acres,  was  so 
broken  as  not  to  be  of  any  particular  value  to  any  one,  exoepi  adja- 
cent property  owners  for  pasture  land,  or  to  some  one  desiring  to  en- 
gage in  trout  culture. 

The  property  being  so  isolated  that  it  was  found  to  be  of  little 
commerciaV  value.  After  advertising  thoroughly  for  bids  in  the  An- 
amosa  papers,  and  the  Cedar  Rapids  Republican,  it  was  sold  to  the 
highest  bidder  for  $320. 

Although  we  are  not  able  to  have  such  fine  trout  preserves,  on  ac- 
count of  the  temperature  of  the  lake  water  during  the  summer  months, 
we  have  an  abundance  of  good,  pure  water,  and  can  hatch  and  sup- 
ply, to  those  portions  of  Iowa  having  trout  streams,  the  fry,  as  well 
from  the  present  hatchery  as  from  the  old  ones. 

Superintendent  C.  O.  Atkins,  of  the  Government  Hatchery  Station 
at  Grand  Lake  Stream,  pronounces  such  source  of  water  supply  sec- 
ond to  none  for  hatching  purposes. 

At  our  Spirit  Lake  location  we  now  have  a  series  of  ponds,  eight 
in  number,  in  excellent  condition  and  entirely  free  from  danger  of 
overflow,  that  constantly  threatened  the  destruction  of  ponds  and  loss 
of  fish  at  Anamosa,  an  event  that  happened  at  least  twice  during  the 
occupancy  of  that  location. 

With  little  expense  we  can  construct  fine  breeding  ponds  for  carp, 
black  bass,  and  such  other  native  fishes  as  we  desire  to  propagate. 

We  have  abundant  opportunities  for  taking  the  spawn  of  the  wall- 
eyed pike,  as  they  run  up  the  stream  that  forms  the  outside  boundary 
of  our  grounds  in  vast  numbers  during  their  spawning  season. 

Owing  to  the  numerous  duties  devolving  upon  me  during  the  sum- 
mer of  1886,  connected  with  the  moving  of  the  Jones  county  plant, 
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the  Gonstracting  of  new  ponds,  laying  of  water  mains  and  attending 
the  calls  to  look  after  violators  of  the  law,  I  was  unable  to  complete 
the  new  hatching  house  until  the  spring  of  1887,  and  then  not  in  sea- 
son to  take  pike  eggs. 

In  the  fall  of  1886  I  secured  the  use  of  the  old  hatchery  formerly 
rented  by  the  State  of  Mr.  A.  A.  Mosher,  at  the  extremely  low  figure 
of  $5  per  month. 

On  account  of  disuse  for  so  long  a  period,  I  found  this  house  in 
rather  bad  condition  and  did  not  consider  it  advisable  to  purchase 
eggs  of  any  kind,  but  succeeded  in  hatching  such  eggs  as  were  gra- 
tuitously furnished  the  State  by  the  United  States  Commissioner. 
Had  I  not  been  so  much  embarrassed  for  funds,  on  account  of  the 
great  expense  in  moving  and  relocating  our  State,  hatchery,  I  should 
have  endeavored  to  obtain  a  supply  of  brook  trout  eggs,  in  order  to 
have  aided  in  restocking  the  trout  streams  of  northeastern  Iowa.  I 
have  not  visited  any  of  these  streams,  but  am  assured  by  reliable  res- 
idents that  such  streams  as  were  stocked  by  Commissioners  Shaw  and 
Aldrich  are  now  teeming  with  fine  trout. 

Iowa  has  not  many  trout  streams,  but  has  some  that  are  as  good  as 
the  best,  and  should  have  a  liberal  supply  next  season. 

Our  new  hatchery  is  a  commodious  building  of  20  x  40  feet,  with 
12-foot  posts  and  a  stone  basement  wall  of  4i  feet  laid  in  water  lime 
and  having  a  good,  durable  cement  floor.  The  hatching  floor  is  of 
the  full  size  of  the  building,  and  is  of  ample  room  for  any  future 
work  that  we  are  liable  to  do.  It  is  a  well-lighted,  convenient  room, 
and  is  in  its  construction  much  more  durable  than  the  old  one.  The 
upper  floor  is  at  present  used  as  a  store  room,  but  could  be  fitted  for 
living  room  without  great  expense.  This  store  room  was  much 
needed,  as  the  miscellaneous  appurtenances  were  strewn  about  in 
great  confusion  and  were  rapidly  becoming  demoralised,  more  from 
ill  usage  than  from  actual  wear. 

The  conduit  pipe  laid  from  the  upper  end  of  the  pond  to  the  lake 
shore,  a  distance  of  about  500  feet,  is  of  8-inoh  glazed  sewer  pipe  and 
the  joints  all  cemented  with  Portland  cement.  The  trenching  for 
and  laying  of  this  pipe  was  the  most  difficult  undertaking  of  the  new 
work,  as  it  had  to  be  laid  below  the  frost  line  and  a  tunnel  had  to  be 
driven  under  the  heavy  railroad  embankment. 

The  average  depth  of  the  trench  was  about  7  feet,  and  this  being 
below  the  water  level  in  Spirit  Lake,  we  were  very  much  inconveni- 
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enoed  by  water  filling  in,  so  that  mnoh  of  the  pipe  had  to  be  kid 
under  water. 

From  the  lake  shore  end  of  oar  supply  pipe  we  extended  a  plank 
box  tubing  200  feet  into  Spirit  Lake,  to  insure  pure  cold  water.  This 
tubing  was  necessarily  cribbed  at  intervals  of  50  feet,  in  order  to  hold 
it  firmly  in  position. 

The  overflow  from  our  pond  is  piped  directly  into  the  outlet  of 
Spirit  Lake,  that  marks  our  western  boundary,  and  is  only  abont  30 
feet  distant  from  the  p^onds. 

Mach  of  this  work,  such  as  hauling  of  sand,  stone,  lamber  and 
cement,  and  even  to  the  moving  of  the  dirt  from  the  ezcavatioDB  for 
ponds  and  hatchery,  was  done  by  myself  and  assistant. 

We  need  several  good  breeding  ponds  for  bass  and  carp,  which  can 
be  constructed  at  small  etpense,  as  they  are  not  required  of  any  great 
depth.  But  we  must  have  the  room  to  handle  bass  of  the  various 
varieties,  such  as  the  large  and  small-mouth  black  bass,  silver  and 
calico  bass,  in  order  to  materially  aid  in  the  work  of  replenishing  our 
streams,  any  of  which  are  admirably  adapted  to  all  these  varieties. 

Spirit  and  Okoboji  Lakes,  that  were  stocked  by  Oommissioner 
Shaw  with  silver  bass  several  years  ago,  are  now  literally  alive  with 
them.  Quite  a  number  of  this  variety  {Roccus  chryaaopa)  were  taken 
this  season,  weighing  from  three  to  four  pounds.  Our  people  very 
highly  prize  them,  and  their  gaminess  makes  them  much  sought  after 
by  experts  with  the  rod  and  reel. 

Their  extreme  hardiness  and  their  ability  to  combat  even  with  the 
much  maligned  pickerel,  make  them  a  valuable  acquisition  to  oar 
inland  waters.  With  one  or  two  more  breeding  ponds  for  oarp,  we 
will  be  enabled  to  supply  the  total  demand  of  oar  State  for  stocking 
ponds,  and  the  demands  are  quite  numerous;  the  number  supplied  in 
1S86  by  the  United  States  Oommissioner,  through  the  Iowa  Commis- 
sioner, being  about  350,  besides  many  that  were  supplied  direct  from 
the  ponds  at  Washington. 

I  would  not  recommend  any  further  expense  of  experimenting  in 
stocking  our  lakes  and  streams  with  white  fish,  lake  trout,  salmon 
and  other  varieties,  such  as  have  been  so  extensively  distributed 
throughout  the  State.  No  good  results  can  reasonably  be  expected 
of  putting  such  fish  in  many  of  the  shallow  lakes  that  have  been  90 
stocked,  and  no  such  results  have  been  observed,  for  with  the  ex- 
ception of  brook  trout  planted  in  the  natural  brook  trout  streams  in 
northeastern  Iowa,  no  reports  have  been  received  concerning  the 
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millions  of  fry  planted,  with  perhaps  the  exception  of  a  few  white 
fish  taken  from  West  Okobojl  Lake,  and  this  lake  is  an  exception  in 
the  Iowa  lake  system  as  to  the  depth  aod  parity  of  its  water. 

The  almost  unprecedented  dry  season  of  1886  was  very  discourag- 
ing to  the  multitude  throughout  the  State  just  making  a  start  in  fish 
culture.  Many  ponds  dried  up  entirely,  and  many  others  were  so  low 
that,  if  not  frozen  to  the  bottom  during  the  following  winter,  the  fish 
were  so  closely  confined  that  they  perished  from  suffocation.  Even 
in  some  of  our  moderate  sized  lakes  fish  died  and  were  washed  upon 
the  shore  in  such  quantities  that  the  stench  was  intolerable. 

These  same  lakes  and  ponds  have  for  many  years  afforded  not  only 
an  immeasurable  fund  of  sport,  but  an  abundance  of  good  f ood-fisb ; 
and  it  should  be  among  the  first  efforts  of  the  Commission,  as  soon 
as  they  regain  their  usual  stage  of  water,  to  restock  them  with  natiye 
fishes,  such  as  have  proven  best  adapted  to  their  respective  waters. 
It  is  hardly  probable  that  a  repetition  of  such  a  series  of  dry  seasoiis 
as  1886  and  1887  will  occur  for  many  years. 

The  Commission  has  constant  demands  for  native  fish  for  the  pur- 
pose of  restocking  of  such  ponds  and  lakes,  and  were  we  in  posses- 
sion of  funds  sufficient  we  could  supply  all  demands,  by  seining  the 
bayous  and  shoal  ponds  along  our  border  rivers.  These  shoal  places 
are  formed  by  the  filling  up  of  the  old  river  beds  and  smaller 
depressions  during  the  spring  freshets,  and  on  the  receding  of  the 
waters  leaving  many  spawners  of  different  varieties  imprisoned. 
These  ponds  are  good  breeding  grounds  and  the  fall  finds  them  alive 
with  small  fry  t)iat  must  surely  perish  before  spring.  Commissioner 
Shaw  reports  the  seining  of  and  transplanting  of  millions  of  fry  from 
such  waters  to  inland  streams  and  lakes.  His  work  in  this  line  was 
highly  commended  by  our  neighboring  Commissioners  and  all  other 
persons  that  have  taken  pains  to*  investigate  the  work  done  in  this 
line. 

I  do  not  think  Mr.  Shaw's  work  was  appreciated  by  the  public,  for 
millions  of  our  choicest  fish  are  annually  bred  in  these  ponds,  and  in 
fact  many  times  the  amount  that  we  can  hope  to  propagate  at  our 
hatchery,  and  at  an  expense  of  but  a  few  hundred  dollars  annually 
they  could  be  transplanted  to  the  head  waters  of  our  streams  and 
thus  distributed  throughout  the  State. 
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NECESSARY  APPROPRIATIONS. 

BREEDING   PONDS. 

There  sbould  be  appropriated,  in  order  to  systematioallj  carry  on 
the  work  of  the  CommisBioD,  $500  for  the  constraotion  of  a  system  of 
breeding  ponds.  By  having  ample  pond  room  there  is  no  reason  why 
we  cannot  have  thousands  of  bass  of  the  several  varieties  for  distri- 
bution each  season. 

HATCHING   HOUSE. 

Two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  to  complete  the  hatching  house.  It 
should  be  thoroughly  painted,  and  we  need  an  office  partitioned  off 
on  the  upper  floor.  The  hatching  room  should  be  ceiled,  as  in  its 
present  condition  it  will  be  very  uncomfortable  attending  to  necessary 
Work  during  the  severe  cold  weather. 

BNFOBCEKBNT   OF   FISH   LAW. 

If  the  Commission  follows  up  the  customary  work  of  ferreting  oat 
and  prosecuting  the  violators  of  our  fish  laws  the  expense,  including 
railroad  fare,  will  be  heavy  and  will  demand  an  appropriation  of  not 
less  than  $1,000  per  annum. 

NEOBSSABT   HELP. 

It  is  also  unavoidable  that  the  Commissioner  have  in  his  employ 
some  person   capable  of  attending  to  all  work  pertaining  to  the 

* 

hatchery  and  looking  after  the  fish  in  the  preserves  during  his  ab- 
sence.   This  cannot  be  done  with  Jess  than  $40  per  month. 

INCIDENTAL   EXPENSES. 

The  incidental  expenses  of  the  distribution  of  fish,  the  purchase 
of  fish  eggs,  repairs  and  numerous  niinor  expenses  will  require  not 
less  than  $1,000  per  annum. 

I  would  estimate  that  not  less  than  $6,000  will  be  necessary  for  the 
expenses  of  the  next  biennial  period,  including  the  needed  improve- 
ments. 

It  is  poor  economy  to  have  the  appropriations  so  limited  that  what^ 
ever  is  to  be  undertaken  cannot  be  well  done. 
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There  are  few  among  the  many  oommissions  of  the  United  States 
that  are  limited  to  a  less  amount,  and  many  have  a  maoh  larger  sum 
besides  having  two  or  more  members  on  their  commission. 

On  account  of  the  abolishing  of  the  ofBce  of  Assistant  Commis- 
sioner all  duties  pertaining  to  the  Commission  devolve  upon  one 
man,  and  all  assistance  that  he  may  require  has  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
biennial  appropriation,  making  quite  a  draft  on  funds  that  have  hith- 
erto been  applied  to  minor  'expenses. 

The  work  of  enforcing  the  laws  for  the  protection  of  fish,  so  vig- 
orously and  fearlessly  performed  by  Mr.  Aldrich  during  his  last  year 
was  fruitful  of  much  good,  and  yet  only  more  clearly  demonstrates 
how  lightly  a  certain  element  in  our  great  commonwealth  looks  upon 
this  class  of  laws. 

Men  that  consider  themselves  law  abiding  citizens  and  that  are 
above  reproach  in  all  social  and  business  relations  appear  to  totally 
ignore  and  must  heedlessly  violate  these  laws  relating  to  the  protec- 
tion of  game  and  fish,  and  for  mere  sport  trespass  upon  the  public 
rights.  The  fact  that  certain  laws  do  not  meet  with  their  approval, 
or  that  the  ownership  is  vested  in  the  people,  does  not  warrant  such 
conduct,  and  they  should  more  seriously  consider  the  example  that 
they  set.  Surely  the  fact  that  this  class  violate  the  laws  for  sport 
and  another  for  pecuniary  reasons  does  not  lessen-  the  responsibility 
resting  upon  them  as  citizens. 

We  have  another  element  in  almost  every  county  in  Iowa  that  de- 
fies the  law,  and  defies  it  in  a  manner  that  makes  it  dot  only  exceed- 
ingly unpleasant  for  the  neighborhood  but  dangerous  to  any  one  that 
has  the  courage  to  say  *'  stop,"  or  the  manhood  to  file  information  be- 
fore some  peace  officer  and  insist  on  the  enforcement  of  the  law. 

Such  do  we  find  the  case  to  be  throughout  the  State.  Here  a 
clique  of  men,  who,  if  not  openly,  do  secretly  and  at  night  continu- 
ally strive  to  make  a  livelihood  by  seining,  dynamiting  or  trapping 
fish,  and  this  work,  interspersed  by  petty  thieving  meantime,  mutter- 
ing threats  of  shooting,  barn  burning,  etc.,  if  interfered  with.  The 
Fish  Commissioner  is  then  called  upon  to  ferret  out  and  prosecute 
these  violators. 

This  business  must,  if  followed  up,  occupy  much  time  and  incur 
considerable  expense.  When  such  offenders  are  brought  to  justice, 
many  good,  upright  citizens  and  business  men  come  to  us  and  say, 
^*  Now,  don't  use  our  names  in  connection  with  this  matter,  for  it  will 
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hart  oar  basiness;"  or,  'Hhat  the  gailty  party  is  a  neighbor;"  orthAt 
they  fear  personal  violence. 

On  the  other  hand  we  meet  many  who  see  the  neoessity  of  extend- 
ing to  the  Fish  Commission  their  faithful  co-op  aration  and  good  will 
if  any  effective  results  are  to  be  achieved  by  its  efforts  in  sappressing 
such  unlawful  work.  And  it  must  be  suppressed  if  the  work  of  re- 
stocking Iowa's  waters  by  the  Commission  is  suooessfol,  for  the  oon- 
stant  dredging  of  our  streams  and  lakes  by  the  various  methods  em- 
ployed by  these  violators  will  exhaust  the  supply  faster  than  mj 
Commission  can  ever  hope  to  replenish.  This  matter  should  have 
the  serious  attention  of  all  those  who  think  the  cause  worthy  of 
public  support.  These  things  are  spoken  of  to  show  to  those  who 
think  the  Commission  lukeworm  in  attending  to  the  interests  of  the 
people  what  we  have  to  contend  with. 

The  expense  of  such  work  is  necessarily  heavy,  and  during  the  last 
year  I  have  been  obliged,  on  account  of  a  shortage  of  funds,  to  refer 
many  parties  making  complaints  of  open  violations  of  the  law  to  the 
county  attorneys  of  their  respective  counties,  trusting  that  they  woald 
give  the  matter  such  attention  as  the  case  may  require. 

FISH    AND    QAUm   CLUBS. 

The  numerous  fish  and  game  clubs  throughout  the  poantryare 
doing  good  work  and  are  really  the  most  effective  assistance  we  can 
hope  for.  The  guilty  ones  fear  them  and  are  very  careful  how  they 
operate  in  the  vicinity  of  any  of  these  clubs.  In  quite  a  namber  of 
instances  they  offer  a  reward  for  such  information  as  resalts  in  con- 
viction. Thus  making  it  of  some  pecuniary  object  for  the  police 
and  detective  forces  of  our  cities  and  towns  to  make  Special  efforts 
to  apprehend  this  class  of  law  breakers. 

It  is  made  the  duty  of  all  members  to  report  any  violations  com- 
ing under  their  observation  to  the  secretary  of  the  club  and  his  daty 
to  file  information  before  some  peace  officer.  In  most  instances  the 
club  membership  includes  one  or  more  attorneys  who  mostg^D^^' 
ously  offer  their  professional  services  to  prosecute  any  cases  started 
through  the  instrumentality  of  their  associations. 

NBBDBD   LEGISLATION. 

None  but  those  who  have  had  occasion  to  study  our  fish  laws  id 
detail  are  aware  of  the  great  necessity  for  further  legislation  i^  ^^^ 
line. 
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The  present  law  forbidding  the  taking  of  iish  ^*  by  spearing  with 
gaff,  spear  or  other  devise  any  fish  from  any  of  the  permanent  lakes 
or  ponds  or  inlets  or  outlets  thereto  within  the  State  of  Iowa  between 
the  first  day  of  November  and  the  thirty-first  day  of  May  following,'^ 
should  cover  all  Iowa  waters. 

The  spearing  of  fish  in  the  mill  ponds  and  deep  pools  throughout 
the  length  of  our  principal  rivers  is  carried  on  to  quite  an  extent  and 
is  in  the  eyes  of  all  those  interested  in  the  preservation  of  our  food 
fishes  an  exceedingly  important  item  that  needs  looking  after.  I 
have  received  many  communications  from  all  parts  of  the  State  re- 
lating to  the  work. 

The  numerous  complaints  by  the  press  during  the  winter  and 
spring  of  1887  show  in  what  light  they  look  upon  this  method  of 
destruction. 

The  proof  of  parties  using  seines  or  nets  should  be  evidence  suffi- 
cient to  convict  for  violations  of  the  clause  prohibiting  the  taking 
of  fish  by  seines  or  nets.  People  do  not  oion  and  use  seines  without 
the  intent  of  taking  fish. 

THB   USB   OF   DYNAMITE. 

The  killing  of  fish  by  the  use  of  dynamite  is  perhaps  the  most 
wanton 'destructioif. known.  During  such  exceedingly  dry  seasons  as 
we  have  had  in  1886-7,  when  our  streams  are  reduced  in  some  in- 
stances to  a  mere  succession  of  pools,  connected  by  a  small  stream 
easily  stepped  across,  malicious  persons  have  followed  up  and  down 
these  water  courses  exploding  dynamite  cartridges  in  these  deep 
pools  killing  everything — both  threat  and  small — fish  that  are  mar- 
ketable and  those  out  of  season  and  totally  unfit  for  use — culling  the 
good  ones  out  and  allowing  all  others  to  lie  and  rot  oi^  the  banks. 

Our  State  Board  of  Health  appealed  to  me  in  one  instance  to  sup- 
press this  supposed  violation  of  the  law.  I  took  pains  to  investigate 
the  matter  to  satisfy  myself  whether  it  was  the  work  of  dynamite  or 
not  and  found  parties  that  witnessed  the  work,  and  that  had  reported 
the  result  to  Dr.  Kennedy  but  we  are  powerless  under  the  statutes. 

CABP   AND   CASP   CULTUBB   IN  IOWA. 

There  seems  to  be  quite  a  diversity  of  opinion  as  to  the  value  of 
the  carp  as  a  food  fish  even  among  those  who  have  spent  much  time- 
and  expense  in  their  culture.

We  have^  in  my  opinion^  fish  of  better  quality  among  the  native 
fishes  of  Iowa,  but  their  rapidity  of  growth  and  apparent  hardinefis 
under  conditions  necessarily  fatal  to  many  of  our  natives  commend 
them  to  all  people  embarking  in  fish  culture. 

With  but  few  exceptions  under  my  observation  in  our  State,  they 
are  raised  in  ponds  of  sluggish,  impure  water,  and  any  person  ei- 
peoting  to  take  fine  flavored,  firm-fleshed  fish  from  such  waters  will 
continue  to  be  disappointed  as  to  their  edible  qualities.  Simply  be- 
cause they  are  of  such  hardy  nature  that  they  will  thrive  and  multi- 
ply in  such  water  does  follow  that  such  ponds  are  necessary  for  8ao> 
cessful  carp  culture.  The  idea  so  prevalent  throughout  the  oonntry 
that  carp  can  be  reared  in  any  sort  of  a  pond  is  a  mistaken  one  and 
many  people  have  been  deluded  by  this  notion  and  have  made  appli- 
cation for  and  received  the  necessary  supply  of  carp  for  a  fair  start 
in  the  business,  deposited  them  in  their  supposed  model  ponds  never 
to  see  them  again. 

Among  the  many  causes  of  this  seemingly  mysterious  disappear- 
ance are: 

First.  Enemies  that  their  ponds  contain  that  are  certain  destmo- 
tion  to  the  young  fry  such  as  turtles,  water-snakes  and  fish  of  preda- 
tory nature. 

Second,  Ponds  so  shallow  in  their  deepest  parts  that  if  not  freei- 
ing  entirely  to  the  bottom,  all  fish  smother  in  what  little  foal  water 
remains. 

Third.  Surface  drainage  from  some  field  fertalized  with  compost 
that  is  fatal  to  them,  and  not  unfrequent  are  ponds  constructed  acroM 
a  draw  or  ravine  that  in  ordinary  weather  supplies  only  a  small 
quantity  of  water,  but,  at  times  of  heavy  rains  are  subject  to  moder- 
ate floods  and  the  screens  constructed  to  restrain  the  fish  are  either 
overrun  or  swept  away  together  with  all  the  fish. 

It  is  much  better  to  build  ponds  at  one  side  of  the  natural  water 
course  so  that  at  times  of  having  freshets  the  surplus  water  c&n  pa«6 
without  injury  to  the  embankments. 

A  part  of  the  flow  sufficient  for  all  purposes  can  be  conveyed  into 
such  ponds  by  tapping  the  stream  at  a  sufficient  distance  aboye  to 
gain  the  required  head  to  fill  the  ponds. 

Ponds  constructed  by  draining  small  creeks  or  spring  runs  are 
treacherous  affairs  and  are  not  to  be  relied  upon  for  fish  ponds. 

Quite  a  number  of  Iowa  farmers  are  this  season  putting  their  carp 
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on  the  market  and  finding  ready  sale  at  good  priceB,  and  I  hope  soon 
to  see  many  more  doing  so. 

But  many  will  find  that  if  they  desire  a  really  marketable  fish  from 
their  carp  ponds  that  they  must  either  snpply  them  with  purer  water 
or  have  a  market  pond  in  whioh  to  confine  such  as  they  intend  to 
market  for  a  few  weeks  prior  to  marketing  them,  in  order  to  remove 
the  muddy  flavor. 

The  best  of  our  game  fishes  if  they  would  survive  at  all  in  some  of 
these  slimy  water-holes  called  fish  ponds«  would  soon  become  as  fully 
permeated  with  the  mud  flavor  as  the  carp. 

M.  Y.  McMaster,  of  Postville,  Iowa,  received  in  1883,  through  the 
Iowa  Fish  Commission  twenty  carp,  and  has  made  answer  to  a  series 
of  questions  propounded,  which  I  will  insert  for  the  benefit  of  the 
public. 

What  is  the  size  and  depth  of  your  carp  pond? 

Answer.     One  acre  and  six  feet  deep. 

What  is  your  water  supply? 

Answer.    A  spring  flowing  nine  gallons  per  minute. 

Have  you  any  other  fish  in  the  pond  with  them? 

Answer.    No. 

When  did  you  receive  your  first  stock? 

Answer.    April,  1883. 

What  has  been  your  success? 

Answer.    Perfect. 

How  many  have  you  sold? 

Answer.    Since  April,  1887,  one  thousand. 

How  many  have  you  on  hand  now? 

Answer.    Several  hundred  thousand. 

Do  you  feed  them,  and  if  so,  what? 

Answer.  I  only  feed  them  for  experiment.  Com -meal  is  the  most- 
satisfactory. 

Do  you  find  them  a  good  food  fish? 

Answer.    Yes,  first  class. 

In  order  to  successfully  use  spring  water  of  so  ample  a  flow  as  Mr. 
McMaster  uses,  the  pond  must  be  large  and  should  be  quite  shallow 
in  a  greater  part  of  it  in  order  to  have  the  water  warm  up  to  a  tem- 
perature agreeable  to  their  nature  and  habits. 

One  other  instance  of  practical  carp  culture  under  entirely  different 
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<>ondition8  will  perhaps  be  of  interest  to  those  making  preparations 
for  experiment  in  this  line. 

S.  W.  Coffin,  of  Fairfield,  Iowa,  makes  the  following  statement: 

I  reoeived  three  mirror  carp,  Jane  17,  1882.  Have  f oar  ponds  of 
one-foarth  acre  each  from  one  to  six  feet^  deep;  clay  bottom.  Ail 
artificial  ponds.  These  ponds  can  be  drained  by  the  ase  of  the  syphon. 
No  other  fish  are  allowed  in  the  ponds.  There  is  no  water  flowing 
throagh  these  ponds  and  they  are  supplied  by  rain  fall  only.  The 
water  becomes  very  warm  in  the  sammer  and  freezes  one-half  to  two 
feet  deep  in  the  winter. 

White  water  lillies  are  the  principal  plants  growing  in  my  pond^. 
I  keep  the  ponds  free  from  water-snakes,  turtles,  etc.,  so  far  as  is  pos- 
sible.   I  feed  my  carp  three  times  each  week  on  corn- meal  mash. 

My  carp  spawned  first  at  three  years  old,  and  have  prodaoed  many 
thousands.  I  have  sold  thousands  for  stocking  ponds  and  have  many 
thousands  on  hand. 

Those  now  on  hand  will  measure  from  three  to  twenty-eight  inohes 
long  and  weigh  as  high  as  sixteen  pounds.  We  eat  them  principally 
in  the  spring  and  they  are  of  good  edible  quality. 

The  chief  difficulty  in  Mr.  Coffin's  experience  has  been  to  keep 
them  from  suffocating  under  the  ice. 

Here  we  have  two  extreme  cases,  the  first  a  bountif  al  sapply  of  6old 
spring- water,  located  in  the  northern  tier  of  counties  in  Iowa,  and  the 
other  not  having  any  regular  fiow  of  water  through  the  ponds  and 
located  in  next  to  the  southern  tier  of  counties  in  the  State.  Both 
parties  report  the  best  of  results  and  unstinted  praise  as  to  their 
edible  qualities. 

These  are  certainty  most  encouraging  reports,  and  present  no  com- 
plication not  readily  overcome  by  almost  any  farmer  in  Iowa. 

The  flowing  wells  can  almost  be  counted  by  the  hundreds,  and  any 
of  these  will  furnish  a  series  of  ponds  capable,  not  only  of  furnish- 
ing the  owners  with  an  abundant  supply  of  fish  at  a  very  small  ex* 
pense,  but  will  furnish  them  in  quantities  sufficient  to  repay  them  for 
all  outlay,  say  nothing  of  the  pleasure  derived  from  having  such  a 
recourse  of  amusement  under  their  own  control. 

Springs  and  creeks  can  also  be  utilized  for  the  same  purpose,  and 
even  a  good  well  of  water,  with  wind  mill  power  for  pumping  can  be 
used  for  a  two  fold  purpose. 

Wesley  Belknap,  of  Gk>ldfield,  Iowa,  has  a  pond  of  several  acres 
4iupplied  by  an  artesian  well  that  affords  him  much  profit  not  only 
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from  the  fish  but  from  the  qnantities  of  ice  annually  oat  from  its  sur- 
face. 

Charles  H.  Watkins,  of  Story  City,  also  has  a  fine  pond  on  the 
highest  part  of  his  farm,  built  by  throwing  up  an  embankment  en- 
closing about  forty  acres,  supplied  by  a  flowing  well. 

The  water  of  both  of  these  wells  is  quite  highly  impregnated  with 
mineral,  but  not  withstanding  this  they  have  an  abundance  of  fine 
fish  of  several  kinds. 

C.  Gtotohel,  of  Meriden,  Cherokee  county,  has  five  acres  in  ponds, 
supplied  by  a  number  of  springs. 

He  states  that  his  family  consumes  about  800  pounds  annually,  and 
that  at  one  time  during  the  season  of  1886  he  sold  over  $30  worth  of 
fish;  people  coming  to  his  farm  for  them.  Many  more  instances 
could  be  cited  where  individuals  have  been  very  successful  in  fish 
culture  in  Iowa. 

I  \TUbt  that  the  Commission  will  be  placed  on  such  financial  footing 
next  season  as  to  be  able  to  assist  all  persons  applying  for  assistance 
in  stocking  ponds,  and  to  be  prepared  to  plant  many  thousands  of  all 
the  most  valuable  kinds  of  native  fish  in  Iowa  lakes  and  streams. 

The  following  letter  from  the  U.  S.  Fish  Commissioner  will  explain 
why  some  of  the  applicants  ifor  carp  in  1886  were  disappointed  in  not 
receiving  the  carp  applied  for.

Dbar  Sir:  It  is  with  great  regaet  that  we  find  ourselves  unable  to  com- 
ply with  your  request  for  an  additional  supply  of  carp  for  the  public  pur- 
lie  purposes  of  your  State,  this,  in  consequence  of  the  scanty  crop  of  the 
flsh—scarcely  one-third  of  which  tiad  been  expected  from  the  experience  of 
previous  seasons.  You  are  perhaps  aware  that  the  U.  S.  Carp  l^onds  are 
situated  on  the  edge  of  the  Potomac  River,  adjacent  to  the  so-called  flats, 
which  have  been  in  process  of  reclamation^  under  the  direction  of  the  gen- 
eral government,  for  some  considerable  time.  During  the  past  year  the 
work  of  reclamation  has  been  extended  to  the  edge  of  the  ponds,  and  the 
filling  in  all  around  them  has  completely  obstructed  their  outlet  to  the  Po- 
tomac; consequently,  instead  of  being  able  to  drain  off  the  ponds  in  the 
early  spring  and  fall,  and  thus  get  rid  of  all  the  injurious  fish  that  make 
their  way  into  them,  we  were  obliged  to  keep  them  in  their  present  condi- 
tion until  lately,  when  they  were  pumped  out.  We  then  learned  that  many 
thousands  of  perch,  sunfish,  eels,  etc.— greater  in  number  than  carp  them- 
aelves— -were  existing  in  the  ponds.    An  application  has  been  made  to  Con- 
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gress  for  an  appropriation  to  construct  an  outlet  that  will  f uUy  restore  the 
ponds  to  their  original  condition,  and  enable  us  to  keep  them  as  they  shoald 
be  kept.  This  we  hope  to  obtain.  W  e  shall  then  put  in  a  culvert  as  soon  as 
the  pasty  mud  has  hardened  sufficiently  to  excavate  it.

I  cannot,  from  any  information  at  hand,  give  a  detailed  report  of 
the  operation  of  the  Commission  from  July  1, 1885.  to  May  19, 1886; 
at  the  latter  date  I  assumed  control  of  the  affairs  of  the  Commission. 
In  the  fall  of  1885  there  was  quite  an  extensive  distribution  of  carp 
made  by  Mr.  Aldrich  for  the  United  States  Commissioners;  also  in 
the  spring  of  1886  he  made  distribution  of  about  125,000  brook 
trout,  as  tabulated  in  my  report. 

I  found  many  unsettled  accounts,  but  also  found  in  the  State  treas- 
ury, to  the  credit  of  the  Fish  Commission,  more  than  sufficient  funds 
to  disburse  them.  As  to  the  work  of  the  Assistant  Commissioner  at 
the  branch  hatchery,  I  believe  nothing  in  the  way  of  propagation  was 
attempted  during  this  time,  and  aside  from  the  salary  of  the  Assist- 
ant Commissioner,  and  the » rental  of  his  private  fish  hatchery,  there 
were  but  a  few  small  items  of  expense. 

In  performing  the  duties  of  Fish  Commissioner  of  Iowa,  I  have 
endeavored  to  conduct  the  affairs  in  the  most  economical  manner 
possible,  consistent  with  thorough  work  and  substantial  improvement. 

The  new  grounds  were  without  any  manner  of  shade  trees.  I 
transplanted  upward  of  fifty  native  trees,  and  notwithstanding  the 
extreme  drouth  saved  nearly  all  of  them.  I  fenced  the  grounds  on 
the  unprotected  sides  with  barbed  wire  fencing.  Put  down  a  good 
well,  and  otherwise  improved  the  grounds  to  the  best  of  my  ability. 

I  found  it  utterly  impossible  to  attend  the  numerous  requests  to 
visit  sections  of  the  State  in  which  violations  of  the  fish  laws  were 
reported.  It  would  incur  an  expense  far  beyond  the  appropriatiooB 
for  my  use  during  this  biennial  period. 
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I  have  endeavored  to  make  as  conciBe  a  statement  of  the  work  and 
expenditures  of  the  Commission  as  possible,  and  have  on  file  in  the 
office  of  the  Auditor  of  State,  together  with  the  files  in  my  office,  a 
complete  list  of  all  articles  and  items  of  expenditures,  with  receipts 
therefor.

To  the  Iko€niy'$eo(md  G^ener€U  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Iowa: 

Your  oommittee  appointed  by  oonourrent  resolatioii  of  the  Twenty- 
fieoond  General  Assembly  to  visit  the  State  Fish  Hatching  House  at 
Spirit  Lake,  ask  leave  to  snbmit  the  following  report: 

That  pursuant  to  an  agreement  between  the  several  members  of 
the  committee,  an  endeavor  was  made  to  reach  Spirit  Lake  and  meet 
for  duty  on  Friday,  Janaary  21st.  That  after  traveling  a  great  part 
of  the  distance,  it  was  found  impossible  for  two  of  the  members  of 
said  committee  to  reach  said  point  on  account  of  the  snow  blockade, 
which  continued  until  the  expiration  of  the  vacation  of  the  Assembly 
for  visiting  the  State  institutions. 

Tour  committee,  therefore,  returned  to  Des  Moines  for  duty  with* 
out  having  accomplished  the  proposed  examination;  and  again  on 
Tuesday,  February  6th,  went  to  Spirit  Lake  to  visit  said  Fish  Hatch- 
ery, which  is  under  the  control  of  Fish  Commissioner  B.  D.  Carleton, 
and  located  one  and  one  half  miles  northeast  from  the  village  of 
Spirit  Lake. 

The  property  on  which  the  hatching  house  is  located  consists  of 
three  and  forty-seven  hundredths  acres  of  land,  finely  situated  imme- 
diately south  of  the  track  of  the  Burlington,  Cedar  Rapids  &  North- 
em  Railway,  and  in  close  proximity  to  the  Oleans  Hotel,  at  said 
place. 

This  property  was  deeded  to  the  State  by  the  Spirit  Lake  Hotel 
A  Transportation  Company  and  the  Cedar  Rapids  A  Iowa  Falls  Land 
A  Town  Lot  Company.  The  first  deed  from  said  Hotel  A  Transpor- 
portation  Company,  which  conveys  three  acres  of  said  land,  however, 
provides  that  in  case  the  use  of  said  property  as  a  fish  hatchery  is 
discontinued  by  the  State,  then  the  land  so  conveyed  shall  revert  to 
the  said  Hotel  A  Transportation  Company. 

Tour  committee  found  that  this  property  was  fended  with  wire, 
that  the  hatching  house  consisted  of  a  frame  building,  20  x  40  feet, 
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with  14  feet  front,  with  stone  fpundation  4^  feet  high,  with  oemented 
floor  and  ^ides;  said  buildings  being  not  finished  inside. 

We  found  that  the  Commissioner  had  put  a  temporary  partition  in 
said  building,  inclosing  a  space  of  about  20  x  20  feet  square,  for 
hatching  purposes.  In  this  space  we  found  two  troughs,  throuf^h 
which  the  water  passes,  containing  trays  of  fish  spawn  in  process  of 
incubation,  there  being,  as  we  were  informed,  90,000  lake  trout  eggs 
and  50,000  brook  trout  eggs,  same  haying  been  furnished  by  the 
United  States  Fish  Commissioner  free  of  charge  to  the  State. 

We  also  found  numerous  troughs,  trays  and  other  appliances  for 
hatching  purposes,  not  now  in  use,  but  stored  in  the  unused  part  of 
the  building  mentioned  above. 

We  were  also  informed  that  in  addition  to  the  said  buildlDg  there 
had  been  dug  five  ponds,  10  z  20  feet  each,  cemented,  etc.,  two  ponds 
each  26  z  85  feet,  and  one  25  z  ^75  feet;  making  in  all  eight  ponds,  in 
which  the  Commissioner  states  that  he  has  24  big  mouth  black  bass, 
four  years  old,  85  mirror  carp,  three  and  four  years  old;  of  other 
varieties  of  carp,  about  250,  also  about  500  silver  bass,  15  adult  gold 
fish  and  10  goldsides;  these  are  the  breeding  fish  now  on  hand. 

Tour  committee  wish  to  say  that  these  ponds  were  entirely  covered 
with  snow  and  ice  during  our  visit  and  we  could  not  see  them. 

There  has  been  considerable  losses  and  ezpenses  expended  in  dig* 
ging  trenches  and  laying  pipes  out  into  the  lake  for  the  purpose  of 
conducting  the  water  to  the  hatchery. 

There  seems  to  be  a  large  demand  from  various  parts  of  the  State 
for  the  different  varieties  of  native  fish  as  is  shown  by  the  corres- 
pondence in  the  office  of  the  Commissioner. 

We  find,  on  a  careful  investigation  of  the  books  of  Mr.  CarletOD, 
the  Commissioner,  that  the  appropriation  made  by  the  Twenty  first 
General  Assembly,  has  been  carefully  disbursed,  for  a  detailed  state- 
ment of  this  we  refer  to  the  Commissioner's  printed  report  now  on 
file  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State. 

No  indebtedness  has  been  incurred  by  the  said  Commissioner,  bat 
the  appropriation  for  the  last  biennial  period  is  now  about  exhausted. 

The  Commissioner  has  in  his  employ  one  laborer,  Ole  Bjorson  by 
name,  at  a  salary  of  $80.00  per  month,  without  board. 

Beside  the  property  described  above,  the  State  owns  in  connection 
with  the  Commission,  a  horse  and  some  vehicles  which  are  not  of 
very  great  value. 

Including  the  expenses  incurred  by  the  Commissioner,  in  traveling 
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Tonnd  uid  endeayoring  to  proaeoate  violators  of  the  laws  against  the 
destmotion  of  our  natiye  fish»  the  yarions  improyements  on  the  plant 
referred  to  above,  etc.,  the  whole  amount  expended  in  oondaoting  the 
Commission,  sinoe  the  same  came  into  the  hands  of  Mr.  Carleton,  is 
not  very  considerable.  Still  your  committee  feel  called  upon  to  say 
that  the  showing  made  by  this  Institution  is  not  very  encouraging, 
and  we  would  respectfully  suggest  that  if  the  Commission  is  to  be 
continued  and  reflect  any  credit  on  the  State,  the  Commissioner 
should  be  furnished  sufficient  funds  to  carry  on  the  work  with  much 
greater  efficiency  than  has  been  attained  in  the  past  biennial  period. 

Much  expense  is  incurred  in  answering  the  calls  to  various  parts  of 
the  State  in  prosecutions  for  violations  of  the  laws  referred  to  above. 
Your  committee  would  suggest  that  such  prosecutions  could  be  more 
economically  conducted  by  allowing  them  to  be  attended  to  by  local 
parties,  which  is  more  practically  under  our  present  system  of  county 
attorneys  than  formerly. 

We  do  not  feel  like  advising  a  discontinuance  of  the  work  at  Spirit 
Lake,  as  the  correspondence  in  the  Commissioner's  office  shows  that 
a  certain  degree  of  interest  is  taken  in  the  project  by  many  citixens 
of  the  State. 

We  also  feel  that  the  time  has  been  too  short  since  the  removal  of 
the  Commission  to  this  point  for  very  satisfactory  results  to  be  ac- 
complished, still  we  would  suggest  (that  if  the  Commission  is  con- 
tinued) great  effort  shall  be  made  by  the  Commissioner,  who  by  the 
way,  appears  to  be  a  careful,  hard  working  and  painstaking  officer,  to 
make  a  better  showing  at  an  early  date.  The  building  ought  to  be 
finished  at  once  and  other  needed  improvements  effected  as  soon  as 
possible,  thus  placing  the  Institution  on  a  footing  to  reflect  more 
credit  on  the  State  during  the  present  biennial  period. 

In  conclusion,  your  committee  would  recommend  that  an  appropria- 
tion of  $8,000.00  be  made  for  continuing  the  work  of  the  Commis- 
sion  at  Spirit  Lake.

FINAL  REPORT  OF  THE  CAPITOL  COMMISSIONERS. 


To  his  Excellency^  William  Labrabbb,  Oovemor  of  the  State  of 
Iowa: 

The  Commiggioners  appointed  by  the  act  of  the  Fourteenth  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  entitled  **An  act  to  provide  a  State  Capitol,  approved 
April  13,  1870,^  and  charged  with  the  execution  of  the  provisions  of 
law  in  respect  to  the  erection  of  the  Capitol,  resplslfuUy  submit  this 
their  final  report. 

The  act  to  provide  a  State  Capitol  was  approved  April  18,  1870. 
By  its  terms  the  Governor  was  made  ex-offlcio  President  of  the  Board, 
and  six  Commissioners  were  to  be  chosen  by  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives ;  also,  two  Commissioners  for  the  State  at  large 
were  named  in  the  bill,  General  G.  M.  Dodge  and  Hon.  James  F. 
Wilson.  They  were  to  hold  their  office  for  the.  term  of  two  years. 
The  Commissioners  were  charged  with  the  execution  of  the  provis- 
ions of  the  law,  were  required  to  give  bonds  to  the  amount  of  fifty 
thousand  dollars  each,  and  to  receive  as  their  only  compensation  five 
dollars  per  day  and  their  actual  traveling  expenses. 

They  were  authorised  to  employ  an  architect,  to  determine  upon 
one  of  the  plans  for  a  Capitol  selected  by  the  Census  Board,  or  upon 
some  modification  thereof,  the  cost  of  which  should  not  exceed  the 
sum  of  $1,500,000,  and  were  directed  to  proceed  with  the  work.  The 
Board  was  required  to  advertise^for  all  contracts  in  amount  exceed- 
ing $1,000,  and  preference  was  to  be  given  on  the  same  ** quality  and 
terms"  to  bidders  living  in  the  State.  They. were  authorized  to  ap- 
point a  superintendent,  also  an  executive  committee  from  their  own 
.number. 

They  were  required  to  meet  in  Des  Moines  as  often  as  once  in 
three  months. .  All  payments  were  to  be  made  by  warrants  issued  by 
the  Auditor,  upon  certificate  of  the  superintendent  countersigned  by 
the  President  of  the  Board.  The  law  directed  that  the  building 
shoald  be  constructed  of  the  best  material,  to  be  fire  proof,  warmed 
and  ventilated  it  the  best  manner;  to  contain  suitable  legislative 
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halky  rooms  for  the  jndiciaryy  ezeontive  offioe,  library,  oommitteeB, 
for  the  arohives  and  ooUeotions  of  the  State  Agrioaltnral  Society, 
and  for  all  other  parposes  of  the  State  government ;  the  building  to 
be  erected  on  the  ground  held  by  the  State  for  that  purpose.  Section 
6  of  the  law  bo  dearly  ontlineB  the  policy  of  the  State  at  that  time, 
and  the  reasons  that  it  required  so  long  a  time  to  complete  the  build- 
ingy  that  we  give  the  section  in  full : 

^^SxoTioK  6.  No  money  hereby  appropriated  shall  be  paid  out 
until  the  Census  Board  shall  certify  to  tne  Treasurer  of  the  State 
that  the  resources  of  the  treasury,  without  increasing  the  rate  of  tax- 
ation, are  enlficient  to  meet  the  proposed  disbursements,  after  other 
appropriations  are  allowed." 

The  Board  organised  May  26,  1870,  and  appointed  a  committee  to 
examine  the  quaolisB  of  the  State  for  the  purpose  of  determining 
whether  suitable  stone  could  be  found  for  the  building. 

Under  their  instructions,  mechanical  and  chemical  tests  were  made 
by  Professor  Hinrichs  of  the  State  University,  and  Lieutenant  Butler 
of  the  Rock  Island  Arsenal,  which  satisfied  the  committee  that  suita- 
ble stone  could  be  found.  They  employed  Bdward  Clark,  architect 
of  the  capitol  extention  at  Washington,  to  aid  them  in  selecting 
plans,  and  for  the  purpose  of  modifying  the  plans  to  keep  the  cost 
within  the  limit  of  the  appropriation.  To  accomplish  the  latter  pur- 
pose Mr.  Clark  advised  leaving  out  the  basement  story,  making  the 
foliated  caps  of  the  columns  and  cornices  of  iron,  and  generally  dis- 
pensing with  the  ornamental  work  about  the  building,  leaving  off  the 
domes,  and  practically  putting  the  building  in  a  condition  where  at 
some  future  time  it  might  be  finished.  The  Commissioners  began 
the  construction  of  the  Capitol  in  June,  1871,  and  on  the  23d  day  of 
November  following  the  comer  stone  was  laid  with  imposing  cere- 
monies. The  Architect's  report  shows  that  at  that  time  three-fifths 
of  the  outside  walls  of  the  cellar  were  completed.  On  the  west  face 
of  the  corner-stone  the  following  was  carved :

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On  this  oooasion  an  introductory  addresB  was  made  by  the  Hon. 
Jas.  F.  Wilson,  an  hidtorical  address  by  his  Bzoellency,  Samuel 
Merrill,  Oovernor  of  Iowa,  a  poem  was  read  by  Hon.  J.  B.  Grinnell, 
and  an  address  by  the  Hon.  J'ohn  A..  Easson  on  the  presentation  to 
€k>Temor  Merrill  of  a  silver  trowel  by  the  arohiteots,  Cochrane  & 
Piquenard,  and  a  silver  mallet  by  the  local  superintendent,  James 
Appleyard. 

The  Commissioners  close  the  report  of  their  operations  for  the 
years  1870  and  1871  with  the  following  recommendations:  **That 
the  Board  should  be  so  modified  as  to  consist  of  not  to  exceed  three 
persons,  in  which  number  both  political  parties  should  be  represented, 
and  their  tenure  of  office  should  be  the  time  occupied  in  erecting  the 
building,  and  that  they  should  be  paid  a  salary  that  would  justify 
them  in  giving  their  whole  time  to  the  discharge  of  their  duties.' 
The  report  of  January  1, 1872,  shows  an  expenditure  of  $119,997.63. 
Acting  on  the  foregoing  suggestion,  the  Fourteenth  General  Assem- 
bly passed  an  **Act,  approved  April  10,  1878,  which  amended  the 
former  act,  and  established  a  Board  of  Commissioners,  consisting  of 
the  Governor,  who  should  be  ex^fficio  President  of  the  Board,  John 
O.  Foote  of  Des  Moines  countyi  Maturin  L.  Fisher  of  Clayton  county, 
R.  S.  Finkbine  and  Peter  A.  Dey  of  Johnson  county." 

This  Board  was  charged  with  the  execution  of  the  provisions  of 
law  in  respect  to  the  erection  of  the  Capitol.  It  was  specially  made 
their  duty  **  to  cause  the  present  foundation  and  material  on  hand  to 
be  carefully  and  skillfully  inspected  and  examined  with  regard  to 
the  quality  of  the  material  and  character  of  the  work,  and  cause  to 
be  changed,  rejected  and  removed  any  part  thereof  that  in  their  judg- 
ment did  not  conform  to  a  proper  standard  of  material  and  workman- 
«hip.  And  the  estimated  value  of  such  rejected  portions  should  not 
be  considered  in  determining  the  amount  authorized  to  be  expended 
in  the  construction  of  the  building.'' 

The  act  appropriated  for  the  prosecution  of  the  work  on  tbe  Capi- 
tol $100,000  for  the  year  1878,  and  $185,000  annually  thereafter  until 
the  amount  reached  $1,880,000.  The  Commissioners  were  further 
instructed  '^to  direct  all  their  action  with  a  view  of  the  completion 
of  the  building  for  the  sum  of  $1,')00,000." 

The  first  question  that  the  new  Commission  had  to  meet  was  the 
eost  of  the  building.  In  this  they  had  been  anticipated  by  the  old 
Board,  who  had  called  Mr.  Edward  Clark  to  their  assistance. 

Mr.  Clark  states  that  he  is  satisfied  that  the  estimate  is  twenty  per 
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oent  lem  than  the  aotual  oost,  and  to  reduoe  the  cost  to  the  limit  fixed 
by  law  advieeA  to  omit  the  attio  stories  and  domes,  also  the  great 
dome ;  to  nse  iron  stairways  for  the  interior  instead  of  stone,  iron 
capitals  to  large  columns,  the  bells  filled  in  with  stone,  to  make  the 
balustrades  and  main  cornice  of  cast  iron,  omit  all  unnecessary  orna- 
mental work  in  the  interior,  leave  out  the  basement  story  entirely^ 
reducing  the  height  of  the  building,  which,  he  thinks,  would  improve 
it,  and  putting  the  warming  and  ventilating  apparatus  inside  the 
building.  The  intimation,  in  Mr.  Clark's  report,  that  the  estimatea 
of  the  architects  were  twenty  per  cent  below  the  probable  cost,  in- 
duced the  Commissioners,  through  a  committee  selected  from  the 
Board,  to  make  an  independent  estimate.  This  committee  reported 
the  cost  from  the  plans  to  be  very  materially  larger  than  the  limit 
fixed  in  the  law.  The  say  that  two  courses  are  open  to  remedy  the 
the  excess— either  to  cheapen  the  material  and  workmanship  by  the 
substitution  of  something  inferior,  or  change  the  plans  and  reduce 
the  sice  of  the  building.  The  latter  they  do  not  consider  advisable^ 
as  with  the  present  basement  story,  which  Mr.  Clark  proposes  to 
leave  out,  there  does  not  seem  to  be  more  room  than  the  future  wants 
of  the  State  will  require. 

To  meet  the  exigency  they  propose  to  substitute  galvanized  iron  for 
cut  stone  in  the  cornices,  to  use  oast  iron  for  the  capitals  instead  of 
cut  stone,  to  use  iron  in  place  of  marble  in  the  grand  staircase,  to 
substitute  hard  wood  for  nuurble  in  the  floors  of  the  halls  and 
corridors,  to  use  English  crystal  or  French  cylinder  in  place  of  plate 
glass,  and  leave  out  the  committee  rooms  over  the  library  and  the 
upper  story  of  the  east  wing.  These  changes  were  advised  from 
absolute  necessity  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  law.  Acting  on 
the  report,  the  Commissioners  decided  to  proceed  with  the  erection 
of  the  building  in  accordance  with  the  plans  furnished,  which  they 
adopted.  The  next  question  to  be  met,  was  the  clause  in  the  law  that 
required  the  removal  of  any  part  of  the  work  that  did  not  conform  to 
the  proper  standard  of  material  and  workmanship.  The  Commission- 
ers found  that  the  walls  were  largly  built  of  Rock  Creek  stone,  quar> 
ried  late  in  the  year  and  full  of  water,  the  action  of  the  extreme  cold 
weather  having  cracked  and  broken  them  up  to  such  an  extent  that  it 
was  deemed  unsafe  to  build  upon  them.  The  amount  of  wall  taken 
down  to  remove  the  defective  stone  Was  2862  cubic  yards.  The 
actual  cost  of  removing  the  defective  stone  and  rebuilding  the  walls 
which  were  taken  down,  and  leaving  the  work  at  the  point  it  wsa 
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l^hen  the  repun  wdre  oommenoed,  was  $52,848.76.  The  stone  for  the 
oellar  was  famished  by  Tnttle  &  Robertson  from  the  Madison  ooanty 
qaarriee  in  the  vicinity  of  Winterset,  under  a  contract  with  the  old 
Board.  This  contract  was  modified  by  the  Oommissioners  under 
authority  of  a  joint  resolution  of  the  General  Assembly,  approved 
April  22, 1872.  During  the  years  1872  and  1878  the  entire  founda- 
tion walls,  both  interior  and  exterior  were  constructed,  the  piers  to 
carry  the  arches  were  built,  the  building  arched  over,- the  arches  con- 
creted to  the  level  with  the  exterior  walls,  and  covered  with  a  coat 
of  pitch. 

In  accordance  with  the  directions  of  joint  resolution  number  14,  of 
the  Fourteenth  General  Assembly,  approved  March  20, 1873,  all  in- 
scriptions of  names,  dates  and  figures  were  erased  from  the  comer 
stone,  and  only  the  name  Iowa  and  the  date  1878  were  inscribed  on 
it  This  was  relaid  September  29,  1873.  To  the  box  in  the  stone, 
which  was  supposed  to  contain  the  account  of  many  of  the  material 
events  that  formed  the  basis  for  national  and  Iowa  history  and  other 
matters  of  interest,  was  added  another  box  containing  documents 
that  brought  the  legislative  history  of  the  new  Capitol  to  that  date. 
During  the  year  1872,  the  Board  conducted  the  work  under  the  super- 
vision of  Mr.  Finkbine,  chairman  of  the  the  executive  committee, 
having  some  scmples  as  to  the  propriety  of  selecting  a  superintenent 
from  there  own  number.  They  were  relieved  from  any  embarassment 
by  the  action  of  the  extra  session  of  the  General  Assembly  in  1878, 
which  authorized  the  Board  to  appoint  one  of  their  number  overseer 
of  the  work.  Mr.  Finkbine  was  unanimously  elected  to  the  position. 
On  January  9, 1873,  the  Board  awarded  to  Munson  &  Tumer  the  con- 
tract to  furnish  the  stone  for  the  entire  building  from  their  quarries 
near  Qaincy,  Illinois,  the  delivery  to  commence  on  the  15th  of  ApriL 
The  contractors  found  great  difKculty  in  getting  stone  from  their 
quarries  to  fill  the  specification,  and  on  July  22d  had  delivered  but 
four  carloads,  which  were  rejected.  The  Commissioners  regarding 
this  contract  as  very  favorable  to  the  State,  and  believing  that  a 
sufilciency  of  stone  could  not  be  obtained  during  the  current  season 
and  that  it  would  be  necessary  to  postpone  the  construction  of  this 
story  until  the  next  year,  as  it  would  require  so  much  time  to  develop 
the  quarries,  released  the  contractors  from  furnishing  the  stone  for 
the  basement  story,  organised  a  force,  procured  machinery,  and  quar- 
ried and  delivered  the  stone  required  from  the  old  Capitol  quarry  in 
Johnson  county,  giving  the  contractors  until  the  next  year  to  de- 
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velop  their  qnarries.  In  their  report  to  the  Gtovernor,  Jttiiisry  1, 
1874|  ihey  say  experience  has  shown  that  the  most  practioable  way  to 
exercise  supervision  over  an  edifice  as  large  and  costly  as  the  Capitol 
is  to  employ  a  Board  of  Commissioners^  an  architect  and  snperinten* 
dent.  The  compensation  of  these  officers  can  scarcely  be  less  than 
$10,000  per  annnm,  and  with  this  necessary  force  it  is  aa  easy  to 
superintend  the  expenditure  of  $300,000  or  $400,000  annually  as 
$100,000.  <^The  existing  law  appropriates  $125,000  per  year.  $10,000 
is  a  large  per  cent  of  this  amount.  With  sufficient  appropriation,  the 
building  can  be  completed  in  four  years  with  a  cost  of  supervision  of 
$40,000.  Economy  and  the  best  interests  of  the  State  require  that 
the  Capitol  be  constructed  as  speedily  as  the  financial  condition  of 
the  treasury  will  permit.''  On  December  81,  1878,  there  had  been 
expended  from  the  commencement  $374,825.88. 

By  an  ''Act  making  an  additional  appropriation  for  the  erection  of 
the  new  Capitol  building,"  approved  March  18,  1874,  an  appropria- 
tion of  $125,000  was  made,  in  addition  to  the  $1,880,000  previously 
appropriated.  The  conditions  of  the  two  acts  were  such  that  the 
Commissioners  were  enabled  to  expend  $200,000  in  1874,  and  $175,- 
000  in  1875.  The  stone  for  the  basement  was  quarried  for  the  Com- 
missioners from  the  old  Capitol  quarries  in  Johnson  county,  and  de« 
livered  entire  on  February  16, 1875. 

On  April  21,  1874,  the  full  Board  visited  the  quarries  of  Mnnson  A 
Turner,  at  Quincy,  and  reached  the  conclusion  that  no  expenditure 
of  money  would  furnish  from  this  quarry  the  stone  required  by  the 
specifications,  and  shortly  after  released  them  from  their  contract. 
The  Commissioners  say  in  the  report  that  ''the  considerations  that 
influenced  them  to  cancel  this  contract  were  that  a  mistake  was  made 
in  awarding  a  contract  to  an  undeveloped  quarry.  It  was  imprudent 
for  the  Commissioners  to  accept^  and  hazardous  for  the  contractors 
to  propose  from  such  a  quarry,  when  taken  in  connection  with  the 
other  fact  that  the  price  at  which  the  stone  was  offered  was,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Commissioners,  about  the  cost  of  quarrying,  had  the 
quarry  proved  as  good  as  the  contractors  hoped  it  might."  On  June 
12th  they  awarded  the  contract  for  aU  the  stone  above  the  basement 
to  the  Ste.  Genevieve  Sand,  Stone  A  Granite  Company,  and  J.  A. 
Gkkines  A  Co.  of  Carroll  county,  Missouri. 

These  quarries  had  furnished  large  amounts  of  stone,  and  were  in 
the  hands  of  practical  men.  Daring  the  two  years  ending  December 
81,  1875,  the  basement  story  was  built,  the  iron  beams  for  the  office 
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Story  put  in  place,  tke  oorridon  arohed  oyer,  and  the  greater  ^rtion 
of  the  office  story  built.  What  was  lacking  of  stone  was  on  the 
ground  and  cut.  The  Commissioners  in  their  report  call  the  atten- 
tion of  the  legislature  to  the  changes  they  were  compelled  to  make 
to  bring  the  cost  of  the  building  within  the  limit  fixed  by  law,  and 
state  that  unless  authority  is  given  to  restore  these  now,  it  will  be 
too  late.  They  also  ask  in  addition  to  the  money  received  annuaUy 
from  former  appropriations  the  sum  of  three  hundred  and  fifty  thou- 
sand dollars  to  use  during  the  coming  two  years.  On  March  81, 18'74, 
General  Bd  Wright,  who  had  been  acting  as  secretary  to  the  Coni- 
mission,  was  appointed  assistant  overseer  of  construction.  The  total 
amount  expended  on  the  building  up  to  November  80,  1875,  was 
•760,000. 

By  an' act  of  the  Sixteenth  General  Assembly,  approved  March  17, 
1876,  there  was  appropriated,  in  addition  to  former  appropriations, 
the  sum  of  $260,Q00,  $150,000  to  be  drawn  during  the  year  1876. 

This  with  the  amount  payable  yearly  from  former  appropriations 
gave  the  Commissioners  to  expend  during  the  year  1876,  $275,000; 
for  1877,  $225,000.  They  were  also  instructed  to  make  the  capitals 
of  the  columns  and  the  cornice  of  stone  instead  of  iron. 

The  appropriations  of  1874  and  1876  increased  the  limit  of  expend- 
iture and  established  as  the  policy  of  the  State  that  inferior  material 
was  not  to  go  into  the  building.  During  the  two  years  ending 
December  31, 1877,  the  walls  of  the  office  story  were  completed ;  the 
wing  south  of  the  main  dome  was  built  to  the  entire  height  and 
placed  under  roof,  with  the  exception  of  the  corner  pavilions.  The 
balance  of  the  exterior  wall  were  built  to  the  window-sills  of  the 
gallery  story,  the  columns  and  piers  supporting  the  dome  were  set 
through  the  office  and  hall  stories,  the  arches  turned  over  them,  and 
the  dome  walls  carried  to  the  level  of  the  Senate  ceiling.  The  Com- 
missiooOBrs  in  their  report  say  that  the  heating  apparatus  should  be 
provided  as  soon  as  practicable,  and  that  the  boiler-house  should  be 
located  off  the  grounds.  They  again  ask  money  enough  to  prosecute 
the  work  rapidly,  as  the  best  economy  for  the  State.  They  also  call 
attention  that  in  the  modified  plans  suggested  by  Mr.  Edward  Clark 
the  dome  of  the  pavilions  were  left  off,  and  to  be  finished  with  balus- 
trades and  a  flat  roof ;  that  the  main  dome  was  to  be  carried  to  the 
ridge  line  of  the  roof  and  covered  with  sky-lights.  The  original 
plans  before  modified  to  meet  the  limits  of  expenditure  provided  for 
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domes  of  iron  to  be  constraoted  above  the  ridge  line.  The  Commis- 
sioners  say  that  they  regard  iron  as  not  the  best  material  for  the 
domes,  and  reoommend  stone  in  plaoe  thereof ,  saying  that  the  f  oonda 
tion  and  dome  supports  have  been  strengthened  from  the  original 
plan  so  as  to  bear  the  additional  weight  should  it  be  deemed  advisa- 
ble to  nse  this  material.  The  architects  estimate  the  cost  of  the 
main  dome  and  turrets  constructed  of  stone  at  $461,190.84,  of  iron 
$415,036.62. 

Messrs.  Cochrane  A  Piquenard,  as  has  been  before  stated,  were  the 
architects  employed  by  the  first  Board  of  Commissioners*  Early  in 
1872  Mr.  Cochrane  resigned,  and  Mr.  Piquenard  was  appointed  sole 
architect.  On  the  19th  of  November,  1876,  Mr.  Piquenard  died  at 
his  residence  in  Springfield,  Illinois.  The  original  design  of  the 
building  was  made  by  Messrs.  Cochrane  Ss  Piquenard.  How  much, 
or  what  part,  should  be  credited  to  either  the  members  of  this  Board 
do  not  know,  but  from  their  intercourse  with  Mr.  Piquenard  for  four 
years  they  became  satisfied  that  he  was  a  man  of  a  high  order  of 
genius,  and  worthy  of  a  place  among  tiie  foremost  of  his  professioif* 
The  Board  appointed  Messrs.  Bell  A  Hackney,  two  of  his  assistants, 
as  his  flucccBSors,  and  the  building  has  been  finished  under  their 
supervision.  Mr.  Bell  resigned  his  position  on  the  18th  day  of  De- 
cember, 1888,  to  accept  the  appDintment  of  Supervising  Architect  of 
the  Treasury  Department  at  Washington,  and  Mr.  Hackney  has  had 
sole  charge  of  the  architectural  work  since  that  time. 

The  total  amount  expended  to  the  date  of  report,  Nov.  30,  1877, 
was  $1,250,000. 

By  an  act,  approved  March  25, 1878,  the  Capitol  Commissioners 
were  authorized  to  purchase  a  lot  for  steam  heating  works,  and  to 
construct  a  sewer  to  the  Des  Moines  river,  and  a  special  appropria- 
tion of  $10,000  was  made  for  that  purpose.  They  were  authorized  to 
construct  a  large  dome  in  the  center  of  the  building,  but  were  pro- 
hibited from  building  it  tintil  an  appropriation  was  made  therefor  by 
the  General  Assembly.  This  prohibition  was  repealed  by  an  act 
approved  March  26,  1880.  $75,000  was  appropriated  for  the  purpose 
of  finishing  the  roof  and  constructing  the  turrets  on  the  pavilions  of 
said  building. 

During  the  years  1878  and  1870  the  exterior  walls  of  the  building 
were  completed ;  the  roof,  gutters  and  conductors  put  in  place ;  the 
foundation  walls  of  the  main  dome  carried  to  a  point  above  the  ridge 
line  of  the  roof ;  the  stylobate  walls  were  built,  and  the  four  turrets 
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on  the  pftTilions,  together  with  the  domes  and  Untems,  were  com- 
pleted, and  plans  were  adopted  for  heating  and  ventilating  the  build- 
ing. The  amount  expended  upon  the  oonstruction  of  the  building 
for  this  ]>eriod  was  ISSS^OOO. 

On  the  fifth  day  of  February,  1879,  Maturin  L.  Fisher,  who  had 

been  a  member  of  the  Board  since  1872,  died  at  his  residence  in 

Clayton  county.    Mr.  Fisher  had  been  a  prominent  and  useful  man 

in  the  State  for  more  than  thirty  years.    In  1854  he  was  President  of 

the  Senate;  afterward  he  was  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instrot- 

ion.     He  was  a  member  of  each  of  the  Boards  of  Commissioners  for 

the  construction  of  Asylums  for  the  Insane  at  Mount  Pleasant  and 

Independence,  and  served  during  the  construction  of  both  of  these 

buildings.    This  experience  *gaye  Mr  Fisher  a  knowledge  of  archi- 

teotnre  and  building  material,  which  made  him  a  yaloable  member  of 

this  Board  and  his  death  was  felt  to  be  a  great  loss.    As  affording 

some  evidence  of  the  interest,  Mr.  Fisher  took  in  the  building,  as 

well   as  his  enthusiastic  devotion  to  the  proprieties  and  rules  of 

arohiteotnre,  we  here  insert  an  extract  from  the  report  of  the  Ooi^- 

misBioners  for  1874,  which  was  written  by  him,  protesting  against  the 

employment  of  iron: 

''The  Board  then  determined,  in  order  to  reduce  the  cost  of  the 
building  within  the  limits  prescribed  by  law  to  change  the  plans  and 
specifications  as  follows: 

To  change  the  cut  stone  cornice  to  galvanised  iron;  the  cut  stone 
capitals  to  cast  iron;  the  grand  staircase  from  marble  to  iron;  to  put 
hard  wood  floors  in  the  halls  and  corridors  instead  of  nuurble;  to  leave 
out  the  committee  rooms  over  the  library,  and  in  the  upper  story  of 
the  east  wing;  to  change  the  glass  from  French  plate  to  French  cylin- 
der, double  thick  or  English  crystal.  By  making  these  changes, 
which  is  considered  preferable  to  reducing  the  size  of  the  buildings 
the  cost  of  the  building  is  brought  within  the  limit  flixed  by  law. 
But  it  should  be  distinctly  understood  that  these  changes  are  not 
made  in  accordance  with  the  tsste  of  the  Commissioners;  they  are 
made  from  necessity,  not  from  choice.  The  conceptions  of  the  great 
architects  of  ancient  times,  embodied  in  the  orders  of  architecture 
and  displayed  in  the  capital  of  the  column,  and  in  the  architrave,  the 
friese,  and  the  cornice  of  the  entablature,  were  designed  to  be  exe* 
cuted  in  stone;  a  cornice  of  galvanised  iron,  or  a  capital  of  cast  iron 
is  an  imitation  and  a  counterfeit  The  roonu  over  the  library  and 
in  the  upper  story  of  the  east  wing  can  be  constructed  at  a  more  con- 
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▼enient  seasoDy  keretfter;  marble  can  be  subBtitnted  at  some  fatnie 
time  for  iron  in  the  grand  stairoase  and  in  the  halls  and  oorridors  for 
wooden  floors;  and  an  inferior  kind  of  glass  can  be  ezohanged  for 
that  of  a  superior  quality;  bat  the  iron  comioe  and  the  iron  capitals 
can  never  be  replaced  by  stone,  but  must  remain  disfigured  by  rust, 
to  mar  forever  the  beauty  of  the  building,  and  to  exhibit  to  future 
ages  the  depraved  taste  of  the  present  generation."  It  is  gratifying 
to  the  surviving  members  of  the  Board  that  Mr.  Fisher  lived  to  see 
the  capitals  of  columns  and  the  cornices  constructed  of  stone. 

Cyrus  Foreman,  of  Osage,  was  appointed  by  the  Governor  to  fill 
the  vacancy  created  by  the  death  of  Mr.  Fisher.  He  took  his  seat  on 
the  27th  day  of  March,  a.  d.,  1879. 

During  the  years  1880  and  1881  the  main  dome  was  constructed. 

The  iron  frame  work  for  the  inner  dome  and  the  canopy  covering 
the  same  were  put  in  place,  and  the  stairs  from  the  level  of  the  stylo- 
bate  to  the  lantern  balcony  were  built.  The  heating  works  and  the 
tunnel  connecting  the  heating  works  with  the  Capitol  were  ccmstructed. 
The  windows  for  the  entire  building  were  finished  and  put  in  place. 
The  exterior  steps  on  the  north  and  east  fronts  were  built.  By 
•authority  granted  by  the  General  Assembly  the  Commissioners  con- 
tracted with  the  city  of  Des  Moines,  for  use  of  the  city  sewers,  and 
made  the  proper  connections  for  the  sewerage  and  drainage  of  the 
building  and  grounds. 

There  was  expended  during  the  years  1880  and  1881,  upon  the  build 
ing  $268,145.86;  for  additional  lot  for  boiler  house  $1,726.00,  and  for 
sewers  and  use  of  the  city  sewers  $4,850;  total  expenditure  from  com- 
mencement $1,844,568.88. 

For  the  years  1882  and  1888  the  work  was  almost  delusively  upon 
the  interior  of  the  building.  The  interior  of  the  dome  was  finished 
to  the  office  fioor,  the  grand  stairs  were  built,  the  gallery  story  com- 
pleted, the  hall  story,  embracing  the  haUs  of  the  senate  and  house  of 
representatives,  the  library,  post  and  telegraph  offices,  the  rooms  of 
the  lieutenant-governor  and  speaker,  rooms  for  the  secretaries  of 
the  senate  and  clerks  of  the  house,  and  committee  roonu  for  both 
houses  were  completed.  On  the  office  floor  the  main  corridors,  the 
rooms  for  Governor  and  Secretary  of  State  were  nearly  completed, 
and  the  gas  fixtures  mainly  put  in. 

The  steam  heating  apparatus  was  completed  in  the  finished  part  of 
the  building,  and  a  Hosrard  tower  dock  was  placed  in  the  attic  with 
dials  in  the  house  and  senate  chambers. 
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There  was  expended  apon  the  bnilding  daring  the  twe  yean  $642,- 
840.55,  making  the  total  expenditure  from  oommencement  $2,477,- 
304.48.  For  the  yean  1884  and  1885  the  work  done  was  apon  the 
interior  of  the  bailding,  except  the  covering  of  the  belt  coune  and 
portloo  floon  with  copper.  The  plastering  of  the  office  and  base- 
ment stories  and  marble  work  of  the  office  story  was  completed. 
Bnoaustic  tile  floon  were  laid  in  the  corridon  of  the  first  story,  in 
the  Treasarer's  business  office,  and  in  the  vaults  and  closets  of  the 
basement  story.  The  corridon,  rotunda  and  barber  shop  floon  were 
laid  in  the  basement  with  Italian  marble  tile.  The  woodwork  was 
completed  for  the  office  story,  except  in  the  rooms  for  the  Horticul- 
tural Society. 

The  suits  of  rooms  for  the  Governor,  Secretary  of  State,  Auditor, 
Treasurer.  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  land  office.  Clerk  of 
the  Supreme  Court,  Railroad  Commissionen,  Supreme  Court  consul- 
tation room,  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  rooms  of  the  Senate  and  House, 
the  coat  and  smoking  rooms  and  closets  of  the  House  and  Senate 
were  frescoed.  The  hard  oil  finish  was  finish  was  done  in  the  office 
story,  e](cept  the  Agricultural  rooms,  Custodian's  room  and  the  Su- 
preme Court  room.  The  two  elevaton  were  put  in  place.  The  rooms 
of  the  Gtovemor,  Secretary  of  State,  Auditor,  Treasurer,  Superintend- 
ent of  Public  Instruction,  consultation  rooms,  Attorney  General's 
rooms,  private  rooms  of  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  Railroad 
Commissionen,  and  rooms  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Supreme  Court  were 
furnished.  The  land  office  was  furnished  except  desks,  and  the  furni- 
ture was  all  procured  for  the  Supreme  Court  room,  except  the  desks 
for  the  clerk  and  judges,  which  were  partly  done.  The  chain  for 
the  Agricultural  and  Horticultural  rooms  were  purchased.  The  street 
paving  around  the  Capitol  was  completed,  the  curbing  set  and  the 
sidewalk  partly  built.  For  the  two  years  there  was  expended  $345,- 
613.31,  making  the  total  expenditures  from  the  beginning  $2,823,- 
007.74. 

From  February  3,  1886,  to  the  30th  day  of  June,  1886,  (the  date 
of  this  report),  the  side  walks  around  Capitol  square  have  been  com- 
pleted and  some  additional  grading  done  for  the  same.  Marble  base 
has  been  placed  in  the  basement  corridors,  barber  shop  and  water 
closets.  The  steam  heating  contract  has  been  completed,  except  the 
engineer's  house.  The  wood  work  has  been  completed  in  the  Horti- 
cultural rooms  and  in  the  basement  story.  The  frescoing  of  the  Su- 
preme Court  room  has  been  finished,  the  south  portico  ceiling  has 
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been  plastered  and  painted,  brass  railings  bane  been  plaoed  aroond 
the  portioos,  the  plambing  has  been  completed  in  the  basement  story, 
and  the  hard  oil  finish  mainly  finished  in  the  first  story.  Fnmitnre 
has  been  provided  for  the  Supreme  Court  room,  Agricnltnral  rooms, 
and  for  the  land  office.  Mirrors  and  electric  clocks  and  dials  have 
been  placed  in  the  rooms  of  the  Auditor,  Treasurer,  Superintendent 
of  Public  Instruction,  consultation  room,  land  office,  Qovernor's  bus- 
iness room,  Custodian's  office,  room  of  the  Railroad  Commissioners, 
Agricultural  room,  the  room  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and 
in  the  House  and  Senate  wash  rooms.  There  has  been  expended 
upon  the  building  during  the  present  year  the  sum  of  $50,28j6.59, 
making  the  total  expenditure  from  the  commencement  $2,873,394.59. 

It  would  perhaps  be  well  here  to  give  the  reasons  why  the  steps  on 
the  south  and  west  fronts  have  not  been  put  up,  as  the  stone  for  thmn 
has  been  cut  and  is  upon  the  ground,  and  why  the  other  outside  work 
was  not  done.  The  legislature  of  1886  having  failed  to  make  the 
small  appropriation  required  to  complete  the  building,  the  Commis- 
sioners thought  it  wise  to  complete  the  interior,  as  they  had  the 
material  on  hand  and  competent  workmen. 

The.  outside  work  can  be  done  at  any  time  in  the  future,  and  will 
require  less  skillful  men.  The  hard  woods  and  machinery,  if  left 
without  special  care,  would  greatly  deteriorate.  They,  therefore, 
completed  everything  inside  that  they  had  the  means  to  pay  for. 

We  have  briefly  traced  the  legislation  and  the  history  of  the  con- 
struction of  tbe  Capitol  from  the  passage  of  the  original  bill  to  that 
of  the  last  Qeneral  Assembly,  legislating  the  Board  out  of  existence. 
The  only  regret  the  members  of  the  Board  feel  is  that  the  financial 
situation  of  the  State  was  such  that  the  legislature  was  unable  to 
make  the  small  appropriation  required  to  finish  the  building.  Their 
estimates  showed  that  it  required  to  finish  the 

Engineer's  house $  872.00 

Frescoing  halls,  corridors,  etc 11,800.00 

Putting  up  steps,  pointing  walls,  etc 16,016.00 

Finishing  under  steps 660.00 

Total $    20,887.00 

The  stone,  consisting  of  granite  base  and  rail,  limestone,  ashlar  and 
freestone  steps,  platforms  and  balustrades  for  the  two  remaining 
flights  of  steps,  is  cut,  ready  for  setting. 

For  the  purpose  of  completing  the  building  an  additional  appro- 
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priation  of  $80,000  was  asked.  They  would  have  felt  that  their  work 
was  completed  could  they  have  turned  over  the  buildings  at  least 
finiahed.  The  General  Assembly  of  1864  passed  a  concurrent  resolu- 
tion requiring  the  Commissioners  to  furnish  to  the  next  session  plans 
and  estimates  for  grading,  improving  and  decorating  the  grounds 
about  the  Capitol.  After  examining  plans  submitted  by  Prof.  Pren- 
tice of  Cornell  College,  Ithaca,  New  York,  Mr.  Carpenter  of  Gales- 
burg,  111.,  and  Mr.  Weidenmann  of  New  York,  the/ contracted  with 
the  latter  to  furnish  plans  and  information  necessary  to  make  the 
eetimate  required.  They  believe  his  plan,  or  one  similar,  would  give 
to  the  building  its  best  possible  effect,  and  they  are  of  the  opinion 
that  it  will  always  appear  incomplete  until  the  ornamental  grounds 
furnish  a  setting  worthy  of  the  building. 

Jn  concluding  this  report  it  may  not  be  amiss  to  say  a  few  words 
of  themselves  and  their  relations  to  the  State,  the  public  and  each 
other  during  the  fourteen  years  that  they  have  acted  together.  The 
Governor  was  made  by  law  the  presiding  officer  of  the  Board,  and  six 
different  Governors  have  met  with  them,  otherwise  there  has  been 
but  one  change  in  the  membership  of  the  Board  since  its  organization, 
and  that  by  the  death  of  Mr.  Fisher.  The  Commissioners  were 
selected,  two  from  each  political  party,  and  came  together  compara- 
tively strangers.  During  that  long  period,  while  they  have  differed 
on  many  matters,  these  differences  have  never  degenerated  into  per- 
sonal feeling,  or  diminished  in  any  degree  the  profound  respect 
inspired  by  the  consciousness  that  each  was  honestly,  and  to  the 
extent  of  his  ability,  endeavoring  to  promote  the  best  interests  of  the 
work  in  their  charge,  and  they  will  carry  away  with  them  none  but 
the  most  pleasant  recollections. 

While  there  have  probably  been  mistakes  made,  they  think  they 
can  safely  challenge,  in  every  particular,  any  building  in  the  country 
for  a  comparison  in  cost,  in  workmanship,  in  material  or  in  its  adap- 
tation to  the  purposes  for  which  it  is  intended.  In  a  period  when  the 
builders  of  almost  every  important  work  have  been  severely  censured, 
and  their  actions  impugned,  the  public  has  dealt  kindly  with  the 
Commissioners.  No  criticism  from  any  source,  or,  at  least,  any  res- 
pectable source,  has  been  made  upon  their  management. 

The  public  has  awarded  to  them  all  that  could  be  asked — its  con- 
fidence.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  CONSTRUCTION, 
OF  THE  MATEWAL  PURCHASED  AND  WORK  DONE  ON 
THE  NEW  CAPITOL,  FROM  FEBRUARY  8,  TO  JUNE  30, 

1886. 


To  the  Board  of  Capitol  OommUsionera: 

QsKTLBicBK — ^I  herewith  submit  my  report  of  the  work  done,  and 
material  pnrchaBed,  from- the  date  of  my  la«t  report  to  this  date. 

The  sidewalks  around  the  Capitol  square  have  been  completed,  and 
some  additional  grading  done  for  the  same. 

Marble  base  has  been  placed  in  the  basement  corridors,  barber  shop, 
and  water  closet.  The  steam  heating  contract  has  been  completed 
with  the  exception  of  the  engineer's  house,  which  was  not  in  con- 
dition to  have  the  work  done.  The  wood  work  has  been  completed 
in  the  Horticultural  rooms  and  in  the  basement  story. 

The  frescoing  of  the  Supreme  Court  room  has  been  completed,  the 
south  portico  ceiling  has  been  plastered  and  painted.  Brass  railings 
have  been  placed  around  the  porticos,  the  plumbing  has  been  com- 
pleted in  the  basement  story,  the  hard  oil  finish  has  been  completed 
in  the  first  story,  with  the  exception  of  the  rooms  in  which  the  fres 
coing  is  not  done,  in  these  rooms  the  last  coat  of  hard  oil  has  been 
omitted.  The  hard  oil  finish  in  the  basement  story  has  been  com- 
pleted with  to  coats,  shelving  for  books  and  papers  has  been  plaeed 
in  the  store  rooms  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and  of  the 
Railroad  Commissioners.  Furniture  has  been  provided  for  the  Su- 
preme Court  rooms,  for  the  Agricultural  rooms  and  for  the  land  office. 
Brass  fenders  and  irons  have  been  provided  for  the  fire  places  in  the 
rooms  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  the  Auditor, 
Treasurer,  Custodian,  consultation  room.

QxNTLBMBN — In  presenting  this,  my  last  report^  I  think  it  advisable 
to  give  a  general  resume  of  the  arohitectaral  work  from  the  organi- 
zation of  the  first  Board  of  Commissioners. 

When  the  original  Board  of  Commissioners  was  organised,  on  the 
25th  day  of  May,  1870,  they  found  three  plans  for  a  oapitol  building 
had  been  procured  in  a  competition  instituted  by  the  Census  Board, 
no  one  of  which  was  entirely  satisfactory.  These  plans,  in  connection 
with  one  made  by  Messrs.  Cochrane  &  Piquenard,  were  submitted  to 
Mr.  Edward  Clark,  architect  of  the  capitol  at  Washington,  D.  C, 
with  instructions  "to  suggest  such  modifications,  and  make  such 
revision  of  estimates  as  he  should  deem  best,  in  order  to  fully  deter- 
mine that  the  expenditure  under  the  plan  which  might  be  adopted 
should  not  exceed  $1,500,000." 

In  conformity  with  these  directions,  Mr.  Clark  made  the  following 
report:

Hon.  Charles  Dudley,  Ocmimisncmer,  ete.,  for  New  OapUdl  Bidldingfor  the 
Stateoflowa: 

Sir— I  have  examined,  as  well  as  the  time  would  permit  me,  the  plans, 
speciflcations  and  estimates  for  the  new  Capitol  building  for  the  State  of 
Iowa,  and  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  remarks  ooncemlag  them: 

The  plans  showing  the  Interior  I  consider  well  arranged,  and  are  made 
substantially  In  accordance  with  the  modifications  which  I  recommended 
both  verbally  to  the  Commissioners  and  in  my  communication  to  them, 
dated  September  24, 1870.  I  have  no  alteration  to  suggest  relative  to  them, 
except  the  abolition  of  the  basement  stoiy.  As  relates  to  the  exterior,  I 
will  offer  some  suggestions  with  a  view  to  lessen  the  cost  of  the  structure. 
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1.  A  large  Bum  might  be  saved,  in  my  opinion,  the  appeaianoe  of  the 
building  improved,  by  reducing  the  height  of  the  baaement  story,  and  abol- 
ishing the  floor  between  the  basement  and  cellar,  making  of  them  one  story, 
instead  of  two,  as  shown  on  the  section. 

According  to  the  baaement  design,  the  first  floor  is  reached  by  thirty  steps, 
and  the  cellar  is  without  light,  or  at  least  only  such  light  as  may  be  obtained 
from  windows  below  the  surfoce  of  the  ground.  I  would  suggest  that  the 
first  floor  should  not  be  over  twelve  steps  above  the  surface,  and  that  the 
cellar  story  should  have  the  benefit  of  the  lower  windows  above  the  ground 
line,  thus  getting  light  and  air.  As  the  steam  pipes  must  run  through  the 
rooms  and  passages  of  this  story,  the  walls  will  be  kept  warm  enough  to 
prevent  the  condensation  of  any  moisture  on  them,  thus  making  it  suf- 
ficiently dry  for  storing  records,  etc. 

2.  The  panel  and  the  acroteria  in  the  pediment  might  be  omitted.  The 
finish  of  the  walls  of  the  porticos  in  the  rear  of  the  columns  might  be  lees 
elaborate,  and  the  attached  columns  of  the  arcade  omitted,  leaving  plain 
piers. 

8.  The  foliated  caps  of  the  columns  might  be  made  of  iron,  particnlarly  if 
the  stone  used  should  be  of  a  soft  and  porous  quality. 

These  suggestions  are  made  mainly  to  keep  the  cost  within  the  sum  fixed 
by  law,  as  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  estimate  is  twenty  per  cent  less  than 
the  actual  cost,  there  being  no  allowance  for  contingencies,  superintend- 
ence, expenses  of  conmiission,  etc.,  etc. 

In  relation  to  the  heating  and  ventilating,  I  would  suggest  that  a  boiler 
vault  should  be  constructed  outside  the  building,  but  in  connection  with  it, 
at  the  comer  near  the  smoke  stack  indicated  on  the  plan.  The  location  of 
the  boiler  house  at  the  comer  of  the  grounds,  as  proposed,  would  increase 
the  cost  of  the  heating  apparatus,  and  would  cause  a  loss  of  heat  by  having 
so  great  a  distance  to  carry  steam,  without  any  compensating  advantage. 
A  change  in  the  position  of  the  exhausting  shaft  might  also  be  made  to  ad- 
vantage, the  present  being  at  the  base  of  the  dome.  When  a  dome  is  erected 
and  strong  winds  press  against  it  from  certain  directions,  there  will  be  a 
tendency  to  force  the  air  down  the  shaft  and  prevent  a  proper  ventilation; 
the  further  the  shafts  are  from  the  dome,  the  better. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  state  that,  in  my  opinion,  with  the  above  men- 
tioned modifications  and  judicious  management,  this  building  can  be  erected 
for  the  sum  named  in  the  law.

This  report,  so  far  as  the  exterior  is  concerned,  was  based  upon  the 
design  furnished  by  Messrs.  Cochrane  &  Piquenard,  and  which  was 
finally  adopted,  with  some  of  the  modifications  suggested  by  Mr. 
Olark  incorporated  in  it,  but  fortunately  not  all  of  them.  His  first 
recommendation,  in  regard  to  the  basement,  can  be  accounted  for 
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upon  no  other  hypothesiB  than  an  extreme  desire  to  oonf orm  to  the 
instractions  of  the  Board  in  the  practice  of  economy,  and  this  the 
easiest  way  to  accomplish  that  end.  Had  this  story  been  omitted  the 
beauty  of  the  bnilding  wonld  have  been  marred  forever,  and  the  pablic 
service  wonld  have  been  crippled  for  want  of  valuable  space  that  could 
be  procured  in  no  other  way  for  the  same  amount  of  money.  Had 
this  story  been  made  one  course  of  stone  (22  inches)  higher  the  effect 
would  have  been  as  good  or  better,  and  the  lighting  of  the  rooms 
would  have  been  much  more  thoroughly  accomplished. 

In  October,  1870,  the  Board  appointed  Messrs.  Cochrane  &  Pique- 
nard,  of  Chicago,  general  architects  and  superintendents,  and  in- 
structed them  to  modify  the  plans,  with  reference  to  the  suggestions 
made  by  Mr.  Clark,  so  as  to  provide  sufficient  room  for  the  require- 
ments of  the  State,  and  in  order  to  keep  within  the  limit  fixed  by  law, 
to  forego  the  ornamental  rather  than  the  useful  and  essential. 

They  at  once  prepared  the  plans  for  the  foundation  and  cellar 
walls,  and  the  sewerage  system,  so  that  work  could  be  commenced 
in  the  spring  of  1871,  and  also  made  scale  drawings  for  the  floor 
plans,  sections  to  a  scale  of  8  feet  to  1  inch,  and  prepared  the  speci- 
fications for  the  whole  work. 

According  to  these  plans,  and  with  Mr.  J.  C.  Cochrane,  of  Chicago, 
acting  as  the  supervising  architect,  the  original  foundation  walls 
were  put  in  place. 

When  the  present  Board  was  organized,  on  the  l7th  day  of  April, 
1872,  the  plans  were  in  the  condition  as  above  stated,  and  the  action 
taken  in  regard  to  them  can  best  be  described  by  quoting  from  the 
second  biennial  reporti  which  is  as  follows: 

<<The  Commissioners  have  not  been  unmindful  of  that  provision  of 
the  law  which  requires  them  to  'direct  all  their  action  with  a  view  to 
the  completion  of  the  building  for  the  sum  of  one  million  five  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars,'  or  of  the  oath  taken  by  them,  which  exposes 
them  to  the  pains  and  penalties  of  perjury,  if  by  any  action  of  theirs 
that  sum  is  exceeded  in  the  construction  of  the  Capitol.  The  plans 
and  specifications  were  virtually  adopted  by  their  predecessors  and 
the  execution  of  them  actually  commenced.  The  plans  were  indeed 
formally  adopted  by  a  vote  of  this  Board,  without  any  inquiry  or 
judgment,  however,  as  to  their  merits,  but  beoanse  their  adoption 
was  considered  an  accomplished  fact.  It  was  important  for  the  Com- 
missioners, if  they  should  build  the  Capitol  according  to  the  plans

which  oame  to  them  from  their  predecessors,  to  know  whether  thej 
would  be  in  danger  of  transgressing  the  limit  of  expenditures  fixed 
by  law.  Messrs.  Cochrane  &  Piquenard,  architects,  were  instructed 
to  prepare  a  careful  and  detailed  estimate  of  the  cost  of  the  building 
according  to  the  plans  and  specifications  received  from  the  old  Board. 
They  did  so,  and  reported  their  estimate  to  the  Board.  This  esti* 
mate,  together  with  the  plans  and  specifications  were  referred  to  a 
committee  consisting  of  Mr.  Finkbine  and  Mr.  Dey,  with  instructions 
to  examine  them  and  to  report  their  opinion  to  the  Board.  In  their 
report  they  state  that  the  estimate  of  the  cost  of  the  building  would 
largely  exceed  the  limit  fixed  by  the  law.  The  same  committee  were 
then  instructed  to  inquire  and  report  whether  it  was  advisable  to  re- 
duce the  cost  of  the  building  by  diminishing  its  size.  The  committee 
in  their  report  advised  against  reducing  the  size  of  the  building,  and 
their  report  was  adopted.  The  Board  then  determined,  in  order  to 
reduce  the  cost  of  the  building  within  the  linuts  prescribed  by  law, 
to  change  the  plans  and  specifications,  as  follows:  To  change  the 
cut  stone  cornice  to  galvanized  iron;  the  cut  stone  capitals  to  cast 
iron;  the  grand  stair  ease  from  marble  to  iron,  to  put  hard  wood 
floors  in  the  halls  and  corridors  instead  of  marble;  to  leave  out  the 
committee  rooms  over  the  library,  and  in  the  upper  story  of  the  east 
wing;  to*  change  the  glass  from  French  plate  to  French  cylinder, 
double  thick  or  English  crystal.  By  making  these  changes,  which  is 
considered  preferable  to  reducing  the  size  of  the  buildipg,  the  Board 
estimated  that  a  saving  would  be  effected  of  $116,945.91,  and  the  cost 
of  the  building  brought  within  the  limit  fixed  by  law.  But  it  should 
be  distinctly  understood  that  these  changes  are  not  made  in  accord* 
ance  with  the  taste  of  the  Commiwioners,  they  are  made  from  neces- 
sity, not  from  choice.  If  the  legistature  would  place  another  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars  at  the  disposal  of  the  Commissioners,  they 
would  be  cheerfully  abandoned.  The  conceptions  of  the  great  archi- 
tects of  ancient  times,  embodied  in  the  orders  of  architecture  and 
displayed  in  the  capital  of  the  column,  and  in  the  architrave,  the 
frieze  and  the  cornice  of  the  entablature  were  designed  to  be  exe- 
cuted in  stone;  a  cornice  of  galvanized  iron  or  a  capital  of  cast  iron 
is  an  imitation  and  a  counterfeit  The  rooms  over  the  library  and  in 
the  upper  story  of  the  east  wing  can  be  constructed  at  a  more  con- 
venient season  hereafter;  marble  can  be  substituted  at  some  future 
time  for  iron  in  the  grand  stair  case,  and  in  the  halls  and  corridors 
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for  wooden  floors;  and  an  inferior  kind  of  gla^a  can  be  exchanged 
for  that  of  a  superior  qaality^  bat  the  iron  cornice  and  the  iron  capi- 
tals can  never  be  replaced  by  stone,  bat  mast  remain  disfigured  by 
rnst,  to  mar  forever  the  beauty  of  the  building  and  to  exhibit  to 
future  ages  the  depraved  taste  of  the  present  generation?' 

On  the  8rd  day  of  September,  1872,  Mr.  John  C.  Cochrme  resinged 
his  position  as  one  of  the  architects,  because  of  the  pressure  of  bus- 
iness in  Chicago,  and  Mr.  A.  H.  Piqnenard  was  appointed  sole  archi- 
tect. 

Under  Mr.  Piquenard  the  plans  were  again  revised  and  all  the 
diagrams  and  details  made  for  the  building  up  to  the  roof  line,  except 
for  the  inside  finish  and  decoration. 

The  Sixteenth  General  Assembly  directed  the  Board  to  restore  the 
original  specifications  so  far  as  the  change  affected  the  capitals  of 
the  columns  and  pilasters  and  the  cornice,  making  them  of  stone, 
and  the  drawings  were  made  in  accordance  therewith. 

As  the  work  progressed  other  changes  were  made  in  the  drawings 
and  specifications,  under  the  direction  of  the  Board,  with  the  view  of 
having  both  the  material  and  workmanship  of  the  best  quality.  It 
being  almost  an  impossibility  to  procure  limestone  of  sufficient  size 
and  good  quality  for  the  columns  around  the  rotunda,  on  the  legisla- 
tive floor,  granite  was  substituted.  The  original  specification  for  the 
roof  provided  for  iron  frame  work,  covered  with  wood  sheeting  and 
galvanized  iron.  This  not  being  fire-proof,  it  was  decided  to  cover 
the  roof  with  porus  terra  cotta  tiles,  on  the  iron  frame,  and  slate 
bedded  in  Portland  cement.  This  being  heavier  than  the  former 
covering  the  iron  trusses  were  made  stronger. 

Thus  far  the  architectural  work  was  completed  when,  on  the  10th 
day  of  November,  1876,  Mr.  Piquenard  died  at  his  home  in  Spring- 
field, Illinois.  What  loss  the  State  and  the  world  of  art  sustained 
in  his  death  cannot  be  estimated.  He  was  a  man  scholarly  in  his 
attainments,  grand  in  his  conceptions  and  abounding  in  expedients, 
standing  at  the  first  rank  in  the  profession.  He  was  genial  in  his 
deportment  and  attentive  to  business,  and  during  life  enjoyed  the  full 
confidence  of  his  colleagues  in  this  and  other  work. 

On  the  1st  day  of  January,  1877,  Mr.  M.  E.  Bell  and  myself,  as  the 
firm  of  Bell  A  Hackney,  were  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused 
by  Mr.  Piquenard's  death. 

The  Board  being  desirous  of  completing  the  building  as  a  whole, 
and  not  leave  a  portion  to  be  built  in  the  future  at  a  much  greater  ex- 
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pense^  we  were  directed  to  prepare  plans,  details  and  estimates  for 
the  central  and  four  small  domes,  to  be  submitted  to  the  Seventeenth 
General  Assembly.  The  original  plan  provided  for  iron  construction 
in  the  domes,  but  this  being  deemed  not  the  best  material  for  out- 
door construction,  from  its  tendency  to  corode,  and  its  liability  to  ex- 
pand and  contract  with  every  change  of  temperature,  we  were  directed 
to  make  our  designs  for  stone  domes,  having  iron  frame  work  in  the 
tholus  only,  and  this  to  be  covered  with  brick  and  heavy  copper. 

These  instructions  were  obeyed  and  subsequently  the  legislature 
directed  the  domes  to  be  built,  which  has  been  done,  making  them 
substantially  as  above  described.  The  inner  dome  being  made  of 
iron  framework,  covered  with  galvanized  iron,  and  the  peristyle 
columns  are  made  of  iron  covered  with  scagliola. 

The  change  of  stone  for  iron  in  the  main  dome  imposed  a  much 
greater  weight  on  the  substructure  than  had  been  contemplated  by 
Mr.  Piquenard,  and  we  found  it  necssary  to  increase  the  size  and 
strength  of  the  dome  supports  at  four  points,  beginning  at  the 
foundation  line  and  continuing  up  to  the  level  of  the  ceiling  of  the 
Senate^  which  was  done  in  a  satisfactory  manner,  as  there  are  no 
signe  of  settlement  in  any  part. 

We  were  next  directed  to  make  designs  for  finishing  the  legislative 
and  library  departments,  changing  from  the  original  specifications  so 
as  to  make  encaustic  tile  floors  in  the  library  and  corridors;  marble 
wainscoting  in  the  library,  corridors,  legislative  halls  and  in  the  lob- 
bies; scagliola  columns  in  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives; 
stucco  cornices;  hard  wood  finish  for  doors,  casings,  wainscotings  in 
the  rooms,  etc.;  plate  glass  in  the  windows;  and  also  the  fumitore 
for  these  departments. 

After  visiting  various  buildings  in  the  east  and  viewing  the 
cramped  condition  of  most  of  the  libraries,  and  realizing  the  rapidity 
with  which  our  own  library  is  growing,  it  was  deemed  best  to  dis- 
pense with  the  committee  rooms,  which  were  designed  to  be  built 
over  the  library  room,  and  make  the  whole  space  into  one  large  room 
52x108  feet  and  45  feet  high,  with  five  tiers  of  shelving.  This  was 
done  at  a  small  increase  in  the  cost,  but  we  have  in  return  therefor  a 
room  of  elegant  proportions  and  that  has  a  capacity  to  accommodate 
the  accumulation  of  books  for  many  years  to  come. 

While  this  work  was  in  progress  we  also  made  plans  for  the  steam 
heating  works  and  the  tunnel  connecting  them  with  the  building. 
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Mr.  L.  K.  Greene,  an  eminent  steam  heating  and  sanitary  engineer  of 
Boston,  made  the  drawings  and  specifioations  for  the  heating  apara- 
tOB,  and  the  satisfactory  working  of  the  same  has  proven  the  wisdom 
in  procuring  his  services. 

Having  been  appointed  supervising  architect  of  the  Treasury  De- 
partment at  Washington,  D.  C,  Mr.  M.  E.  Bell  resigned  his  position 
as  one  of  the  architects  on  the  18ih  day  of  December,  1883,  leaving 
me  in  charge  of  the  work. 

At  this  time  the  detail  drawings  were  all  made  for  the  library,  the 
legislative  department,  the  grand  stairway  and  the  east  and  west  cor^ 
ridors,  most  of  the  work  was  finished,  and  the  mural  decorations 
executed.  Since  then  the  detail  drawings  have  been  made  for  all  the 
State  offices,  the  Supreme  Court  department,  and  the  basement  story, 
including  the  furniture,  which  has  been  manufactured  by  our  own 
workmen  in  the  building,  or  made  by  contract  from  special  designs 
for  each  department.  Most  of  this  work  has  been  completed,  and 
the  mural  decorations  executed  in  the  Supreme  Court  department 
and  in  the  principal  State  offices. 

In  order  to  make  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  grading  and  parking 
the  Capitol  grounds,  Mr.  J.  Weideman,  a  landscape  architect  of  New 
York  City,  was  employed  to  make  preliminary  drawings,  sections 
and  profiles,  with  specifications,  sufficient  to  give  an  intelligent  knowl* 
edge  of  the  amount  and  quality  of  the  work  to  be  done.  These  draw- 
ings were  furnished,  and  the  estimate  made  to  the  Twenty-first  Gen* 
eral  Assembly. 

The  scale  drawings  with  all  the  details,  by  which  the  work  has 
been  executed,  the  drawings  for  the  parts  remaining  unfinished,  and 
the  plans  for  parking  the  grounds,  have  all  been  arranged  and  placed 
in  the  hands  of  the  Custodian.  I  have  also  had  made,  in  water  col- 
ors, an  accurvte  perspective  showing  the  south  and  west  fronts  of  the 
building,  which  will  be  framed  and  hung  in  the  Custodian's  office. 

Having  came  to  this  work  in  the  spring  of  1874,  under  Mr.  Pique- 
nard;  having  been  selected  one  of  the  architects  to  succeed  him  in 
in  1877,  and  having  had  charge  of  the  architectural  work  since  De- 
cember, 1883,  it  has  been  with  the  greatest  of  interest  that  I  have 
watched  the  development  of  every  part  of  the  building,  and  leaving 
it  can  feel  a  just  pride  in  knowing  it  to  be  a  creditable  monument  to 
its  originators,  to  you  gentlemen,  who  have  labored  so  faithfully  in 
its  execution,  and  to  the  State. 
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Thanking  yon,  gentlemen,  for  the  nniform  oonrteBy  and  oonaiderar 
tion,  and  the  confidence  imposed  in  me  daring  this  long  term  of  ser- 
vice, I  am

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Hon.  William  Labrabeb,  Qwxtmt: 

On  the  thirtieth  day  of  June  the  Capitol  GommissioneiB  were  famished 
with  a  balance  sheet,  showing  that  they  paid,  erroneously,  to  sundry  parties, 
Bums  aggregating  $87.73,  and  that  they  made  errors  in  favor  of  the  State,  by 
not  paying  to  sundry  parties  the  amounts  they  were  entitled  to,  aggregat- 
ing $88.96.  •

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REPORT  OP  CUSTODIAN, 


Report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Capitol  CommiBiionera  to 
the  Board,  as  required  by  a  resolntion  adopted  May  8,  1884|  exhibit- 
ing in  detail  the  expenditures  made  necessary  by  chapter  140,  laws 
1884,  from  January  1, 1886,  the  date  of  the  last  report,  to  April  17, 
1886,  the  date  of  the  taking  effect  of  chapter  148,  laws  1886. 

To  the  Board  of  Capitol  Commtssianera : 

QsNTiiBMEN — ^I  herewith  submit  a  detailed  statement  of  the  expen- 
ditures  made  necessary  in  complying  with  chapter  140,  laws  of  1884, 
from  January  1  to  April  17.  As  this  period  includes  the  session  of 
the  Twenty-first  General  Assembly,  I  submit  it  as  a  fair  index  of  the 
cost  of  taking  care  of,  lighting  and  heating  the  building  during  one 
session  of  the  General  Assembly.  I  gave  the  matter  my  best  atten- 
tion early  and  late,  with  a  studious  effort  to  give  satisfaction  to  all 
parties.  In  my  selection  of  men  for  the  various  places  I  was  very 
successful.  All  did  their  work  well  and  to  my  entire  satisfaction,  and 
to  the  satisfaction  of  all  parties  concerned  so  far  as  I  have  learned. 

Mr.  N.  W.  Smith  had  charge  of  the  boiler  house,  tunnel  and  the 
ventilation  of  the  cellar.  He  gave  it  his  entire  attention  from  seven 
o'clock  ▲.  M.  until  ten  and  sometimes  eleven  o'clock  p.  m.  Mr.  O.  W. 
Beall  had  charge  of  the  temperature  and  ventilation  of  the  halls  of 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives.  He  gave  the  matter  his 
best  attention  from  the  time  the  building  was  open  in  the  morning 
until  it  was  dosed  at  night.  Both  of  these  men  proved  to  be  the 
right  man  for  the  place  assigned  them,  and  made  the  heating  and 
ventilating  an  entire  success. 

I  desire  to  express  my  thanks  to  these  two  men  for  their  valuable 
assistance  during  the  session  and  for  their  earnest  and  untiring  efforts 
at  all  times. 

By  reference  to  the  annexed  statements  it  will  be  seen  that  the  ex- 
penditures during  the  time  covered  by  this  report  was  $18,901.68.
